glad. Pozesuer, be ſent by them obla-s 
tions to our god. At y tyme there were 
manpe that condeſcended to folowe the 
lawes of the Grectans, but theſe ſeuen⸗ 
tie refuſed, Not longe after, captayne 
ſeleucus, ptolomees companpyon in offyce 
dyed, in whoſe ſtede Antiochus rapgned 
in Macedonia. Thys Antiochus making 
warre vpon ptolomee, bereit him of all 
his dominions, t lew him. After that, 
he ſubdued all the lande of Jſraell then 
vnder the regiment of ptolomee, t wars 
ed very pꝛoud. He hated Jſracl alſo be- 
cauſe they loued ptolomee , and ayded 
hym in the warres againft him, Thys 
is that Antiochus that buylded a great 
Citie vpon the ſea coaſte, and talled it 
Antiochia, wherein he made a golden 
pdole, commaunding that the childzen 
of Jſrael ſhould be b2zought vnto it, and 
wo2ſhip it. But ſome of them choſe ra- 
ther to ſuffer death fo2 the religion of 
their God:and ſome other fell from the 
Sinagoge their mother church. Befoze 
thys he toke a wap alſo their a” 
207 | their 
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the Machabees. Fol. iiii. 
their newe Mone, and leage of circum⸗ 
ſion: foꝛbiddinge that in any wyſe they 
fhould obſerue theſe commanndemen- 
tes in any place thzoughout hys whole 
dominions. Foz the which he put many 
| of the Iſraelites todeath, and opp2effed 
them moꝛe then dydeuer anpe of thep2 
enempes oz aduerſarpes. The ſeconde 
man in honour next himſelt in Jeruſa⸗ 
le was one polipus, he erected an ymage 
in the temple, commanndinge the peo- 
ple of Jſrael to wozſhip it, + whoſocuer 
was diſobedeint, to be ſlaine. Therkoꝛe 
he put to death. Hanna and her. vii. chil- 
dꝛen as it is mencioned in other places. 
When Antiochus percepued this, it ins 
creaſed his hatred toward Jſrael, in ſo 
much that he dyd hys endenour, p none 
of them ſhould ſcape o2 be left aliue, ex⸗ 
cept ſuch as would woꝛchip the ymage. 
Then fledde wany of the Jſraclites to 
the mounte Modiit and to Zericho, be⸗ 
cauſe of the lawe of polipus and Antios 
chus hys Lozde, hauing to they2.gouer- 
nour the hye Pꝛiect Mattathias ſonne of 
Iohan, otherwyſe called Chalmonany, 
Lhe Paieſt eniopned them to faſt, and 
punich themſelues beſoze the loꝛd with 
Ali. wepinge, 
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wepynge, ſackeclothe, and aſſhes, and 
afcer this be ſayth vnto them. If pe wil 
ieoparde pour lpues foz the holy Lo2d, 
why die we like women: Let vs go and 
fight with polipus, and pk we dye, we 
ſhal die with honoar;peraduenture the 
holy and bleſſed God wil helpe vs, and 
wyll not roote ont the remnaunt of F\- 
raell, To thys counſell every man aſ⸗ 
ſented, and made a couenant with hym 
vpon this thing. Polipus hearing thys, 
gathered his fozce together, and made 
to warde them to deſtrop them, t what 
Ilraelite ſoeuer he founde in hys wap, 
he llewe him. Mattathias the Pꝛieſt and 
all the remnaunt of Iſraell vnderſtan⸗ 
dinge that polipus came agapnſt them, 
thep went vp vppon the mount Modiit 
with their wines any chyldzen. Then 
put he himſelf # his ſonnes in armour. 
He had fine ſonnes. ludas the eldeſt; the 
nert-Ichonathan, the thirde lochanan, 
the fourth Schimeon,and the fyfte Elea⸗ 
ſar: Al theſe were valiant and good men 
of warre, When Polipus came to them. 
he craftely ſpake to Mattathias, ſaping. 
Thou arte one of the chiefe men in Ilſ⸗ 
raell, and a man of honour and eſtima⸗ 

tion 
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tion. Come downe therefoze, and all 
that bee with thee, woꝛſhip the ymage, 
and ſtrpue not agaynſt the kynge, that 
pe map line and not be deftroted, Thou 
ſhalt be their Pzince alſo, pt thou wylt 
bee confozmable. But the Pꝛieſt in no 
wiſe would bee ſeduced by him, but ra⸗ 
ther curſed and reuiled him. Mattathias 
had an aulter at the foote of the hyll, 
wherupon when he had offered Sacri⸗ 
fice to the moſt bleſſed God, there came 


one of the wicked Jſraelites out of poli- 


puscampe, and kylled vpon it a ſwyne. 
This villaine was pong and luſtp, but 
the Pꝛieſt was olde: yet when he ſawe 
what thys lewde felowe had done, cry- 
ing vnto his god to helpe hym + ſtreng- 
then him, be chalenged a combate be- 
twene himſelfe and the felowe. Which 
thing being lpked both ef the felowe, # 
of polipus with his whole Armpe: Mat- 
tathias came downe with hys dzawen 
ſwo2de in his hand, and the felow ſtode 
agaynft him ready to recepue him. But 
the Pꝛieſt ruſhing vpon him, by the aſ- 
ſiſtence of his God, onercame hym, cut 
ok his head, +caſft hys carkas vpan the 
aulter: whereat polipus x his ny 

ere 
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were much aſtonted, bcholding one an- 
other. The Pꝛieſt ſtode ſtyll by the aul⸗ 
ter, crying: which of you wyl coe to me 
man fo2 man: The polipus pycked out a 
ſtronge champion, the beit in al his ar- 
mie, and bꝛought him out of the arapes 
ok his hoſt to teach him his lefſon, hows 
he ſhuld behaue himſelf with the pꝛieſt. 
The P2ieft therfoze dꝛewe toward the 
Campe with his naked (wozde in hys 
hande, as though he came to iopne with 
thep2z Champion: but leaupnge hym, 
he turned hys ſwozde vppon polipus, 
ſtroke of hys heade, and fledde to the 
hyll. Then blowynge their hoznes and 
making a ſhoute together, they ruſſhed 
do wne vpon the Grecians campe. But 
when the Grecians ſawe that thepz 
graunde captaine was ſlaine, thei fled, 
Chaſmonany and his lonnes with al Jſ- 
raell folowed the chaſe, ouerthzewe 
the, and made a great ſlaughter, Thys 
done, Mattathias the Pꝛieſt went to Je- 
ruſaiem,purifiedthe tẽple, reſtoꝛed the 
wo:ſhipping of God: and commaunded 
all that were bozne during the tyme of 
polipus to bee circumcyſed, fo2 by the 
meanes of his inhibition, they were vn- 

| circum⸗ 


circumciſed. Thus being effabliched, he 
ſat vpon the thꝛone of the kingdome, 4 
dꝛoue the Grekes out of the land of Ff- 
raell. Bis kingdome endured one pere, 
whiche was the. cc. rit. peare from the 
building of the ſecond houſe. After this 
he fell ſicke, and like to dic, charged his 
ſonnes to kepe the obſeruations of ths 
Lo2de, and to walke in his wapes. Alſo 
to plap the men agaynſte the Grecians 
fo2 the religtonof p loꝛd. Then bꝛought 
he fo2th Iudas, a tall man and a hardy, t 
placynge hom in the ſanqurie, tooke a 
ho2ne of oyle, and poured it vppon hys 
head, wherat al the Iſraelites clapped 
theyꝛ handes, and gaue a great ſhoute, 
ſapinge: God ſaue the kynge, God ſaue 
the kynge. Sone akter, Iudas gathered 
an armie of Iſraell, and made an erpe⸗ 
dition againſt p remnant of the Grekes 
that were left in the holdes of Iſraell. 
and whatſocuer he toke in hande, God 
gaue it good ſuccefle, Notwithſtanding 
Antiochus ſent againſt hym a puiſſaunt 
army vnder the leadyng of one captain 
pelonius, agaynſt whom Iudas ſo war⸗ 
red, that the Grecians went to wzack, 
foz he eſpyed his tyme when they were 
In dellitute 
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deſtitute of victuals, and pedely ſet vp⸗ 
on them, beat them downehandimoth, 
and appoched tocaptaine pelonius, flew 
the valiaunteſt about him, pea and him 
alſo, When Antiochus heard of this, he 
was in a great rage: wherfoze he choſe 
out a moſt valiaunt captaine called Ly- 
ſias, & ſent him againſt Jeruſalem with 
a thouſande hoꝛſemen, and footemen 
without number. Iudas haupnge knom⸗ 
ledge therof,comaunded a faſt thzough 
out all Fſraelfo2 thꝛee daies:after toke 
muſter of all his armie, and made oucr 
them captains of thouſands, hundzeds, 
fifties,and tennes. Theſe ſayd to thepz 
ſouldiours, V Vhoſocuer is atcarde. &c. 
M hereupon many of the people retur⸗ 
ned home, pet there remapned. dii. M. 
and fpue hund2ed, of ſuche courage all, 
that one woulde not haue runne awap 
from an hundzeth-. Lyſias deupded hys 
hoſt into thze partes, commit ting them 
vnto thꝛee capitames, Nicanor,Bagris, 
and ptolomee, But after the Jſraelites 
had once geuen a great ſhoute: the loꝛd 
betdowne the Grekes, ſo that the If 
raclites deſtroped nine thouſande hozſ- 
men ofthem, & ſpoypled the whole hoſt, 

and 
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and they that remapned alpue, tooke 


them ſelues to fiyght . The next daye 
Kynge Indas kepte hys Sab both toge 


ther with all Iſraell in the campe, foz 


the battaple was vppon the ſprt dape. 
The moꝛobe after, the Iſraelites res 
turned to the ſpople of thoſe that were 
kylled, and after topurſue other that 
were not able to reſiſt; but they founde 


none, fo2 they were fied into Aſtaroth 


Karnaiim. Durynge the tyme of theſe 


warres, Antiochus inuaded the land orf 


Perſta, fo2 they hadde moued warre a⸗ 
gainft hym, and done him inturpe. 

MA herkoꝛe he fought againſt them: but 
hauynge the ouerthzolve at they2 han⸗ 
des, he retourned to Antiochia with 
great ſhame, where alſo he founde hys 
armyes with an other dyſhonoure and 
kople. Mherewith he was in ſuche a 
rage, that he gathered together all the 
valtannteſt and beſte warriours in all 
Grecia:yea,all that were able to beare 
weapon, ſwearinge he weulde bzynge 
with hym ſuche an armpe, that all the 
grounde about Jeruſalem ſhoulde not 
ſuffyce theym to ſtande vppon, that he 
woulde haue with bhym, cuen foz hys 
*ukotemen 
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fotemen onely. And ſo he ſet fozwarde 
his ho2ſemen, with hozſes and wagons 
laden with all maner of munition foz 
the warres: as Bowes, ſhieldes, Tar⸗ 
gets, ſwoꝛdes, and ſpeares, bꝛeſtplates 
and mourens, beſides a huge noumber 
of Elephantes: and ſuche, that a doſen 
valtant men might fight vpon one Ele⸗ 
phant, the Elephants beynge to them 
as a Foꝛtreſſe. But kinge ludas taking 
heart to him, put hys truſt in hys God, 
t iopned battaple with hym. At lenght 
when he with the power of Jſraell- ap- 
pꝛoched to the Clephantes, they ſlewe 
theym downe ryght, ſo that the Ele⸗ 
phantes roared, the Hoꝛſes and all the 
beaſtes that dzewe the baggage and 
furnitures were verpe (002e afrayde. 
Kinge Antiochus alſo bepnge mounted 
bppon hys mare, and not able to ſit her 
in her flight, was thꝛowen downe. His 
ſeruauntes therfoze findpng him; toke 
hym vp, e bare hym a whyle vpon their 
ſhoulders, and (beinge a coꝛpulent and 
groſe man)thep were not able to carye 
bym further, but caſt him downe in the 
wape. The Lo2dc had plaged hymalſa 
and hys whole hoſte befoze with a d2ys 
ſcabbe, 
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ſcabbe, oꝛ rotten mater, and with other 
mooſt hoziblc diſeaſes: therefoze as he 
ſawe al theſe thinges, be confeſſed it ts 
be the hand of OD. Wherevpon he 
made a vowe, y vt he eſcaped, he would 
circumciſe himſelfe with all his ſouldi⸗ 
ours, would tonuert them to the woꝛ⸗ 
ſhippinge of the god of Iſrael: but God 


heard hym not. He fled therfoze a fote Kepttaunce | { b 
as well as he mygbt, i dyed by the way mary. 
thꝛough hys greuous and ſoꝛe diſeaſes, 
7 


Opiter his ſonne raygned in his ſtede. 
Kynge Iudas with all Iſraell retourned 
with great toy to the houſe of the Lo2d, 
offered ſacrifices:and as thep had lated 
wodde vppon the aulter, and the ſacri- 
fice bpon that, thei called vnto the lozd, 
louingly to accept their ſacrifice: and in 
the meane ſpace, fyze came foꝛth of the 
aulter by the owne accozde, conſumed 
the ſacrifice and the wodde, the lyke 
neuer chaunced vnto them to thys day. 
Thps miracle was wꝛought the. xxv. 
dape of the moneth Elul. The Bynge 
made an expedition alſo into Arabia to 
warre vppon the people therof, t made 
of them a great laughter, bzought 
them into ſubiection, and a 
tribu⸗ 
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tributaries. Jn hys retourne he ſet bp» 
on agreatciticofthe Grekes, wan it, 
and raced it, After that he made a roave 
into Grete ten daies iournei, where as 
came agapnſt hym with a huge armpe, 
the chtefe man in kinge Opaters realme 
next hys perſon : but Iudas dyſcomſited 
hym and all hys people. From thence 
he went to the Citie ſpolis, that was 
.- bnder the Romaynes, where as came 
foo2th to meete hym Godolias with a 
royal pꝛeſent, inkoꝛming him that they 
had euer boꝛne the Fſraelits good wil, 
were their neighbours, e ſhewed them 
pleaſures. The Kynge exampned the 
matter, and founde theyꝛ wo2des true, 
ſo receyuing thepꝛ p2eſentes, departed 
thence. After this Gorgormsa captaine 
of the Romaypnes moued warre with 
Iudas, but Iudas ſtrokt a battaple with 
hym, and deſtroped hys whole army, fo 
that none eſcaped . Opiter tonne of An- 
tiochus hearynge what Aces ludas dpd 
in all countreps rounde about: he mu⸗ 
ſtred all his people, leuped a puiſlaunte 
army, wherwith he came and beſteged 
Bethar. Then cryed Iudas and all Iſrael 
vnto theyꝛ God with faſtpnge and ſa- 
: crifices, 
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trifites. The nygbt wed Iudas deui⸗ 
ded his men into certain bandes, com⸗ 
maundyng them to geue the Grecians 
a Ca miſado, and to enter they2 campe 
whiles it was darke: which they dpd, 
and flewe very many of the beſte: of the 
Grecians, about a foure thouſand, pꝛe⸗ 
paryng neuertheleſſe foz the fielde a⸗ 
gapnſtthe moꝛowe: where as alſo the 
Fſraelites dyd beat downe many of the 
Greckes. In that battaple was llaine 
Eleaſar ſonne of Mattathias, the kynges 
bzother, Fo2 when he eſpied one with 
a golden ſwoꝛde vpon an Elephant, be 
thought hym to be kynge Opiter , who 
had. xx. Elephantesin his army, Ther 
fo:chetoke hart to hym, 4 beatdowne 
the ſould iours of the Greekes on both 
ſides hym, were they neuer ſo ſtronge, 
tyll he came to that Elephant. And be⸗ 
cauſe the Elephant was ſo bye that hs 
toulde not reache them that ſate vpon 
hym, he ſhoued his ſwoꝛd into the bea- 
ly ot the beaſt to ouerth2owe the kyng; 


 wherat the Elephant ſh2onk together 


and fel vpon Eleaſar, that he dyed there: 
F02 whoſe ſake all Jſraell mourned : 
made great lamentacion, But Opiter 
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hearyng this; ſtraite waye made ſuite 
to kyng Iudas foꝛ petice, and a league to 
be made betwene them, whiche after 


Iudas had conſented vnto: he returned 
home into Grece agapne, and by the 
wap kel into the handes of his enemtes 
that le we him. After him ſucceded Des 
metrius his enemye, who was the cauſe 
ok his death. There were at that tyme 
certaine eupll diſpoſed perſones of the 
Fewes that ſerued the king of the Gre⸗ 
cians in his warres; namelp one Alki- 
mus: who went to the king of the Gre⸗ 
kes at that tyme lying at Antiochia, # 
ſtirred him to moue warre bpon Jſra- 
ell, 4 kyng Iudas. By whoſe ſuggeſtion 
Demetrius ſent agaynft Indas a captain 
called Nicanor with a ſtrong army. He 
now commyng to Jeruſalem; let Iudas 
vnderſtand that he bare him good wyl, 
t was deſirous to make peace; and ens 
ter into a league with hym. Therekoze 
as Iudas came foꝛth accompanyed with 
his bꝛethꝛen the ſonnes of Chaſmona⸗ 
nyc: Nicanor met him in the wap, im⸗ 
bꝛaſed him, and kiſſed hym: after that 
led hym to his pauilion, and ſette hym 
vpon his ſeate of honour. Kyng Tudas

alſo after he returned from the Campe 
made vnto Nicanor a great feaſte, cal⸗ 
lyng hym and his noble men with him 


into Jeruſalem, where they eat and 


dzanke at the kinges table. King Judas 
was pet vnmarped, wherfoze Nicanor 
moued hym to take a wyfe, that hee 
myght haue iſſue, and not loſe his ſuc⸗ 
ceſſion, whoſe counſaile Iudas alowed. 
This done, the lewde pickthanke Al- 
kimus declared to kynge Demetrius the 
league that Nicanor hadde made with 
kyng ludas. Wherat Demetrius bepng 
wꝛothe, wꝛit vnto Nit anor that he had 
intelligence of his traitrous pꝛactiſes. 
Nicanor was in Jeruſalem when this 
letter was delivered him, When Iudas 
hard of the contentes of the letter, he 
fiedde out of Jeruſalem into Wamaria, 
where he ſounded a trumpet, t gathe⸗ 
red Iſraeil together. Nicanor bp theſe 
letters, entred into the houſe of 5 loꝛde 
to ſeeke Iudas, but he founde hym not, 
Then he examined the Pꝛieſtes, who 
ware they knewe not where he was 
become, After he had nowe ſought him 
in euerpe comer th2oughout Jerufa- 
lem, and could not fynd hym: in a fume 
45 B it 882 
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he ſware he woulde beate downe the 
temple: And gathering together al his 
hoſte, he made lpcede ag aynſt Iudas. 

When he harde of Nicanors commyng, 
he iſtued out of Samarta to mete hym, 
and after they had ſtroke the battayle, 
Judas fiewe of the Grekes to the nums 
ber of; rviit. thouſande hoꝛſemen, toke 
Nicanor aliue, and was mynded to kpll 
him, But Nicanor beſonght him of pars 
don, alledgyng that the kynge knewe 
well tnough that he beganne not this 
battaple with his good wyll, but ieſt he 
ſhould tranſgreſſe the tommaüdement 
of the kynge his maiſter. Wherefoze 
(ſaith he) J humblye beſeche pour ma⸗ 
leſtie not to kyll me, and J ſweare vn⸗ 
to pou that J wpll neuer beare armour 
agaynſt you, no2 anop pou in any wyſe, 
Uppon this the kynge made a league 
with him, and dimiſſed hym. So he re- 
turned to the kynge his maſter with 
ſhame inough. After this Demetrius 
died, and Lyſia his ſonne raigned in his 
ſtede. Pet the wicked men ceaſſed not, 
but moned agapne kyng Lylia to make 
a voyage in his one Perſone with a 
puiſſaunt army agapnſt Iudas: but ha⸗ 
uyng 
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uyng the ouerthꝛowe of kyng Iudas, he 
Red vnto Aſdotum tyll he had ſtrongly 
repay2ed agayne his armpe. Then 
tame he the ſeconde time vpon ludas, in 
which confiicte the Jſraclites were put 


to flight. Kyng ludas notwithſtanding 
Aedde nother one wape no2 other, but 
called to his men, and erhozted them 
to returne and ſticke by hym, yet they 
woulde not obepe hym. &0 he abyd a- 
lone with his dzawen ſwozde in his 
hand, vnto whom none of his enemies 
durſt app2oche npe, but with charettes 
and hoꝛſemen they enutronned hym, 
and archers ſhot at hym, woſiding him 
ſoze, tyll he fell downe dead vppon the 
ground, and they that were about him 
were taken aliue. The tyme that he 
raigned ouer Jſraell was. vi. pere. Ma⸗ 
ny of the Grekes captaines were flain 
alſo in that battaple, and the king hym 
ſelke ſo wounded, that he was kapne to 
get hym into his countrey ts be cured 
ol his woundes. After he had recoue⸗ 
red his health, he returned agapne, 
tame to Jeruſalem, and to all the Ci- 
ties of Jſraell with the power of the 
SURGE 4 10 afflicted them 
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at that tyme ſoz the ſpace of foure mo⸗ 
nethes after the death of ludas,that the 
lpke tribulation was neuer ſene in J(- 
raell. In the meane ſeaſon the Iſrae⸗ 
lites reſoꝛted to lonathas the ſonne of 
Mattathias, and made hym kyng in Jus 
das ſtede, and were [woꝛne vnto him. 
This Ionathas foughte dyuers greate 
battalles agaynſt the Grekes, hauyng 
the aide of one sauinus of the kynred ot 
kingAlerander the firſt, who had made 
 Aleague with lonathas, t toke his parte 
agapnſt Grecia, waſted and ſpopled it 


ſoze,tyllatlength the king of the Gre- 


cians lle we lonathas by a traine. Bis 
raigne oner Iſrael durev, vi. pere. The 
was gchimeon his bꝛother kinge in his 
ſtede, Againſt him Antiochus the ſetõd 
kynge cf the Grecians came to warre, 
But schimeon met hym, and laped firſt 
an ambuſche to entrappe the Grekes, 
then oꝛdered his battaples in arape a⸗ 
gaynſt Antiochus, After that he with 
his whole hoſte made a face, fapnynge 
as though they fiedde,and retired, tyll 
they pcrceined Antiochus who purſu- 
ed them, to bee within thepꝛ daunger, 
then the Ambuſh bzake ſozth bpon the 
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Grekes, © made a vexye great llaugh⸗ 
ter. After this ſchimeon returned to 3e 
ruſalem with great ioy. Then ſent. pto 
lomec kinge of Egipte an imbaſſage to 
ſchimeon king of Fſraell; offering hynr 
his daughter in mariage. To this re- 
queſt whe hing z chincon had conſented 
ptolomee came to Jeruſale, wher was 
made him a great feaſt, r thep were ali 
ed together. Whervps antiochus king 
of the Greeians wait to piolomee king of 
Egipt, pꝛiuilp to murder ſchimeõ king 
of Iſrael. M hõ ptolomec durſt not but 
obep, fo; at that! time the kynge of E⸗ 
gipte was in ſubiection to the Grekes. 
Therfoꝛe when ſchimeon came into &⸗ 
gipt to ſe his father in law ptolomee: he 
was receiued with great feaſtyng, but 
in the ſame he had poiſon geuen hym, p 
he died thercof, Beſides this alſo, his 
ſonne which came with hym, ptolomec 
taſt in pꝛiſõ. Theſe thinges iuſtly chan 
ted vnto ſchimcon, fo2 that he hadde 
tranſgrefſed the woꝛde of the Lo2de; 
that fo2bad all altaunte with the Gens 
tyles. The tyme that he raigned ouer 
Aſcael was. rviit. yeres. Then Iohn his 
"_= raigned in his ſteede, who was 
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called Hircanus in the Greeke-tongue, 
The ſame ptolomee king ot Egipt ins 
naded Iſtaei with al the power that he 
foulde make But lohn the ſonne of 
Schimeon mette him, and the K oꝛde o⸗ 
verth;ewe-Prodlomee! with his whole 
hoſte, that they were flaine of the Jſra- 
elites, and purſued to the titie Dagon, 
about the whiche the Iſraelites made 
trenches, and beſieged it. Now within 
the towne they had the mother ol kyng 
Hircanus, whom Ptolomee tauſed to be 
ſette vpon the walles, and to · be ſtour⸗ 
ged with whyppes in the ſpght of her 
ſonne. When Hircanus ſawe the great 
affliction ot his mother, he would haue 
rapſed his ſiege, and departed krom 
Ptolomee. But his mother called vnto 
hym and ſaid: Py deare ſonne lohn, re- 
garde not my trouble, - fo2 all chaſte» 
nynges tome from & OD. Pzoctade 
mankully with thy ſiege agapnſte this 


Citte, ſoꝛ it is in great diſtreſſe, and re 


uenge me, thy father and b2other, mur 
dered by 5 — The kyng kslowed 
her adupfe, t mantullp raiſed a mount, 
fromthe which he battered the watles 
with engpnes of yzon lpke n 
ty

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tyll it began toſhake;Wherfoze many 
ok the ſouldidurs of the towne fledde, 
and thepz companyes began to ſcatter. 
ptolomes ſeyng this, commaunded to 
afflicte his mother pet moꝛe, and to ens 
creaſe her ſcourgynges, vntyll the en⸗ 
trails of Hircanus was moned, that he 
could abide no lenger to ſee his mother 
ſo crnetly handled, but left the liege, r 
let ptolomee eſcape: who neuerthetoſle 
killed his mother, and fled into Egipt. 
In the fourth peare of kynge Hircanus 
raigne, pius kyng of Grete came x be⸗ 
lieged Jeruſalem with a great power 
and ſtrength, whom Hircanus was not 
able to meete and encounter withall in 
the fielde, but ſuffered hym ſelke to be 
cloſed vp in the Citie. The kyng ofthe 
Grecians thertoꝛe rayſed great towers 
agayntt the Citie apart fromthe wall, 
dygged a trenche, and cal? vp amount. 
Then planted thep2 engines named 
Rams agaynſte the gates, (> that the 
Citte was harde beſieged : foꝛ they bet 
downe one of the turrettes that ſtode 
vpe the wall, wherat al! Jfrael! was 
frayde, and agreed together to iTue 
out and ſkirmiſhe with them, whatſs- 
v eue k 
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euer ſhould come theron, lyfe oꝛ death, 
Mhiche although Hircanus lyked not, 
pet they ſo did, and flewe many oe their 
enemies, put them alſo to ftyght, that 
thep were conſtrapned to cacampe the 
ſelues furder of frõ Jeruſalem, Then 
the Iſraelites came to the towers that 
the Grekes had builded, z raſed them 
to the grounde. Thus they iſſued out 
dayly, ſkirmpchyng with pius, vatyll 
the feaſt of the tabernacles. Then ſent 
kyng Hucanus to Pius, deſieryng hym 
that he would graunt them truice,and 


ſted. Bis requeſt pius graunted, t ſent 
a fatte ore to be offered to the God of 
Iſraell, couering his hoznes with bea⸗ 
ten golde, and dzeſſyng hym with fpl- 
lets of Criſtal, +other precious ſtones; 
Clad hym alſo in a garment of purple, 
and diuers other pꝛecious clothes. Ve 
ſent moꝛeouer plate both ot ſplner and 
golde, full of diuers kynde of ſpices, all 
to be offered vnto the Lo2de, When 
king Hucanusſawe this, he went gut 
vnto pius, and after he had made peace 
with hym, he made hym and his chicke 
men ot warre a great keaſte, and * 

im 


let them be in peate while the feaſt la⸗ 
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him a pꝛeſent of.cce, pounde wepght of 
gold: He went alſo with Pius to ayde 
hym agapynſt the king of Perſta that at 
that tyme rebelled agapnſt hym. But 
he tarped there not longe, becauſe the 
tyme of Pentetoſt was at hande. 

W herekoze kynge Hircanus and the 
boſte of Jſraell retourned: but pius 
and his armpe of the Grectans pꝛocea⸗ 
ded. Whom the kyng of the Perſians 
met in the fielde, flcwe pius him ſelfe, 
and vanqutithed the reſidue that almoff 
none remapned. Mbereot when tp⸗ 
dynges came to Hircanus, he was verp 
glad, and returned to Jeruſalem with 
peace and iope. "After this Hircanns 
made many great battaples with the 
nations about him, and hadde euer the 
victozy. Me alſo came to the mount ot᷑ 
Gorizim, where he wanne a fozte of 
the Secaries and Samaritans , and 
raled do wne the temple that the Seca 
ries had there as theyꝛ howſe of @ancs 
tuarpe, whiche they buylded bp tbe lp⸗ 
cence of Alexander the firſt kyng of the 
Grekes. Me that builded it was Ma⸗ 
naſſe the pꝛieſt, bꝛother to Schimeon the 
iuſt. But Hircanus the hye Paiefte 2 
le: e 
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led it downe. ec. pere after it was buil⸗ 
ded. From thente he went to the Citie 
of Samaria, and beſieged it. This was 
the mother Citie of the samaricans and 
zectar ies, whiche was bꝛought ts ſuche 
diſtre ſle by the longe ſiege of Hircanus, 
that they within were faine to cate the 
carkales ot dogges. The feaft of prop: 
ciation then bepng at hande, Hucanus 
made (pede to Jeruſalem to execute his 
office in that feaſte/foz he was the hye 
p2ieſt)appornting fo2 generalles of his 
army, Ariltobulus his eldeſt ſonne, and 
bis ſecond ſon Antigonus. In the mean

he harde a vopce ſpeakyng vnto hym: 
Neuer trouble thy mind with thy chtl- 
d2en and with the hoſte of Iſraell, foz 
peſterdap the Loꝛde of his mercy harde 
them, and accoꝛdyng to the greatnefſe 
ol his goodneſle foꝛ thy fathers ſakes. 
Let thy hart therkoꝛe be rpght, and thy 
handes pure. So the kyng goynge out 
of the Sanctuarpe, declared it to the 
people. Mhervpon the nerte dape he 
ſent poſt to samaria, and was aſſnredip 
certified agapne that this was true. 

Wherfo:e kyng Hircanus was magni⸗ 

fied greatly of all Jſrael, fo2 thei knew 

that the bleſſcd Lozde accepted his do⸗ 

inges, inſpitinge hym with the holye 

| ghoſt, 
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ghoſft,+ increaſpng his kyngdome and 
pneſtbod. After this he tooke his iour⸗ 
nep to Samaria, biſteged it a whole pere 
tat length wan it, flewe-all alſo that 
bare lpfe within it. Me raſed the 
walles, the palaite, x burnt vp the Ci⸗ 
tie. He had warres alſo with the Roz 
mans,t the Arabtans, and God pꝛoſ⸗ 
pered all that euer he toke in hande. 
Shoꝛtly after God gaue him reſt 4 qui⸗ 
etneffe from all that dwelt about hym, 
e from all his enemies, fo that Iſraell 
re ſted boldly in peace 4 tranquillitie al 
his time. Dna time the kynge made a 
foalt to all the ſages of Iſrael, that thei 
might make good chere with hym. and 
being pleaſauntly Tiſpoſed, he ſaide: 1 


am your ſcoler, #whatſocuer J do, that 


do J by your aucthozitte. Wherefoze 1 
pꝛap pou if you ſe any fault in me, oꝛ pf 
J do not as becommeth me, tell me f 
it, that map refozme mine euyl wap. 
Then euerp man greatiy ertolled and 
commended hym, ſaping: M ho is lpke | 
vnto thee, our Kozd kyng, ſo wo2thye 
of the kyngdome and pꝛieſthod, ſo no⸗ 
table in good wozkes, whoſe wozkes 
be done fo2 the God of heauen, 10 


his repꝛoche? Thei made aunſwere, he 


the Machabees, 
haft alſo done ſo muche good to Iſrael⸗

thep2 aunſwere, and reiopſed greatly. 
Pet was there one amongeſt them an 
vndeſcrete manne called Elcafar, who 
ſpake vnaduiſedlp to the kyng. And it 


pleaſe pour Maieſtie, it were ſufficient 


fo2 pou to haue the crown of the kynge- 
dome, ye myght leaue ofthe crowne of 
the pꝛieſthod to the ſeede of Aaron, foz⸗ 
aſmuch as pour mother was captiue in 
the mount Modiit. Incontinente the 
kyng was moued and ſoꝛe diſpleaſed a⸗ 
gapnſt the Sages, whiche certapne of 
his ſeruauntes that hated the Sages, 
and ſmelled ſom what of ſectes,perceps 
uyng, one of them infourmed the king 
that what ſoeuer that vndiſcrete per⸗ 
ſon had ſpoken, it was not without the 
gadupſe of the Sages, Mherupon the 
* kyngdemaunded of the Bages: What 
- lawſhal that man haue, that in the de- 
ſpite ot the kynge, ſpeaketh thinges in 


is wozthy to be whipt. Then ſayde one 
ofthe Saduces, the matter is plaine, 5 
acco2ding to the myndes of the ages, 
and at thepz byddynge he ite” 

ee, 


Whe king was very well pleaſed with 
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thee, and therefoꝛe they woulde not a⸗ 
warde hym to dye. Wherat the kynge 
helde his peace and gaue neuer a wozd | 
to aunſ wer. So all the toy was daſhed | 
and turned into ſadneſle. The next dag 
at the tommaundement ok the kynge, 
p2oclamations went out to all the Ci⸗ 
ties in the kinges dominions, that thexg 
ſhoulde ſtande to the oꝛdinaunce of Sa- 
boch and Bithus: and whoſoener ſhuld 
refuſe to folo we they; decrees,02 wold 
obſerue the tradicions of the Sages & 
obey they2 wyll, ſhoulde ſuffer death. 
This was John the hye Pꝛieſt, which 
had the Pzieſthood. xl. yeares, and in 
thend became a saducie. Not withſtans *' 
dyng, the Jſraelices obeyed not the | 
kynges commaundement , but rather 
pꝛiuilpe ſolowed the oꝛders of the Sa⸗ 
ges. The kyng hym ſelke and all his 
ſeruauntes folowed the tradicions ok 
the saducies, makynge inquiſition fo: 
them that ſtacke to the tonſtitucions ok 
the Sages : and puttynge to death as 
many as he coulde gette knowledge of, 
By this meanes he dzue muche people 
of Iſraeil into this opinion. The tyme 
that Hircanus raigned ouer 9 
as 
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was. xxxi. pere, and then he died. Alter 
him raigned his ſonne Ariſtobulus, foz 
he had tbꝛee ſonnes, Ariſtobulus, Antis 
_ and Alexander. This Alexander 

as hated of his father and banpſhed 
ont of his pzeſence. He went therefoze 
and made warre vpon Tire and Sidon: 
ſubdued them and compelled them to 
be circumciſed. Ariſtobulus regarded 
not the hyghe pꝛieſthood, but ſet lyght 
by it, wherfoze he woulde not execute 
the office therof, but toke the kingdome 
vpon bym, and ſette the crowne vpon 
his headde : and was called the greate 
kyng. Beſpdes this he banyſhed his 
moother and Alerander her ſonne his 
ponger bother, and woulde not ſuffer 
them to dwell in Jeruſalems But he 
loued his b2other Antigonns and made 
hym lieuetenaunt generall of all his 
warres, ſettynge hym fozwarde into 
the warresagainſt his enemies. Wher 
in the yong man Antigonus hadde good 
foztune, and pꝛoſpered in all thynges 
that be toke in hande,and returned ſafe 
toJeruſalem, where he entred into the 
bouſe of the ſanctuarye to pꝛape foz his 
v2 other the kyng, r at that * 

+ bs as 
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was grenoruſlye ſicke: and alſo to ac⸗ 
knowledge befoꝛe the Lo2de God, his 
goodnefſe and mercy to wardes him, in 
that he apded hym agapnſte his ene- 
mies. Then came a certapne wycked 
perſon vnto the king, a inkourmed him 
with this tale. Thy brother (ſaith he) 
returnyng from the warres, inquired 
of thy health, t when it was tolde hym 
thou waſt ſicke, be ſapde : J wyll go to 
him to dap, « rid hym out of the wozld. 
When the.kynge hearde this, he was 
w2ithe towarde the ages, comaun- 
ded his bꝛother to be appꝛehended, and 
caried to the palaice of Starton, there 
to be kept in p2iſon tyil he hadde made 
further inquiſition ot his cauſe. 

In the meane ſpace the Nuene the 
kynges wyfe commaunded hym to be 
put to death there, without knowledge 
ok the kynges mynde. But when the 
Byng harde that his bzother was kpl- 
led, he cryed mainelpe out and wepte, 
ſmytyng his bꝛeſt in ſuche a ſoꝛte with 
his hande, that he ſowned, and muche 
bloud iſſued out ok his mouth. He raig⸗ 
ned duer Iſraell two pere. After hym 
his bzother Alexander raigned, _ ; 
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was alſo called kyng Ianai, being bꝛou⸗ 
ght ont of pꝛiſon wher his bꝛother had 
put him, e made king of Jſrael. He was 
a myghty man,and valeaunt in all his 
warres agapnſte his enemies, pꝛeuap⸗ 
ling againſt the, He had warres with 
the Philiſtines, namely Azam and Aſ⸗ 
calon, whom he put to the wozfe, and 
duertame them, This man refnſed 
not the pꝛieſthood, but was hype pꝛieſt. 
It chaunced on a tyme, when he ſtode 
at the aulter to offer ſacrifice £ one of 
the Sages caſt a Ceder tree vpon hym, 
wherat he lyft vp bis ryght hand vpon 
the altare, crying: geue me my lwoꝛde. 
Then the Sages kneled downe befoze 


him, and ſware they dyd it not of anye 


contempt, but rather/ſay they)that we 


thus ſpoꝛtyng befo2e the L 92d, woulde 


be meerp vpon the hye ſolempne dape. 
But the kinges ſernauntes aunſwered 
roughly agapne, ſaping: Although ve 
plape and reiopce. pet it is not the ma⸗ 
ner ot the tountrye to vſe any ſuch dif- 
ſpitetull cuaſtome with the kyng. The 
contencion war;d hot amongſte them, 


tyll at length the Sages ſpake enyll of 
the kyng, caſtynge in his teeth that he 


C. ii. was 
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was an vnhallowed and ſuſpended per 
ſon, and that his graund mother on the 
fathers ſide was a captiue in the mot 
Modiit, wherby her ſeede was ſtepned. 
The kyng was ſoꝛe moued at that, in 
ſo muche that he commaunded all the 
Sages to be lapne. Therefoze, where 
ſoener they founde them, in the ſanctu⸗ 
arye oꝛ in the ſtretes of Jeruſa'em, thet 
kylled them ſozthwith. Then the king 
commaunded that euerp man ſhoulde 
obepe the gouernaunte and tradicions 
of the Saducies. So in thoſe dapes hay 
the ages great tribulation : ſome fell 
vpon the ſwoꝛde, ſome fledde awape, 
and ſome taryed at home with diſhono2 
and ſhame, After theſe matters the 
kyng made an erpedicion into Arabia, 
entred the countrepe as farre as the 
rocke of the wylderneſſe agaynſte Har- 
tam kyng of Arabia, and ſubdued — 
lande. After that he warred Ippon 
Medaba, and the whole lande of Moab, 
banquiſhyng them and b2ingyng them 
bnder tribute: and ſo retourned with 
honour to Jeruſalem. When he had af 
ter this well bethought hym of his do- 
inges, it repfted him of his euil ways: 
wherfoze 
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wherkoꝛe he altered his mynde and be- 


gan to make muche of the Bages, ſub⸗ 
mitted hym to they2 ozdfnaunce, and 
eſtemed thep2 tradicions, There were 
alſo at that tyme a kynde of ſecte that 


were called * Phariſets,of whom ſuch There 3 x 
as hadde eſcaped, the kyng ſente to call {cove 

them home againe, 4 when they were: (fl, 
come into his pꝛeſence, he ſpake unte it» Sages: 


them comfo2table modes, ſaying: By 
bꝛethꝛen, ve ſhall vnderſtand, that the 
thyng that is once done and paſte, muſt 
nedes be termed as it is, and can not be 
reuoked. And trueth it is, pou can not 
ercuſe the repꝛoche that pe dyd me, no2 
I tan not call agapne the bloud E 
haue ſhed. Notwithſtanding J cone ſle 
my fault vnto you, # haue chaunger my 
indig nation to loue: pꝛaping vou to put 
out of pour hearte all rancour and ma? 
lice, tape aw ipe alſo pour mournyngs 
and ſozowfulneſſe of pour myndes, re- 
{opſpng in pour reconciltacion and at- 


tonement with me, x be of good chere. 


But they made him anſwere. Me wyl 
not lape away our hatred and enmitte, 
koʒ thou ſpeakeſt but diſceitfullp, & we 
ſpeake that is — 2 

li. hau 


gat he tal⸗ 
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thou haft kylled our chiefe men and el⸗ 
ders, neyther haſt thou'onely- bone vs 
this injury: but as Pircanus thy-father 
began this miſchief, ſo thou haſt, hol- 
den on and continue? tt. . Wherefoze 
.. this hatred-betwene thee and vs bath 
taken ſome rote, neither can we leaue 
our ſozow and mournyng tyl thou dye, 
And Cod take vengeaunte vpon, thee 
Foz our ſakes, Then ſhail we reiopce, 
when lve lee vengeaunce. Do they de⸗ 
parted from his pꝛeſente, nepther dyd 
the kyng gene them any aunſwere at 
all, But when they percepued the king 
to be intenſed agaynfte them, and by 
1805 meanes the matter myght redoũd 
to they; owne harme, atter conſultaci⸗ 
on had: they went to the kyng of Grece 
whiſe name was Demetrius, ſhe wed 
bym what Yircanus and Alexander 
bis ſonne had done vnto the Phariſies 
and all the Jſraelites that bare them 
good wyll, and folowed theyz tradici- 
ons, and hot they alſo hated .Aletan- 
der fo2 the miſchief that be hath wion⸗ 
ght them. So that pf any man woulde 
come and reuenge the malite af Alex⸗ 
ander, they woulde be ready to — 
- vm, 
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chem. Then kyng Alexander waged 
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hym. Demetrius folowed they2 aduice, 
and aſſembling together all his peopte 
to the number ok. xl. thouſand hoz\me, 
and fotemen without number: He toke 
his tourney, and encamped agapnſt Si⸗ 


vi. thouſand hozſemen to apd him. But 
the kyng of the Grecians wait pꝛiuelpe 
to the auncients of the Seqcaries, that 
they ſhould not aide Alexander. To the 
ſouldiours alſo that Alerander had hy- 
red he ſent rewardes, gold and ſpluer, 
that they returned home to theyꝛ conn- 
trye, t ayded not Alexander. Mherup⸗ 
pon he was not able to withſtande De- 
metrius, Therfoꝛe hearing that Deme- 
trius was remoued fro Sichem towarde 
Jeruſale,entending to take hym in the 
titie: he fledde by night with a fewe of 
bis men to the mountapnes, t lurked 
there, When the menne of Xfrael that 
were in Iudea harde the kyng was ned 
out of Jeruſalem, and that the Citie 
was in haſard to come into the handes 
of the Gretians: they gathered them 
ſelues together, 4 ſtode foz they lyues 
as though all had ben one man, to the 
_— of, x. thouſand, and e 
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Demetrius Campe, kylled all his beit 
men of warre, and ſpoyled his whole 
hoſt, that he fled from them, 4 returned 
home into his country with ſhame and 


diſhonour. This done, the kyng tooke 


heart vnto him, e returned to his king⸗ 
dome, but the Phariſeis fled to Beiſhe⸗ 
mes, fo2tifying them ſelues agaynſt the 
king: who hauing intelligence therok, 
gathered an armye and went agapnſte 
them, wan the Citie,and toke. viii. C. 
of the chiefeſt Phariſies, bounde them 


in chapnes, æ bꝛought them to Jeruſa- 


lem. Then banqucted he all his ſer⸗ 
nauntes vpon the rout᷑ ot his palaice in 
à verpe hpe plate, where his learned 
peares dyd cate 4 dꝛanke, vntyll he and 
thet were dꝛonk. And in his mery mode 
be comaunded thoſe. viii. C. Phariſies 
pꝛiſoners to be bꝛought foꝛth x to be ha 
ged euery man of them vpon gallowes 
befoze him, at which ſyght he dꝛonke x 
laughed hartely. After this he fel ſicke 
the xxiiii.pere ot his raign of a greuous 
diſeaſe a quartain ague, ᷣ held him thꝛe 
pere: yet fo2 ail this he ſhꝛonke not, noz 
letted to go to the warr, to encounter t 
fight with his enemies what nacion ſo 
euer 
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euer they were of round about hym, as 
though he had ben a hole man. In the 
rrvit.yere of his raigne, which was the 
third of his ſicknes he made an expedi⸗ 
tion into the land of Moab againſt a cer 
tain citie Called Ragaba, to get it by 
foʒce. At which time he was very ſicke 


E weake, wherfozc his wyfe Alerand2a ens 


the Nuene went with hym, kearpnge wyfe. 


leaſt he ſhould dye by the waye. And as 
be encamped himſelfe againtt the citie. 
and vrged it ſoze with aſſanites 2 his 
ſickneſſe encreaſed vpon him moze and 
mo2e. Mher foꝛe his wyfe percepupng 
that he was lyke to dye, wept bitterlye 
befozehim, x ſaid. To who ſhall be fo 
bold as to ſhew my face when thou art 
once dead, ſeyng thou haſte w2ought 


fuche miſchiefe agapnſt the Phariſies, 


who all the land fauoureth, + folowpng 
thepꝛ tradicions, obepe thep2 inſtituci⸗ 
ons: If they ſhalbe diſpoſed to wzeke 
them ſelues vppon me and thy ponge 
chyldꝛen, they ſhall haue ayde of al that 
dwel in the land. The king anſwered. 
Mepe not, no2 ſhew any reſeblance of 
penſyfnefe : J wyl tell thee what thou 
Halt do,+ et thou wylt folow my — 

cell, 
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cell, thou ſhalt pꝛoſper and raign, thou 
t thy chyld2zen as thou wouldeſt deſp2e, 
Be it that J die, there is no man in the 
wozld nede knowe thereof. Tell thou 
every man therfoze that aſke foꝛ me, 5 
Jam ſicke,+ wyl not that any man ſhal 
come at me. In the meane while anogint 
t ſeaſon me with balmes, fight with a 
courage agaynſt this citie tyl thou win 
it, & then returne to Jeruſale with iop: 
and.beware thouput on no mournyng 
Aapparail,no2 weepe, but bzing me into 
Jeruſalem and lape me. vppon a bedde 
Iyke a ſicke man, and after call toge⸗ 
ther the chiefe of the Phariſies, bꝛyng 
them where J am, and ſpeake-vnto 
them gentelly in this ſozte. Alexander 
bath ben euer pour enemie, Jknowe 
it very well: wherfoze take hym pk ye 
lyſt and caſt hym into the fp2e, o2 to the 
dogges, oꝛ bury him, it ſhall be at your 
chopſe. Jknowe well they are pitifull 
men, and ſo ful of mercy, that they wyl 
bury me honozably, and ſhall appopnt 
ſome one of mp ſonnes whom they ilpke 
beſt, to be kyng. The Nuene dyd ther⸗ 
foe as ſhe was inſtructed of the kyng. 
And when che had won Ragabagthet e 

any 
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ully returned to Jeruſalem: after that 
gathered together the elders of the 
Phariſies, and ſpake to them as the 
kyng had aduiſed her. The Phariſies 
bearpng the kyng was dead, and that 
his bodye was in thep2 handes to do 
withall what they lyſt, they 8 


the Nuene:God fozbyd, we ſhoulde do 
this vnto our Lo2de the annopnted of 
God. He was the kyng and hype pꝛieſt: 
what though he were a ſynner, pet his 
death ſhalbe an erpiation fo2 hym of all 
his iniquities. Therefoze we wyll be- 
wayle hym and mourne fo: hym: yea, 
we wyll carp his coffen our ſelues bp- 
on our neckes, and burye hym as it be⸗ 
commeth a Kpnges Naleſtie , and ſo 
they dyd, The tyme that he reygned 
was. xxvii. peares. After hym rapgned 
bis wyfe Alexandꝛa in his ſtede, foz the 
Phariſies after they had fpnyched the 
vil.dayes of the mourning, they comit- 
ted the kingdom vnto her. She had il. 
ſonnes by the kyng: the elder was cal⸗ 
led Hircanus, the other Ariſtobulus. Hirs 
canus was a fuſt ma ⁊ righteous, but A- 
riſtobulus was the warriour 4a ma of 
pꝛoweſle: beſides that, of a familicr x 


louyng 
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loning cofitenance. He fauozed alſo the 
learned men, x folowed their inſtructi⸗ 
on. But Hircanus his elder b2other lo⸗ 
ued the Phariſies. On a tyme therkoze 
when the Nuene fate in the thꝛone of 
her kingdom, ſhe called the aunctentes 
of the Phariſies befoze her, honoured 
them, e comaunded to releaſe and ſette 
at libertie all ſuch Phariſies as p kyng 
her huſband and her father in law had 
caſt in pꝛiſon:and taking the Phariſies 
by the handes, ſhe commaunded all 
Iſraell to obey theyz oꝛdinaunces. Thẽ 
made ſhe Hircanus her ſonne hye pꝛieſt, 
and Ariſtobulus liefetenaunt of the 
warres. She ſent alſo to all the landes 
that her huſbande and father inlawe 
had ſubdued, and demaunded the no- 
ble mens ſonnes fo; pledges which ſhe 
kepte in Jeruſalem. So the Lo2d gaue 
bntothe Quene quletneſſe krö all that 
were vnder her ſubiection. She gaue 
alſo the Phariſtes aucthozitie ouer the 
learned ſozt, puttynge them into they: 
handes to oꝛder at thepꝛ pleaſure. 
WMherupon ſtrapght wape thep founde 
one D a great man amongſte the 
learned ſoꝛt, whom they ewe, much

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people beſides of the auncientes of that 
ſect, ſo that the &ecaries were in great 
diſtrefſe. Thet gathered them ſelues to 
gether therfoꝛe and came to Ariſtobu⸗ 


lus the lieftenaunt of the warres, and 


with hym they came to the Quene, ſap⸗ 
ing bntoher : Thou knoweſfte the en- 
mitie that is betwene vs and the Pha- 
riſies, which hate thy huſbande and fa- 
ther in law, pea, and thy chyldzen alſo. 
We were his men of warre that went 
with hym in all his affay2es, and apded 
him:no b thou haſt geuen vs into thep; 
bandes to be murdered and banyſhed 
out of the lande. What wyll Hartam 
kyng of Arabia dove when he heareth 
this, that we ſhal fozſake thee⸗ He wpl 
come and reuenge hym of all the bat- 
taple that thy huſbande fought againſt 
hym. Pea, the Phariſies wyll take his 
part, and deliner thee and thy chyldzen 
into his handes, that there ſhall not be 
lefte bnto Hircanus the kynge and his 
ſonne Alerander thy huſbande anye 
name 02 remnaunt at all. The Auene 
gaue them no wo2d to anſwere: wher- 
at Ariſtobulus was angrye, and letted 
not to vtter it to his mothers face, but

The Saducies of Ariſto⸗ 
bulus hoſte were good men of warre, 
and to ſtrong fo2 the Phariſies. dA her⸗ 
foze Hircanus & the Phariſies hadde the 
ouerth2ow at Ariftobulus and the Sa⸗ 
ducies handes, who with this victozye 
p2oceved fo2th to Jeruſalem, beſieged 
it, ⁊ bꝛought it to great diſtreſſe. Wher 
foꝛe the pꝛieſtes and the auncient of the 
people conſulted together, t came fozth 
to Ariſtobulus, fell pꝛoſtrate vpon the 
earth afoꝛe hym, and beſought him that 
he wold not ſcatter abꝛode the inherp⸗ 
taunte ot the Toꝛde. He condiſcended 
vnto they2 deſyꝛes vpon theſe condici- 
ons: that he ſhouid enter into Jeruſa- 
lem with them and be kynge, and his 
b2other Hircanus ſhoulde be the bye 
pꝛieſt. Wherunto they agreed. Then 
as Ariſtobulus entred into Jeruſalem, 
his bꝛother tame out of the ſanctuarpe 
to meet him, and with embzacinges he 
kyſſed him. So Ariſtobulus was — 9 
and Hircanus executed the office of the

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hie Pꝛie ſt. The Lozd alſo gaue zfraeit 
reſt and peace foz a whyle .. But after 
warde the Loꝛde ſent an euil ſptrite a2 
mongſt — —— i —— 
tranflating the kingdom from the ſtock 
of Chaſmonani, and ofthe at ſtrumion ax 
hys poſteritie, fo2 thohaine:of:Hirca? 
mis the great, and the fprme of Alegany 
der his ſonne, in that te ſhed ſa much 
innocent bloud,+dzgeIſraet from thoy 
bediente of the PzophEsvnto the lies 
and trifles of the :Sadwesy Poe thus it 
chaunſ! ed. T TheSaducdort into Ariſto⸗ 
bulus head, that as long as his baethet 
Hircamus lyued, he, nui hs kyngdom: 
tould neuer be ſtablphen. Mhereupon 
Ariſtobulus deupſed:howto make a wa 
H ircanus. Mhichuthmgacertamemmm 
talled Antipater was u wars of man 
of moſt power in al Icrael, a therts alſd 
a wiſe, expert, ce learned mau in afv6f- 
dome, both in the la wes, t in themow 
ledge of the Grerke mitt or his wo2de; t 
pꝛudent in anp ſtraunge o newe mat⸗ 
ters chaunced . His ofſpzinge was not 
out of the childzt᷑ et Iſrael; but of thoſe 
Romapnes which channced to be van⸗ 
quiſhed, and became ſubiect vnver the 
Dl, dominion

Sominiowofthe Iſraelites, beinge but 
ſtraungertz, æ ot na noble houſe in Fſras 
ella ie had. iii. ſonnes, Joſephhys el 
deſt che nert paſilus, the thyꝛd Herodes, 
anditheaiiticoPhecoras, Theſe had allo a 
ſiftes:oatideSalumich; Antipater fouon- 
red Hirtamiaſa inttrely fo2:hys iuſtice 
E vp3ightnesCakezthat he opened vnto 
him is bzatherAriſtebulus + the @adus 
ces intent, geung him counſelt to flee 
to ng ol Arabia: but Antipa⸗ 
tex hiniſeſte went befoꝛe to b2eake the 
mutter to Haram, of whoſe commyng 
Hartam was teryglad, Then Antipa- 
ter declarid to him how h ircanus king 
of ernſalem . was in minde to kle vntg 
dim betauſe oc Ariſtobulus his bz2other, 
Afthon wilt hetpe him ſaith he)and let 
Him haue ſpeedy aide: thou ſhalt eaſily 
ſet: Ariſtobulus beſides the kingdome, 
oa uli Fſraebts inclined to Hircanus, £ 
muaure nat Ariſtobutus. Hartam aun⸗ 
ſivered;:Jamrafraide ot the Jewes and 
their wilines. Alexander his father put 
me thꝛiſe to the foyle in battaile by hys 
ſubtiltie, and toke my dominions from 
me. Then Antipater ſware vnto hym. 
nd truſty 

krende, 
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frende, to do whatſoeuer thy heart des 
fireth. Thus Yartam was perſwaded, 
aud they made a league together, The 
Antipater returnynge to Jeruſalem, 
cauſed Hircanus to flee in the nyght, 
and they both went together to the 
kinge of Arabia, who muche reiopſed 
at Hircanus commynge, and recepued 
hym honorably.TW hen thei came toge- 
ther to entreat of the league: Hartam 
demaunded reſtitution of ſuche Cities 
as Hircanus father hadde taken from 
hym: to whom Hircanus conſented in 
all thyngcs. UW herfo2e Hartam rapſed 
all the people of Arabia, and led theim 
to Jeruſalem to warre vppon it, To 
Hircanus allo came al the men of Juda 
ſaue onely they that dwell at Jeruſa- 
lem. So betwirt them thei beſet the ci- 
tie rounde about. It foztuned that in 
the ſolemnitie of the Paſſeouer , they 
toulde not haue they? ſeruyce of the ſo⸗ 
lemnitie in the holye plate, becauſe of 
the warres. Wherupon a certaine iuſt 
t pcrfect-man of the towne called Honi⸗ 


_ aurtiga;b2ake out pziuely into the camp Oniag, | 


of Hircanus.and Antipater his tcunſe⸗ 


ler, beſought them with much pzaper 
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aͤnd teares, that they woulde graunt a 
truce vnto Jeruſalem while the feaft of 
ſwete bꝛead laſted, that thei might exe⸗ 
cute the ſeruice of ſolemnitie in the ho⸗ 
ye place. To whom Hircanus ſapde. 
Thou art a iuſte man, and often when 
thou haſt pzayed, the Loꝛde bath heard 
thee:pꝛap nowe therkfoꝛe vnto thy loꝛde 
God, to delpuer Ariſtobulus into onre 
handes, and that Jſrael map haue reft. 
Honyauriga aunſwered. Am J a god, 02 
able to remoue battailes that be ſtirred 
bp fo2 many mennes iniquities- Thus 


wyng their ſwozdes, and ſapinge: It 
thou wilt not pꝛap, thou ſyalt die fo2 it. 


Therefo2e as he ſawe hys lyfe in ieo⸗ 
pardpe, he cryed vnto the Lozde. O 


Loꝛde euerlaſtinge, whiche haſt choſen 


thy people Iſraell out of al people, and 


when he ſeemed to bee vnwyllynge to 
pꝛai, Hircanus men compelled him, da- 


| 


baſt ſet thy name in thys houſe: map it 


chyldꝛen of Iſrael frendſhippe and bꝛo⸗ 
therhode, take awai from among them 
thys hatred which is ryſen of nothing, 
and let not thone of theſe factions pꝛe⸗ 
uaple againſt thother, ſepng they all — 
the 


pleaſe thy maieſtie to plant amongetyhe 
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thy ſeruauntes, and childzen of thy co⸗ 
uenaunt. When the ſeruaunts of Hir- 
canus heard him ſap ſo:they ranne vpon 
him with theirſwo2ds,and killed him. 
But god deferred not his vengeaunce: 
fo: he ſtrake the hoſt al well of the Aras 
bians as of Hircanus, wyth a greeuous 
peſtilence. At the ſame time came from 
Rome a famous captayne called pom- 
peius, to warre agaynſt the countrey of 
Armenia, Thys pompeius ſent one of 
bis chiefe men to Damaſco,of whom as 
Ariſtobulus (thus beſieged) had harde, # 
that an armye of the Romapnes was 
tome into Domaſco : he ſent him a pꝛe⸗ 
ſent of. itif, C. pounde weight of goide, 
deſiring him to remone the army of the 
Arabians from him, + rayſe the ſiege. 
In thoſe dayes all the wo2lde obeyed 
the Romaines. That captapn therfoze 
* wzyt bnto Hartam kynge of Arabia in 
this wyſe: Depart from Jeruſalem, pf 
not, thou ſhalt vnderſtande thou bafte 


bꝛoken thy league with the Senate r 


Rome, and the hole armye ofthe Ks⸗ 
maynes ſhall ſhoztly inuade thy lande. 
Hartam vppon the ſpght of thys letter 
rapſed hys ſtege and departed from Je- 
D. iii. ruſalem 
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The ſtate of 


ruſalem. Hircanus alſo and Antipater 


—— with ſhame and repꝛoche. A⸗ 
iſtobulus vpon that gathered a power 


and purſued after them, gaue the Ara⸗ 


bians and Jſraelites that tooke Hirca⸗ 
nus parte a great overthzowe, andaf- * 


ter retourned to Jeruſalem with iope. 


Shoztlyc after Pompeius came to Da⸗ 
maſco: where Ariſtobulus pꝛeſtted bim 
with a vine of gold, merueplous artifi- ! 


ciall wzought. The rotes of the vyne, 
lenes,cluſters.+ grapes that were vp- 
pon it mere pure gold: the weight ther- 
of was. v. C. pound. pompeius was ves 
ry glad therof, t ſent it to Rome to the 
CTonſul. And the hole benche of the Se- 
nate which was of the nom ber ok. 3. C. 


20, ſenatoꝛs, wondered at the cunnyng | 


t wit of him that made it, # with great 


top they bare it into the temple of they; 


gods, placinge it in the p2cſence of that 
great Jdoll Iupiter, ſo called after the 
name of the planet Jupiter. Pompeius 
w2it hys letters to Ariſtobulus with 


great thankes t commendacton fo2 the 
ſame:aſſurings him howe both he + the 


hole Senate fauoured him, and that he 


ſhuld haue a frede of him to ſpeke in his 
cauſe

canfe as long as he liued. Hircanus hea⸗ 
ring ot this, was cleane daſhed z indiſ⸗ 
palre. But Antipater tomfoꝛted hym 
ſaping:let not the frenſhip pris betwixt 
Pompeius tthy bꝛother diſmape thee: 
wil go to him and make him thy krend. 
Upon y he went to Pöpeius t perſwa⸗ 
ded hys mynde to hate Ariſto bulus 4 to 
fauourHitcanus, inkoꝛming him thus. 
It thou ſaith he) defed Hircanus, al Jl- 
rael wil be content to be vnder thy pꝛo⸗ 
tecio,fo2 thei loue hym euerp ma. But 
if thou defed Ariſtobulus, p people wyl 
not obey the, foꝛ they hate hym. Pom⸗ 
peius charged hym p no man ſhould be 
made pꝛiup of their comunicatio, Foz 3 
(quoth he) wyl ſende fo2 Ariſtobulus to 
tome vnto me to Damaſco, + then wil 4 
cauſe to lay hãdes of him, + deliuer him 
bound to his bꝛother, reſtoꝛyng 5ᷣ kings 
dom to him. Ariſto bulus vpon the ſight 
of pompe ius letters reſozted vato him. 
Mircanus alſo came from the rocke of 
the wylderneſſe. And as thep appeared 
together befoze Pompeius: Antipater 
deſpꝛed hym that he woulde do 111- 
ſtyce betwert Hircanus the kynge, and 
Ariſtobulus hys brother, that rebel⸗

led agaynſt hym, and toke hys kynge- 
dome from him without cauſe. Mhoſe 
ſapinges a thouſand of the elders of Al⸗ 
raell ſtode vp and witneffed to be true. 
Atiſtobulus made aunſwere. J neuer 
ſtroue with him fo the kingdom, vntil 
ſuch time as J ſawe all theſe that made 
Hircanus king, to run in great obloqup, 
and to ſuſtapne much repꝛoche becauſe 
he was ſo feble a perſon and of no great 
wit, noꝛ foꝛced much of the kyngdomet 
yea, til al nations that were about him 
whoſe dominions our p2ogenito2s con- 
quered, began nowe to diſpyſe hym, to 
paſſe little fo2 offending hym, to denpe 
him tribute foꝛ his ſimplicitie, and mo⸗ 
piſhnes, with lacke of courage. When 
Ariſtobulus had ſayde, there ſtode vp a 
great multitude of goodly and beauti⸗ 
fall yonge men, apparayled in cloth of 
Hiacinth and purple, with mightie ter- 
gettes vpon them, and other oznamen- 
tes of gold, ch2iſtall x pꝛecious ſtones : 
affirming with one acco2de that Ariſto- 
bulus ſapde the truth, namely that Hir- 
canus fozcednot of the kyngedome. At 
whom pompeius meruepled ſapinge: 
Mappp is this people haupnge ſomany 
| anſome

hanſome men, true in theyz wooꝛdes, 
and wiſe; Happy alſo were the Senate 
of Rome, yt they conlde bꝛynge to paſſe 
that thys great nation might be vnder 
their gouernance. So he toke his tour- 
ney to Jeruſalem with Hircanus and 
Ariſtobulus. Bat after Ariſtobulus per- 
cepued that pompeius ftode not to ths 
pzomyſe he made him at the beginning 
fo2 the vyne: he ſet lyght by hym, and 
fled from hym to Alexandria in Egipt, 
whyther pompeius folowed with hys 
hoſte, and beſieged Alexandzia. From 
thence Ariſtobulus fled agapn to Jeru⸗ 
ſalem, and pompeius purſued hym alſo 
thyther, wzittng to Ariſtobulus a letter 
of truce and pardon, o Ariſtobulus 
came foo2th to hym, and pompeius dyd 
hym at that tyme no harme, but de- 
maunded ta be geuen vnto hym all the 
veſſels ok khe houſe of the Lozd, which 
Ariſtobulus refuſpng to do: pompeius 
in a rage, cauſed to lay hym falt in hea⸗ 
upe Iron chaines, and allauted Jeruſa- 
lem, batterynge the walles verp ſoze, 
til they of the towne iſſued out agapnſt 
hym and ſine of hys hoſt. rii. P. men. 
After thys hadde the Jſraclites ciuill 
D. d. warres 
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warres within Jeruſalem, becauſg the 
fiege was grenous vnto them, fo2 they 
were deupded into factions, one parte 
ſapd:Let vs open the gates to pompelus 
and let him in, that we may ſubmit our 
ſelues vnder his pꝛotegion. The other 
ſaid: Let vs fight agaynſt hym vnto the 
death. But much people mifttked that, 
ſo that that ſyde pꝛeuayled that woulde 
yelde. Wherefoze pompeius entred the 
to bone, ę the houſe of the ſanquarp, kil⸗ 
led much people of the Pꝛieſtes and the 
people of the land, made Hircanus kyng 
of Jſraell the. 2.tyme, 4 Antipater hys 


#canrus, counſeler. Poꝛeouer, he (ct one Securus 


a Romaine in the coũtrep to receiue the 
tribute, 4 departed, leading Ariſtobulus 
with him bound in Jrons. And becaule 
he toke his ioꝛney toward Arabia, Hir- 


canus t Antipater went with him to cd- 


bud hym. Ariſtobulus thus beyng pꝛiſo⸗ 
ner, z his. 2. ſonnes with hym, it foztu- 
ned that one of the called Alexander, ef; 
caped. And hauyng intelligence 5 Hir⸗ 
canis t his counſelour were gone ont of 
Jeruſalem: he came thyther & rebelled 
ag ainſt Hircanus, made vp ß beaches 


or the wal that Pompeius had battred: 


rea,

vea, the Jſraelites reſoꝛted vnto hym, £ 
made hem inge in Mircanus place. 
UW herupon he gathered an armp, and 
went fooꝛth to mete with Hircanus as 
he came homewarde from Pompeius, 
Where he gate Hircanus p ouerthꝛow, 
and Seturus the receiuer of the tribute 
fled 4 eſcaped. Then Alerander retur- 
ned to Jeruſalem, from whence ſhoꝛtlp 
after Gabinius a Romain with a ſtrong 
army copelled him to fle to Alerand2ta. 
And beinge in the ſame place beſieged 
alſo of Gabinms : his mother, Ariffobus 
ins wife wet foꝛth to Gabinius weping, 
t beſought hym that he woulde not de⸗ 
ſtroy her ſonne, fo2 whoſe ſake he dyd 
Alexander no harme. Gabinius therfoze 
hanynge gotten all the lande of Iudca, 
made Hircanas king of Jeruſale nowe 
the. 3. time: who ſet Romain captaines 
and rulers in lericho t᷑ in zephori, 4 tho- 
rowe al the land of Iſraei. It fo2tuned 
after thys, that Ariſtobulus gat out of 
pꝛyſon at Rome, and came into Iſrael: 
to whom on euerp ſpde reſozted men in 
ſuch ſoꝛt ÿᷣ he had a puiſſaunt hoſt of Jſ- 
rael. Wherof whe he had take mufter, 
he choſe out. viii, thouſande of the belt, 
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and with them went againſt Gabinus, 
where was a ſoze battaple fought be- 
twene them, til the beſt of Ariſtobulus 
men were llaine, and only one. P. left, 
where with he fted to the mountapnes. 
But the Romapnes folowed the chale, 
andflewe them euerp man. Pet Ariſto⸗ 
bulus would not peld but fought alone, 

although hys helmet was bzoken, tyll 
be bad diners ſoꝛe woũdes in hys head: 
and then fell he to the ground, and the 
Romapnes toke him yet aliue, bzought 
hym to Gabinius, who comfozted hym: 
commaundynge hys ſurgeons to heale 
hym,and after ſent him to the Conſull 
and Senat of Nome, where he was put 
in pꝛiſon pet once agayne. After thys, 
the Senate takinge pitie of Ariſtobulus 
wyke, whiche was repo2ted to be a ve⸗ 
rye wyſe woman: releaſed her two 
ſonnes out of pꝛyſon, and ſet thepm at 
libertie. Alexander the one of thoſe 
could not be content, but rebelled once 
agapne agapnſt Hircanus and the Ro- 
maynes gouernours, Foz he gathered 
together muche people of Jſraell , en- 
countred with one of the Romaine go- 


uernoures that Gabinius had apointed, 
and 


into the warres/ : -and'whatſoruer he

and gaue hymthe ouerthzowe. But 
pzoceading further to fyght with Gabi⸗ 
nius: hadde the woꝛſſe, and manp ol the 
Aſraclites were flapne, yet heeſcaped 
hymſelte and fled. Thys done, Gabini⸗ 
us tame to Jeraſalem, and renewed 
the kyngdome of Iſraell to Hircanus 
the. ili. typme. About thys tyme one ot 
the Senato2s Wpues at Rome coneey- 
ned a chylde, and dyed in the bpath and 
trauaple thereof. They therefoze that 
were about her, ſcrapght way rypt her 
body, and gatte the chylde out alpue, 
whom thep named Julius, and becauſe 
hys mother was tutte, they talled hym 


Cæſar. Thys chylde growinge to great Czſar. 


towardnes, and commyng to mannes 
ſtate: the Conſul and Senate ſent him 


did he had good foꝛztune and pꝛoſperous 
ſucceſſe. He depꝛyued the Grecians of 
the Empire and dominion, tranſlating 
it to the Romapnes. Manpe pꝛoupnces 
alſo beſpdes that did he ſubdue, and re⸗ 
turnyng to Rome with a power: attem 
ted to get the dominion and ſole regi⸗ 
ment ouer them. But they had made 
lolempne ſtatutes in the tyme of they: 
72 pꝛoge-/ 
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The ſtate of 


pzogenitours neuer to ſuffer any kyng 
emongſt thrm;02 any an to haue pers 
petual rule duer them: wherefoze they 
would not make Julius kynge. Uppon 
thys, rice amongſt them great © mo2-s 
tall warres ſo that gulius ſtue wöder⸗ 
fullmany of them, t without number. 
When f; vnderſtode that Ce⸗ 
ſar raygned at Aome, hadde kylled the 
Conſull and the Senate, with all the 
nobilitte of Rome : he gathered toge⸗ 
ther his hole arm out of Arabia, and 
made towarde him Iulius hauing intel⸗ 
ligence af his commynge agaynſt hym, 
fente 1 Ariſtobulus gute of pꝛyſon, 


2 ſpahke frendiye unto hym, gaue hym a 


p9iner and made bym grayud captayne 
thereaf; bidding him to go and encaun⸗ 
ter with Pompeius. In dede his armpe 
was a ſtronge armpe and he himſelfe 
was a Mynge ot no ſmalli pzoweſſe any 
valeantnele, Nompetus hearinge that 
Ariſtahulus came agaruſt hym, was 
lozcatrayde gt hes vateantneſle and of 
his hoe: Mherefoꝛe he ſent to the in⸗ 
habitantes of Jeruſalem that were vn⸗ 
der his obediente, that they ſhould pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Ariſtobulus with ſome gift, wher-

by they might decepue hym and popſon 
hym. The inhabitantes of Jeruſalem 
athis requeſt, ſent vnto Ariſtobulus u 
pꝛeſent by certain noble men, whereat 
Ariſtobulus was ryght — ns eat 


and banqucted with them tyll be was 
ouercommed with dzinke: thẽ they im⸗ 
popſoned him and he dyed, The tyme 
that he repgned oner Fſracl was foure 
yeares and ſyrt monethes. Me was a 
good man of war, hardy in fyght', and 
a man of an amiable tcountenaunce. 
pompeius receyuinge tidinges of hys 
beath:the moze gladder p2oceded with 
his hoſte to Rome to beſtege it. But 
Julius met him in the wape, and de⸗ 
ſtroped hym and his hoſte; whereby the 
Emppze was eſtabliſhed vnto Julius. 
He after thys ſent pꝛeſents to the king 
of iria, and into Egypte by hys caps 
tapnes, to allure them to his frendchip. 
Antipater adupſed Hircanus to ayde 
Julius pf perchaunce he myght wynne 
his fauour, whiche Pircanus dyd* and 
Antipater was captapne of the hoſte, 
who played the man, and founde ſuche 
kauoure with Julius, that he made him 
eee his warres. And * be 
ay 
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had fought ſundzy and great battapls, 
he retourued to Jeruſalem with great 
honour,. + by the wap pꝛoſpered muche 
moꝛe. Hircanus after this, made phaſela: 
Anti ſonne gouernour of Jeruſa⸗ 
lem: andHerode hys thirde ſonne pꝛe⸗ 
ſident of Galile. There was a certaine 
yonge man at that tyme in Jeruſalem, 
called Hizkias, a valeaunt man of war: 
whom claus all ſuche as were in any 
diſtreſle, and he became thepꝛ captapn. 
Theſe went and raunged aboute into 
Sirca, rouinge and murthering in ſuch 
ſozte i that the Sirians were werye of 
theyꝛ lpues, foꝛ feare of them. M here⸗ 
foze the king of Siria ſent vnto Herod, 
ruler of Gaitle, deſiring him to kit that 
HDizkias © his complices. Wherevpon 
Perode pzepared himſelfe and went to 
mete with Yizkias as he returned from 
the ſpople of Siria: came vppon hym at 
bnwares and due him and hys menne. 
VWhercof when the king of Siria was 
certified: he ſent a noble rewarde bnto 
Herode, of Siluer, golde, and pꝛetypous 
ſtones: by which, and by lpke meanes, 
he became verpe famous . The noble 
men of Juda made their complaint * 
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to Hircanus vpon Antipater t his ſonnes 
foꝛ they2 ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſyng of the lande of 
luda: deſiringe that Herode myght bee 
ſummoned from Galiiy, to appeare in 
iudgment and aunſwer with other foz 
the kylling of Heztias. The kyng ther⸗ 
foze ſent foꝛ hym, and he vpon that cam 
to Jeruſalem, appeared bet̃oꝛe the ind⸗ 
ges pzincelp apparelled, with a gylte 
ſwoꝛde girde about hym: whoſe p2pde 
an auncient ma called Samai blamed, 
and repꝛehended alſo his ſtout hearte: 
but he woulde not gene care vnto him, 
no2 yet regarde the iudges. When 


Hircanus perteiued that the iudges had 


almoſt determined to geue iudgemente 
agapnſte the ponge man, and to make 
hym away : he toke pitie vppon hym, x 
ſayde : Me wyll not geue ſentente to 
daye, to moꝛowe is a newe dape, and 
by that meanes delyucred hym out of 
they: handes. Herode knewe not afo2e 
that it was a matter of lyfe and death. 


That night therfo2e he fled to the king 


of Sirta,declaringal what had happe- 
ned vnto him. The kyng of Siria lette 
him haue a ſtrong army, © came with 
him hymſelt, purpoſpng to beſiege J e⸗ 
| ; 4 ! , r u a- 
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The ſtate of 
ruſalem. But his father Antipater and 
his eldeſt bꝛother Phaſelus came foozth 
vnto hym, and rebuked him, ſaping: 2s 
this the rewarde that thou rendzeſt to 
king Hircanus that toke pitie vpon the, 
and would not haue thy bloud ſhedde⸗ 
Therkoꝛe they wylled hym to departe 
from Jeruſalem, vnto whom he condiſ⸗ 
cended, after he had once let the inha- 
bitantes of Zeruſalem knowe what he 
coulde do, and hadde ſhewed them his 
power. lulius © mpercur: of Nome as 
bout that tyme, as he was wo:ſthyp- 
pyng in the houſe of his God, was mur 
dered by the conſpiracie of certapne of 
them which had ſerued Pompeius that 
mas ſlaine, as is afoze mencioned. 
The name of one of them that kylled 
bym was Caſſius of the countrpe ok 
Macedonia, who fledde thyther beynge 
afrapde to tarrp at Rome. This Caſſius 
had greate dominions in Macedonia. 
Antipater alſo of whom we ſpake, was 
à greate ſcourge to the noble menne of 
Iuda, and a great deale ſozer man then 
was Hircanus hym ſcife. Pea Yirca- 
nus coulde do nothynge in compariſon 
of hym; foz he had no rule hym oy 
1.8 u 
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but Antipater and his ſonnes bare all 
the ſway throughout the whole realm. 
Mozeouer, Antipater was in greate 
eſtimacion with all the kynges of that 
tyme. And foꝛaſmuch as he ſo ſo2e op⸗ 
pꝛeſſed the Jewes, they therfoze hated 
hym, and conſpired to kyll hym. There 
was a man in great auchoz2itie aboute 
Hircanus named Balchias, by whoſe 
meanes thei w2ought this matter. He 
cozrupted the kynges butler with re⸗ 
wardes: to put poyſon in Antipaters 
tuppe, which as he had dzonke, he died. 
Theſc thinges his ſonnePhaſelug and 
Yerode diſſimuled and winked af, as 
though they knew nothyng. Hotwith⸗ 
ſtandyng they pꝛiuilp w2yt vnto Caſlins 
that raigned in Bacedonia, certifying 
hym of this deede. Soone after came 
Caſhusto Tire, from whence heſente 
meſfengers to Hircanus to come vrito 
hpm, who came, and with hym Mal- 
thias, Phaſelus, and Herode. Caſſius 
entertepnyng them all in his lodginge 
wylled his men that whatſoener Be⸗ 
rode bad them, they ſhould do it. Perod 
wylled them to kyl Palchias, they flew 
him 9 ſyttyngt harde by gy 
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ſide, Hircanus demaũded of the ſonnes 
of Antipater the cauſe hereof; who aun- 
ſwered : Is it not manifeſt that kynge 
Caſſius ſeruauntes lewe hym, and we 
knowe not whpe:? Therefoze Hircanus 
ſtode in keare of phaſelus and Yerode, 
being certain that this was their dede. 
M herfoꝛe he ſayde bnto them. This 
Malchias was woꝛthpe of ſuch a death, 
foꝛ he was acrafty man and an vſurer. 
Theſe thynges done, Octauian Augu- 
ſtus, brothers ſonne vnto Iulius that 
was murdered, came vnto Kome: and 
the people of Rome made hym they2 
Emperour. He had a felowe in offpce 
named Marcus Antonius his vncle. 

Octauianus therefoze ſeynge to the go⸗ 
uernement at Rome, ſent Marcus An- 
tonius to warre vpon Caſſius, and to res 
uenge Iulius death. Unto him Hircanus 
ſent a pꝛe ſente, a trowne of golde, in 
which were ſet ſund2y pꝛecious ſtones, 
pzaping hym to ſtrengthen his Kyng- 
dom in his handes, and to be a meanes 
of a league to be made betwene Octa⸗ 
uian Auguſtus king ot kinges, and him: 
as there was betwene hym and Iulius, 
which Antonius graunted, About that 
20 1 tyme 
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tyme Antigonus ſonne of Ariſtobulus 
wꝛyt to Pagurus kyng of the Perſians 


bym, and reſtoꝛe the kyngdome to him 
ſelfe, pꝛompſpnge to geue hym fo2 his 
trauaple tiue hundꝛeth pounde wepght 
of golde, and a hund2cth Jſraelytythe 
virgins. So Pagurus gathered an hoſte 
againſt Jſraell, and Antigonus depar- 
ted out of Jeruſalem with much people 
of Fſrael that toke his part, and iopned 
them ſelues to Wagurus. Theſe came 
to Jeruſalem, beſieged it, fought many 
ſkyꝛmiſhes, and gaue manye great aſ⸗ 
ſaultes vnto it, tpll at length they vn⸗ 


dermined the city. Then toke thet Hir⸗ 


canus, + ſine Phaſelus. And to the in⸗ 
tent Bircanus ſhoulde be cleane remo⸗ 
ned from the Pꝛieſthood: Antigonus 
that had depꝛiued him now of his kings 
dome,cutte of beſides that one of his 
eares. But Yerode eſcaped and fled to 
Auguft Emperour of Rome. Pagurus 
therfoze hauyng made Antigonus king 
of Jeruſalem; returned home info Per 
ſia, carying Bircanus as pꝛiſoner with 
hym. But Auguſtus appoynted Herod 
to be kyng ouer all luda, geupng to him 

, E. ili. a very 


to ayde him againſt Hircanus to remone pacorus, | 
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a very ſtrong army of the Komaines to 
obtein it withall. In the way thyther, 
Herode met with Alerandꝛa Hirtanus 
doughter, t Parimi her doug ter that 
ſhe had by Alexander ſonne of Ariſtobu 
lus, and bꝛought them agayae into the 
land of Jſraell, where he toke Marini 
to wife, t ſolemntzed themariage with 
her in the mount of Galile. Fo2 there 
the chiefe of all Jlcacll dwelte : with 
who he toke peace. Marcus Antonius 
companion in office with Octauian au- 
us, about that tyme made a vopage 
though all the du eſt countries to ſubs 
due them vnto the Komaines, together 
with Egipt, Damaſco and siria. Pim Hes 
rode accompanyed to the ſlud of Euphra 
tes, and helped hym nota lyttie. Foz 
the Arabians lap in wait foꝛ him in the 
wap, e intercepting al that would apde 
Marcus antonius ſlue them. But Herode 
met with them and vanquiſhed them. 
TW herfo:ze Antontus was very glad of 


agayne into Jſrael together with Caſli 


us his captaine and liefetenaunt of his. 
warres : hauing alſo his letters to all 


the captains of @tiria; after this tenoꝛ.

Verodes valeantneſſe, 4 bꝛought hym 
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Pe ſhall vnderſtand that our Lozd and 
maiſter Octauian auguſtus king of kings 
bath appoynted Herode the ſonne of 
Antipater to bekyng of all the land of 
Iuda, T herfoze aſſone as theſe letters 
ſhall come vato you, pe ſhall with all 
ſpede apde hym. No man ſhalbe ercus 
ſed: all that can beare weapon ſhall go 
with hym to Jeruſalem, to vanquyſhe 
Antigonus the kynges aduerſary: who 
ſo refuſeth to go with hym, it ſhalbe le⸗ 
ful fo,the warriours to flea him fozths 
with. J Marcus Antonius haue ſwozn 
by my ſwoꝛd, that J wy] not alter this 
that J haue ſaide. When the captaines 
of Siria had red this, they reſozted hol⸗ 
ly to Herode, ſo that his hoſt was won 
derkullp encreaſed, Antigonus hearing 
of this, ſent one Pompeius lieftenaunt 
of his warres againſt the, who fought 
a ſoze battaple with them, that much 


people were flapne on both ſydes, Jo-' 


ſeph kyng Herodes bꝛother was ſlalne 


in that battaple. otwithſtandyng, at 
lengthe Antigonus hoſte went to the 
woꝛſe, and had the ouerthzow. So He⸗ 


rode and Caſſius pꝛoceaded to Jeruſa⸗ 


lem and beſieged it the third pere after 
Merode 
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Herod was made kyng of Fſraeil. And 
when they had battred down a peece of 
the wall: Caſlius with the Komaines 
entred the towne z made a great ſlaugh 
ter in Jeruſalem. Thei entred alſo into 
the Sanquarp, and attempted to enter 
into the ſanctum ſanctorum, but Herod 
and his men lept betwene it and them 
and ſtode with they2 dꝛawen ſwoꝛdes 
in the Temple doꝛe to withſtand their 
enterpꝛiſes. Herod was alſo diſpleaſed 
with Caſſius fo2 his crueltie, and ſapde: 
If ye wyll deſtroy all the inhabitantes 
of the Citie, vpon whom ſhall F retgne 
in this kingdome that Auguftus hath 
geuen me: Mherefoꝛe ſtraight waye 
Caſſius canſed pꝛoclamacion to be made 
thꝛough all his hoſt, that no man vpon 
payne of death ſhouid kyl one XFſraelite 
moe, This done, Herode appꝛehended 
Antigonus, deliuered hym bounde to 
Caſſius. He rewarded alſo Caſſius ſoul⸗ 
diours both with golde t ſylver. Then 
Caſſius offred a pꝛeſent vato the Lo2d, 
a crowne of gold. foꝛ he was ſoꝛe afratd 
or Gods diſpleaſure, becauſe he hadde 
fought agaynite the holye Citie. That 
done, he toke his wrney, and NPIS 

nto 
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into E gipt, and Antigonus as pꝛiſoner 
with hym. Thither ſent Berode vnto 
hym a ropall reward to make away An 
tigonus t to murder him, fearing leſte 
he ſhoulde make claime vnto the kyng⸗ 
dome agayne. Wherunto Caſſius con- 
ſented, and flue Antigonus, Thus was 
the kyngedome ſurely eſtablpſhed to 
Herode. Zhen made he warres vppon 
all the nactons that were about hym, 
conftraynpng them to become tributa- 
ries, by which meanes he grew to ſuch 
power, as neuer ant of his p2edeceſſo2s 
were to be compared vnto hym. After 
all this, Pagurus kyng of Perſia, re- 
leaſed out of pꝛiſon Hircanus ſonne of 
Alerander, 4 pꝛomoted hym to be Head 
ok all the Iſraelites that were flebde o2 


flitted into the land of Sennaar, t into 


thedominion of the Perſians, and he 
became their kyng. This Pircanus 
had aferuent deſire to ſee the holy citie 
t the houſe of the ſanctuary, Aiſo howe 
Herode oh he toke fo2 his ſonne)and 
his kyngdoine dyd. Herode hearynge 
that Hircanus (who had ben pꝛiſoner 
at Babilon) was nowe ſet at libertie 
and in great honour, he was afrayde of 

E. v. hym 
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hym,miſtruſtynge leſte the Jſraelites 
woulde reſtoze vnto them ſelues the 
kingdome of thep2 fathers. Wherefoze 
he caſt in his mynde how to do him miſ 
chiefe. He then w2yt his letters bnto 
Pagurus, the contentes whereof were 
ſuch. Thou ſhalt vnderſtand that Hir- 
canis is he that bzonght me vp, + vſed 
me ener as his ſonne. Nowe therefo2e 
ſence J came to be kyng of Jeruſalem : 
J haue called to mp rememb2aunce the 
goodnes that he hath done to me, wher 
fo22 my deſpꝛe is to reward hym acco2 - 
dyng to his benefites. Therkoze J re- 
quire thee to ſende hym to me: other- 
wyſe allure thy ſelf of warres betwene 
thee + the Iſraelites with they2 confe- 
derates, Pagurus hauyng read this let- 
ter, ſent fo2 Hircanus, doing hym to vn⸗ 
derſtand that if he would go to Yerode, 
he might: But notwithſtandyng Ye- 
rodes thꝛeates, be ceaſſed not to geue 
to Hircanus all good councell be toulde: 
aduiſing him to take hede of Herod, bes 
cauſe he is (ſaith he) a bloud ſheader, a 
bꝛeaker of his league. And he hath cal- 
led thee fo2 no loue he beareth thee, but 
becaule he fearcth thee, As 8 
| thou 
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thou liueſt ſhall he neuer llepe ſounde 
flepe, leſt the kyngdom ſhould be deno- 
luted Vnto the. It is better therfoze fo; 
thee to remaine here in ſome honour, 
though it be not of ſuch eſtate : then to 
go thyther to dye with great deſpite, 2 
end thine old age with a bloudp death. 
Furdermoꝛe thou ſhalt knowe, ſuch is 
the diſpoſition of mans heart. If there 


be two men, the one in honour, the o- 


ther in contempt:after time ſhall come 
that the diſpiſed chalbe had in honour, 
Et the honoured to be neglected : neuer 
wyll he that is nowe honoured and bes 
koze was in contempt, be content to fee 
hym that was befoze honoured, no2 
ſpeake frendelp to hym. Fo2 he wpll 
thinke: Þitherto acco2ding to his atcu⸗ 
ſtomed maner he hath deſpiſed me:how 
much moze when his dominion is take 
fro him, 4 his ſernaunt raigneth in his 
rowme: Bo2eouer, Herode knowetb 
ryght well, that mens heartes are in⸗ 
tlined to hym that is the true kynge. 

And it myght ſo be, if thou were mete 
foz the pꝛieſthod, that he woulde p20- 
mote thee vnto it, and be gouernonr 
of the kyngdome hym ſclfe. But ſeyng 
thou arte diſmembzed, halt one of thy 
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eares cut of, and thereby art bnmete 
foʒ the Pꝛieſthood: thou ſhalt remapue 
in Jeruſalem depziued both of kynge⸗ 
dome and pꝛieſthood, which is vncome⸗ 
ly foꝛʒ thee. uch counſapl gaue Pagu- 


rus king of the Perſians vnto Hircanus 
yea, and all the Jewes that werein | 
Babilon beſought hym that he would 
not go vnto Herode. Notwithſtanding ! 
be would not beperſwaded, and why 2 } 
Foz it was the Lozdes wyll and his | 
dede, that the iniurp done vnto the Sa⸗ 


ges whom his father and grandfather | 


flewe, and the iniury committed to Ho | 
ny auriga, myght returne vpon his head

ſhould be left alyne. Hircanus therfo2e 
toke his tourney towarde Jeruſalem, 
and Herode came fozth to meete hym, 
embꝛaſed hym, and kyſſed hym : after 
bꝛought him into his houſe, and feaſted 
hym dapelp, callyng him his father be⸗ 
koze all men, albeit in his hearte, he 
conſpired to murther hym. And that 
knewe Alerandza his doughter and 
mother in law to Perode: who 1

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it vnto Hircanus, but he woulde not 
credite her at the firſt,tyll on a tyme he 
perceiued the matter cleare to be ſo, thẽ 
deuyſed he howe to nee to Maloc kynge 
of Arabia. He ſent therefoze to Maloc 
to ſende hym hoꝛſe and a charctt to flee 
withall: but the meſſenger dealte vn⸗ 
fapthfully and leudely with him, fo2 he 
bꝛought Hircanus letters pꝛiuelp vn- 
to Perode, who rewarded hym well 
koꝛ his laboure, and badde hym go to 
Maloc, and to let hym knowe what an⸗ 
ſwere Maloc gaue. The meſſenger 
vpon this went and delpuered the let⸗ 
ters to Malot, who fulfylled Hircanus 
requeſt, ſent hym hoꝛſes and a charet, 
w2ytyng in this ſozte. J haue ſent thee 
hoꝛzſes t hozſemen: come therfoꝛe vnto 
me, and whatſoener thy hart deſpꝛeth, 
J wyl do it fo2 thy ſake, ©9 the meſſen- 
ger b2ought the aunſ wer ſecretly vnto 
Herode: whervpon he ſent Ureight to 
the place in whiche he vnderſtode Pa⸗ 
loces men to lurke, wapting foꝛ Hirca⸗ 
nus, and cauſed to appꝛehende them a⸗ 
liue. Then Herode tommaunded to cal 
together the elders, befoꝛe wohõ he wyl 
led alſa Yircanus to be nn of 
zm 
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hym the kynge demaunded. Tell me 
whether thou haſt wetten any letters 
to Maloc king of Arabia: he aunſwered 
J w2ote none. Then was Riſtius the 
meſſenger bꝛought in as his accuſer, E 
the men ot warre alſo of Arabia that 
mere appꝛehended, which declared the 
whole matter befoze the Tountell, ſo 
that Hircanus was quite daſſhed, Then 
the kyng tommaunded hym to be put to 
death, and ſo was the kyngdome eſfa- 
blyſhed vnto Herode. The tyme that 
H ircanus ratgned was. xl. peres and ſir 
monethes. After the death of his mo⸗ 
ther he ratgned thꝛee peres, and Ariſto 
bulus his bꝛother remoued him, making 
him pꝛieſt.

Therekoꝛe happye is he that neuer fo2- 
geteth any part of his dutie.Marimi the 
daughter of Alexander the ſonne cf A- 
riſtobulus, the wyfe of Perede, had a 
b:zother whoſe name was Ariſtobulus: 
bym Herode woulde in no wyſe p20- 
mote to the hye pꝛieſthood becanſe he 
feared the chyldzen of Chaſmonani, al- 
though his wyfe made earneſte ſuite 
and lape ſoze vppon hym fo2 the ſame 
matter. But the kyng made bye pꝛieſt 
one that was nothyng of the kynred of

was not a goodlier noꝛ hanſomer pong 
man then he was. And this Haniel 
was the firſt that euer was depoſed frõ 
that office ofthe hie pꝛieſthod, foꝛ neuer 
dyd kyng of Iſraell attempte the lyke 
afoze Herode: who dpd this to quicte 
his wyfe, and to fulfyli his mother in 
lawes mynde. Not withſtandinge this 
Alerandza his wiues mother, was not 
conttt noꝛ ſatiſfted, foz the death of her 
father was ſuch a griefe: but alwayes 
ſpake ſnappyſhiy to the kynge, that he 
tdmitted her to ward. Then ſhe wit to 
Cleopatra Nuene of Epypt, wyfe vnto 
Marcus Antonius, a noble manne ok 
Rome, declarpng vnto her all the miſ⸗ 
chiete that Herode had done to the po⸗ 
ſteritie of Chaſmonani; and deſiring her 
of ayde. To whom Cleopatra made this 
anlwer. It thou canſt fynd the meanes 
to come to me ſetretly: thou ſhalt per⸗ 
ceiue what J wyll do fox thee, Mhen 
Alerand2a had red the letter, che ſ#t to 
Ariſtobulus her ſonn the hie pꝛieſt, ſhe⸗ 
wyng him that ſhe weld fee to the ſca 
Iapho, and from thence wold take ſhip- 
pyng into Egipt, perſwading hint alſo 
to ſle with her, We wil (ſaith he) make

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ather fo2 thee: we wyl with rewardes 
allure our ſeruauntes to carpe vs oute 


pztaily, wherby we may fiee to ſaue our | 


lines, This their deupſe was perceined 
of one of Herodes ſeruaũtes, who fo2th 
with made the king pꝛiuie vnto it. The 
kinge commaunded hys ſeruaunt that 
bew2ayed them, that when they did cö⸗ 
uey the coffers, they ſhould bꝛing them 
to him, whiche the ſernaunt dyd. So 
when the coffers were bzonght to the 
kinges p2eſence,he cauſed them to bee 
opened, and tooke out Alerandza s her 
ſonne Atiſtobulus, to whom thekynge 
ſpake ſharpelp and rebuked them ſoze. 
But Alexandꝛa aunſwered him againe 
as ſhoꝛt, inſomuch that the king moued 
with anger, flange away krom her into 
bis chamber, ſaying: It is better to ſit 
ſolitarp in a coꝛner ofthe houſe, then 
with a bꝛawling and ſkoldyng woman 
in an open place. The kinge diſlembled 
the matter e ſhewed no great dyſplea- 


ſure. Ayere after as Ariſtobulus the hie 


P2telt apparayled in his ponttſtcall ve⸗ 
ſtures, ſtode in the temple nye vnto the 
alter to offer ſacrifices:p Iſraelites be⸗ 
held his beautie, his wiſedome, 4 beha- 
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uiour in the miniſterye, whereateuery. 
man reiopled,. pzaylinge God that had 
not taken all awaye, but teft one to x89; 

nge the inturies done to the, houſe gf 
Shaſmon- ni. The kinge hearinge this, 
was ſoꝛe afraped, ę not a lytle dyſplea⸗ 
ſedithinking ta himſelke the Jſraclites: 
would reſtoꝛe the kingdome of their ka⸗ 
thers vnto hym. Me percepued cucrye 
mans hart to be inclined towards him. 
UW hertoꝛe he deliberated a whyie, and 
in the feaſt of the tabernacles, heremo⸗ 
ued to Jericho, with all bys houſholde, 
wheras be made a great feaſt to all hys 
nobles r fcruants, placing them euerp 
man after his degre befoze him. Ariſto⸗ 
bulus the hie Pꝛie ſt, he ſet vpõ his right 

and, And as thei cate,dzonke, 4 made 
mery: certain of the kinges ſeruauntes 
were dyſpoſed to go 4 ſwim in lordane. 
To theſe the kpng-had geuen ſecret cõ⸗ 
maundement, that they ſhoulde deſpze 
Ariltobulus to go bathe with them in 
loxdane, ithento dzown him. So when 
kbei wers going, they came to Ariſtobu⸗ 
lust 5joved him to kepe themcompany, 
whiche be would not vnleſle the kjnge 
gaue him leaue, wherfoze he aſked the

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king leaue, but he denied him at ß firff, 
pet at lẽgth p vong man intreated hym 
ſoinftantly;: that the kynge bad hym do 
what he would.

now laſt of al of her ſonne: to whom the 
klug aunſwered neyther good no2 bad, 
From that dape foꝛzwerdes there was 
perpetuall hatred betwene Alexandra 
and Marimi, and Kiparim the mother of 
Perode, Et Salumath hys ſiſter that tame 
of baſe t ſeruile bloud. Foz Marimicaft 
in they2 teeth to theyꝛ faces, that they 
were not of the ſede of Jſraell: but pꝛo⸗ 
phaine, vnholi + of baſe birth. Rotwith 
ſtandinge Herode loued arimi as hys 
life, wherfoze he would neuer diſpleaſe 
ber as long as ſhe liued, noꝛ ſai ſo much 
to her as whi ſaieſt thou ſo: Theſe thin⸗ 
ges done, Marcus antonius à noble man 
of Rome, next vnto Octauian Augu 
king ok kinges, being ſent by auguſtus 
to war vpon the kinges of the weſt coũ⸗ 
trets: raygned in Egipt, e by the pʒouo⸗ 
cation of his wyle N elled againſt Oc⸗ 
tauian Auguſtus, made war with hym 
bath by ſea and land. And foꝛaſmuch as 
Egipt is nie adiepninge to the lande of 
Iſraell, Yerode iopned with hym and 
belped him. Foz Marcus Antonius had 
ayded him befoze in ſuche ſo2t, that no 
king durſt meddle with him fo2 feare of 

Marcus 
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Marcus Antonius. Whereupon when 
Parcus conſpired agapnſt hys P2ynce 
and maſter: Herode apded him with an 
armi, with hoꝛſemen, and with ſhippes 
alſo againſt Deauian. In which wars 
Octauian gat the vicozy, ue Antonye 
and all hys people comming by ſhyp to 
the Ille of Rhodes and ſo into the lande 
of Egipt, Berode hearynge that Parcus 
Antonius was ſlaine, and that Datam- 
an Auguſtus was come into Egipt: be 
kapnted fo2 feare of the dyſpleaſure of 
Octauian, Pet at length he tooke hart 
vnto him, p2epared a ropall pꝛeſent ta 
be caryed afoꝛe him, and kolowed after 
him ſelfe to Detauian Auguſtus. And 
ſettynge koꝛzwardes, he called Ioleph 
the huſbande of Salumith hys ſyſter, 
whom he made chiefe of hys houſholde: 
commanndpnge hym that pf Paautan 
Auguſtus put him to death: he ſhoulde 
popſon Marimi his wife, ſaping:it ſhuld 
not bee ſemelp foz kynges, that anye 
meane and baſe man ſhould mary with 
akinges wydowe, and ſlepe with her 
bpon a kynges bedde. So then he tooke 
bys lournep towarde Octauian Augu- 
tus, who the was at RY my 
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he vnderſtode Octauian to be diſpleaſed 
with him, fo2 that he had apdeb Mar⸗ 
tus Antonius. Therfoze aſſove as Hes 
rode came to Ogauian Auguſtus pes 
ſence, haupuge hys crawne vppou hys 
headꝛhe toake it of, and fell downe pꝛo⸗ 


ſtrate vpö the ground at Octauians fete, 


ſaping:oſte noble Empersur, Jton⸗ 
keſſe my treſpaſle againſt your mateſty, 
that Jioued P. Antoninus mpeompani⸗ 
on in league, who was nip neyghbour 
and ayded me. And it is true, that your 
maieſty ſence y time yoit made me king 
haue hard of mine affaires 5 haue haps 
pened vato me, bat neuer ſuccoured 
me. This P. Autonius did not ſo, I c0- 
felle therefo2c p in his warres agapnſt 
your maileſtic, 4 apbed him with an ar- 
mie, w hoꝛſmen + ſhips: Neyther went 


J out with hym fo2 any warres vppon 


mine owne bo2ders, but whenſoeuer A 
went with him, Jholp him to the vtter 
moſt of my power. When he was fal⸗ 
ling, J bolTred him vp:t when he ſtom⸗ 
bled J rayſed him againe. Emongtt all 
theſe J pꝛoteſt allo, that I wolde not be 
counted of pour maicftie, a bꝛeaker of 
league; but nowe M. Antonius is dead.

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Wherfoze whether p it ſhal pleaſe your 
maieſtie to reſtoze me to my fo2mer 
eſtate oꝛ no, fozaſmuch as J haue kepte 
touch wit) M. Antonius againſt youre 
maioſty amongſt other:if you put me to 
death, vou ſhall doe me no wꝛonge, but 
iuſtice, becauſe by the lawe of armes 1 
haue deſerued death. When Dcauian 
Augu. hard him ſpeake ſo,zhe ſapd vnto 
him: Ariſs thou king ok Iſrael in peace, 
be of good comfort + feare not, fo2 thou 
art wozthye to be me, yea. nert to mp 
perſon: J know that M. Antonius was 
incited byhis wife, 4 would not folowe 
thy counſell, fo2 if he had, J dare ſap he 
wold neuer baue conſpired againſt me. 
So he commaunded ß crowne to be ſet 
nig ayne vppon Herode's head, + made a 
leage with him. Then they went both 
together toward Sgipt to be reuenged 
vpon Cle atra, But'y þ wicked woma 
whan che ſaw hee cite 4 bv ouercome: 
put vin hoe moſfe pꝛeclous apparratle, 
and litting vpon the thzon? 8 her king 
dom: commaũdeda viper tobe b2ought 
vnto her, whiche aſſone as the had ſuf- 
fred to ſting her bꝛeaſt, ſhe died. As Ot 


tautan Aug. came to the palalce : ſawe 
F. iii. het 
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her ſit there, he reioyſed that he myght 
bee reuenged of her: and tommaunded 
to thzuſt her from her thꝛone, hut when 
they that came to her founde her dead, 
it diſpleaſed Octauian and greued him 
very ſoꝛe. In thys whyle Joſeph Salu- 
mithes huſband dyſcloſed vnto Marimi, 
that the kynge had commaunded: yfit 
ſo foztune hym to bee put to death by 
Auguſtus, that he choulde poyſon her. 
Whereupon Marimi conceyued pet a 
greater hatred towarde the kynge , in 
ſo muche that when the kinge was re- 
tourned in ſafetye, ſounde, and with 
honoure alſo from Octauian , and that 
all his menne and whole houſholde re⸗ 
loyſed greatly: Marimi ſhewed no coun- 
tenaunce of gladnelle, no not when 
the kynge hymſelke tolde her howe 
gceatlpe he was magnified and hono⸗ 
red ol Octauian: but al wapes ſhe was 
ſadde. Salumith the kynges Syſter per⸗ 
tepuing that Marimi ſo vered the king, 
ſhe tolde hym howe toſcph her huſband 
had lyne with Marimi whyles he was 
with Auguſtus, But Yerode (ſay what 
ſhe could)gaue no credite to her wo2ds, 
knowing that ſhe enuied Marimi: vntil 
at 
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at length he aſked the cauſe of Marimi, 
why the reioyſed not as other did when 
he returned in ſafetie from Augultus: 
but was euer ſad, whiche ſhewed her 
to haue ſome rancoure and malyce in 


her heart towardes him. She aunſwe⸗ 


red. Thou haſt ſapde heretofoze that 
thou louedſt me aboue all thyne other 
wyues and tconcubines: pet thou dpdſt 
wyll Ioſeph thy ſiſters huſbande to pop⸗ 
ſon me. TU han Herode hearde thys, he 
was erceadpngly abaſhed, that loſeph 
had dpſcloſed ys ſecrete : and beganne 
to myſtruſt with hymzeife that whichs 
ſalumith had told hym, that he had ſlept 
with hys wife in deede, and vppon that 
had detected that ſecrete. Thetefoze he 
departed oute of hys palapce in a great 
anger and rage, where by Salumith pers 
cepued that he deteſted Warimi and 
therefo:e the accuſed her further, ſnb9z- 
nynge falſe accuſars and fozgers of 
lies, towytnes that Parimi woulde 
haue poyſoned the kynge, whereof the 
had dyners p2eſumptions alſo by her 
countenaunce. She added mo2eouer, pf 
thou{ſaith ſhe to the king) let her ſcape 
thus, ſhe wil ſpedely deſtroy * and 
ereus 
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bereue ther ot thy kingdom. Tbe labo⸗ 
geueth a man this counſeli. If any man 
go about ta murther thre, pꝛeuent him 
and ſlea hym firſt. M ith thys and ſuche 
like woꝛdea, ſhe ſa moued the king, that 
be commaundedta bzing Marimi fozth, 
and to bee beheaded in the bie ſtreate 
of the Citie. And as ſhe was brought 
fo:th vnto the market place of the citie, 
all the women of the citie folowed her. 
Alexandra her mother alſo curſed and 
rapled at her, ſapinge: tome oute, thou 
that haſte abhoꝛred thy huſbande , and 
conſpired agaynt thy lozde. Alexandra 
weptealtio as thanghe tt had bene fb2 
the wypckednes that her doughter had 
committed:thynkinge ſurelp to pleaſe 
the king by that meanes, and to bleare 
bis eyes, if peraduenture he might ſuf- 
fer her ta liue til ſhe myght haue opo2- 
tunitte to poiſon him. Barimi thus go⸗ 
ynge to execution heide her peace, and 
looked nepther to the right hand noꝛ to 
the lekt, noꝛ yet feared death anp thyng 
knowing that ſhe was innocent in deds 
and thought, and therkoze God woulde 
render her a good rewarde in the wozld 


to come. N hertoze the bared her necke 
withoit 
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without feare. and they cut ot her head, 
ſhedinge the innocent bloud, But God 
made no delay in puniſhinge the tame: 
fo2 there fell a loze plage and peſtilence 
in the houſe of Hrrode; fo that hys chief 
ſeruauntes, his noble women and con⸗ 
tu bines died ſoze thereof, Bea thꝛough⸗ 
out all ludea rapgned the peſtylence ve⸗ 


hementlp: whiche affliction all Fſraell 


knew wel pnoughchaunced onto them 
fo the blond of Parimi. @Thep cryed 
therekoꝛe vnto the lozde, ſaping: UW pit 
thou fo2 the offence of one man, deake 
ſo cruelly with the hole congregation? 
The lo:de toke pitie therfoꝛe vpon the 
lande, and withdꝛewe the plage from 
the people. The king repented him alſo 
that he had ſhed blond without cauſes 
and loue ſo grewe in hys heart, that ho 
was ſicke and at veathes doze. Then 
Alexandra Marimies mother ſoughte 
meanes howe to popſonhym. ZUhichs 
beinge vttered virta the kinge: he com? 
maunded toapp2chende her. and to kill 
her. In thys maner dealt Herode with 
all the poſteritie of the Machabees, lea⸗ 


uing none aliue that were called by the 


name, Me put to death alſo Ioſeph the 
huſband 
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buſbande of &alumith, The kynge had 
two fonnes Alexander and Ariſtobulus, 
by Marimi hys wpfe. {hey were both 
at Rome when thep2 mother ſuffered, 
fo2 thev2 father the kyng had ſent them 
thither to learne the Romaine tounge, 
TAben they hearde tydynges of theyz 
mothers death, they wepte and mour- 
ned fo2 her: hating they: father foꝛ hys 
crueltie. Sone after, the kinge their fa 
ther recouered of hys ſickenes , was 
eſtabliſhed in his kingedome, buylded 
ſtrong cities ⁊ role to great pꝛoſperitie. 
In the. xiii. pere ot his reigne, there fel 
a great derth in the land, wherfo2e the 
kyng tooke out of his treaſure muche 
golde and ſtiuer, and pꝛecious ſtones, 
where with he ſent into E gipt and pꝛo⸗ 
curinge plentie of coꝛne, and refreſhed 
with bead all that lackt and was in 
diſtres of hunger: ta, he ſpared not his 
gwne pꝛoper goodes. And not oneip to 
the Iſraelites ſhewed he thys liberali⸗ 
tie: but alſs to all that came vnto hym 
out of other ſſtaunge nations, hearyng 
of hys renoume , Moꝛeouer in all bys 
warres he had good foztune. Beſpdes 


thys he thought it good to renewe the 
houſe 
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bouſe of the ſanctuary: wherupon he des 
liberated with the Iſraelites, to haue 
they2 aduiſe foz the building of it, after 
the ſame quantitie c meaſure that @a- 
lomon kynge of Iſraell buplded it. Foz 
the Jewes returning from captiuitie in 
the time of Coreſch, began to buylde it Cirus 
after the meaſure that Coreſch pꝛeſcri⸗ 
bed them, and not as it was afoze. The 
people of Jſrael hearing that the kinge 
was purpoſed topul.downe the temple 
to the ground, buplde it a freſhe : they 
made him none aunſwere, kearinge left 
whan he had pulled it downe, he would 
not be ſo haſty to build it vp again. But 
the king perteauinge what they feared 
in theyz myndes, ſapde : he woulde not 
lack the matter, noꝛ reſte tyil he hadde 
b2ought it to paſſe. He ſapd mozeouer, 
that be woulde take out ofhys treaſure 
plentie of golde and ſiluer, and gene it 
to grauing: alſo pꝛecious ſtones, ſtones 
al Thaſies, t marble. To the tarpen⸗ 
ters alſo and maſons, he would deipuer 
timber, ę ſtones, gold and ſiluer, bzafſs 
and Iron, to make al thinges neceſſary 
to the woozke. Wherefoze pf de pulled 
do wne the houſe, he was able — 
t 
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t ſtrayght wayes agayne. So he pulled 
down the houſe and repairedit againe, 
and finiſhed it in length a hundzed cus: 
bites; in bꝛedth tykewyſe a hundzeth 
cubites, and in heyght a hundꝛeth cu⸗ 
bites, ali gf. whyte marble : ſo that the

foundation was. rr, cabites within the 
grdunde, and a hundzeth aboue.

her, let him dye for it. So the thynges 
that Herode made in the temple were 
wöderkul: neither was there euer hard 
of in ali the woꝛlde any kinge that was 
able to make ſuche a buildyng;, dA hen 
the wozke was ünſhed. the kynge ſent 
to-Sarons his paſtures fo2 hys Cattell : 
from-whence were bzought hym thꝛee 
hundzeth ponge Bullockes, and verpe 


manp ſhepe, accoꝛdinge to hys Pꝛynce⸗ 


lve eſtate. So then they dedicated and 
balowed the houſe with great tope and 
gladnes. There was one tertapne dap 
in theyeare, when as the kynge was 
euer accuſtomed to make a great feaſte 
to all bys court, to all hys nobles, and 
Sages in Iſrael. Againſt that ſelf ſame 
day the king was minded to kiniſhe hys 
woꝛkes, whiche made both hym moꝛe 
glad and all hys people. The ſame alſo 
commaunded he to bee done in all the 
pꝛouintes of hys kingdome, ſendinge 
bis letters by his purſepuauntes to the 
noble men:captaynes and p7olipentes 
0 
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of the pzoninces, that they ſhoulde ob- 
ſerue that dape after the ſame maner 
euery pere. The people allo that were 
fiptted into thep2 enemies countrpes: 
they: head rulers and captaynes came 
out of every countrpe farre and nere to 
ſee the houſe t the king: fo2 they could 
neuer belene it tyll they hadde ſeene it: 
and when they had ſene it, it exceaded 
karre that thep had harde of it. Theſe 
thynges done, the kynges two ſonnes, 
Alexander and Ariſtobulus which he had 
by Marimi, came home from Rome to 
Jeraſalem in a great heate and furpe, 
with a ſtrong company, yea they: har- 
tes were very hauty alſo ; foz Aleran- 
der the elder had marped the kynge of 
Capadocies dorghter, and Ariſtobulus 
the donghter of Salumith the kyng his 
fathers ſiſter. Theſe commyng to Fe- 
ruſalem, went not to the courte to do 
thep2 duette to the kynge thepꝛ father, 
neyther wolde (ce hym, whereby the 
wh gathered they went about ſome 


hiefe agapnft hym. Pozeouer, all 
men gate hym warnynge to take 
bede ot them, and to kepe his power oz 
garde about hem. He hadde a wpfe of 
G. i. baſs 
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baſe ffocke out of the country, befo2e he 
came to the kyngedome, by whom he 
had a ſonn named Antipater, And whe 
he had put Marmi his beloued wyfe to 
death, he called home his wyfe whiche 
he had diſdapned befoze, to his courte. 


Ta herfozenowe ſeing the two ſonnes 
of Marimi hated him, he appointed An⸗ 
tipater his ſonne to be his hey2e appa⸗ 
raunt, t to rapſe his eſtimacion, gaue 
him all his treaſure, made him Koꝛde 4 
ruler of all that he had, affirmyng that 
be ſhuld reigne after him. This Anti- 
pater had a ſubtple wyt and a craftpe, ex 
this talke was dayly to his father. If it | 
lpke pour Maieſtie, wherto ſhoulde pon 
geue me al theſe things, when as theſe 
two lions ſhalbe euer in mp top, 4 redy 
to deſtroy me. By ſuch ſurmiſed mea- 
nes he rayſed diſcoꝛd # hatred betwene 
them and they2 father. Albeit the kyng 
was loth to hurt his two ſonnes, Not 
long after he toke His journey to Rome 
to Octauian, and his ſonne Alerander 
waited vpon him, hoping that Octaui 
wold be a meanes fo2 him to turnt ly 
fathers hatred fro bim, t put all mi 

out of his minde. When the kyng was 
come 
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come thyther, Octauian refopſed muche 
of his coming, ſaying: J haue thought 
long to ſee thee. To whom haſt thou 
lett the land of Juda⸗ Herode aunſwe⸗ 
red foz the homage that J owe bnto mi 
Loꝛd the E mperour, 3 am come to ap⸗ 
peere before hym, and to declare hym 
my chaunces with this my ſonne his 
ſeruaunte. So he tolde hym the whole 
matter from the beginning to the end, 
Then Octauian auguſtus blamed y pong 
man becauſe he hated his father. The 
pong man anſwered. How can Jother 
wiſe do? Yow tan 3 foꝛget þ moſt chaſt 
womb that bare me, which was of the 
holy ſtocke. It J foꝛget mp mother that 
was flaine giltles 4 without crime: the 
let me fozget my rpghthand, Theſe £ 
fuche lyke ſpake the pong manne, not 
without teares, in the pꝛeſence of Octa 
uian, ſo that his bowelles was muche 
moued: and the noble menne alſo that 
were aboute Octauian coulde not ab⸗ 
ſtapne from wepynge, but lamented 
greatly, Octauian firſte repꝛoued He⸗ 
rode fo2 his great tranſgreſſion t cru- 
eltie: th laboꝛed he to pacifie the pong 
manne with comfo2table wooꝛdes, 
G. ii. byddypng 
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byddyng hym to honour his father, and 
to ſubmit him ſelfe vnto hym. When 
be bad done as he was wylled oz he 
wold not ſtrive againſt the Emperonrs 
commaundement.) Octauian toke the 


pong man by the hande, and put it inta 
Herodes boſome, Then his father kiſ- 
ſed and embzaſed him, ſo that they both 
wept. After that, they toke they: leaue 
and departed from Octauian, who com⸗ 
fo:ted them, and gaue them a ayfte, 
committpnge it into Herodes handes. 
Herode pet perceived that thehatred ot 
the chyldzen of Barimi woulde not be 
apeaſed, Wheruppon when he came 
home to Jeruſalem, he called together 
all the elders of Aſraell, and ſapde vnto 
them: J had determined once to place 
one of my ſonnes captapn auer the peo⸗ 
ple of the Lo2de, but J myght not do it 
without the conſente of Octauian augu- 
ſtus. Nowe therfoze J haue appoynted 
my thzee ſonnes, and haue deuided my 
kingdom equally amongſt them. Helpe 
ye them againſt they2 enemies, but in 
no wyſe ſhallye helpe one of them a⸗ 
gaynſt another. And if pe perteiue any 
beach of frendſhip betwene a 
| tha 
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that lleth in you to take it away. M her 


vnto he made them [were pzeſently in 
Jeruſalem : 4 the bond made, eche man 
departed home to his honſe. But foz al 
this the hatred betwene Antipater and 
bis two bꝛethꝛen was nothing dimini⸗ 
ſhed ? foz he feared them becauſe they 
were of the houſe of Chaſmonani, and 
alied with kynges of greate power: he 
ſubozned therfoꝛe falſe accufers to ſaye 
vnto the kyng, that the pong men, ſons 
of Marimi, were determined to deſtrop 
him. Likewiſe he ſet variance betwene 
Salumith 4 them, fo2 ſhe was in grea⸗ 
ter eſtimacion then he: in fo muche that 
the kyng dpd nothing without her coũ⸗ 
cell, The fame wꝛought he allo be⸗ 
twene pheroras the kinges bꝛother and 
them. But to Salumith he fayde:doeft 
thou not conſider howe the ſonnes of 
Parimiknowe that they2 mother was 
put to death by thy countell. Zherfo2e 
if they maye bꝛyng to paſſe to make the 
king away, they wyl hew the to peces. 
But when the pong men hard of this: 
they tame befoze the king, « ſware thei 
neuer entended to hurt they: father, £ 

with wepyng they perſwaded the king 
G.fit. that 
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that he beleued them, and thei gote his 
fauour againe. Wherat Antipater was 
not a litle diſpleaſed: wherfoze he hired 
falſe witneſſes to ſay they ſaw Aleran- 
der the kynges ſonne vppon a certapne 
nyght with his ſwoꝛd dꝛawen befoze 5 
kinges palaice, myndpnge to murther 
Antipater. He ſubozned alſo certain ot 
the kyuges ſeruauntes to wytneſſe a⸗ 
gaynſt Alexander, that he ſhoulde geue 
them great rewardes to allure them tg 
his pleaſure, and to abuſe them in vn⸗ 
naturall venerp, whiche they refuſed, 
Moꝛeouer, that he deſired the to popſon 
the king, which they would not alſo a⸗ 
gree todo, Mhercupon the kyng was 
ſ\o2e diſpleaſed toward him, commaun- 
ding not only him, but all that toke his 
part oz defended his integritie, to be 
appꝛehended and put in pꝛiſon, that exe 
cution might be done vpõ them. Then 
Alexander wit vnto Archeluaus his fa- 
ther in lawe, deſiring hym to come to 
Jeruſalem to his father Herod. This 
Archelaus was a very wpſe man, and 
anotablecounceller. When he was 
come to Jeruſalem, Herode was very 
glad of his comming : and demaunded 


what matters bzought hym thyther at 
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that p2eſent. He aunſwered, J baue 
harde that Alerander thy ſonne, and 
my ſonne in lawe, hath attempted to 
rebel agaynſt thee:it is not poſſible but 
my doughter his wyfe ſhoulde be acceſ- 
ſary of this thyng, and pet ſhe hath not 
ſhewed it vnto thee: whecrfoze J btter- 
ly deteſt her, as one that hath conſpired 
againſt the. Pet neuerthelefſe J know 
wel that fo: the loue thou beareſt vnto 
me, thou wouldeſt ſpare her: fo2 this 
cauſe am F come vnto thee, that when 
thou haſt put thy ſonne to death, J alſo 
may flea my doughter.

then Archelaus perceined that Yes 
rode had a good opinion of hym, be al- 
tered his communicatton, ſaying to the 
kyng: Firlt let vs diligently examine e 
welt rye the catife, fozaſmnch as there 
are many faiſe witneſſes and lying per 
ſons in the wozlde: and let vs not ſhed 
innocent bloud vppon an vncertaintie. 
Fo2Archelaus had great pꝛeſũptionsp 
Herod had geuen to light credite know 
ing how redy he was to here an euil tal 
G. iiii. which 
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which was the cauſe of all the miſchief 
that befel vpon the people of his houſe. 
Mell, Yerode thought his councell 
good. One of them that accuſed the 
nenen chyldzen was Pheroras the kin- 
ges bꝛother, and to ſay the trueth, he 
was the chiefe of all. Herode loued Ar⸗ 
chelaus the kynge of ia as hym 
ſelfe, whiche Archelaus percepupng, 
fourned his talke to rebuke the kynge, 
ſaying; E hou arte nowe waxen olde, 
and well ſtrpken in peares, thou ſuf 
freſt theſe backbiters to rule thee, who 
ſtirre thee to wozke al theſe miſchiefes 


thy houſe. Vea Pherozas thy b28- 


ath falſe'y pꝛouoked thee againſt 
10 Pp Tonnes, | 
n pheroras hard theſe wo2des, he 


was ſo2e afratd;fo2 in dede he had ſedu⸗ 
ced the king. Therfoze came Pherozas 
to Archelaus,and beſought him to ſaue 
his lyfe. Archelaus aunſwered him: if 
thou wylt obtaine pardon fo2 thy wic⸗ 
kedneſſe,come and fall befoze his feete 
t conteſſe that thou haſt ſpoken falſelpe 
agaynſt his ſonnes:then wyl J pꝛomiſe 
thee that he ſhalbe merciful vato thee, 


and to his ſonnes. Pherozas did ſo, cõ⸗ 
kelled

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| diners wayes,that the kingcommauns 
ded them to be put in pꝛiſon, and moſte 


the Herodians, Fol liii 


feſſed Þ he had fallly accuſed the kinges 
lonnes. Then Archelaus beſought the 
kyng fo2 pardon, and he graunted it. 

After that, be intreated hym that the 
pong men myght be diſmiſſed and delt- 
uered out of pꝛiſon, whiche the kynge 
commaunded to be done. The ponge 
men therefaze came to the kynges p2e- 
ſence,and fell downe befo2e his feete: £ 
the kyng was laupnge vnto them, em- 
bzaſed them, and kiſt them. He made 
great iope alſo that Archelaus came in 
ſo good an houre vato hym: to whom 
he gaue fo2 a gift. vii. bid2eth poundes 
weight of golde, with manye pꝛecious 
ſtones, e concubines, t dimiſſed hym. 
But Antipater againe ſubozned falſe 
accuſers, 4 w2it counterfait letters in 
the name of the kynges fonnes to one 
of the captapnes, declarpng howe they 
would conſpire and kyll the kyng: and 
by ſuche meanes he encreaſed the ene- 
mities betwene them and theyꝛ father 


ſtrong irons to be layde vpõ them, Be- 
ſides this, Antipater had ſurpꝛiſed and 
won the hartes of the kinges chiefe ru- 

lers 
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lers and ſeruantes, that thep pꝛotured 
his barber to beare falſe witnelſle a⸗ 
gaynſte Alerander, howe that he hired 
bim to kyll the kyng at ſuch time as he 
chuld ſhaue his beard. Whan the king 
hard his barber ſpeake, he was won- 
derfuliye troubled in his mynde, in ſo 
much that he ſapde. 3 am weary of my 
lpfe, to heare theſe pickethankes that 
open mine eares and fpll my head with 
tales. Jcan do no wape better then to 
geue charge, that whoſoeuer bzynges 
me any ſuch accuſations hereafter of a⸗ 
ny bodye, he ſhall ſuffer death foz it. 
Wherfo:zcehe commaunded the barber 
to be lapne, and his two ſonnes to be 
bzought fozth t hanged vpen gallswes 
ſheaving their innocent bloud. The re- 
topſed Antipater,ſuppoſing him ſelf to 
be as ſure of the kingdom as though he 
had it in his handes, When as he was 
not aware that although he vvere neuer 


lo hye a loft, yet vvas ther one aboue high 


er tien he, vyho conſidered his doinges, 
Alerander had two ſonnes, Thigarus 
and Ariſtobulus. And Ariſtobulus had 
thꝛes ſonnes, Herode, Agrippa, and 
Alexander. Mhan the kyng . 
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fo Jeruſalem (foꝛ he was in Samaria 
by the lake ſide, when his ſonnes were 
put to execution) he commaunded that 
bis nephewes ſhould be brought to the 
courte,and takyng pitie of them, em- 


bꝛaſed and kyſſed them, wepyng verye 
ſozc both he and al his ſeruauntes. Fo2 
it greatly repented him of the heynous 
dedes that he had done. But wan the 
time of the mourning was paſt, he cau⸗ 
ſed to call all the chiefe of Iſraell toge⸗ 
ther, and ſaide vnto them: Jam nowe 
growen in age and waren grey headed 


vncertaine how ſhoꝛztly J ſhall dye. 1 


ſee here befoꝛe me theſe lytic fatherles 
childzen, whiche J neuer can beholde 
without great anguyſhe of my mynde. 
Foz when J loke vpon them, J call to 
mp remembzaunte what great domage 
J haue done vnto thepz fathers in my 
rage and headlong kuriouſnes. Nowe 
therkoꝛe J woulde commit them to the 
tulcion and cuſtodpe of ſome man that 
might be a patron + as afather vnto the 
to ſuccour them continually to his po⸗ 
wer. All the people aunſwered, that he 
had well ſpoken, He ſpake therfo2e vn⸗ 
to his bother P hcroras ; Thou * be 
thepz 


was hanged. So Pherozas came to 
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their patrone and defendour, and ſhalt 
geue thy doughter to Thigarus Aleran- 
ders ſonne. He commaunded alſo his 
ſonne Antipater to geuc his doughter 
to Herode the ſonne of Ariſtobulus. 
And the mariages were knit and com- 
poſitions made in the kinges pꝛeſence. 
ETWhen Antipater marked the louc that 
the kyng bare towarde his nephewes, 
he began to be in great care, foz Ihiga- 
rus Alexanders ſonne had a graundra- 
ther by the mother ſide,a king of great 
power, namely Archelaus kyng of Cap 
padocia, He falles downe therefo2e at 
the kynges fecte to diſſolue and bzeake 
the frendeſhyp that he bare towardes 
dis nephewes, and to leaue ſpeakynge 
in thep2 cauſe as he had done: but he 
pꝛeuapled nothyng. Therefo2e he lefte 
bis father and wente to Pherozas the 
kpnges b2zother, made a confederacte 
with hym, anddeſired hym to kuſtrate 
the bonde that was betwene hym ſelfe 


And Berode, and alſo betwene hym and 


Thigarus, the ſonne of Alexander that 


the kyng, tourned his mynde, and dil⸗ 
folned the conenauntes of n— 
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This done, Pherozas and Antipater 
(that ſat vpon the kynges th2one) were 
become great frendes, banketting one 
the other day and nyght, and deupſpyng 
their matters. When this came to the 
kinges eare,hewas ſoꝛe afraid of their 
traines, e commaunded that his bzo- 
ther Phero2as ſhoulde foz euermoze be 
banyſhed the court. Antipater his ſon 
was ſent to Patautan Auguſtus to eſta 
blyſhe the kyngdome vnto him, and to 
enter in league with him. Foz Þerode 
was ſo old that he coulde not go. Anti⸗ 
pater iourneping towarde Rome, paſ⸗ 
ſed thzoughe Egipte, deſirons to ſee it 
befoze the death of his vncle Pherozas 
And ag he trauapled by the hye wayes 
of Egipt, there came a certain marchant 
baupng a Uyall in his hand cloſe coue⸗ 
red, which cryed, faying: who wyll bye 
a thyng of a great pꝛice befo2e he ſee it, 
02 knowe what it is⸗ Antipater mar- 
uepled at his wozdes, and aſked hym 
what was in bis Upyall. But the ſeller 
told him not what it was befoze he had 
bought it and paide deare fo2 it. Then 
whiſpered he in his care, tellyng hym 
that it was a ſtrong popſon, that 1 
> 5 
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kyl one out of hand. This Upall Anti- 


pater ſent to pheroras to be kepte vntyll 
he retourned fro Rome. In the meane 
ſeaſon pheroras dyed, and his wyle hyd 
the Uyall. Aſter when Antipater came 
home agayne from Rome, pheroras 
wyfe and he fel at variaunce, inſomuch 
that ſhe obiected vnto hym that he was 
the cauſe that pheroras was banylſhed 
the kynges pꝛelente, the ſoꝛow wher- 
of was his death. On the other ſyde, 
Antipater wente about to accuſe her, 
ſowyng diſcozde betwene her and the 
kyng, to ſtirre hym agapnſte her. He 
ſuboꝛned alſo a certaine Eunuch oz gel- 
ded parſon to go vnto the kyng and ins 
fozme hym, how that at what tyme as 
be tooke diſpleaſure with Pheroras his 
bꝛother, and banpſhed him his pꝛeſence 
pheroras pꝛotured a ſtrong poyſon, and 
gaue it to his wpfe, tommaundyng her 
to deſtrop the king ther with. The king 
bearyng this, was w2oth with the Eus 
nuch, and ſapde: I ſearched fo2 that 
benome long ago, when tt was noyſed 
that my houſeholde ſeruauntes woulde 
geue it me to dꝛpnke: but J coulde not 
fynde the thyng to be true, Pea, 3 — 

en 
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ben to rache in ſuch matters: foz 3 put 
my wyfe Marimi to death without a 
cauſe, and Alexandra my moother in 
lawe, with mp two chpldzen. When 
Antipater harde that the kyng credited 
not the Eunuch, he made ſute to the 


kyng to ſend him to Octauian, the (ccod 
time, fo2 he was a fearde fo2 the Wpall 
that was in pheroras wyfes houſe. He 
had w2ytten alſo with his hande howe 
that he ſent it, intendpng therewith to 
poyſon the kinges ſonnes chyldꝛen. But 
he that prepareth a pitte fcr another, cite 
tymes falleth into it h i; ſelfe. Oo deſy⸗ 
ryng the king to ſende him, he let hym 
go. After this the king tommaunded to 
make ſearche pk the Eunuches wooꝛdes 
were true oꝛ no: he ſente fyzſte of all 
pheroras houſeholde ſetuauntes, exami⸗ 
ned them whether euer thep could pers 
teiue that pheroras was in mynde to 
hurte hym. T hep all ſware no. 
Then the kynge cdmaunded to ſcourge 
them verpe ſoze, but they confefſed 
nothynge: althoughe ſome dped bn- 
der they; handes in the eraminacion. 
Dome he ozdered with dyuers n 
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of tozments, of ſome he cauſed to pluck 
out all thep2 teeth. 
And as he bade ſcourge a certaine wo- 
man ſeruaunt, which hadde ben verye 
truſty to Pheroras, at length when the 
conld no leger ſtand fo: ſtrokes, ſhe cri- 
ed out and ſaid: The holy t bleſſed God 
reuenge vs of Roſtios the kinges wyke, 
Antipaters mother, whiche is cauſe of 
this, The kyng hearpng theſe woꝛdes 
bad let her alone, ſhe wyll diſcloſe all. 
The ſpake ſhe, Antipater made feaſtes 
euerp foote fo2 thy bzother Pheroras & 
bim ſelfe: and as they eate and dzanke 
they deuiſed how to poyſon thee, ſpect- 
allp when as Antipater was goyng to 
Octauian, Fo2 they ſatd:Extept we des 
ſtroy him, he wyl deſtroy vs, as he hath 
done al the childzen of his houſe. Mo2e- 
ouer he loueth the child2zen of his ſon⸗ 
nes that were putte to death, whiche 
growe a pace: and it is poſſible he maye 
Alter his mynde, and make one of them 
kyng. Antipater alſo ſapde to thy bzo- 
ther. The kynge makes as though he 
were much my krende, but J truſt hym 
not. He gaue me (ſaith he\a C.ponne 
weyght of golde, but all that a 
n 
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not me. When the kinge heard thys he 
tolde ho we he had geuen Antipater thys 


gold ſecretely, The woman ſayd moꝛe⸗ 
ouer. There is pet a Upall of ſtronge 
poiſon in pheroras houſe, that thy ſonne 
ſent out cf Egypt. Strapghtwap the 
kinge (ent to pheroras wyfe , that ſhe 
thoulde bꝛynge him the Utall of poyſon 


her own ſelf. N hẽ ſhe eſpied the kings 


Eunuches come to fetche her whether 
thc woulde oz no: ſhe gate her vp to the 
top of the houſe and caſt her ſelf downe 
headlonge to kill her ſelfe, becauſe ſhe 
woulde not ſee the kinge no2 abyde his 
tozmentes. But ſhe dyed not thereof, 


whereupon the kpnges meſſengers 


bꝛought her in a hoꝛſe litter, and ſet her 
atoꝛe the king. Then ſhe confeſſed vnto 
hym, howe Antpater his ſonne hadde 


tonſpired with Pheroras to kil him with 
a ſtronge poyſon that he had bought in 


Egipt, and ſente to pheroras when he 


went to Octauian. And howe that phe: 


roras being at the point ofdeath,repens 
ted him therof, charging that we ſhuld 
neuer gene that venome to Antipater, 
but poure it out vpon the ground, that 
the kinge might not be popſoned there⸗ 


H. i. with 
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with: and Jdyd as he bad me, caſt it out 


al ſaue a lytle that 3 kept in the glaſſe 


botome, fo2F euer feared that whiche 
is nowe come to paſſe. Then at the kin⸗ 
ges commaundement, the Uyall was 
b2ought foozth befoze hym , and there 
was a litle oi the venome lefte, wheres 
foze they gaue better creadite to her 
woozdes: ſo that the kyng was content 
with her,and bad hys Phiſitions heale 
her; and ſhe recouered. This done, the 
kinge w2yt to Antipater to come home 
with ſpede, becauſe 3 am old(ſaieth he) 
Et weake, vncertaine how ſhoztly J ſhal 
dye. The kinge had pct alſo twoother 
ſonnes at Rome, Archelaus 6 Polimus, 
So when Antipater w2it to anſwer his 
fathers letters: he ſignified vnto him þ 
bis.2. ſones had diffamed the king and 
ſlaundꝛed him vnto Octauian. Wut the 
king aunſwered hym: come and b2pnge 
them with tbee, 1 J wpll oꝛder them as 
thou thinkeft good. Pot withſtandinge 
Antipater lingred and delaped fo2 the 
ſpace of.. monethes, to ſee if he myght 
learn ſomWhat of his fathers doinges, 
but he could heare nothing. The meſſe- 
gers that is father had ſent,laye _ 

ym 
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him euerp dayc and b2ged him to make 
ſpede. Zherfo2e at the.7.monthes end 
he toke his tourney towards Iudea, and 
came to Ceſarea. There hearde he that 
bys father had taken dyſpleaſure with 
his mother, and baniſhed her the court, 
but he coulde not learne what ſhoulde 
be the cauſe: therfoze he was Croken in 
ſuche feare, that he woulde have gone 
backe agapn and left hys tournep. But 
they that wayted vpon him, beynge de⸗ 
ſirous to go home to thep2 houſes # fa- 
milie, cratted with him, and perſwaded 
him that if he ſhuld now returne backe 
out of his wape, he ſhoulde tuſtifie hys 
enmies ſayings to be true. But yf thou 
tome once to thy fathers p2eſence (ſape 
they) who loueth thee ſo intirelye : thou 
ſhalte pꝛeuaple agapnfce thy foes, and 
get the vpper hande of them that trou- 
ble thee. So he folowed thepz counſell, 
and came to Jeruſalem, | | 
TU hen he entred into the citie, no man 
came fo2th to mete him, noꝛ once to byd 
him welcome home. Koz al ö people ha- 
ted him fo2 his lies, laüders, peruers ? 
wicked cofiſell, but chiefip fo2 feare of þ 
king. Vet went he fozward to the court 


H. it. although 
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although with a fearful hart. When he 
came to the kings pꝛeſente, he fel down 
and dpd his dutie: but thekinge turned 
awaye his face, and coulde not abyde to 
lobe vpon him. He went home therfo:e 
to his houſe with a heup hart, hanging 
downe his head, and hydinge hys face. 
There his mother tolde hym how their 
couniaple concernpnge the viall of pop⸗ 
fon was bewꝛaped: and howe the king 
was wonderkullpe incenſed towardes 
hym, that encreaſed yet his feare moze 
and moze. Thenert day by the kinges 
commaundemethe was bought fo2th, 
and befo2e al the chief of Fſraell aſlem⸗ 
bled together, the king ſat to iudge An⸗ 
tipaters cauſe, There rehearſed the king 
vnto them hys ſons lewdnes and lpes. 
howe he had ſedaced hym e incited hym 
to kil his childꝛen that were of kinges 
bloud, farre better and moze vertuous 
then he: in ſo muche that with a loude 
vopce the kyng burſt out and bewayled 
his wyke Marimi, whom he put to death 
without a cauſe, and hys two Sonnes, 
that they that were far of might heare 
hym. Then Antipater lyft vp hys head, 
and began to ſpeake craftely and yg 
| tyllp. 
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tillp. Fy2:ſf he loꝛgot not to gene gentle 

wooꝛdes to pacific hys fathers w2ath, 

(but that he coulde not do), After he fel 
to intreatie in ſuch ſoꝛt, that all the no⸗ 

bles were moued to pitie, and bewailed 

his eupll foztune, not without teares: 
ſoue only Niraleus the kyngs ſecretarp, 
who loned the kynges chyldzen that 
were put to death. He rebuked them all 
that were ſoꝛy foꝛ pcalamitie of Anti- 

pater, cxying with all his might: where 
are pe Alexander and Ariſtobulus that 
were flaine gutles: Lift vp pour heads 
and behold this bloudp 4 wicked ma kal 
into the pit which he him ſelf made: ſee 
bowe hts fote is catched in the net that 

be laid his ſelfe foꝛ other. Marke pe not 
bow pour maker reuengeth pour death 
and requirsth pour bioud at hys hande 
in the tyme of hys deſtruction? Foꝛ the 
wicked man is ſpared vntyl the tyme of 
bis death. So the kinge hym ſelfe very 
much infenſed, ſenttofetch a condem- 
ned perſon out of p2yſon : who beynge 
bꝛought befoze them, and taſting a litle 
of p popſon in the Uial, fel down ſtarke

dead foꝛthwith. Then the kynge com⸗ 
maunded Antipater to be carted to p2y-- 
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ſon, t to be lapde in the ſtronge Jrons. 
The. xl.peare of his raigne, which was 
the. lxx.peare oł his age, kynge Herode 
fell ſicke, s no remedp, no philtcke could 
be found to helpe him. eyther his ſer⸗ 
uauntes noꝛ Phiſicians coulde pꝛocure 
him any reſt, ſo greuouſly came his dyſ⸗ 
eaſe vpon him, with ſhoꝛtnes of bzeath 
t thꝛough the anguyſh of the manifolde 
euilles that had happened vnto him by 
his own folke. MN herupon he cried out 
ſaping : Wo may he be, that hath none 
left to ſuccede him in his kingdome:noz 
none to go bekoze his Coffin, e mourne 
fo: him at hys death. Then called he 
to his remembꝛaunce, his wife Marimi, 
and his two ſonnes, rehearſpnge them 
by name, howlynge and wepynge ſtell 
continually. Upon a certaine day when 
his ſickenes came ſoze vppon hym, he 
called to hys ſeruauntes to fetche hym 
ſome pleaſaunte apple te ſee pf he 
mygbt comfo2t bys hearte: and when 
they had bꝛought it, he ared fe2 a knife, 
to cut it,+ one was b2ought him. Then 
he gathered his ſtrength vnto hym and 
rered hym ſelfe vp vpon hys left arme, 
and perceyuinge hys lyfe to bee full of 

ſozowe 
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ſoꝛowe and lamentacion: he tooke the 
knyfe with hys ryghte hande and fet- 
ched his ſwey to th2ulſk it into hys belp. 
But his ſeruauntes itepte ta hym, and 
caught his arme, holdinge his handes, 
and woulde not ſuffer hpm to doe it. 
Then wepte he ſoze and all hys ſer⸗ 
nauntes that the vopce was heard out 
of the courte, and ſhoztly all the Citie 
was in a ſturre, ſapinge: the kynge is 
dead, the kinge is dead. Antipater be- 
ing in the pꝛyſon, heard the nopſe, and 


aſked, what buſines is thys? they aun- 


ſwered him, thekynge is dead. 

Then was he glad, and retoyſed won- 
derkullp, ſapinge vnto the Japlours. 
Strike of myne Jrons and let me out, 
that J map go to the palaice,and J wil 
remember the with a good turne. The 


keper anſwered:J feare leaſt the kinge 


be pet aliue, J wp! go therfo2e 4 knowe 
the trueth, and come againe bp and by, 
Antipater ſawe he conld not get looſe, 
t wept fa2 anger at the keper. So the 
keper came to y court, which as it was 
tolde to the kyng: he commaunded hym 
to be bought to his pꝛeſence. Then the 
kinge aſked hym. What dyd Antipater

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2 p2ay these) when be heard thys mour⸗ 
ning, and that J was dead: The keper 
aunſwered. Ve was very glad thercof, 
and when J woulde not (mite of hys 
Irons and let hym out, he wept foz ans 
ger, The king cried out vnto his loꝛds, 
See howe he hateth me beynge pet in 
p2yſon: pf he were here, he woulde doe 
what he could ts kyll mc. He would not 
do as my ſeruauntes dpd, make haſte 
to w2eft the knife out of mp. hande As 
true as God lyuetb, he ſhal neuer baue 
that he gapeth fo2, Do the kynge com- 
maunded he ſhoulde bee put to death, 
And there was not one that woulde in- 
treate fo2 him, oꝛ deſpꝛe the king to the 
contrarye, but cuerp man was glad of 
hys deſtruction. The kynge commaun- 
ded the keper to bzyng him fo2th to the 
market place: mhtche done, hys head 
was ſ mitten ok, and ſo he lepte beſpdes 
hys purpoſe. The kynge commaunded 
mo2eou:r hys body to be taken and cas 
ryed to the citie of Ankalia, there to bee 
burped and not in the citie, That done, 
and the p; ople being returned from the 
buriall:the kinge ſent to call all the no- 
bles of Jſraell together, and * 

ps 
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hys ſtrength, he ſat vp in hys bed, and 
commaunded to cal his ſonne Archelaus 
vppon whom he layde hys handes and 
made hym kynge ouer Iſraell. Then 
ſhowted eueri man: Sod ſane the king, 
god ſaue the kyng. The kinge ipued. v. 
dapes after the execution of Antipater: 
then fainted + died. The tyme that he 
raigned ouer Iſrael was fourtie peres. 
He was a wo2thy warrioar, a wpſe ca 
pꝛudent man, a goodly man cf perſon, 
hauing God on hys ſyde. He loued euer 
the Sages Hillell and Samai with they: 
companyes. Yeenryched the ſeconde 
houſe moꝛe then all other kynges, and 
was mo2e liberall then all the kynges 
that were befozehrm. Vis giktes and 
rewardes were ryche: fo2 he counted 
gold and ſiluer as chaffe and ſtones. Be 
kept Iſraell in quiet and peace from all 
their enempes. He buplded alſe a moze 
ropal temple then dyd kinge Salomon. 
But he made the poke of tribute and er- 
action in Flracll heauier: and gaue open 
eare to euyll tonges. De was acruell 
bloudſhedder of pooze and innotente 
perſons, and Archelaus his ſonne raig⸗ 
ned in his roume. He willed befoze bys 
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death that they ſhoulde bury him in the 
Citie Erodion, two daies tonrnep and a 
halfe from Jeruſalem. So thei put him 
in a coffin couered with gold, ſet here t 
there with pꝛecious ſtones. The bedde 
bnder him was wꝛougbt with gold and 
full of pzecions ſtones. Likewpſe, vpon 
dis head was a cloth of reines pewdzed 
with pzecious ſtones, ꝛ vpon that a rop⸗ 
all crowne, made faft to the lefte ſide of 
the coffin: and vpon the right ſide was 
the regal ſcepter. Upon the beare was 
alſo a clothof reynes very thycke pow- 
dzed with pꝛecious ſtones, criſtall, Ai⸗ 
methiſks, very many ſaphpꝛes. Then 
al his chiefe men of warre went about 
hym in their coates of fence, & dꝛawen 
ſwoꝛdes in their handes, with helmes 
on their heads, as in time ofwarre. At- 
ter them came Archelaus his ſonne that 
was made king. Then folowed him all 
the people. There were fiftic of hisſer- 
uauntes that wente aboute the beare 
with euery man a chafingditſhe of golde 
in hys hande, wherin they burnt ſwete 
woodes andperfumes, euerp foote ca- 
ſtinge vppon the herſe pure mirrhe, as 
manpe as went aboute hym. ve was 

o2ne 
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bozne by certapne great lozdes & noble 
men of Jſrael vpon their ſholders, go⸗ 
ing leaſurably and with a maieſtie, tyl 
thei came toFrodion, where thet buried 
him with great honour, that lpke was 
neuer done to any king. Theſe thinges 
done, there reſs2ted together ſuche as 
hated Herode, and were werpe of their 
owne lines whiles he lined, reiopſinge 
that they had ſcaped his hands, ſaying: 
we haue loked til our cies bleared, wat 
ting fo2 the death of Herode that tyrant 
t blondſhedcr, that opp2ceſſed vs with 
ſuch heauy pokes, x left vs nothinge to 
line on,fo2 the great tributes 4 tares Þ 
he laid vpon vs. Pet now Archelaus his 
ſonne is ws2ſe then he. Wherfoze thet 
tonſuited together, caſt thetr myndes 
and good willes to warde Antipater the 
ſonne of Salumith the kinges ſiſter, one 
of the btoud of Chaſmonani, and went 
with him to Oct. Auguſtus: requeſtynge 
him totranſlate the kingdom from Ar⸗ 
chelaus to Antipater, but he boulde not 
graunt them their ſutte. ea, rather he 
confirmed t aſſured the kingdom to Ar⸗ 
chelaus: N ho wꝛought wickednes in ß 
light of the loꝛd. Foz he maried his bow 
| ther 
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ther Alexanders wife that had childzen 
by Alexander: 4 committed other many 
great offences. Tbe.ix.peare of Arches 
laus raygne,it chaunced vpon a nygbt, 
be dꝛeamed a dꝛeame. Yym thought he 
ſawe. ix.eares ofco2ne verpe good and 
ful growen vpon one ſtalke, then came 
a great ore and flopt them vp al at once 
at one bit: by and by he waked, and per- 
cetued it was a dzeame, Zherefo2ecal- 
lynge one ol the Sages of Iſraell vnto 
bim:he ſhewed him hys dꝛeame. The 
wyſe man ſaid: This is the interpꝛeta⸗ 
tion of it. The ir. eares freſh and ful, be 
the. ir. yeares which hytherto thou haft 
rapgned. The great Ore is the great 
king Octauian auguſtus. This vere thou 
ſhalt bee remoueò from thy kingdome, 
becauſe thou haſt neglected the woꝛd ol 
God. haſt maryed thy bꝛothers wyfe. 
To this Archelaus anſwered him nep⸗ 
ther good no; bad. Mithin fpue dapes 
alter, Octauian came toward Jeruſale: 
and when Archelaus went to mete him 
he put him in pꝛiſon, depoſed hym from 
his kingdom of Fſraell, + made Antpas 
his bꝛather kynge in ys ſtede. Þe tar- 
ned his name alſo & called him —— 
| That 
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That done he returned to Rome. 

Whiles Antipas was king, died them- 
perour Octauian Auguſtus the. 56.yeare 
of his raygne, t I 1berius Ceſar ſucceded 
him. This Antipas aiſo w2ought wyc⸗ 
kednes t ſundzy abhominations, mozs 
the any that was afoze him: toꝛ he toke 
his bzvther Philips wife fr him, which 
had alreadi child zen by Philip. Fo2 this 


him to death. There was at that time 


one Jeſus a wiſe man (if it be lawful to ,,c,. 
Chziſt. 


tall gym a man: toꝛ he was a woꝛker of 
wonderkull 6 ſtraunge wozbes, t a tea⸗ 
cher of ſuch men as gladly did heare the 
trueth, c had many diſciples both of the 
Jewes, t alſo of the gentils:) This mã 
was Chꝛiſt, whom, after he was accu- 
ſedof the chiefe rulers of our nation, E 
condemned by pilate fo be crucified, they 
neuertheleſſe ceaſed not to loue whiche 
loued hym cuen from the beginninge, 
To theſe he appeared the. 3. dap alpue, 


acco2dinge as the Pꝛophetes by deupne 


inſpiration had tolde befoze, aſweill ot 
this, as alſo of many other wonderfull 
thinges which ſhouide be done by _ 

| nd 


ſhamful dede, rabb1lohn the bye Pꝛieſt John 
rebuked him: wherefoze Antipas put Baptiſt. 
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And euen vnto thys day the Chziſttan 
ſex which toke their name of him,doth 
continue. Againft this man Antipas of 
whom we ſpake befo2ze, came LI iberius 
Emperoureof Rome, to whom whan 
Antipas reſoꝛzted:he appꝛehended him, 
layde hym in Jrons, and ſent hym into 
Spaine wher he died. Archelaus alſo that 
was depoſed befoꝛe, dyed in the tyme of 
this Tiberius rain. The Tiberns made 
Agrippa(the ſonne of Ariſtobulus whom 
Perode put to death) Antipas b2other 
kinge in his ſtede. The time p Antipas 
raigned oucr Iſrael mas. ri. veares. In 
Agrippas time died Tiber ius Ceſar, # Ca- 


3 Caiuscal: ius ſucte ded htm. This Caius called him 
- ſeifea god, and would ſuffer no man to 


woꝛſhip any thynge in hys empire but 
himſelf, Me continned not longe in hys 
dignitte, but decaped g dped. After hym 
ſut teded Claudius. Claudius beyng dead. 
Nero Ceſar was empcro2. Agrippa raig 
ned ouer Iſraell. 23. peres. In his tyme 
Nero ſoꝛe oppꝛeſſed Iſraell by ſettynge 
cruel pꝛeſidents ouer them, which lefte 
the nothing to liue vpon:+ beſides pu- 
niſhed them with dtuers toꝛments, vn- 
till at length they were . - 
rebe 
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rebell agaynft the Romaine Empire, e 


Nero Ceſar, to rid them ſelues from vn⸗ 
der bis ſubien ion. And aboue al other, 
one Florus pꝛeſident and captaine of the 
Romapn armie moſt grenouſly oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed the Zewes, t had done many things 
verpe wickedlpe. Foz not onelp had he 
ſhed innocent bloud, e at bys 


pleaſure wifes, t deflozed maides in the 
Cities of Juda : but aiſo robbed with 
great erueltie eueri man of his goodes, 
he dyd in habite the temple, and vppon 
the beames thereof honge thoſe that be 
toke diſpleaſure with. It chaunced that 
Beronice kynge Agrippas ſyſter came at 
that tyme to Jeruſalem of deuotion to 
viſyt the holp plate. She ſepnge Florus 
violently to oppꝛeſſe the people, and foz 
paiment of eractions and tollage to flea 
many of them, euen at the entraunte of 
the temple : ſhe came foozth weppngs 
bnto Florus, beſeching him to be fauou- 
rable and ſpare the people, fo2 ſhe pitt- 
ed them very greatli. pet Flozus relẽ⸗ 


ted nothing, but whe ſhe was departed 


from him, he ftouted and mockt her, al⸗ 
though ſhe were p kings fiffer, and p in 
the temple of þ lozd, There was * 
a 
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at » time a valeant pong mã, Eleaſar ſom 
of Anani the hie Pꝛieſt: He whiles hys 
father was executing his office, coulde 
not a byde to ſe the Iſraelites ſo miſo2- 
dꝛed at Florus hands: but being enkind⸗ 
led with a feruent zeale, ſoũded a trom⸗ 
pet, wherbi there aſſembled about him 
kozth with diuerſe companyes and ban- 
des of ponge men, good warriours, by 
whoſe aide he raiſed a great commoctd, 
and encountred with Florus and the Ko 
mapne ſouldiours, of whom he made a 
great laughter, pꝛeuapling much, and 
getting at legth thupperhand of Florus, 
ouerthꝛew all hys hoſte , ſo that Horus 
was conſtrapned to fix alone out of Je- 
ruſalem vnto Egipt. In the way as he 
fled, he chaunſed to mete with kyng A- 
grippa tomming from Rome from Nero 
Seſar, ᷑ going home into ludea: to whom 
Florus detlared what had happened him 
thoꝛobe the pouth of the Je wes at Je- 
ruſalem. And as Agrippa had paſſed E⸗ 
gipt and due towarde Jeruſalem: hys 


ſiſter Beronice dite ded her letters vnto 

hym, moupnge hym to iopne with the 

Jewes t to aide them. The people alſo 

came wholly the ſpace of, lr, miles = 
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of the Citie of Jeruſalem to mete him, 

and fell downe flatte befoze hym cry- 
ing, God ſane'onr kyng Agrippa. But 
the kynge ſtudped all he myght to pꝛo⸗ 
cure quietneſſe and peace to the Citie t 
people. s he entred inte Jeruſalem 
accompanyed with a couple of nobls 
men of Rome, - wozthye Captapnes, 
whom he bzonght with hym in his 
trapne. And when he came into the 
myddeſte of the Citie, the people crped 

mainly out vpon him, ſaping: Deliuer 
vs O king, and let thy bande and helpe 
be on our ſpde to ſuttour vs, foꝛ we wyl 
neuer moze be under the Romapnes 


ſubiedion. The kyng hearing this, pi⸗ 


tied the people very muche : not with⸗ 
ſtandyng he was not content that they 
were mynded to rebell againft the Ro- 
maine Empire. M herekoꝛe he called 
together the people, at thentraunte of 
the courte of the Temple, where were 
pꝛeſente the Elders of Iſraell, and all 
thechiefe men, with the hyc Pꝛieſte 
Anani : declared vnto them the power 
of the Romaines, the ſtrength of their 
kyngdome, and what nacions rounde 
about them they had ſubdued, in ſuche 
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ſoꝛtt as no remaine of them was lefte. 
Mherkoꝛe he beſought the not to pꝛo⸗ 
noke the Komaines, no2to deſtroy. the 
people remapnyng of Iſraell. Be added 
mo2ecouer: It ye wyl geue care to mine 
aduyte, ſaith he: J knowe it well dere 


bzetheen, that there reſteth in pour 
beartes a great griefe, and J my ſelke 
am ful of ſoꝛo we and anguiſhe that we 
are not of power able to withſtand the 
Romaines. Albeit pf you wyll be ru⸗ 
led by my councell, pe ſhall fynde a res 
dꝛeſle fa2 this matter. For vyhere as 
coungel} i and good deliberation, there is 
lafetiray; and thynges come to proſperous 
ſucceſle. e ſhail ſuſteyne fog a whyle 
the poke of the Komaine captapnes, til 
A mape certifie Nero of the matter by 
my letters, and intreate hym to ridde 
vs of theſe rulers. J beſeche you be not 
to haſty of libertie : Manye ſekyng liber- 
tie haue fallen into further Captiuitie and 
greater bondage. There be amongſt our 
people many eupll diſpoſed perſonnes, 
whoſedelite is in warres, foz it is their 
whole ſtudpe: amongſte whom manye 
good men do alſo peryſhe. Mherekoze 
heare my wozdes, as foz them * be 
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wyle mape perceine the matter them 
ſelnes : they that lacke experience, let 
them learne wyſdome at my ſayinges. 
Kepe therfoze ſilence, which ſhalbe as a lee di 
well to mine, as to your owne commo- ligftly was 
ditie, foz I chall not nede to ſtreyne my er nnd © 
ſelfe, but ſpeake the ſoftlper with lefſe mong ſuche 
payne: and pe on the other ſide may the n. 
better heare and vnderſfande what A 
ſape. Ik pe houlde not pour peace, pe 
ſhall haue two diſtommodities: pe ſhal 
interrupt mp communication, and let 
pour ſelues from hearyng, But nowe 
to the purpoſe, pe ſhalbe contente and 
ſuffer ty!l J wepte to Kome ok theſe 
matters, that Ceſar map remoue theſe 
euyll rulers, and ſende vs them that be 
moꝛe humaine and gentle. If pe mape 
haue once ſuche, then ſhall ye not think 
pour ſelues iu bondage, but in libertie, 
and woꝛthelpe: fo2 then only is ſerui⸗ 
tude greuous, whan as the ruler is an 
vniuſt man and wicked. 
Now therkoꝛe ſtap pour ſelues: quarell 
not with them, fo2 aithonghe thep bee 
wicked, yet wyll they be aſhamed to do 
w2ong openly, as that they do, they do 
it lecretely, But if ye Wi accuſe = 
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to muche, they woulde rub they; foze⸗ 
heades, and do it openlye without all 
ſhame: ſo ſhoulde you make cf pour 
iudges and rulers, pour open enemies. 
But it vvere farre better to ſuffer an vniuſte 
gouernour, then a iuſte enemie. Foz the 
one robbeth men pziuelpe: the other is 
an open deſtroper, p2ouoke them not 
therfoze. Conſider the wylde beaſtes 
that be vnder mas power, and be kept 
in chepnes, as Lions, Beares, and 
Leopardes: pf a man let them alone, 
they are quiet and harme no man. But 
pt a man go to thep2 dennes and anger 
them, then they wpl lee vpon hym and 
werry hym, and other to that be p2e- 
ſent. The ſame pe may perceaue in a 
feuer and an ague, which pfa man wyl 
go about to cure at the begynnyng, he 
ſhall make it moꝛe greuous : butyfhe 
wyll remedy it by leaſure, the feruen- 
tie of it wpll eaſely be quenched. Now 
therfoze refrapn pour ſelues, take hede 
pe ſet not Czlar in your toppes, and the 
whole Komaine Empire. Cæſar coue- 
te th not pour harme, nepther ſent he 
vnto you theſe rulers to hurt you. Mis 
eyes can not ſee from Caſte to Meſte, 

no2 


noz his hande reache from Rome hp- 
ther, fo2 it is fleſhe and bloud. But pt 
pe wyll abyde tyll J may ſende embal⸗ 
ſadours ts Cæſar, J doubte not but J 
ſhall remoue theſe rulers, and rpd you 
of them peaceably without any warre 
92 bloudſhed. It pe be vtterly determi⸗ 
ned to reſiſt the Komaine Empire, you 
ſhall vnderſtande you be in no wyſe as 
ble to do it: foz God is euerp where on 
they2 ſyde, ſo that they be Lozdes tho⸗ 
row out all the wo2lde, and all people 
ſerne them, and ſhall, tyll thep2 ende 
alſocome. But pk pe wyll not doe this 
fo2 your owne ſakes: pet do it foꝛ your 
owne cofitreis ſake, pour chyldꝛen and 
wypfes, the Sanctuarpe and Pzieſtes, 
whom pe are boũden to loue and ſpare, 
leaſt ye caſt awape and vnvoe all them 
at once. J beſeche pou take my woꝛdes 
in good part, fo J haue ſpoken nothing 
but that is fo: pour wealth, and that 
mape further our peace with the Ko⸗ 
maines, whiche J moite wythe. Ik pou 
wyll be ruled and choſe peace, J wyll 
take pour part and do the beſt Jcanfo2 
vou: But if pe wpl nedes baue warres 
ve ſhall haue it alone fo me, J wyl not 

J. iii. medle 
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medle with pon. ZWith this Agrippas 
fell on wepyng, and ſo dyd alſo all the 
elders with hym, and the men of moſt 
wyſdome, the chiefe in all Iſraell: yea 
Ananie the hye pꝛieſte alſo coulde not 


refrapne from teares. Notwithſtan- 
dyng Eleaſar his ſtout ſonne, with his 
routes of warlike pong men about him 
they wept not at a!l,noz would harken 
92 gene anpe eare to holſome counſell, 
but al at once with thepꝛ dꝛawen ſwo2- 
des, violentlpruſhed vpon the Romain 
capitaines that came with Agrippas, 
flue them, theyꝛ men, and all the mul⸗ 
titude that was with hym in Jeruſa- 
lem and Iudea, The Elders in ludea 
with the wiſeſt and godlyeft Alraelites 
ſeing what was done. departed from 
Jeruſalem, fearynge Nero and the cru- 
eltie of the Romaines. Therefoze they 
toke the towze of Sion and remayned 
there. Foz they would not be taken of 
the Komaines to be of the ſame confe- 
deracie with the other. The ſedicious 
ſeyng that, toke the temple of the loꝛd. 
Do diſcention and ciuill warres fel be⸗ 
twene the ſedicious and the aũcientes. 


Foz when Eleaſar harde the Tlders and 
heades 
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beades of the people were fledde to the 
mount Sion: he and his company ſette 
vpon them, pꝛeuapled agapnft them, x 
flue a great meany of them. Agrippas 
percetupnge the power of the ſedicious 
grewe apace, he ſente out of his campe 
where he lay without the towne, twoo 
valeaunt captaines,one named Darius, 
the other Philippus, with ſire thouſand 
men, to ſuccour thoſe elders and Sages 
that were deſirous of peace. Theſe pꝛe 
uapled agaynſt Elealar and the ſedicious 
that toke his part, made a great laugh 
ter of them, ſkirmiching fo2 the ſpace of 
ſeut᷑ dayes together, and at the length 
put them to flyght, and purſued them 
tothe temple. From that tyme foo2th 
the:warres increaſed moze and mo2e 
betwene Eleaſar and his complices, and 
Agrippas with his hoſt and the ſages, 
elders, p2inces that toke thepꝛ parte, 
Upon a time when the captaynes of 4- 
grippas entred the Temple, certapne 
tutthꝛote murtherers waged by the ſe⸗ 
ditious, mixt them ſelues amongſt the 
kinges bandes, t getting behind thep2 
backes, woũded the with ſhozt daggers 

J. ius that 
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that they had byd vnder they2 iackes, 
ſo that the kynges ſouldiours haupnge 
launces and greate armed (wo2dos: in 
theyꝛ handes, ſuche as they vſe in the 
warres, couldenot welde them in the 
pꝛeaſe. By this meanes many of them 
were ſlaine, and the ſedicious gatt the 
victozpe. Thus Darius and Philippus 
with the Romaine armye were put to 
flight. and the Elders with the Sages 
that were deſirous of peace, departed 
ont ofthe towne, and ftedde to kynge 
Agrippas. Tben had Eleaſar andthe ſe⸗ 
dicious the hols rule of the Citie, -and 
that to all they2 great damage. Fo2 the 
furye of the ſedicious increaſed to ſuche 
outragiouſnes, that they ſet a fire king 
Agrippas houſe that he had in Jeruſa⸗ 
lem, ſpoyled all his treaſure, and all 
that was any thyng woozth, they deup⸗ 
ded amongſte them. Zhey burnte his 
bookes of accomptes + bylles of debtes 
euerpchone that were in his palaice. 
Beronices houſe alſo the kynges ſyſter 
they ſette on fire, and they flue all the 
connyng artificers that were maiſters 
of the kynges woozkes. So thepz rule 
and power in the Citie grew eucry day 
moze 


thelevves, Fol, beixe 


moe and moze greuous then other. 
IA thoſe dayes dwelte the Jewes and 
Aramites together in all the Cities 
of Siria, amongſte whom alſo warrs 
was moued, fo; the Ceſarians bzonghte 
the Romaines into the towne agapnſte 
the Jewes, and lue them as many as 
they could e fynde in the towne. The 
Damaſcians alſo conſpired together to 
diſtroy al the Jewes that dwelt amogtt 
them, whiche thynge they kept ſecrete 
krom thepꝛ wyues, becauſe foz the moſt 
parte they fanowred the Jewes religi⸗ 
on. Therekoze the Aramites vppon a 
certapne nyght armed fo2 the purpoſe, 
beſet all the wapes and entrances into 
the towne and the houſes alſo, and flue 
about.r. P. ot the Jewes, commyng vp 
pon them at vnwares when they were 
in theyz beddes, nothyng miftruſtpng 
any ſuch matter. N hen the Jewes of 
Jeruſalem harde howe the Aramites 
bad dealt with the Jewes in their coun 
trep: fodaynly they put them ſelues in 
armes, and in a furpe and rage lpke as 
it had ben Lions and Beares that had 
loft theyꝛ whelpes, they ranne to Da⸗ 
malco, burnte they? holdes, * the 
| As 
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Damaſcians to the ſwoꝛde, man, wo- 
man and chylde, euen the very ſucking 


dabes : yea, they oren, ſhepe, camels, 


and aſſes, with al other cattell;leaning 
none aliue. And thus they dealte with 


manp cities of the @trians, lepng and 


kyilpng them, not ſparing epther olbs 
oz pong, male, oz female: but deſtroy 
ing all in moſte cruell wyle, euen the 
very infantes and ſucklynges thep ha⸗ 
led from theyꝛ mothers bꝛeſtes 4 mur⸗ 
thered them, in ſo muche that all the 
whole Lande was full of ſtenche of the 
dead bodies that were ſlapne, foz there 
was no man left to bury the carkaſes. 
So the Jewes waſted all the lande of 


the Amarites, and had deſtroped it had 


not Caltius a cavtayne of the Romatnes 
deliuered Stiria 4 the countrye of zofa. 
The people therſoze departed whollpe 
from Aram to returne into ludea, and 
in the way they tame by Stithopolis a 
citie of Siria, entendyng to beſiege it, 
koz it was yet left vntouched, and was 
very ſtrong. At that tyme alſo Jewes 
t Aramites dwelt together tn it. The 
Jewes therfoze that were without, of- 


fred peace to the Jewes that dwelte — 
the 
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the towne, but they refuſed it, and de⸗ 
fied the, raylyng at them, and fo2 their 
frendly offer acquited them with opp20 
bzious wo2des, and with iniuries alſo. 
Foz thoſe Jewes that dwelte in the 
fo:eſayde Citie with the Aramites, lo⸗ 
ued together lyke bꝛethꝛen, and foz the 
moꝛe parte they were of the Leuiticall 
tribe, out men and hardpe. The hoſts 
ol the Jewes withoat the citic, ſaid vn- 
to them: Me come krendelp vnto pou, 
and would apde pou. The other Jewes 
within aunſwered: We wypil nepther 
your frendſhip no2 apde. The Army of 
the Jewes hearing that,conſented and 
* agreed to rayſe thep2 ſiege, to go to Je- 
| ruſalem, and there to remapne. - Foz 
they had a huge bootpe of golde and ſil⸗ 
uer that thep hadde gotten together of 
the ſpoples of Siria. After this, the 
Sirians that dwelt in @cithopolis ſaid 
one to another: Putcaſe the Jewes 
returne agapne and make warre vpon

There was amongſt thi 
a certaine pong man named Schimeon, 
a good man ok warre, kearce, bygge 
made, and very ſtronge withall: be in 
fanour ofthe gentiles bad layne many 
ol the Jewes, and deſtroyed muche of 
the people of God. Foz during the time 
that the Jewes beſieged'Scithopolis, 
be iſſued out continaallpe, and ſkirmp⸗ 
ſhed with the hoſte of the Jewes, many 
tymes puttyng them to flyght, and ne- 
ner woulde ſuffer them to waſte the 
towne, oz to do any harme to the inha- 
bitantes therot. Rowe as this Schime-

mained altogetber boldlp in the wood,

Schimeon hym ſelfe with his father

when a huge multitude eunironed him 
and he perceaued that all the reſt of the 
* Jewes were ſlapne, he with his houſ- 
holde onelp remapnpng, nether ſawe 
he any wap to eſcape: he ſtepte vppon 
a lpttle hyll with his naked (woo2de, 
 fapinge: Parken vnto me pe Sirians 
and Romaynes, and ye thatdwell in 
Ocitbopolis, J wyll ſpeake vbnto pou 
| a fewe Wwoozdes full of lamentacion 

and ſozowe. Nowe J *. _ 
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ſuſtlp and not without a cauſe ye make 


warre agapnſte me, without anp fa- 
your oz confideracion that J haue deli⸗ 
nered pou from the hoſtes of thezewes 
and neuerfuſfredthem to do anpe diſ- 


pleaſure to you, your wpues and chyl⸗ 


dien, no2 to pour Citie, as they had 
done to other cities of Sirta. Foꝛ 3 am 
he that fo2 pout ſakes haue warred a⸗ 
gapnſt my countrye men to pleaſe you 
withal: pea both they? bloud and mine 
owne have J pledged vnto peu: and 
haue kept inuiolatod the loue of ſtran⸗ 
gers, hatpnge myne obne ſ people, of 


whom, fo2 your pleaſures J have ſlain 


ofte both the fathers and the chyldꝛen, 


and now yon render eupll fo2 the good 


that Jbane done vnto you. But in dede 


GODothis iuſt iudgement Hath ftirs 


red pou vp to rewarde me in this ſoꝛte, 


to mutther me that haue ſo ofte pꝛeſer⸗ 


ued you. Nowe therfoze pe ſhall beare 
me witneſſe that J ſha! ſufficiently and 

ſharpely inough take vengeaunce of my 
ſelfe, not without rage and fury moſte 

ſeuerlp, betauſe J bane ſlapne my fe- 

lowes and frendes. J wyl therfoze like 

wyſe flea my ſelke to be auenged 1 — 

elke 
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feife ſoꝛ mp b2others bloud that J haue 
ſhed: 4 ſo ſhall J be 'reuenged of thepz 


blud. And ye chall well percetue me to 
be ok that hardpneſſe and courage that 
rather then pe ſhoulde flea me, and af- 
ter boaſt and bzagge howe pe haue kyl- 
led Schimeon, I wyll bereue my ſelte of 
my lyte, and punyſhe the ſheadyng of 
my bꝛothers blond none other wyſe the 
the lawe punpſheth a murtberer and a 
manqueller. du ben be had ſpoken this 
his eyes. were fpiled with blond, 4 his 
face with rage, and ſo inflamed with 
kurp, laping a part all pitie, ranne and 
caught holde of his father, baled hym 
gut of the wood, i flue him. Then flue 
he his mother leaſt ſhe ſhould entreate 
him foꝛ the child2en; + be ſozp fo2 thepz 
ſakes. Zhat done,his wyfe came run- 
nyng of hir owne acco2de,and helde hir 
 neckedowne to the ſwo2de : leaſte ſhe 
ſhould be conſtrained to (ce hir childzen 
dye. Pea, Schimeons chyld2en tame 
and offered them ſelues to be layne:t 
leaſte thep chould ſce the death of their 
father, oz remapne after hym to bs de- 
lpuered to the enemies. After this he 
due all his hole familpe, that not _ 
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of his ſhoulde come into the handes of 
they enemies. Finally, he gathered 
theyz:bodyes together into one place, 
lykeavaliaunt toute warriour, and 
then boldly goared hym ſelfe vpon his 
owne ſwoꝛde, leaſt any man els ſhould 
impare his ſtrength, o: boaſte that he 
bad kylled hym. All this Schimeon did 
with a great courage to take punpche⸗ 
ment of hym ſelfe, becauſe he had be- 
ſto wed his loue rather vpon ſtraungers 


then vpon his owne people, and to de» 


clare his fozce and manhood. So He di⸗ 
ed an abhominable r deteſtable death, 


laue oneiy it was an argumente of his 


haute mynde and greate courage, as it 

is ſapde befoze. 

N Ob when the Jewes had thus re⸗ 
belted agapnſt the Romaines, and 

Capne thepz ſouldiours and captaines: 


kyng Agrippas went to Nome, and re- 


toũted vnto Nero Ceſar the Emperour 
of Rome al that was happened. A her 
vpon Nero ſente taptapne Caſtius (that 
was at that tyme in Siria, and hadde 
made warre vpon the kyng ok Perſia, 
hadde vanquiſhed him and all his pow- 
er, and ſubdued his domintons to the 

Komaines 
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Romapnes,)and with him a pupſſaunt 
armye of Nomapnes, commaundpnge 
him to go into ludea to offer peace vnto 
the people, to comfo2t them, to bzinge 
them agapne into league with the Ro- 
mapnes if it myght be. Caftms therfoze 
toke his tourney to warde ludea, whom 
Agrippas met in the way, and infozmed 
bhym what havbe happened vnto hym of 
the Jewes : howe he had offred them 
peace and they would none of it, howe 
alſo thcy had burnt his palaice t ſacked 
it. Caſtius hearinge that, was very glad 
that he had gotten ſuche an occaſion to 
reuenge the blond of the Romaynes 
and Sirians whiche the Jewes had ſhed. 
Whercto:c he leuped a mightic armye 
and came to Ceſarea, And wherſoener 
he might eſpy the goodlieſt butidinges, 
thoſe cauſed he to be burnt. ; 
From thence wente he to the Citie la⸗ 
pho, which he beſieged beth by land and 
by water, and at length wan it: where 
he ſlue in the ftreates eyght thouſande 
and foure hundꝛeth men. After that be 
came to Iades, where he fy2ſt bꝛent all 
the crountrep aboat it. and whom ſoes 
uer he caught without the towne, be 
N. t. | Tins 
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flue them. But the citizins of Zippori 
went out to mete Caſtius, and beſought 
him 97 peace: whom he ſpared, came not 
ny: thepꝛ towne, no2 llewe anpe that 
dwelt in their tountrep. The ſedicious 
Je wes that were in the citie ot zippori, 
hearing of Cattius comming: ftedde vn- 
to the mountaines, But in the wal thei 
lighted vpon part of Caſtius armi, wher 
of thep eiue. 2. C. men, and wounded 
thepz captaine Glaphira. Pet at length 
the ſedicious were put to flight, and 
many of them Glaphira with his hozſe- 
men purſued,ouerth2ewe, and deſtrop⸗ 
ed: the reſt fledde to the mountapnes. 
Then Glaphita captapne of Caſtius ar⸗ 
mye went to Ceſaria that was ſubdued 
tothe Komaynes , there to cure hys 
woundes that the Jewes hadde geuen 
him. From thence went he to Aatipire, 
whiche as he woulde haue aſſanited, he 
perceiued it to be furniſhedwith a great 
power of the Jewes 4 ſedictous. Theſe 
hearing that Caſtius alſo was coming, 
they went purpoſiy to fyght with him: 
but perteiuing that Caſtius power was 
bery great, they determined toencoun- 
ter with hym in theplayne of Gibeon, 
THY JO, 
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co, mples from Jeruſalem, Mherupon 
the Jewes with thepz companyes fap⸗ 
ned themſelues to flee, to thintent they 
might ſtale the Komaines after them. 
And within. vi. dapes they came to Gi⸗ 
beon, and there reſted. Caſtius purſued 
after with bis whole hoſte till he came 
to Gibeon, whiche he beſieged and aſ⸗ 
ſaulted alſo. It chaunced then vppon 
one of the Habbothes in the moznynge 
watch, the Jewes (armed at al poynts) 
ifſned out of the to wne to geue their e- 
nemies a Camiſado. So after they had 
gruen a token of warre, they marched 
to warde the hoſte of Caſtius, whereof 
they llewe. 515, hozſemen, and kotemen 
27, thouſand, with the loſſe of onelp, 22 


of their owne companye . In that bat- 


taple dyd wel appeare the valiantneſſe 
of Mugbas a captayne of the Jewes ar- 
mye. One Baudius aiſo played the man 
at the ſame tyme: foꝛ at the tommaun⸗ 
dement of Eleafar the pꝛieſt, chief of the 
ſedicious, he ſect the firſt fote within the 
Komatins campe. Then began the Je- 
wiche warriours to bee famous, after 
they had once ſo manfullye encountred 
with py Romains. This done, Caſtius & 

* R. li. Agrippas 
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Agrippas ſente they2 embaſſadours vet 
once agayne to Jeruſalem to Eleaſar the 
ſonne of Anany the Pꝛieſt, chiefe of the 
rebels that were in Iudca and Jeruſa- 
lem, requirynge peace, and to come in 
league with Elealar, leaſt the people of 
the Jewes ſhoulde be vtterly deſtroped 
by the Romainesg incurſions and inua⸗ 
ſions on euery ſpdr, But Elealar refuſed 
to heare the legates, and ſlewe one of 
them, becauſe he made to mani wozdes 
in perſwadinge the peace and league, 
Upon thys, Eleaſar aſſembled the Pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes and people together to go out and 
kyght with Caſtius, Caſtius perceyving 
bo we Eleaſar and the people were affec- 
ted, and what myndes thep were of, 
howe they had vtterly conſppꝛed to de⸗ 
ſtrope the Romapnes that were there, 
and to conſume them cleane, hauinge a 
ſufficient trpal alſo of the foꝛce and va⸗ 
liantneſſe of the rebels: he determpned 
fally togoe to Rome, fo2 he percepued 
he was not able to matche with the ſe- 
dictous, nepther hys owne power to be 
compared with theirs. Mherekoze he 
woulde go ſee what ende ſhoulde come 
of thys warres, t what counſell Ceſars 

maieſtie 
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maieſtie woulde geue. Takpnge hys 
fourney therefoze to the Citie lapho, he 
founde there, letters of the Romaines, 
fo: thither was thepꝛ armie come. Fro 
thence wente he with theym and hys 
owne hoſt to Rome, and made relation 
bnto Ceſar of ſuch things as had chaun- 
ſed him: wherat Nero was wonderful- 
ly abaſhed, and not onely he, but all the 
people of Rome were ſoze aſtonped to 
heare of the great puiſſance + vailant- 
nes of the Jewes. Foꝛ the whiche cauſe 
the warres ceaſed fo2 that pere, ſo that 
the lande of Iudea was at great reſt and 
quietnes that peare through Elcaſars 
means the head rebel, ſpectally fro the 
hãds of wicked Caſtius that had ſwo2n 
to reuenge the Komaines,and to quite 
the Jewes:and that he wonlde deſtroy 
all the Jewes, that none ſhoulde be left 
alpne. Therkoꝛe theſe are they that de- 
linered Iſrael in the time of the ſeconde 
temple ont of the handes of they: ene- 
mies, what tyme as warres were mo- 
ued agaynſt the Jewes and their coun⸗ 
trey: what tyme alſo commotions and 
tumultes began in Fſracli . The kpeſt 
buſineſſe was made by Antiochus the 
N. iii. wicked 
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wyck ed kynge of Macedonia: who had 
determpned, not to leaue one man in 
Iſraell, Þys miſcheuouſneſſe pzeceded | 
ſo farre, that heflewe of the people of | 
God, the Sages g wiſe men, P2ynces, 
@lders,and vonge men, childꝛen great 
and ſmal, Iſraelites, Leuites alſo and 
Pꝛieſtes: vntyl al the chiefe men of Jn- 
da caſt theyꝛ heades together and went 
to Mattathias ſonne of lochanan the bye 
Paieſt in the mounte of Modiith, where 
he hid hymlſelf foꝛ the iniquitie of Anti⸗ 
ochus and hys rulers, crpinge vppon 
him, and ſayinge: Delyuer at thys ſea⸗ 
ſon the people of the Lo2de, and neuer 
thynke to eſcape thy ſelfe , whyles the 
moſt wycked enemy raungeth thus and 
runneth vpon thy people, and ſheadeth 
thy bloud. Fo2 the bloud of all Jſraell 
what is it but thy bloud, and the epes 
of euery ma are fircd vpon thee, hoping 
that thou ſhouldeſt aſſift and apde them 
in this calamitie, that they maye fpnde 
deliuerance by thy meaues. Mattathias 
hearpage thps, wept bitteriy and ſaide 
vnto them: Feare pe not, noz let theſe 
Macedomans dyſmap pou, the Lo2d ſhal 
fight fo2 you, be pe oneli quiet. So — 
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was Mattathias ſtirred , and delpuered 


Iſrael ont of the handes of Antiochus, 
eafter he had cuercomed hym, he was 


hye Pꝛieſt foz one yeare,and then died. 
In whoſe roume ſucceaded ludas hys 
ſonne, who executed the offyce in the 
temple. 6. peres, and was ſlaine in bat- 
taple. Then hys bꝛother lochanan was 
chiefe in the temple. 8. peares, and dyed 
likewiſe in battaile, After him his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Schimeon was ruler. rviit, peares, 
whom ptolomz his wyues father poy« 
ſoned at a banket, Then lochanan hys 
fonne ſucceaded hys father in thoffice, 
that is he that was named Hircanus, 
fy2ſt of that name ſo called, becauſe he 
vanquiſhed a kinge of that name called 
Hircanus: he raigned. 21, peres and died, 
Akterwardes raygned Ariſtobulus one 
pere, he was called the great kyng, be⸗ 
cauſe the fyꝛſt put the ropal crowne vp- 
pon his head, and tourned the dignitie 
of the hie Pꝛieſthode into a kyngdome, 
bnhallowing and ſtapning the holynes 
therof. 480. peares and. iii. monethes 
after the retournpnge of Jſraell from 
Babilon. He bepnge dead, hys bzother 


ili. Whoſe 


Alexander raygned. rrvii. yeares, After: 
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hoſe death Alexandra hys wyfe, helde 
he kyngdome.1r. yeares and dyed. In 
whoſe ſtede ſucceded her ſonne Ariſto⸗ 
bulus, and raygned th2e peares. In hys 
time pompei a Romain captaine, came 
agapaſt Jeruſalem, wan it and app2es 
hended Ariſtobulus, bounde hym in F- 
rons, and caryed him captiue to Rome. 
In whoſe place he ozdeyned Hircanus 
his bꝛother to ſuccede, who rained. 4-0, 
peares. Purynge hys raygne, rebelled 
Antigonus, ſonne of Ariſtobulus, Har- 
canus b20ther, aud with the apde of an 
ür mpe of the Perſians encountred with 


Hircanus, toke him pꝛiſoner t, ſent him 


to Babilon, cutting of his eares,that he 
ſhould neuer after bee mec te epther fo2 
the pꝛieſthod o2 foꝛ the kingdome. Anti⸗ 
Fre rapgned. z. peares. In hys dapes 

[erode fied, and ioyned himſelfe with 
the Komapnes, by whoſe helpe he flue 
Antigonus'the.z.ycre of his raign, and 
raigned after him.37.yeares, and then 
died. After Herode, ſucceded in the king 
dome, Archelaus hys ſonne : who was 
taken by the Romaynes the. ir, peate 
of his raygne, lapde in bondes and en- 
ded his life at Rome, Next to him raig⸗ 
| | ned 
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ned Antipater his bꝛother, who chaun⸗ 
ged his name + called himſelfe Hersde, 
he rapgning fullp. x. peares, ouercame 
and wafted Spaine, becauſe the king of 
Spapne had rautthed and taken awaye 
his bzothers wyfe, and there dyed, Ak⸗ 
ter hym folowed Agrippas ſonne of A- 
riſtobulus that was hys bothers ſon, 
he rayqned thꝛe aud twentie peares. 
After whoſe death bis lonne Agrippas 
rapqned twentie peares. 

Thys is that Agrippa of whom we 
nowe ſpeake of, rot the calamitie that 
befel! in hys time vpon Jfraetl. Fo2al 
the while that he raigned, the warres 
betwene the Komaines: and Jſrael ne 
uerceaſed, vntyll the people of Judea 
were tedde captiue into the pꝛouince of 
the Romains. what tyme allo the tems 
ple was deſolate. J meane the deſolati⸗ 
on of the ſecond temple, Which we ſaw 
with our eyes builded and deſtroped. 

Te. rr. peare of the raigne of kynge 

Agrippas, the. tr. dayc ofthe fyfte 
moneth that is called At, Nero Celar 
ſent a pꝛeſent fo2 burnt offerpnges to 
bee offred in the temple at Zeruſalem, 
requiring peace of thclders 4 Dages o! 
Jidca 
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Judea and Jeruſalem, and that they 
woulde recepue hym into league with 
them, ſapinge: By requeſt is that you 
would offer my pꝛeſent to the 102d your 
god, fo2 his ſeruice t religion liketh me 
very well, ſo that J deſy2e you to iopne 


in league with me accozdynge as you 
haue done with p emperours of Rome 
my p2edeceſſours in tpme paſte. J haue 
heard what Caſtius the captapn of mine 
armye hath done vnto pou, whiche dyſ- 
pleaſeth me out of meaſure. Wherfo:e 
J aſſure vnto you a fapthfull league, by 
the conſcnt and counſeil of the Senate 
of Kome, that hereafter there ſhall ne- 
uer Romaine captaine ſtirre hande no2 
fote againſt pou, but rather pour heads 
rulers, t iudges, ſhal be all Jewes and 
of Jeruſalem, Yea, Agrippas your kyng 
ſhalbe lozd of al your rulers, and what 
he commaundeth pe ſhall do it, the Ros 
mayns ſhal only be called pour lozdes, 
and haue no moꝛe to doe with pou. So 
when theſe legates came to Jeruſalem, 
they wente and lpake with Anany the 
Pꝛieſt, info2med him of Neroes mynde, 
and ſhewed him hys pꝛeſent, placyng it 
afoze him. The pꝛeſent was thys,a _ 

02 
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fo2 a burnt offring with a great crown 
of gold vpon hys head : hys ho2nes alſo 
were conered with gold: vpon him was 
a cloth of purple poudzed with pꝛecious 
ſtones:there went certaine atoze him 5 
carped.x.talentes of gold: behynd folo- 
wed verye many ſhepe fo2 peace offrin- 
ges. When Eleaſar A nanies ſonne heard 
therof, he came + caſte out of the temple 
of the Lozd Nero Ceſars pꝛeſentes, ſay- 
ing: we will not p2ophaine + vnhallow 
the ſanctuary of our 102de with the offe- 
ringes of ſtraungers. Foz our 102d God 
wil accept nother their burnt offerings 
noꝛ their peace offeringes. Mhen he 
bad ſo ſayde, he ſeunded a trompet, ſet 
his men in aray againſt the hoſte of the 
Romaynes that kept watch and warde 
in the cttie of Jeruſalem, and flewe ma- 
nye of them that dape, with one of their 
capitapnes alſo, and another they toke 
alpue, He bepnge a valtaunt man, and 
ſeynge the routes ofthe Jewes to urge 
hym greuouſly,ſayde vnto them: ſaue 
my iyfe and J wpll pelde me. Unto 
whom Eleaſar the rebell ſware that he 
woulde not ſiea him, but ſpare him fo2 
his manhode, (foz he had ſlaxne verye 

many 
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manye of the Jewes afo2e) whereupon 
he yelded himſelfe. Then Eleaſar ſayde 
vnto hym:like as thy ſwoꝛd hath made 
many women childles, ſo ſhall thy mo- 
ther be made childles of thee aboue all 
other, and therewith contrarpe to hys 
othe he commaundev hys ſeruaunt to 
kyll him. Kpnge Agrippa ſepnge thys, 
was wonderfull ſoꝛpe, therefoze as he 
ſtode in one of the ſtreates, he crped. O 
thou rebel Eleaſar, J pꝛap God that this 
myſchtefe whereof thou art cauſe, and 
thy aces mape lyght vpon thee and thy 
fathers houſe : which when it comes to 
paſſe, we ſhall neuer bewaple no2 bee 
dyſmaied at. It appeareth, they ſhall 
haue ſome wat to do, that ſtudy to make 
peace and tranquilitie in thy dayes, fo2 
they are ſure to be deſtroped with thee, 
How long wilt thou continue to bzyng 
vs into the bꝛeares, thou enemye and 
hater of the Loꝛde: Why doeſt thou de⸗ 
ſtrop and waſt the vineyard of the Lo2d 
God of hoſtes? Eleaſar aunſwered hym: 
what, takeſt thou vppon thee the name 
ofa king? yt thou be a kynge, why com- 
maundeſt thou not vs to bee punyſhed. 
Where be thy valcant ſouldpours ; let 

ee, 
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ſee, come thou and thep together and 
chaſten me, that it mape bee tried whe- 
ther thou be a king in dede 02 no. Thou 
ſtandeſt a loofe of, and when thou ſpea⸗ 
keſt, thy fete are redy to runne awape, 
lpke as though a dogge ſhould ſet hym⸗ 
ſeife agapnft an armed man and barbs 
at him, bleating out his tounge. With 
thys,he wpnked vpon the rebelles hys 
complices to runne vpon Agrippas and 
take hym whyles he held hym in talke. 
But that was percepued ok one of A- 
grippas ſeruauntes, whom he hadde ap- 
poynted fo2 the ſame purpoſe to ſtande 
over agaynſt hym as npe as he myght, 
to marke and eſpye if the rebels ſhould 
make any ſtoure towardes him, and to 
let hym haue knowledge. Me therfoze 
laping his hande vpon his head, gaue a 


ſigne to the king to tie, ſaying: Away. - 


awap, fo2 if thou tary neuer ſo litle, the 
ſedicious wil flea thee and vs together, 
that Agrippas perceyuinge, he gate hym 
thence with all the ſpede he might, and 
the rebelles purſued him: but in vapne, 
fo2 they could not ouertake hym. So he 
gate to Japho a towne vnder the Ro- 
mapnes, where he was in ſauegarde. 
From 
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From thynce he kled to Rome, and des 
clared to themperoure Nero, the mpſ- 
chiefe that befell at Jeruſalem, and all 
that ſeditious Elealar had done to his of - 
kringe:alſo howe his tommaundement 
toke no place. TWherefoze Nero iopned 
vnto hym agapne Caſtms with a huge 
armie, wherwith they both entred Jus 
dea, and wanne many walled townes, 
amongſt whiche,they raced lapho, Foz 
the Romapnes perceiuinge the power 
ofthe rebelles to encreaſe, were afraid 
leaſt they ſhoulde get it into thepꝛ han⸗ 
des, wherby it myght be anopaunte in 
tyme to come to the Romapnes:chiefly 
ſeinge it was a notable hauen foꝛ their 
ſhyppes to arrpue at in Judea. After 
this, both Agrippas and Caſtius led their 
armpe towardes Jeruſalem to warre 
vpon the rebels, and vtteriy ta deſtrop 
them. Eleaſar and other Pꝛieſtes with 
much people hearpnge that, they iſſued 
out agaynſt them, and founde them en⸗ 
camped in the way betwene Jeruſalem 
and Iapho. But after they had jopned 
their battaile, mant of the Jewes were 
flayne by the Komaynes : the reſtdue 
Caſtius and Agrippas put to fipght; and 
| purſued 
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purſued the chaſe vnto the gates of Je- 
ruſalem, beſieged alſo the citie foz the 
ſpace of thee dapes. The fourth daye 
the Pzieſtes and the people iſſued oute 
ſodapnlye, vnwares to the Romapnes, 
ſect vpon their campe, and due. v. thou⸗ 
ſand fote men, and one thouſande hozſ- 
men. Caſtius ſeinge that neyther he noz 
his coulde well eſcape, he choſe out, xl. 
thouſande of hys beſfe ſouldpours and 
placed them bet wirt his campe and the 
Paieſtes,commanndyng them to ſtand 
all the night ſoundinge their trompets 
and making of fires, that he and Agrip⸗ 
pas might eſcape, and that they ſhoulde 
not remoue out of they: place tyll the 
mozowe. The Jewes harkenpnge to 
the ſound of the trompets, and muſing 
what it ſhould meane, purſued not the 
Romaines, But perceiuing in the moz 
ninge that they were departed toward 
Ceſarea thꝛee dapes ſournep of, Eleaſar 
with the people folowed , aud in the 
way found they? baggage ſtrawed that 
the Romaynes had caſte from them to 
runne the lyghtlier and eſcape the ca- 
ſilier: whiche they let lpe and purſued 
them to the gates of Ceſaria. But 
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Caſtius and Agrippas gate ſafe within 
the towne,anso fromthence went both 
togeters to Rome, where thep decla⸗ 
reo vnto Nero the Emperoure , howe 
they ſped at Jeruſalem. And as they 
were makynge relation of thys vnto 
the Emperour: There came alſo a poſt 
out of perſia with tidings that the king 
of perſia was reuolted from the Ko⸗ 
maynes Empire. Theſe thynges trou- 
bled the Emperoure ſo2e, to ſee almoſt 
al fall from him, that heretofoze had o⸗ 
beped the Empire of the Romaines, 


A TL the ſame tyme retourned Vaſpa⸗ 
ſianus, captapne of the hoſt that Ne 
ro had ſente into the Meſte partes, as 
Germanie, Britame and Spaine, whiche 
landes he had ſubdued and bꝛought vn⸗ 
der the ſubteaion of Nero. To him Nero 
declared what myſchiefe the Pꝛieſtes 
had wꝛought to the Nomapne hoſte in 
Iudea, howe they hadde flayne the Ro- 
maynes, and ſo fooꝛth all the tale as he 
had hard of Agrippa and Caſtius, which 
diſpteaſed Vaſpatian verpe greatip, Af 
ter thys Nero ſente Vaſpaſian captayne 
and his ſonne Titus to revenge the Ro- 

maynes 
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Komaines vppon the Perſians and 
Jewes, geuing in tommaundement to 
race thepz walled townes, to beate 
do lone whatſoeuer they founde, with- 
out ſparyng any bodpe, epther men o2 
women, chyldzen oz infantes, ſucking 
babes 020ld folkes, but to ſlea all. So 
Uaſpaſianus 4 Titus ſette fozwarde 
with a choſen and picked armye of the 
Romaines, paſſed the ſeas 4 came to 
Antiochia. The Jewes hauing intelli- 
gence of this, choſed out of al their cap⸗ 
taines, th:ee of the p2incipal and moſt 
erpert warryours, of whom J Joſeph 
pꝛieſt that wꝛote this hiſfozy was one, 
who by the deuine fauour am not igno- 
taunt in fcates of armes, no daſtarde 
in chiualrp,+ Anani the hype pꝛieſt, and 
Eleaſar his ſonne. To theſe thꝛee they 
tõmitted the hole lande of Iud:a, deup⸗ 
ding it to the by lot, gaue them al fur- 
niture ot warre. One third parte ther⸗ 
koꝛe ( whiche was hole Galile, ftom the 
land of Nepthaly and beponde) fell to 
Joſeph the pꝛieſte, ſonne of Goꝛion to 
his honour and glozpe, whom fo2 his 
wo2thyneſſe they named alſo Ioſiphon, 
becauſe he was then annoynted, ap⸗ 
.. i. poynted, 
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apoynted, ⁊ conſecra ted to the warres. 
The ſecond lot came fozth: bp the wht- 
che fell vnto Anani the hype pꝛieſte the 
Citie of Jerulatem, and the countrep 
about it, with a charge to repatre the 
walles of the titie, to ſuſtainc the bꝛũt 


of Vaſpaſian it he ſhoulde tome ſo farre. 


Te third lot fel to Eleaſar the ſonne of 
Anant the pꝛieſt, to whom was toyned 
ca ptaine Jehoſcua and other Jewythe 
captaines. By the vertue of this lotte 
feil to them the whole land of © dom, 
from Elath bnto the read ſea, The reſte 
ofthe lande from lericho to Euphrates, 
with that alſo that is beyond the riuer 
and all the lande of Meſopotamia fell 
to captaine Menaſches lotte. Zo other 
P2inces alſo of ludea and to the woz⸗ 
thieſt pꝛieſtes, thep committed the fen⸗ 
ced Cities, from the limites and boun- 
des of Jeruſalem vnto Egipt. Uaſpa- 
ſian taking his journey with his hoſte 
fro Antiochia, came & pitched his tetes 
in Aram zofa. Fo2 he had deuiſed and 
determined thus with his councel:firſt 
to inuade Galile, and after to try what 
they could do in Judea. Joſeph the ſon 
of Gorion haupng intelligence of * 
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his purpoſe, departed from Jerufalem 


to Galile, built vp the townes 5 were 
deftroped t repaired thepz wals, gates 
barres t palaces: o2depned alſo captays 


nes ouer the people to leade # gouerne 
them, ſome of thouſandes, ſome of hun 


Ye 


dzedes, tribunes and decurians. 
inſtructed the people alſo in feates ot᷑ 
warres, what the ſoundes of trumpets 
ſignified, what ſounde ſerued to fall in 
ar ap, what to gather the ſonldiours ta 
gether, 4 what to deuide them. And ak⸗ 
ter he had infiructed them in the know 
ledge and featces of warre, he ſaid vnto 
them in this wyle.Ye ſhall vnderſtand 
(deare Iſraelites) that pe go to fight at 
this pꝛeſent agapnſte pour enemies. 
Wherfo:e let no effeminate feare ouer 
come pour harts, noꝛ diſmay pou at the 
ſight of ydur enemies, but play the mẽ 
and take a good courage vnto pou to 
fight foz pour cities, foꝛ pour countrp, 
fo2 your ſelues. Be not afraid of death, 
but rather bee ſtoute in the defence of 
your tountrpe, that pe be not led away 
from it, and to fight fo2 the ſanctuarpe 
df the Loꝛde, that it be not fteyned and 
ane with the vncleaneſſe of the 
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The vyarres of 
gentyles. Conſider that it is better to dye 
in battayle, then to liue in captiuitie and 
bondage, Therefoze when as pe ſhall 
come to topne with pour enemies, and 
ſhal ſee any of them beaten downe and 
attempt to rpſe agapne, whoſocuer of 
you is bye and ſeeth hym, remember 
the zeale of pour God, wherewith it 
becommeth pou to reuenge his quarel, 
and bepng moued therewith, ürpke 
hym that he neuer ryſe agapne. 

But pf you ſhall ſee anpe of pour fe- 
lowes dowune, bepng enkyndled with 
the zeale of pour God, reſtue him fro 
the handes of the enemies: and pk he. 
be not pet ſlayne, curehym. It he be 
dead, ye ſhall do what pe can to burye 
hym in the Iſraelites buryal. And ſo if 
we ſhal choſe rather to dye then to liue 
wee chal pzoſper in our warres, we ſhal 
dye fo2 the touenaunt of our God, and 
deliuer our ſoules, bzyngyng them to 
the light of life in heauen. After he had 
ſapde this, he choſe out of the Fewes. it 
thouſand footemen,and but few hoꝛſe⸗ 
men. And out of theſe he cboſe. vi. bun⸗ 
dꝛed of the beſte, ſuche as one of them 
woulde not ſh2ynke from ten, ten from 
| | an 
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an hundzed, a hund2ed from a thou⸗ 
ſande, a thouſand krom ten thouſande. 


With them Joſeph went to the Cities 
of Agrippas that were in Judea, to win 
them. Fo: Agrippas ſtucke to the Ros 

maines were it ryght oz wong with 
all the power he could make. He went 
firſt to Tiarua a great Citie that belon- 
ged to Agrippa,where as both his trea- 
ſure and municion of warre lap. When 
he appꝛoched the Citie, he ſpake to the 
people vppon the walles, and offered 
them peace, on condicion that they 
ſhould open the gates and delpuer vn- 
tohym all the treaſure of Agrippas and 
ail his Jeweltes: Thps yf ryep would 
do, he then woulde ſparc them anaglea 
none of them. Mere it not better foz 
you (ſaith he) to take parte with them 
that defends the ſanctuary of God, and 
his inheritaunce, then to toyne your 
apde with Agrippas, whiche is confe- 
derate with our enemies and aſſayteth 
vs, augmentpnge the power of them 
that hate vs, ſo that he refuſeth not to 
fyght agaynſt the ſanctuary of the loꝛd 
and the people of his inheritaiice. The 
men of the towne condeſcending to Jo⸗ 
L. iu. ſeph, 
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ſeph,opened the gates, and he entring 
the towne, made peace with them, and 
they deliuered him all the kinges trea⸗ 
ſures, foꝛ thei liked Joſephes wozdes 4 
conſented to take ſuch part as he toke, 
At that time came newes vnto Joleph 
that troubled him ſoze: namelp that 
Tiberias had rebelled t were reuolted 
from the people that dwelt at Jeruſa- 
lemand were chaunged from his lot, 
to become Vaſpaſianus ſubiectes, who 
had ſet a . captaine ouer the. 
Fo2 refoꝛmation wherof, he left his ar 
mye at Tiarua, and toke thoſe ſire hun 
dꝛeth pong men with him to Tiberias, 
commyng vpon it ſodepnelp and at vn⸗ 
wares. And as he ſtode vp6 the bankes 
of Genoſar, he eſpied the Naupe of the 
Romams that lay there at road, to apy 
Uaſpaſian, whiche Joſeph comaunded 
to be bꝛoken in peetces and to be ſcat- 
tered abꝛode in the ſea, The men of 
Tiberias therfo2e ſeing the ſhypbozdes 
diſperſed in that faſhion, they coniec⸗ 
tured it was done by ſome of Joſephes 
hoſte, wherefoze the bandes of the Ko- 
maines fied to the towne,gate in, and 
ſhutte the gates, * notwithſtan⸗ 


dyng 
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dyng tame to one gate ofthe Citie and 
cryed that the people might heare,ſay- 
ing: What meancth this conſpiracie of 
pours againſt mezyea,not agapnſt me, 
but rather agapnſte the Koꝛde GOD, 
whoſe couenaunt pe haue tranſgreſſed 
and broken the bonde that we made 
with hym: pe haue alſo violated pour 
ethe that pe [ware by the God of If- 
raell, that we ſhoulde altogether fight 
agapnſte our enemies, to abate thepz 
p2pde, The people aunſwered fron the 
walles : we beſeche ea our Lo2de 


heare thy ſeruauntes ſpeake. God koz⸗ 
bydde we ſhoulde apde the Komaines, 
and not rather the people of the Lo2de 
God of Jſraell and his ſanctuary, with 
the people of his enheritaunce, Bowes 
beit, there be amongſte vs certapne 
pꝛoud men ongodlp perſons, that haue 
made a league with Uaſpaſtan, and 
haue bzonght into the towne one of 
his chicketaypnes, Uhercfoze and it 
pleaſe thee our loꝛde to enter the Citie 
with thy ſoulsiours, come vnto vs that 
we may lpue with thee, rather then to 
peryſſhe in the handes of them that 
oats vs. Do thep opened the 1 
tha 
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that Joſeph went in, and tooke the 
towne, 

Then he cauſed to appꝛehende thoſe 
bngodlp perſ6s that were there, about 
ſire hundzed men, and lapde them in 
irons, ſendpug them to Tiarua whiche 
he had aſoze taken : the other wicked 
men that had ayded Uaſpaſian he put 
to the ſwozde. But the chiefe gouer- 
nour of the towne he appꝛehended a- 
liue,caried him out of the Citie,t com- 
maunded one of his ſouldiours to cut 
of his handes fozthwith. Then the cap 
taine beſought Joſeph, ſaying: J beſech 
thce my Lozd,let but one of my handes 
be cut of, t thother to be left me. This 
ſute Joſeph and his ſouldiours laught 
to ſcoꝛne, iudgeyng hym to be no vale- 
aunt man no2 of anpe haute courage: 
Pet Joſeph bad his ſouldiour to gene 
him the ſwo2de in his owne hande, and 
let hym cut of whether hand he liſt, and 
leaue hym which he wpll. Bo the Ro- 
maine captaine toke the ſwoꝛd and ent 
ok his left hand him ſelfe, leauyng hym 
the right, ſo was he let go. He came 
therkoze vnto Uaſpaſias camp to ſhew 


what ſhame was done hym, Aſter * 
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the citizins of Zippozi rebelled alſo, 
makpng a league with Uaſpaſian and 
the Komaines hoſt. Joſeph beyng cer- 
tified of this, made thyther with his 
bole hoſte to beſiege it, but the towne 
abyd the bꝛunt of the aſſaulte, that Jo⸗ 
ſeph coulde pꝛeuaple nothpng agaynlt 
it, wherkoꝛe he beſieged it a long ſeaſd 
A Bout that tyme it was ſignified al 

ſo to them of Jernſalem, that the 
Aſxelonites had entred in fredſhip with 
the Komaines, They ſent therefo2e 
Neger the Edomite, 4 Schiloch the Ba⸗ 
bilonian, 4 lchocanan with a power of 
the common people:theſe came to Alka 
lon # beſieged it a great ſpace. Tithin 
the towne was a Romaine captayne 
called Antonius, a valeaunt man and a 
good warriour;he vpo a certeine night 
in the moznyng watch iſſued ont ok the 
towne with his company to gene a ca- 
miſado to the Jewes that beſieged the 


towne,entred they; campe and made a 


great laughter, continuing the ſame 
tyll it was day lyght, ſo that about ten 
thouſande of the Jewes were ſlayne, 
the reſt neuer moued out of their place 
ſaying: It is better foꝛ vs to dye in this 

. b. battaple, 
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battapie,then to flie fro our enemies. 


Therkoꝛe they toke a good harte vnto 


them, + ſtode manfully in they2 ſtatios 
and places, truſting in the loꝛd God of 
Iſraell. And when it was day, they als 
ſo (ſet them ſelues in arap agapnſt An⸗ 
tony, flue many of his men, not with⸗ 
out loſſe alſo of thepꝛ owne parte, foz 
Schiloh the Babilontan, and Ichocha- 
nan of Jeruſalem were both lapne by 
the Komapnes, with other alſo of the 
Jewes, to the number of epght thou- 
lande fyghtyiig men, that were vnder 
Schiloh and lehochanan, And neuer a 
one of the Jewythe captapnes eſcaped 
that conflicte ſane only Neger the E do⸗ 
mite, whiche hydde hym lelke in a cer- 
tapne ſepulchze that was tbere in the 
playne, whom the Komaines in their 
pucſute ſought, but tounde hym not. 
Wherfo2e they ſet a fire the wood that 
it burnte rounde aboute the ſepulch2e 
wherin he lape hyd, and conſumed all 
the trees, ſhzubbes, and buſhes, but 
came not nye the ſepulchze. Fo2 Ne- 
ger had called vnto the Loꝛde with his 
hole harte, to deliner him this once fr 
his enemies, leſt he ſhould be hamful- 
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ip handled of them, pꝛomiſing at ano- 
ther tyme to be ready to dpe valeantlp 
in his quarell. So Neger eſcaped the 
Romaines bythe belpe of the God of | 
Iſrael, in whs he put his truit. Shozt- 1 
ly after ſent the leroſolimites much peo | 
ple to Alkalona, to the nomber of, xviti | 
thouſand good men of warre, to burpe 
the bodies of the Jewes that were ther 
flapne in the cöflictes by Antoni. Thei Tak 
ſought aiſo the body of Neger the Edo⸗ (911 
mite, but they founde1it not, tyll at 4 
length he cryed vnto them out of the 
ſepulchꝛe, ſaping: Jam here, fo2 God 
hath deliuered me out of the handes of 
mine enemies, to the cntent J mape 
pet be auenged of them in the warres 
of the Lozde. o Neger declared 
vnto them at large all thynges howe 
they chaunced vnto hym : whercfo2e 
the Je wes reiopſed wonderkullpe that 
they had found hym aliue, that he was 
ſaued by ſuch a miracle, and that the 
loꝛd had deliuercd him. Therkoꝛe they 
put thep2 confidence in the Led, bele⸗ 
uyng that God would be pꝛeſent with 


them to aide them, wherot this deliues 
rance » 
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rance of Neger thei toke fo2 a ſure ſigne 
and token. The Romaines kept them 
within the towne foz feare of the mul- 
titude ofthe Jewes that were come to 
bury the bodpes. So the Jewes burped 
all the bodyes of theyꝛ owne parte that 
were flayne in both battayles, fo2 the 
Romaines were not able to pꝛohibite : 
let them, but helde them in the towne. 
And whe the burtal was finiſhed, they 
toke Neger with them to Jeruſalem, to 
geue God thankes there fo2 his deliue⸗ 
rannce at that pzeſent. Then Joſeph 
the pꝛieſte gathered his ſtrength and 
came vpd Aſkalon with his hole army, 
aſſaulted them, gate thupper hand and 
wan the towne: after flue Anton and 
xl his people with the ſwo2d, that of al 
the valeaunt men of warre that were 
with hym, not one eſcaped. Beſpdes 
this,all the villages and hamlets that 
were there about without the towne, 
be burnt them euerp one. And in lyke 
maner ſerued he all the townes e vpl- 
lages there about that hadde entred in 
league with the Komains, fleing both 
Jewes and Koinaines that dwelte in 
them with the ſwozde, as _—_ as he 

| | gunde, 
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founde, and they; houſes he bꝛent. 
This done, Joſeph returned agapne to 
Zippoꝛi, fought with them and gat the 
vpper hand: there ſhed he much bloud 
ofthepeople that had conſpired with 
the Romains,vtterly deſtroyed them, 
burnt alſo they2 cities and villages, led 
thep2 wiues and chyldzen pzpſoners a- 
wape to Jeruſalem, and what Rs- 
mapnes ſoeuer he kounde there, he put 
them to the ſwoꝛde. Whan as Uaſpa- 
ſtan and Titus his ſonne harde of all 
that Joſeph had wꝛought agapnſt the 
* Romaines, both howe he flue their ga⸗ 
ryſons as manyas he coulde fynde in 
| Galile,and alſo all the Jcwes that had 
made anpe league with hym and his 
ſonne : thep were wonderfull wzothe, 
and in a great rage. They toke ther- 
koze they? iournepe, and came to Api⸗ 
telma, other wpſfe called Acho, where 
as at that pꝛeſente Agrippas kynge of 
Judea was abpdpng, and foztpe thou- 
ſande men with hym, all good men of 
warre, and archers eneryone: Theſe 
lopned them ſelnes with Uaſpaſians 
armye, by whiche meanes the Ro- 
maynes campe became verp huge. 
Poze- 
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Pozeouer,out of other nacions rounde 
about ludea, good men of warre with- 
out nomber iopned with Uaſpaſian. 


He had ayde alſo of all the beſt men of 
warre out of Meſopotamia, Aram zofa,s 


Aſſur, dmear, Perſià, Chaldea, Macedonia 
and out of the pꝛouinces of the people 
ofthe Caſt: yea, the people of Mizra- 
im, Lob, Dedam, and Seba, with all pꝛo⸗ 
mnces karre and neare that were vn⸗ 
der the ſubiection of the Jewes, caſte 
of the poke from thepz neckes, and 
rebeiled agapnſte the dominion of Fee 
ruſatem, iopnpng thep2 power with 
the Komayne armye to apde Vaſpaſian 
and I nus, Foz theſe were afoze (nb- 
iectes vnto the Jewes, that ſoze hadde 
burthencd them, wherefoze they came 
to aydc the Komaines, and to inuave 
Icruſalem + the people of the Jewes. 
But the Edomites hadde not pet aſſo⸗ 
ciate them ſelues with Uaſpaftan and 
Titus, fo2 they were in ſubiection to 
the zewes and ſerned them: So that 
not one of them ayded the Romaynes. 
Pon long befoze thei had moned warre 
agapnſte Jeruſalem, and toulde not 
gette the victozy, but the Jewes p2e- 
uapled 
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them. Hucanus alſo the fpzfte kyng of 
the Jewes circumciſed them. They 
dwelt alſo in Zeruſalem,kepte watche 
and warde about the houſe of the lo2d, 
and his couenaunt, without ail rebel- 
lion agapnſte the Ic wes and Icrofolis 
mites. And at that pꝛeſent was thirtye 
thouſande of the beſte of the K domites 
in Jeruſalem to kepe the walles and 
the houſe of the loꝛde. 

After this, Uaſpaſian and Titus with 
all they2 hoſt, toke they2 tourney krom 
Acho and came to Calile, and inthe 
mounte they pitched thepz tentes, 
Wherof when tydynges was bꝛought 
to Joſeph, ho we the hoſte of the Ro- 
mapnes lape vpon the mounte of Gaz 
lile, and howe Uaſpaſian hadde ſente 
. afozehym a greate power to repapze 
the bzoken wapes, to fyit the hooles 
and caſte downe the hylles, to leuell 
the waye that his people myght paſſs 
the better, fo2 he was ſoze moued a- 


gaynſte the Jewes : Joſeph iſſued out 


of Zippozi with all his power, ſet vp⸗ 
pon them, and ſlewe them with the 
{wo2de, takyng ſuche * of 
them 


udpled agaynſte them and ſubdued 
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them as neuer was the lyke afo2e, foz 
his God was with hym. Uaſpaſia and 
Titus hearpng of this, determined ts 
ſet vpõ Joſeph at vnwares, and to be⸗ 
ſet all ths waves, that he ſhould eſcape 


of no fide, But Joſeph had intelligence 


of thepz commyng, wherkoꝛe he lekte 
Zippoꝛi and went to Liberia, whyther 
Vaſpaſian folowed with his hoſte. 
Joſeph percetuing them comming ted 
from thence to lorpata the byggeſt citie 
in all Galile, cloſed vp the gates, and 
there remapned with his armye. 


7 Hen ſent Uaſpaſian certaine noble 

men inembaſſage vnto Joſeph, to 
debate the matter with hym in this 
wyſe. Uaſpaſian generall of the Ko- 
maine armpe, deſireth to knowe what 
it ſhould auaple the to be thus pend vp 


within a walled towne:he wyls the ra 


ther to come fozth to entreate of peace 
with him 4 enter ina league together, 
fo2 it ſhalbe foꝛ thy anaple ſo ſerue Te- 
ſar emperour ofthe Komaines.y thou 
maieſt lyue, 4 not be deſtroped, noꝛ pet 
any of the people with thee. L hen Jo- 
feph ſent embaſſadours agapne to Ua\ 

| | paſtan, 
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Vaſpaſian, demaunding truce foꝛ a few 
dapes, that he myght commen of the 
matter with the people, and let them 
vnderſtande his wo2des:peraduenture 
(ſaieth he) they wylbe perſwaded to 
make peace with thee, « then wyll we 
enter in league with the Komapns 
Empire. So Uaſpaſian ceaſſed from 
fightinge againſt Ioſcph , permittinge 
him to deliberate of the thynge. Upon 
that Ioſeph ſent Embaſſadoures to all 
the —5 at Jeruſalam, to the pꝛieſts, 
chiefe men, rulers, and to the reaſt of 
the people, lettings them to wyt Uaſ⸗ 
paſians minde. Pe ſhall vnderſtande 
b:eth2enand frendes , that Vaſpaſian 
general of the Romaines ſent his Em 
baſſaboures vnto me, inquiring what 
it ould auatile vs to be ſo ſtiſte againſt 
them, and not rather to come fozth and 

ts entreat of peace and to iopne in lea⸗ 
gue together, that we maye ſerue the 
Emperour of the Komaines,ſo to ſaue 
dur lyues and not to be deſtroyed. And 
I pꝛap pon why will pe loſe your liues, 
youre wpaes, paur ſonnes and daugh⸗ 
ters: why will pe al fall together vpon 
the ſwozde:that both they that halbe 
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left aliue among pou, ſhalbe led captine 
ont of your countrep to a people that ye 
neuer knewe, - whoſe language pe vn⸗ 
derſtande not: and pour countrey to be 
made deſolate, poure ſancuarye lapde 
waſte, that there ſhall not bee ſo muche 
as one man lekt to enter into it. euer 
ſuffer thys pou that bee wyſe men, but 
rather retepue my counlaple, and come 
hither ts vs, that we mai deliberate to- 
gether what conditids of peace we ſhal 
make fo2 the ſauegarde of pour lpues, 
rather then to be deſtroped, and that pe 
map vſe the commodities of pour coun- 
trey, being at reſt and peace therin. For 
lyfe and quietnes is to be preferred before 
death and baniſhment. The inhabitaun⸗ 
tes therfoze of Jeruſale, both Pꝛieſtes, 
chiefe men, rulers, and all the noble 
men of Judea with the reſt of the people 
ſent vnto loſeph, ſapinge. Take hede 
to thy ſelf, that thou neuer conſent vn- 
to this, to receyne conditions of peace 
with them: but be ſtronge and bolde to 
fyght, vntyll ſuche tyme as thou ſhalt 
conſume them, 02 tyll thou and all the 
people die in battaile, and ſo ſhalt thou 
fight in fightes ef the Lozdes fo2 hys 

| people 
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people and hys ſanctuary, with the Ci⸗ 
ties of our God: In the meane ſeaſon, 
be as be mape, ſo thy power bee not 
with them. 

M hen loleph hearde the determina⸗ 
tion ot the people of Jeruſalem, howe 
all ſoꝛtes with one conſente wplled by 
the em baſſadours the continuaunce of 
the warres, he was wonderful w2oth, 
and in a great furye he iſſued out with 
all his people, and ſet them in arape a- 
gainſte Vaſpaſ ian and the RKomayne 
hoſte, in whiche conſlid were ſlayne ve⸗ 
ry many of the Jewes . And from that 
dap fozward Uaſpaſian began carneft- 
ly t fearcely to warre vpon the Jewes. 
He departed from thence to the Citie 
Gerarta, a great Citie in the higher Ga⸗ 
lile: beſeged it and wan it, raced it and 
ſlewe all the people, man, woman and 
thilde, Oren, ſhepe, Camelles & Alles, 
leaupnge nothynge altue. And then he 
ſapde: nowe begin J to be reuenged foz 
the Komaines, which the Jewes mur⸗ 
thered in the lande of luda. From thece 
he departed, + b2ought his army to lor⸗ 
para where Joſeph remained. The tirſt 


day that he encamped about Iorpata, he 
P. ii. relency 
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releued hys ſouldiers with meate and 
dꝛinke plentie, and made them good 
chere, then furniſhed euerpe man with 
weapons. So on the nert moꝛowe ear- 
ly, the Romayne armye gaue a great 
ſhout and beſet the Citie rounde about 
on cuery ſide, In this buſineſſe Toſeph 
ſtoode vppon a certapne towz2e , from 
whence he behelde the huge campe of- 
the Komaynes, wherefo2e he ſounded 
koꝛth a Trumpet, gaue a ſpgne to bat- 
tayle,iſſued out with the whole power 
of the Jewes that he had with him,and 
ſet vppon the Romaynes campe at the 
foote of the hyll, continuinge the fyght 
from moꝛning vntill night. And when 
it began to be darke, they ceaſſed fygh- 
ting and departed the one ſo2t from the 
other, the Jewes into the towne, the 
Romaines to their tentes. In this bat- 
taple were verpe many flayne on both 
parties aſwell Jewes as Komaynes, 
The Romapnes aduaunſynge them⸗ 
ſelues, pꝛoudlp and ſfoutly ſaid: we wil 
quickly vanquiſhe thys lyttle nation, 
as we haue ſubdued all other nations 
that we haue conquered, that they ſhal 
anop vs no moze: and afterwardes we 

ſhalbe 
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halbe at reſt. The Jewes alſo on tho⸗ 
ther ſide encouraged theſelues againft 
the Romaines, ſapinge: At this tyme 
we wyl all dye together fo2 the zeale of 
the ſanctuari of our god, and neuer (uf- 
fer theſe vncleane perſonnes to pollute 
it: and when we haue once deſtroyed 
them, we ſhalbe quiet, Do what fo2 the 
pꝛide of the Komapnes of thone ſpde, 
and the ſtyfnecked ſtubboznnes of the 
Jewes on thother, muche people was 
flaine in that fight, fo2 it continued tyll 
the ſeconde, thirde,and fourth dap. In 
this whyle al the Jewes that dwelt a- 
bout Iorpata, fied to V aſpaſians campe F 
ioyned themſelues to the Romaines to 
ayde them. And euer as loſeph ſkirmi- 
ſhed with Uaſpaſian without the cities, 
Uaſpaſian ſent a power to aſſault the 
Citie. So loſeph and bys men fought 
with Vaſp — without the towne, and 
the Jelnen that were within the town 
defended the walles againſt the routes 
of the Romapns, that was a icfſer hoſt 
made out of the mapne armpe. Wut the 
Jewes that wereleft within the town, 
began to diminiſhe enery daye, vntyll 
very fewe were left. The hardyeſt _ 
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sf Joſephes ſouldiours, and thewozthi- 
eſt ponge menne that fought without 
were al llaine, a very fewe ercept, with 
whom Joſeph fied and recouered hym⸗ 
fcife into the towne, ramperynge vppe 
the gates after him. But as Uaſpaſian 
with all his armpe befieged Jo2pata a 
longe whyle, he eſpyed at length a con- 
duict without, that ranne into the citie, 
wherof the Citezens dzonke, becauſs 
the water therof was good and ſwete, 
that he cutte of and derpued the waters 
 therof beſydes the towne, that it coulde 
no moe come into the Citie, whereby 
the inhabitauntes of the Citie were de- 
ſtitute of beuerage, haupnge nothynge 
left them but wel waters. Joſeph ther⸗ 
koze pertepuing that the coduic water, 
wherof they were alwayes accuſtomed 
to d2inke was taken away, concepued 
with himſelke: 
Nowe will the Romains bꝛagge and 
boaſt againſt vs, and thynke to take vs 
at they? pleaſure, whyles we haue no 
water, but ſhalbe conftrapned to die fo: 
thirſt. He toke therfoze garments, and 
dyppedthem in the well waters that 
were in the towne, and hanged on 
cre 


| 
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here and there oner the walles, to de⸗ 
tlare vnto the Romaines that they had 
water plentie in the towne, leaſte they 
ſhould concepue any hope of ſwift win⸗ 
ninge the towne, thynking they had no 
waters. Then commaunded Valpaſian 
a mount to bee rapſed nye to the towne 
ſide,to plant an Jron ram vpon, to bat- 
ter the walles with , and beate them 


downe. The maner of the makinge of A, Iron 
an Iron ram, is thus. I pꝛſt they take a Ramme. 


great long thicke beame, vpon the foze 
part whereof they put a great ſtronge 
head, made like vnto a rams head with 
hoznes, all of p2incipall ſtronge Jron, 
the weyght therof is as muche as halfe 
the beame, and couereth the beame alſo 
to the middes , Then faſten they into 
the grounde oner againſt the place that 
thei entende to batter,two great trees 
like maſtes of ſhippes, betwene which, 
they hange the beame that is called the 
ram with verye ſtronge ropes made of 
hempe, the beſt that mai be gotten, and 
Iron wire twiſted together. At the hin⸗ 
der part of this beame fro d walward, 
are rings of Iron ſurely faſtened, with 
ropes made of hempe and wire tyed to 
P. liii. them: 
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them: that when the affaulters wpll 
batter the walles, they puſhe fozward 
the beame as though 1t were a ſpeare, 
and faſten his ſtrong hoznes amongeſt 
the ones. Then hange thet weyghtes 
at the ringes in the hinder parte, and 
muche pcople a far of take holde of the 
ropes that come th2ough the ringes be 
hinde, and hale that hynder part of the 
beame vpon ths grounde: and by ſuche 
meanes thep ſhake the wall that they 
make it to quake againe. Thus in ma⸗ 
nye places they wꝛeſt and w2enche out 
the ſtones of the building, ſo that after 
wardes the wall falles downe. There 
be alſo other maner of engins,as anJ- 
ron ram vpon. iiii. wheles bound with 
Iron, + faſtened with Iron nayles. To 
this thei make. iiii.fete as hath a ram, 
oꝛ moe as the bygneſſe of the beames 
requireth. The biggeſt fo2 the moſte 
part is ot. xxx. cubites longe, and the 
leaſt of ten. And loke howe many keete 
the ramme hath, ſo many wheles hath 
it alſo, Fo2 cuerp whele hath his foote 
by hym, and when thep wpyll batter a 
wal, certaine men appointed thervnto 
dꝛa b it firſt a good wal of, then a _ 

multi⸗ 
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multitude of men take hold of the hin⸗ 
der part therof, by fourepozters oz lea⸗ 
uers of wodde that are put therin, and 
with al thep2 ſwap ſhoue fozwarde the 
Ramme to ſtrike the wall that thei wil 
batter. The head of this Jron Ramme 
that goeth vpon wheles hath no hozns 
but is blunt, made of the ſtrögeſt kinde 
of Jron, with a wonderful thicke neck. 
They haue alſo vpon both ſpdes of the 
engyne , a Pentaſe of wodde fo2 the 
ſaucgarde of them that ſhoue fozth the 
Ramme behinde, from the arrowes oz 
ffones of them that are vpon the wals. 
The Rammes that Titus vſed at Je- 
ruſalem, fo2 the moſte part ranne all 
vpon wheles. Pt the other ſozt,he had 
onelp two, as we ſhall declare in hys 
place. The beame of this Ramme that 
we euen nowe diſcribed, was as thicke 
as r. men could fadom:the length ther⸗ 
of, was fiftiecubites. It was alſo ho⸗ 
low within, and filled with Ore hides, 
folded and ſowed together. The wodde 
ſerued fo2 none other purpoſe, then 
that the faſhion of the Lethar might be 
ſet as vppon a molde. The hinderpart 
or the beame was couered oner with 
M. v. Iron 
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Iron plates. The leather was putte 
within, that the be me ſhuld not bzeake 
with the poyſe of the weightes that 
were hanged by the rpnges behynde, 
when as menne appoynted fo2 the pur- 
poſe, haled at the ropes to dzawe backe 
the beame. 

The woode therefoze that went a- 
bout the leather, ſerued to kepe the lea- 
ther infacion. They couered it with J- 
ron plate leaſt they that kept the wals 
ſhould ſet it on fpze, The hoꝛnes that 
were vppon the head of the Ram, were 
as manye as they lyſted, but neuer fes 
wer then ten, and then the beame was 
xr.cubites long:no2 alſo mo then. 1. and 
then the beame was a hundzed cubites 
in length. 

Betwirt euery boꝛne was the ſpace of 
à tubite, and every hozne was as thicke 
as a man coulde fadam, the length was 
one cubite and a halfe at the leaſt. The 
wodden watt oz penteſe was as longe 
as the leather that was put within the 


beame, and it was ſet on both the ſides 
to warde the hynder part of the beame, 
todefende the menne that laboured to 


batter the walles, left they _— bee 
urt 
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hurt with arrowes 02 dartes. The ram 
that Uaſpaſian vſed at Iorpata whiche 
he beſieged, and me in it, was made in 
thys ſoꝛte. The length thereof was. l. 
cubites, it had. rrv.hoznes in the head, 
which was as thicke as ten men: euery 
ho2ne alſo was as thicke as one man, 
and bet wirt euerye hozne the ſpace of 
one cubite, Zhe weight that was han- 
ged on the hinder part, was a thouſand 
and fiue hundzed talentes, eueri talent 
is about a hundzed Trop weyght. The 
men that laboured in the erectynge of 
this engine, were. rv. hundzed. To re⸗ 
moue it from one place to another, 82 
from one Citie to another, were ap- 
popnted an hundzed and fyftte poke of 
Oren, 02 els. 300. couple of Hozſes and 
Mules. Mhen as they ſhoulde afſault 
anye fo:tes oz Cities that ſtode vppon 
hilles, then muſt thep deupde it in part 
and bzinge it vppe to the ſiege by piete⸗ 
mele, and there ſet it together agapne. 
Now when the Komaines had battred 
the walles of Iorpata, and Ioſeph per⸗ 
cepued the wall to ſhake : He toke great 
ſackes, fpiled them full of Thaffe, and 
hanged them downe by the * 
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that the hoznes of the Kamme coulde 
not come nye the ſtones of the wal, but 
Ipght vpon the ſacks, which by the rea- 


ſonoftheir ſoftnes of the chaffe, hinde- 


red and bꝛake the ſtroke, that the wall 
was leſſe hurt. Foz ſuche is the nature 
of ſoftthings,togeue back to the hard, 
and to weaken theyz fozce. But V alpa- 


- franſepnge the ſubtiltie of Ioleph, vied 


alſo policie fo policte : foꝛ be ſente into 
the towne ſccretly Jewes ſpies, which 
when the batteries ſhoulde bee, mygbt 
cut a ſunded the cozdes that the ſackes 
were tied to, and with them flip downe 
the walles, where the Komaines were 
ready to recepue them that they ſhould 
not hurt them in the fall, and immedi⸗ 
atlp they ſtroke the wall with the ram. 
There was at that pꝛeſent in the citie 
a tertaine valiaunt man named Eleaſar, 
of the honſe of Anani the hie pꝛieſt that 
then dwelt at Jeruſalem. Thys Eleaſar 
percepuing the Romaynes to go about 
tobatter downe the walles as they did 
befoze;plucked out of the wall a mygh⸗ 
tieftone, ſo that he made a great Hole 
82 gappe, whereathe didde downe the 


wall, and light ſtridelinge vpon the en- 
gi.1s 
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gins, made faſte an Jron cheyne to the 
hoznes thereof, and gate vppe agapne 
quickly and nimbly from the beame in⸗ 
tothe towne with the cheyne in hys 
hande, fo2 the wall was not very hie a- 
boue hys head as he ſtoode bppon the 
ramme, Lhen other tall fellowes toke 
holde vppon the chepne, and kaſtened it 
to pillers and walles in the town, that 
the Romaynes myght rather bee con⸗ 
ſtrapned to bzeake thepꝛ Ramme then 
take it away from thence. The Pꝛieſt 
Eleaſar pet once agapne boldlye wente 
do lone and ſat vpon the beame, ſine fif- 
tie men that laboured about the Ram, 
and the reſt he put to flight: then retur⸗ 
ned into the towne, bepnge dꝛawen vp 
agapne from the beame by theym that 
were within the towne, greatly reiop⸗ 

ſinge in his manhode. | 
After that went he bp vpon a hie to- 
wer, from whence he tumbled downe 
with a myghtie fo:ce a great ſtone and 
a harde, vpon the head ol the Ramme, 
bꝛake it that both a great parte of the 
head and the hoznes fell vppon the 
ground, Foz the Jron that it was toue⸗ 
red withal was olde and ruftte, ſo _ 
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it was much waſted 4 eaten therwith, 
the ropes alſo were olde, After that 
Eleaſar went downe againe, tooke parte 
of the head that was b2oken , and hur⸗ 
led it into the towne: the Komains that 
remained, either he flue 02 put to flight. 
The archers ſhot at him, and wounded 
him with fiue arrows, wherkoꝛe by the 
helpe of hys felowes vpon the wals, he 
climed vp, otherwyſe he had not bene 
able fo2 the griefe of his wounds, The 
people then gave a ſhout fo2 iope of the 
victo2y of the woꝛthy Pꝛieſt Eleaſar that 
had flaine the Komains, 4 b2oken their 
Ram wherin thei put their confidence, 
and bꝛought part of it into the towne, t 
faſtned it with an Jron chayne that the 
Romains could not pul it backe againe 
to them, no haue thuſe of it afterward. 
Wherfo2e diuers of the valtaunteſt ci⸗ 
tizensof Io armed themſ(chresthat 
day, beinge ſtirred with the greate con- 
rage that they hadſeens in Eleaſar, and 
went down,hewed the beame into pie- 
ces, bought the poiſes with the ringes 
and two maſtes with them into the 
towne: and the ſame daye dyed Eleaſar 
with great 12 > as one that hed 

fought 
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fought koꝛ the ſanctuary of the loʒd, and 
foz his people t countrep'of Iſrael, pe 
a faythfull ſeruaunt and ſouldier of the 
Loꝛd: whom al the people mourned foz, 
buriyng hym in the towne, e honozing 
him foz his death, wozthines,and faiths 
fulnes, appointinge hym a wozthp me⸗ 
mozy alſo fo2 that he hadde waged bat⸗ 
taple with the enempes of the Loꝛde. 
The yonge men of the Jewes ſeynge 
this, and ſpectally two of them, the one 
called Nitra, thother polipus, menne of 
wiſdome and vnderſtanding, and ther⸗ 
with expert in the warres, beynge mo- 
ued with zeale fo2 the god of Jſrael:ope 
ned the gates and iſſued out againſt the 
Romaines, ſkirmiſhed with them and 
flue many of them. But at length they 
were flayne themſelues in the ſkirmiſh 
fo2 the ſanctuary of their God, fo2 Jſra- 
ell, and they2 countrey, When Toſcph 
ſawe the warres to encreaſe moꝛe and 
moꝛe, he iſſued oute, and made a great 
laughter in the Romains tents, burnt 
the mounte and engines of warre that 
the Romaynes hadde lefte, by whiche 
meanes the warres wared pet hoater 
and hoater, in ſo muche that Toſephus 
repulſed 
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repulſed the Romaines. Foz when thef 
ſawe the Jewes ſo deſperatelpe geue 
they: lpues foz their god and land, they 
would not abide they fozce. Uaſpaſian 
ſeynge his men fh2inke, he ſtode vppe, 
and encouraged them, erhoꝛtinge them 
with fay2e wo2zdes, and pꝛompſes, aſ⸗ 
well golde and ſpluer, as meate and 
dzynke: wherewith the Romapnes al⸗ 
lured,fought with Ioſeph that day vnto 
the @unne ſetting, and as the battaile 
wared hote, the Jewes wounded V al⸗ 
ian with an arrowe in hys ryghte 
egge, Wwhiche ſoze dyſmayed the Ro- 
maynes, when they ſawe the bloud 
run down his legge: and that day was 
a ſoze fpght betwene the Jewes and 
the Nomapnes. Titus ſeynge his father 
wounded, ſoꝛe abaſhed ranne to him to 
helpe him, to whom hys father ſapde: 
bowe is it my ſonne that thon art thus 
aſtonied, take harte to thee, and with 
a courage reuenge thy father of theſs 
Jewes that haue nowe the better hand 
ort vs. So both Titus and Vaſpaſian | 


with all tbeyz hole hoſt fought that day 
a very ſoꝛe fight, and many were flaine 


of both partes:pea very fewe were left | 
on | 
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Ioſephes part, with whom he returned 
into 1 5 towne, The nert day the Ko- 
maines rapſed a newe mount in ſteede 
of that that Ioſeph had bent, and plan⸗ 
ted an other Jron Ram therevpon be⸗ 
twene two poſtes acco2dyngly:foz Uaſ 
paſian had bzought foure of this ſo2te 
with hym from Rome, but other bat- 
teryng peeces vpon wheeles hadde he 
with hym thirtie, what moze, what 
leſſe, the bygger ſo2t were of. xxx. cu⸗ 
bites long, the leaſt. x. He bzought al- 
ſo ten engines to hurle great 4 waigh⸗ 
tic ſtones withall, whiche he placed a- 
bout the walles. The Komaines ther- 
koze renued the warres and aſſaultes 
agaynſt the towne as they were wonte 
afoze. But the towne was nowe deſo- 
late and naked of the ſfouteſt warlpke 
menne, foz they were all ſlaine in the 
kightes. Albeit Joſeph remapned and 
a fewe with hym, who went euerp one 
tthe women alſo to defend the walles, 
fo: there was almoſt no men lefte fitte 
fo: the warre. Then the Komaynes 
fiong with thengines that ſtode on the 
mount ſtones into the towne on euerp 
ſpde. It chaunced that a great ſtone hit 

N. i. a woman 
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a woman with chylde with ſuch a vio⸗ 
lence, that it paſſed thꝛough her body, 
and carped the chylde with it by the 
ſpace of halfe a myle. Thep caſt vp and 
rayſed pet other mountes alſo, from 
whence they lynged ſtones, and ano- 
ther ipke chaunce happened. A ffone 
came and hyt one of Joſephes men of 
warre, a valeaunt man. in ſuch a ſozt, 
that it deuided his head from his body, 
and made it ſtie a large myle ok. 
A E tbe ſame tyme one of the Ro- 
maine ſouldiours deuiſed with him 
ſelle ho we to ſtryke Joſeph with a ve⸗ 
nomed arrow, and gate him under the 
wall where Joſeph was, to accompliſh 
his purpoſe, Wut Joſeph eſpied hym x 
cryed vnto him: holde thy bande thou 
wicked felowe, t do not kpll me. Mith 
that the felo we ſtart ſome what aſpde, 
beyng afrapde at Joſephes vopte: and 


ſodeynlpe the Jewes out of the towne 


poſoꝛed hot ople vppon hym from the 
wall, that his ſkin was ſkalded of, and 
he ran awap naked, howiyng and pel⸗ 
lpng tothe Romaines campe, where 
he dyed. Valpaſian and his ſonne Titus 


were fully determined to continue the 
aſſault 
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aſſault vntyll the. xl viii. day: not with⸗ 
ſtandpng the walles were ſo hye that 
thep tould not win the towne. Pet af 
length the me were ſo ſoze ſpent with- 
in the towne, and thep that remapned 
alpue ſo wpthered with toplyng, that 
they were not able any longer to fur- 
nyſhe thepz watche vppen the walles. 

This vpona certepne nyght Uaſpa⸗ 
ſian and Titus underſtandpug, ſhaled 
the walles at a quarter where watch- 
men were lacking. and after them ma⸗ 
nyc other of the Nomaine ſouldiours 
folowed, which went downe on the in⸗ 
ſyde and bꝛake open the greate gate ot 
the tewne, whereat entred the whole 
armpe of the Romaines., And bepnge 
within the towne, ſounded their trum- 
pets and ſhouted vnto battaple. The 
Jues with p a larame, tumult, t hurly 
burly oſ the Romames, awaked out of 
they2 llepe and were ſoꝛe afraped. Nets 
withſtandpng euery man toke hym to 
his weapö, s dꝛeb to the market place 
as faſt as they myght. They had made 
the market place of the towne ſo large 
of purpoſe, that pt any buſines ſhoulde 


happen, ther myght come together the 
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hole citie pf they woulde. And as they 
loked about them, they ſawe the Ros 
maine army entring into the towne by 
the way that came fro the greate gate. 
Then fought they with the Komaines 
t dyed euen in the market place where 
they ſtove, erhoꝛtpng one another, and 
ſaping: let vs dye here fpghtyng, and 
neuer (uffer our ſelues to be taken a- 
line, But Joſeph and. rl. men with him 
wo:thy men all, fted out ofthe towne 
into a wood, where they founde a cer- 
tapne caue, t hyd them ſelues therein. 
All the reſt of the citizens, were llapne 
in thatconflicte, foz they woulde not 
pelde no2 commit them (clues vnto the 
Romaines, they truſted them ſo [ytle. 
Foz on a tyme a certayne Jewe be- 
ſought a Romaine ſouldiour to ſane 
his lyfe, and the Romaine ſware vnto 
him, ſaping: God deale thus and thus 
with me pk J flea thee, therefo2e pelde 
and come hpther tome. The Jewe re- 
quired him to geue him his ryght hand 
that he myght truſt hym, and the Ro- 
mapne retch hym his lefte hand. The 
Tewe beynge diſmayed in that greate 
feare, markt not that it was = lefte 
ande; 
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hande : But when the Romayne had 
once hold of hym, he kept him faſt with 
that hande, c with his ryght toke his 
ſwo2de t flue the Jewe that then was 
naked, haupng caſt awaye his weapon 
bpon truſt of the Romaine, When the 
Jewes ſawe howe the Komapne re- 
garded not his othe, but flue the Jews 
that vpon truſt of his pꝛomeſſe and the 
othe, had pelded hym ſelfe vato hym: 
thep determined to die altogether, and 
neuer to truſt the Romaines. TA here- 
vppon they reſolued with them ſelues 
vtterlpe to dye koz the holyneſſe of the 
loꝛd God of Iſraell. But in ſo dopnge 
thei flue much people of the Komaines 
and farre moe then thep had done in 
any other battaple: pet at the lengths 
the Citie was taken, When Vaſpaſian 
had knowledge where Joſeph was be- 
come, and of his company, he ſent Ni- 
canor, pilerinus and Gallicanus with him 
to Joſeph, to wyll hym to come foo2th, 
and he ſhoulde haue his lyfe and not be 
llapne. Upon that Joſeph debated the 
matter with them that were with him 
in the den, requiring theyꝛ aduyce. Foꝛ 
my parte (ſaith he) and ye wyll folowe 
my 
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my councell, J thynke beſte we go out 
vnto them, but vppon thts condicion, 
that ryey wyli make vs a fozmalt aſſu- 
raunce of our lines, eſtectuallpe as we 
| ſhall require the, which done, J doubt 

not but Uaſpaſian when we come vnto 
hom, wyll extende his fauour towar- 
des vs. Uhen thoſe men perceiued 
Aoſeph to be enclined to pelde vnto the 
Romaines,they lapde vnto hym. Me 
maruaple at thee (O P2ince Joſeph) 
at thee we ſay that waſte choſen out of 
thouſandes of people, and p2omoted 
bats the pꝛieſthood and kyngdome, to 
ſanctifie and halowe the Lozde GOD 
of Iſraell: waſt alſo apoynted graund 
captapne of ſo huge an hoft, + haſt (cns 
with thine epes the ſhamciul repꝛoche 
of thy people, with the diſpleaſures x 
damages of thy ſheepe: that thou haſte 
pet any defire to liue in this diſhonour. 
What ſeeſt thou that thou wouldeſte 
deſyꝛe tolyuc fo: ſhouldeſt thou not 
rather deſire death then ipfe 2 Perad⸗ 
uenture thou perſwadeſt thy felfe that 
they call thee to ſaue thy lyfe, oꝛ fo2 thy 
commoditie: but without doubte this 


Were a vayne perlwalion. Foz they — 
thee 
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thee koꝛ none other entent then to tage 
thee altne, ⁊ to bꝛagge howe thep haue 
taken Joſeph, that was conſecrated x 
addict to the marres, and make it an 


argumeẽt that theyz power p2oſpereth, 
Howe therkoze our d2are b2other and 
our p2ince) conſider th it thts they wl 
do: yea pf they ſaue thy lyfe. But put 
the caſe they put thee to death, were it 
not better fo2 thee to die of thine owne 
ſwoꝛde then of thop2s - Pea, yf it were 
foꝛ nothyng but fo2 thts, it is better faz 
thee to dye then to liue:leaſt thou ſhul⸗ 
deſt heare their repꝛoches, thep2 vp- 
bꝛapdypnges, and their quarrellpnges. 
And if they p2eſerne thee alpue, neuer 
thynke they do it fo2 thy good, but ra- 
ther foꝛ thine ignominie t ſhame, whi⸗ 
che is far greuouſer then death it ſelke. 
WMherekoze our deare brother and our 
p2ince, what cometh in thy mpnd, that 
thou purpoſeſte to lpue after that thou 
haſt loft thy people x thy bꝛethꝛen: and 
to what purpoſe ſerueth thy lpke after 
thep be gone 2YBarkc and conſider dilt- 
g:ntly what Moiſes (of wozthpe me- 
mo2y)our maſter did, how he ſpake bes 
fo:e god touching the people of Jſrael, 
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O pardon they ſinnes (ſaith he) oꝛ els 
blot me quite out of thy boke that thou 
haſt wzptten:howe he would not lpue 
aſter the deſtruction of his people, al- 
though the almyghtic ſayde vnto him: 


let me alone that J may w2eake mine 
anger vppon them and conſume them, 
Why doſt not thou call to thy remem- 
b2aunce Aaron his bꝛother that wente 
bet wirt ivfe t death, in withſtandyng 

the Angell that plaged the people, and 

offered him ſelke to dye fo2 his people, 

that the plague myght ceaſſe from JC 

racl:-ZUhereis king Saule t his ſonne 

Ichonathan that fought foz the people 
of God and dyed in the fielde 2 Coulde 
not @aulc haue ſaued his lpfe and his 

ſonnes both, pk he had ben ſo diſpoſed? 

But he, when he ſawe Iſraell haue the 
ouerthꝛowe in the battaple, had no de⸗ 

ſire to liue anp lenger, but choſe rather 

death then lyfe, and woulde not be ſe⸗ 
perated from his bzethzen nother in 
Iyfe no2 death, aſwell he, as Jonathan 
his ſonne, thofe dearely beloued and 
moſte amtable men {as the Scripture 
termeth them) Why doeſt thou not 
remember (our deare Pzince)the righ⸗ 
tcouſnes 
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feouſnes of Dauid the anopnted of the 
Lo2de, who ſeing a moſte greuous pe⸗ 
ſtilence to rage vppon the people of J- 
raell, ſapde: Let thy hand(MD Lo2d! J 
beſeche thee be tourned vppon me and 
my fathers houſe. Foz J am he that 
haue ſinned, J haue tranſgreſſed, as 
fo: theſe thy ſheepe, what haue they 
done: what haue thep offended - where 
is the holp lawe ſmothered and ſtpkled 
in thy harte: Art not thou an annoin- 
ted Pꝛieſte that haſt declared 4 taught 
vs the holy lawe, whereby we mpghte 
learne howe to loue our Lo2de God 
with all our harte, and with all our 
ſoule, and with all our ſtrength: Ik it 
be ſo that the ſeruice of God confiſteth 
not in this, that we ſhould lone whom 
he loueth, and dye fo2 his touenaunte 
and ſanctuary, together with his ſer⸗ 
uauntes that be ſlapne fo2 the -bnitie 
of the name ofthe Lozde: Wherein 
ſtandeth it then : Paſt not thon ofte 
times taught and pꝛeued vnto vs, how 
that euerp man that dpeth in warres 
fo2 the Loꝛde, his ſanctuary, his peo⸗ 
ple, and his lawe, he is to be counted 
in the lozdes lot, and made wozthy ta 
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go vnto the great lyght, and ſhall not 
lee euerlaſtpng darkeneſſe 2 Arte not 
thou that Joſeph the P2teſte that haſt 
cried ſo often in battaple: J am Joſeph 
the pꝛieſt, conſecrated to battaple, that 
haue vowed my Iyfe fo2 the people of 
the loꝛd, his ſanctuarp, and his lande 
But nowe when thou haſt pelded thy 
ſelf vnto them, and they o2der thee diſ⸗ 
pitefully, what wplt thou ſap vato the 
oz what amendes canſte thou haue at 
they: handes: J put the caſe they caſte 
in thy teeth, and ſap thy woꝛdes be but 
lpes. Bowe ſhalt thou auopde that re⸗ 
pꝛoche: Art not thau he that ſapdſt men 
ſhould fyght foꝛ the people of God, vn- 
tyll they dye in theconflicte, and in ſo 
doyng, they: death ſhoulde be a raun⸗ 
ſome fo2 thep2 ſinnes : and that they 
were ſure to go to that great light that 
is the lyght of lyte: Mhich pk it be true 
acco2ding as thou haſt ſapd, why then 
wylt thou ſhun death, t not folowe thy 


people that are gone befo2e thee to that 
ſame lyqght > Euer hytherto thou haſte 
had the vpper hande wherſoeuer thou 
tamſt, inſomuch that they that hard of 
thee, trembled foz keace: and now — 

thou 
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thou pelde thy lite into captinitie to the 
Romaincs,as a vple ſlaue: Sball not 
this thy dichonour redounde alſo vnto 
the people of God:? Thou that arte a 
Piince, a kyng,and pꝛieſt, wplt thou 
be bounde in cheynes: Euerp man Hal 
ſay this is he that hath geuen his ſoul- 
diours and the reſt of his people fo die, 
but hath ſaued him ſelfe, and his owne 
lpfe. So when they had made an end 
of taike. eche man dꝛebwe out his ſwoꝛd 
and came onto hym in the mpddeſt of 
the Caue, ſaying; Heareſt thou, thou 
Ioſeph dur P2ince,yf thou wylt be ru- 
led by vs, Fy2 we ſhall ſiea thee as a 
Lo2de anda qreate P2ince: and thou 
ſhalt chooſe what death thou wylt dye 
on, that thou mapeſt dpe honourablye, 
But pf thou refuſe to dpe honeſtly ! aſ⸗ 
ſure thy ſelfe of this, that we wyll cue- 
ry man ſet vpon thee and flea thee, 
Joſeph aunſwered. 
In deede Jknowe my bꝛethꝛen that 
pour wooꝛdes are iuſte ano true. Fo2 
who is ſo madde toveſy2e to lyue in 
this hurlp burly { and woulde GOD 
that he woulde call my ſoule vnto him, 
and receiue it vnto hymn alſo, 

Foz 
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Foz J am not ignozaunte that it were 
mo2e expedient foꝛ me to dpe then to 
liue, fo2 the greate troubles that haue 
paſſed through my bzaynes. But he 
knoweth the ſecretes of mens hartes, 
and he it is that geueth iyfe vnto men. 
It is God that cloſeth ſoules within 
the bodyes, and letteth them out a⸗ 
gapne, becauſe he is the lpuyng God, 
in whoſe handes remapne the ſoules 
and ſpirites of all lyuyng creatures. 
He hath lefte with vs a ſpirite of iyfe, 
and cloſed it vp within our bodpes. 
What is he then that wpll open that 
be hath ſhutte⸗ Howe ſhall we looſe 
that he woulde haue bound and knytte 
faite within vs? Do pe not all knowe 
howe the lyfe is a thynge that he hath 
lefte with vs to keepe, and that we 
are his ſeruauntes? Jf then we caſte 
away lyte befoze that God take it, ſhall 
be not woꝛthelp be diſpleaſed with vs, 
ſo that we ſhall not kynde lyfe in the 
place of the lyupng with Abzaham our 
father of famous memozye, and with 
our iuffe + godly men our fozefathers⸗ 
Do you not knowe, that they went not 
vato God befs:e they were — 
when 
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when they were called they came, and 
ſo dealt God with all holye and godlpe 
men. To Moiles sur maſter of woz- 
thye memozpe, the electe of & OD, ve 
knowe that the lozde God of Iſraell 
ſayde: gette thee vp vpon this moun- 
tapne Abarim, and ſo he dyd. But he 
woulde not haue done it ofhym ſelfe, 
hadde not GOD called hym. Wherbp 


pe may ſec it is not lawetull fo2 a man 
to ſurrender his lpke vnto God, excepte 


be require it agapne. Take example 
(I pꝛape you) of Job, What tyme be 
curſte the dape that he was boane in, 
Myght not he eyther haue hanged him 
ſelfe, oꝛ haue runne vpon a knyfe, oz 
at the leaſte, haue folowed his wyfes 
counſaple to curſe God and dye? Not- 
withſtandyng, he abode pacientlye in 
moſte extreme payne, waytynge tyll 
God demaunded agapne his lpfe, and 
then reſtoꝛe it vnto his loꝛde God: and 
would not reſtoꝛe it vndemaunded, but 
taryed tyll his appoynted ende came. 

King Dauid alſo of 5 memo2ye 


ſapde : Leade thou my lyfe out of his pins 
foldeand priſon. Foz he knewe that! the 


lpfe was incloſed in the body, and that 
none 
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none myght let it foozth but God. A 
woote well that death is a great com- 
moditie, ſo be that the ſoule mape re- 
turne in his duc tyme unte God, that 
gaue it vs.J know alſo that he that di⸗ 
eth in the warres or the lo2de, he ſhall 
come to the greatiyght, But J knowe 
not what can appeaſe gods wzath to- 
ward the ſoule of that ma that kylleth 
hym ſelſe, 4 maketh haſtc to reſtoze his 
ſoule befo2e his tyme, and without the 
lozdes callyng. Whcrioze mp frendes 
and bꝛethꝛen, 3 would pe thould know 
it, Yamnomo2e coward then you, +#A 
do not diſagree with you, becauſe J am 
of a faint hart fo2 feare of theſe pꝛeſent 
calamities: but that J know J ſhonide 
commit a hepnous offence agapnſt the 
102d pf J ſhould kyll my ſelfe. and how 
ſaye ye (pou Pzinces) that ſticke vnto 
pour god, to pou J ſpeake, tell me who 
hall make interceſſion vnto God fo2 
vs, if we ſhould commit this ſinne and 
eche kylother: Mold not a man iudge 
hima flaue,a foole, a froward perſon, 
a rebel, t a deſperate man that woulde 
be fozced with any miſery to be ſo mad, 
that becauſe all thynges fall not out P 
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' he would wyſhe, wolde therfoze hang 
Id! deſperatly murtber hym lelife with 
I his owne handes: ſuche ye knowe the 
law thus puniſheth. They? right band 
is cut of wherewith they foꝛced them 
ſclues to dye, then, thep are left vnbu⸗ 
ryed, as men that haue deſtroped their 
o wne ſoules. By what reaſon then 
ſhal we kyll our ſelues: J would wiſh 
that we myght bee flapne of cur cne- 
mies, rather then we ſhould ſo ſhame⸗ 
fullp murther our ſelues, wherbp euer 
after we ſhoulde be taken foz manſe- 
ers. If anp manne flea hym felfe, as 
dydde Saule whom pe commended, 
without doubte he committeth a hep⸗ 
nous cryme, and ſnche a one as no 
ſatifaction can be made fo2. Beſpdes 
that, he ſhalbe reckened fapynt harted, 
and as one that diſpapꝛeth of his reco⸗ 
verye, WMherekoze our fo2cfathers 
haue taught vs. A manne ought not 
to deſpayre of his ſau-garde and delyue- 
raunce, vvhiche commeth of GOD, no 
not vvhen the knyfe is putte to his throte 
to cutte it, Fo2 Rynge Hezekia of fa- 
mous memoꝛpe, when he harde theſe 


woozdes of Eſlape, that wozthye p20- 
| phetez 
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phete : Make thy vyyll and ſet thy thinges 
in a ſtay, for thou ſhalt dye and not eſcape. 
Keuerthelelle he fainted not, noz ceal⸗ 
ſed to pꝛape vnto God foz the pzolong- 
png ot his lyfe in this wozlde, that he 
might amende his lyke, and ſend a bet- 
ter ſoule vnto God, Then the lozde 
God of Iſraell, ſepng his vnweryed 
and ſtrong hope with his repentaunce, 
ſuffred hym to lpue. xv. yeres pet lon- 
ger. But as foz Saul, he was not ap- 
popnted kynge oucr Iſraell after the 
102des mynde, but alonelp by the peo⸗ 
ples that craned vpon Samuell: Geue 
vs akyng to reigne ouer vs, MNheruppon 
afterward God departed from @aule, 
foz he was not obedient to Goddes 
wyll, but went about by fozce to eſta⸗ 
blyſhe his kyngedome. The Lozde 
then ſeepng the wickedneſſe of hys 
harte, gaue hym oucr, and choſe him 
an other tobe kyng ouer his people, 
annoyntynge Daupd his ſeruaunte 
whyles that Saule was pet lpuing, 
TWhiche Saule perceaupng, perſe- 
cuted David, and laboured with all 
his endeuvour to deſtroye hym, be- 
cauſe he knevve GOD was with him, 

and 
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and pꝛoſpered all that he dpd: whereas 
contrary al went backward with hym. 
Fo? theſe cauſes, J ſay, he choſe rather 
to die then line, and would not lpue af- 
ter the people of Jſraell was ouerthꝛo⸗ 
wen in the mountaines of Gilboa, And 
in mine opinion, he fine himſelf foꝛ no⸗ 
thinge, but foꝛ that he was a faint har⸗ 
ted co warde, and vtterip dyſpapꝛed of 
his ſauegarde. Foꝛ although he ſapde: 


Le aſt theſe vncitcumciſed come and runne 
me through. 4 


Pet pf he had bene of a va⸗ 
leaunt courage, he would haue ſtanded 
to his defence vnto the death: perad⸗ 
uenture G O D would haue delpuered 


him. But he contrarp, all in diſpayze 


pꝛotured himſelfe t hys ſonne a ſhame⸗ 
ful death. But pe ſhal conſider thys, he 
was an vnmercpkull king, and therfo2g 
did God rid him out of the wozide. Foz. 
as he dpd not ſpare hys owne lpfe and 
his ſonnes : ſo dyd he not ſpare others. 
And where as ye alledge Aaron vnto 
me,J would knowe of you, why be dyd 
put hymſelf betwene the liuing and the 
dead, Mas it not becauſe he woulde 
turne away the plage from Jſraellz Jf 


be had knowen * he hymſelte ſhould 
haue 
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haue bene ſtriken therewith: doubleſſe 
be would not haue ſtryuen agaypnſt the 
ſtriker. But truſtyng in the holpnes of 
bys ryghteouſneſſe, he ode befoze the 
Aungell to delpuer Jſracll from that 
miſerie. J am not to be compared with 
Aaron, albeit J am one of his childzen, 
and neuer pet in al my life did J ſh2inke 
to venter my lyfe in the warres of the 
Lo2de. And nows J am not determined 
to kyll my ſelfe, left J ſhoulde ſynne as 
gainſt God, and ſpople my ſoule vf hope 
of ſeluation, J knowe it well, it were 
moꝛe expedient fo2 me to bee llapne of 
myne enemies, then that F ſhoulde flea 
my ſelke. And pk pe lay the wo2d, let vs 
go foozth and ſodapnelp ſet vppon oure 
enemies to kpll, oꝛ be kylled in the bat⸗ 
taple of the Loꝛde, and ſo ſhall we doe 
well: peraduenture G © D wyll geue 
them into our handes.For God is able to 
ſaue as vvell by aſmall armie as by a great. 
Then yfyou ſee me to bee afrapde of 
myne enemies lwoꝛde, ye ſhall thereby 
know me to be a daffarde, and one that 
fawneth vpon hys enempes, and hun- 
teth fo2 they? fauour, But pou ſhall ſce 


me go atoze you, as a valiaunt manne 
ſhould 
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ſhoulde , no2 once tourne m face from 
death, What dyd pe ener ſee in me that 

pe ſhould iudge me fearefull- Dyd ye 
euer kno we me to refuſe tofyght 2 In 
the towne of Jozpata JF haue euer kepte 
my quarter and warde, and euerp dape 
haue J fought with myne enempes, 
whom J baue not ſpared but empay- 
red, and that not alyttle, whyles J de- 
fended that lyttle Citie. 48. dapes as 
gaynſt them. Foz Jthought with my 
ſelfe, peraduenture J map d2pue away 
the ennempes ok the LOR DE oute 4 

ok oure Lande, and putte theym by Je- 4. 
ruſalem that they goe not thyther. And 1 
ſo haue J foughten with thepm tpll all 1 
my ſvalpaunt Souldioures bes ſpente, | 
and none lefte but yon , J coulde no N. 
lenger withſtande theyz fozce, pet I 4 
woulde not pelde my ſelfe as a P2yſo- , 
ner vnto them: therkoze J fledde hyther bh 
with you into thys Caue. Rowe theres Fl 
foze b2cth2en, ye ſhall vnderſtande that ; 
death is commodious and good in dede 
whiche tommeth in his tyme , But it 
is neyther good no2 godly foz a manne 
to kyll hymſelke and hys bother, to 
go akter warde foz ＋ deede into Bell 
il. 
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and perdicion. And what other thinge 
can moe clearely ſette fozth a mannes 
manhode and haute mynde with hys 
hope in GDD:then foz a man to ſuffer 
patientlpe whatſoeuer chaunſeth vnto 
bim, vntill his ende come, Beholde the 
Lyons and other beaftes, howe they 
are wont to withſtande they2 aduerſa- 
ries that lpe in wayte fo2 thepm, to the 
intente they maye ſaue thep2 lpues: 
ULhoſe armoure is thep2 teeth and 
clawes, wherewith nenertheleſe they 
hurt not them lelues, but vſe them a⸗ 
gaynſt other that aſſaile theim, tyl they 

epther oucrcome,02 be ouercommed, 
Me, although we haue no warlpke 
weapons, yet hath nature armed vs as 
wellas them, fo2 albeit we bee not of 
ſuch ſtrength as they: yet haue we ſuch 
armoure, that we mape defende oure

Moꝛeouer deare bꝛethzen and frendes, R 
conſider to what ende, the maſter of a Sod 
ſhippe doth abyde the tempeſt of. the "IJ; 
Seas, and ſtriueth day and nyght with EY | 
the floudes thereof, Doth he it not to 4 
ſane the ſhip and his life from death: It *

T Hen loſeph helde vp hys handes to 
Deauen ſapinge: Thou Lo2de al⸗ 
myghtie art our father, thou haſte ſhas 
pened vs, and by thy great mercy taken 
vs of the clay: thou arte he that leadeff 
vs in thy fapth, and the multitude of 
thy mercpes and benignitie towardes 
vs hath not ceaſled. And although oure 
ſpnnes haue ſeperated vs from thee, vet 
neuertheleſſe we are thy handywozke 
euer one of vs, and of longe haue bene 
called thy people. Thou art Loꝛde ouer 
all creatures and ſoules, Thou doeſt 
what thou wylt, and no man dare ſape 
to thee wype doeſt thou ſo. Thou arte 
our father, we are clap, thou haſt geuen 
vs our ſhape and faſhion, Theretoꝛc pt 
it pleaſe thee to take oure ſoules, take 
them by the handes of thyne aungels, 
that we committe none eny!l agapnſte 
theym.

in me. J wyll not deſtrop it my ſelfe „oz 
lette it oute of pzyſon befs:e thou de⸗ 
maunde it. Foz thou knoweft that 
As man cannot lyue vvithout thy decree 
and appointment, ſo lykevvyſe he cannot 
dic vvithout tie ſame. Unto thee there- 
fo2e do J iyfte vp mpne eyes, thou that 
dwelleſt in heauen, to deale mercifully 
with thy ſernauntes and with me, to 
tourne our hartes that we conſent not 
vnto this, to murther oure ſelues , It 
thou knowe any amongeſt them, that 
entende ſo wycked an acne, I beſeche 
thee, O Loꝛd my G © D, let me finde 
fauoure in thyne eyes, gene them an 
harte to heare holeſome counſaple, that 
J may deliuer my ſelfe and mpne owne 
Iyte, which J commende into thy han- 
des, that thou wouldeſt recepue it vnto 
thee, fo2 in thy hande is the lyfe of eue⸗ 
ry lyuing creature.

Ioſeph per⸗ 
ceiuinge that his felowes were vtterly 
determined to dye, and woulde geue no 
eare to his perſwaſions , fo2 he coulde 
by no reaſons dꝛawe them to his opint- 
on, he went ſubtiltie to woozke with 
them on this thien quot it wil benone 


otherwiſe bꝛethꝛen quoth he, J wyll 
ſhew you my deniſe. Pe are determined 
to die pe ſap, and that vppon your owne 
ſwo2ds,therfo:e there is no better wap 
then to do it by lot, in thys wiſe. Let vs 
calf lottes amongſt our ſelues, that we 
mape bee iopned together by couples: 
then wyll we caſte lottes, whiche cou- 
ple ſhall dye fyzſt. After, they two ſhall 
caft lottes betwene them whether ſhal 
kyl his fellowe: he that remapneth ſhal 
O. b. chuſe 
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chuſe hym one of the ſgconds couple to 
Ryll hym. Lpke miſe the ſeconde couple 
ſhall caſte lottes betwene themſelues, 
who ſhall dye fyꝛſte, and he that is left, 
ſhall chuſe hym one of the thy2de cou⸗ 
ple, whom he hath a fanſye to bee kyl- 
ed orf. Then they ſh al trye by lot who 
ſhall dye fy2t, who bepnge flayne, the 
other mape chuſe hymſelke one of the 
fourth couple to kyl hym, and ſo on, tyl 
all bee ſlapne that we (ee not the capti⸗ 
uitie of oure people. The laſte couple 
that ſhal remapne, ſhal do thus, runne 
one vppon the others ſwoꝛde, oz elles 
lette them caſte lottes betwene theym⸗ 
ſelues, and vppon whom it fatleth, let 
hym die fpzſt . But fozaſmuche as we 
are koꝛtie and one, ſo that we can not be 
tufflyetopned in couples: let vs caſte 
lottes fy: of all, and ſee whiche of vs 
ſhali firſt bee layne , and when he is 
once oute ot the wape, then iette vs de- 
updethe couples. He that is to bee 
laynefy:ſt, lette him chuſe out one of 
the kpzſt couple to bee flayne of, and 
when he is dead, the fy2{t couple ſhall 
calte lottes , and do as J haue deupſed. 


Then euerpe manne ipked hys deuple 
(whiche 


(which was Gays dopnge, who harde 
Ioſephes pzaper ) and ſayde all with one 
mouth: we will do as thou haſt deuiſed, 
and to thee it pertapneth to deupde the 
men and to caſt the lottes. Joſeph aun⸗ 
ſwered: but let vs ſweare by the name 
of the 102d, that this deuyſe ſhal ſtande, 
be ratified and perfourmed, Mherun⸗ 
to they accoꝛded, and ſware all by the 
name of the Loꝛde, that they woulde 
haue that deupſe to be ratified & kepte, 

whiche Ioſeph had inuented of caſtynge 
of lottes . "Then loſeph began to make 
lottes, who ſhould be thod man: and it 
lygbt vpon Ichoiada a Pzicft, ſonne of 
Eliakim a Galilean , whiche was a bale- 
aunt man, and chiekeſt in euerp counſel 
nert to Joſcph , and the pꝛincipall per⸗ 
ſwader of this wicked facte to kill them 
ſelues. After that did he craftely deuide 
them into couples, ſo that the lot of hys 
owne conple tame foꝛth laſt of all, who 
looked to bee ſaued and truſted in God, 
beleuinge that he woulde delyucr him 
from this abhominable dede. Thenle- 
hoiada choſe him one of the firſt couple, 
who llue him. That done, the firſt cou- 
ple caſt lottes betwene them, ſo e 
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kylled his fellewe,and choſe him one of 
the ſecond couple to kyl him. Then thei 
of the ſeconde couple caſt lots betwene 
themſelues fn the pꝛeſence of Joſeph, 
and thone killed the other, then he that 
remapned, choſe him one of the thy2de 
couple to flea him. And in this maner 
dyd thep, tyll they were all ſlapne and 
none lefte aliue, but Joſeph and hys fe- 
lowe: who ſapde bnto Joſeph,go to, let 
vs caſte lottes that we mape go to oure 
bzethzen. Joſeph aunſwered hym, we 
wyl do ſo, i thou be ſo diſpoſed: but firſt 
heare me J p2ape thee ſpeake a fewe 
thinges in thine cares. Tell me, haue 
not theſe ſinners rebelled agapnſt God 
in thus murtherynge of themſelues ſo 
ſhamefullye, neyther coulde J by anye 
meanes dyſwade them, no2 hale them 
from thys opinion. ZH heretfo2e ſhoulde 
we two ſinne againſt god fo grenoufly, 
and againſt our owne ſoules: It the lot 
ſhould ſo fall that J ſhoutd ky!l thee ; J 
ſhould bee counted a mantlear and that 
woztheip: and it may ſo chaunce that 3 
ſhalk eſtape after thee and ſane my life. 

But pf the lot choulde ſo fall that thou 


chouldeſt lea me: thou ſhouldeſt _ 
FF, en 
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ken alſo fo2 a murtherer, and peraduen⸗ 
ture thou ſhuldeſt not eſcape after me, 
yea although thou thynkeſt pes. But 
aſſure thy ſelfe of this: we loſe our hope 
in god, in aſmuche as we ſinne agaynſt 
our ſoules. F02 all theſe men that thou 
ſeeſt heare dead, loe, they haue ſynned 
againſt theyz owne ſoules, dping with- 
oute diſcipline and all good ozder . Ik 
thou wylt ſay, howe ſhall we do foz our 
othe that we haue ſwozne, Doeſt thou 
not knowe, that he that breaketh a vvic- 
ked othe,doth nothing vvickedli himſelfe: 
Fo: a man is not conſtrapned to per- 
fourme an othe vnto god, but to the ke⸗ 
pyng of hys lawes: and hereuppon it is 
that Dauid ſaith. (I haue ſvvorne and vvil 
erfourme. Fo2 neither vo we no2 othe, 


that is made agapnſt the commaunde⸗ 


mentes of God, can bee ratified befoze 
God. And that moꝛe is, befoze that we 
ſware, our fathers ſware fp:ſt a greate 
while ago at the mounte of Sinai, that 
they and thepz chyldzen woulde keepe 
the lawe of the Lo2d., Poiſes alſo made 
a couenaunt with them vpon the ſame, 


and not only with them that then were 


there, but alſo with vs. How then * 
c 
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we bee ſo bolde to ſweare, to bꝛeake the 
la we of god, and become manquellers, 
ſeynge it is one of the. x. commaunde⸗ 
mentes expꝛeſſely. Thou ſhalt not ill. 
Wherfoze my bꝛother, thou ſhalt vn- 
derſtande that we nede not bee ſollict- 
tus no2 carefult fo2 the othe that we 
haue made, but rather to bzeake it, foz 
God wyll neuer bee difpieaſed with vs 
fo: that. Foz J beinge afrayde of theſe 
wicked perſonnes, that lye nowe heare 
dead, did invent thts ſubtyll meanes, FX 
wape to ſweare that J myght ſaue mp 
life. Thou therfoze mp bꝛother pt thou 
wilt be ruled by mine aduile, thou ſhalt 
ſane thi life and mine, and J wil caſt no 
lottes, no2 perfourme the othe that we 
made: Vhich is not good in the lavve. 
It thon wilt not, J wil withſtand thee, 

and fight with thee , ts kyll thee and 
ſkape my ſelfe. And with thys Joſeph 
lept backe and d2ne out his \ſwo2d, ſtan⸗ 
ding ouer againft him at his defence, to 
ſee what his telowe woulde aunſwere. 

His companion hearpnge thys, fturred 

neither hand no: foote againſt him, but 

ſapd: Loe, J am content, do what thou 


thinkeſt good, becauſe thou arte a _ 
0 
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of 6G O D. And blelſed bee the Lo2de 
GO Dok Iſraell, that hath not with- 
dzawen his mercy from me, but made 
me to bee in thy lotfe, whereby mp 
ſoule is ſaued from goynge to Hell: thy 
lotte is atuftelotte. Foz the Lorde vvyll 
notleaue the ſcourge of finners , vppon 
the lot of the iuſte. uche elles beſpdes 
thys ſpake Joſephes companton vnto 
hym, foꝛ he was ſo2e afrayde of hym, 
leaſt he ſhould haue kylled hym pk they 
had encountred together, foz Joſeph 
was the better man of hys handes, and 
therfo2e Joſeph choſe him into hys lot, 
that he might be able to make hys par- 
tie good with him. Jn this potntJoſeph 
played the wyſe mans part, fo2 he eſca- 
ped by thys meanes both from the han⸗ 
des of thoſe wpcked fooles : and alſo 
from hys felowe, 


T Berfoze — called out of the cane 
to captaine Nicanor, and ſaid to him 

in thys wyſe : Wylt thou pꝛompſe me 
that nepther thou no: anye of thy men 
v be here with thee, oꝛ in the Romapns 
campe ſhall kyll vs, befo2e thou hafte 
bought vs vnto Vaſpaſian: and let him 
doe 
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do with vs as he thinketh good. Nicanor 
aunſwered. So and fo deale God with 
me, pf I fulfyll not thy requeſt, pf ſo be 
it thou wylt come fo2zth vnto me toge⸗ 
ther with the men that thou haſte with 
thee, loſeph aunſwered, J wyll come 
fozth vnto thee, and ſo many moe of vs 
as bee alpue: fo2 ſo is it come to paſſe, 
that ſome of vs bee dead here in the 
caue, wherefo:ze howe can they come 
foꝛth: Then ſapd Nicanor:nener thinks 
(frend Ioſeph) that J am come to de⸗ 
cepue thee: come fooꝛth and truſt in thy 
Loꝛd God, foz thou nedeft not to feare, 
Ioſeph ſapde, ſweare vnto me thys, by 
the God of Jſraell, although he bee vn⸗ 
knowen vnto thee. Nicanor anſwered, 
Jſweare vnto thee by that GSD that 
made the wozlde by bis wiſdome, that 
thou nedeſt not to feare me, but boldly 
mapeſt come fozth vnto me. So Nicanor 
made a couenaunte with Joſeph and 
hys felowe, confpꝛminge and ratifipng 
it in wzitinge after the manner of the 
Romaynes : and reached it into the 
caue vpon a ſpeare, holdynge the poyut 
of the ſpeare in hys owne hand, Joſeph 


Woke the wzitinge, red it and beleued 
Nicanor: 
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Nicanor : then came he kooꝛth toNicas 
nor and his felowe with hym. du hen 
Nicanor ſytting vpon his ſeate of eſtate 
that was made hym there in the wood 
nye vnto the caue, ſaw loſeph tome tos 
wardes hpm: he ryſe vp and emb2a- 
ſyng hym, kyſſed hym, ſet hym on his 
ryght hande, and wepte with hym a⸗ 
boundantlpe, he honoured his felowe 
alſo, placing hym betwene Polirmus 
and Gallicanus, whom he hadde at that 
pꝛeſent with him. Then Nicanoraſked 
bym fo2 the reſte of the men that were 
with hym, wyllyng that they ſhoulde 
come foꝛth, and he would honour tbem 
alſs, and do them no harme. Ioſepfi 
declared the whole matter vnto Hym, 
what was become of them. Nicanor 
hearyngof the pertinacious ſtubburn⸗ 
neſſe of the Jewes hartes, , their wic⸗ 

ked intentes, was wöderkfully moued. 

So then he roſe and went from thence. 
with Joſeph and his companion vnto; 


Vaſpaſian, When the Romayne army: 


ſawe Joſeph, thei were greatly aſtoni- 
ed, and gaue a mightic ſhoutr. Some 
retopſed that Joſeph was takt, ſaying: 
This * good lucke, that our eyes ſhall 
P. i, ſes 
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fee our long expected deſyze. Other 
lamented and let teares fal from their 
epes with'penſiuehartes, ſaping: Js 
not this that wozthpe man who made 
all the Komaynes hoſte to quake fo2 
keare, and whoſe fame and renowme 
was knowen thzoughout all landes: 
Howe is it tome to paſſe that ſo migh⸗ 
tye a man is taken in his owne coun- 
tre, and amongtt his owne people: It 
this chaunteth vnto ſuche a man to bee 
taken in his owne lande in the middeſt 
of his familpe and frendes : howe ſhall 
we eſcape in a ſtrange lande? Certain 
euyll diſpoſed perſons of the Romaine 
ſouldiours went to Vaſpaſian and ſapd. 
Dir, you ſhallds well to commaunde 
this man to be laine without mercpe, 
that hath ben the deſtruction of fo ma- 
ny of the people of the Komains. This 
is the ſelfe ſame that ſhot the arrowe : 
ſtroke pou in the legge, putte hym to 
death and then ſhall ye be ſure he ſhall 
neuer mone war re mo2e agapnſt por, 
Ik pou do not, ye ſhall lee hym one day 
agapne rapſe an armp £gaynf vs, and 
deſtroy vs. But loſeph founde frende- 
verpennt y- Uaſpalians ſonnes 
| handes, 
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handes, which came of the Lo2d. Ther 
foze when he harde thoſe wicked mens 
woꝛdes that deſired Uaſpaſian to put 
Joſeph to death, he impꝛoued thepz ads 
upce,and partly in mockage he taunted 
them, ſaying : M yll pou tel my father 


what he hath to doe : wyll pou geue 


hym ſo wicked councel to flea that man 
that peldeth hym ſelfe to vs vppon the 
truſt of our league and bande of frends 
ſypppe, whiche pou nowe go about to 
bꝛeake and fruſtrate: Did not captaine 
Nicanor in my fathers name & Cæſars, 
with ail the Romaines, make a cones 
naunt with hym: Take hede what you 
ſay.Js it not treaſon that you go about 
to bzeake the Ceſareall fidelitie-Moze⸗ 


ouer; who can tell whether it maye ſa 


happen that ſome of vs be taken by the 
Jewes, lpke as Joſeph is p2iſoner at 
this pzeſent with vs: When Uaſpaſi- 
an harde his ſonnes woꝛdes, it pleaſed 
hym, and be ſpared Joſeph, not luffe⸗ 
ryng hym to be ſlaine, but committed 
hym to a certayne capitayne of his, and 
caryed hym aboute with hym thzoughe 
the Cities together with kynge A- 
Jrippa, 
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were abſent, Whe the rouers therfoze 
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After this, Waſpaſian removed his 
campe to Talmida, whiche alſo is ralles 
Acho. and from thence he went to Czſa 
ria a great citie. When they of the cities 
ſawe Joſeph, they'tryed vnto V aſpaſi- 


an, kpll hym, kyll hym, o2 cls he wpll 


one dap be an occaſion to ſtyzre greate 
warres agapnſt thee, But Uaſpaſian 
gaue no care to them. TWhyles he was 
at Ceſaria, tydynges came to hym that 
the Citezins of papho inuaded x ſpoye 
led the Jules that were ſubiecte vnder 
his dominions with a nauie. Uaſpaſi⸗ 
an hearpng thereof, commaunded to 
lap in waite foꝛ them, that they might 
be met withall. So there was an am⸗ 
buſhe layed without the towne, and if 
came topaſſe, that when the pirates 
were gone out a roaupng, Uaſpaſian 
entred the towne, and toke it without 
great reſiſtence,becauſe their ſouldiers 


retourned with they: Naute,and ſawe 
the Romaines in the Citie, thetlabous 
red to arrive and ſette a lande: but ſo- 
deynly a huge tempeſte and a myghtye 
ſto2me d2oue all thep2 ſhippes agapnſt 
the rockes that were in the ſea ſhoare, 
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(fo: there was no hauen fo2 ſhippes) 
there they were loſte manpe of them: 
and ſuch as ſwamme to lande, the Ko⸗ 
maines flue. They that were dꝛowned 
in the ſea and llapne by the Komapnes 
were in nomber foure thouſande, good 
menne of warre : beſpdes them, were 
flayne in the tolone. rl. thouſande, all 
Jewes. 4 | 
T His done, Vaſpaſian ſet fan2th Va⸗ 
lericus and Taribus twoo Komayne 
taptapnes with his ſonne Titus, who 
went, beſieged, and wan the townes 
ok defence that were in Galile. and 
thus dpd Titus vſe them. They that 
yelded vnto hym, he faned thepꝛ liues: 
and whoſoener withſtode hym, he flue. 
Poꝛeouer all the cities that belonged 
to Agrippas in Galile, he reſtoꝛed them 
vnto hymagayne, onip Tiarua crcept, 
which he vtterly raced, and ſue all the 
mankynd, ſpecially fuch as were apt to 
the warres, ſolde alſo they2 wines and 
chyldꝛen. And this was the only Citie 
in all Galile that Titus ſhewed ſuche 
rigbur and ertremitie vnto. Uaſpaſian 
departyng thence toke higiournep to 
Gamala, which is acitie vppon the * 
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ok a mountapne. The name thereof ts 
called Gamala, of an Peb2ue woo2de 
Gamal, that ſignifieth to quite oz to do 
a good turne, becauſe it is the beſt Ci⸗ 
tie that belongeth to Agrippas, and the 
inhabitauntes thereof were all verye 
riche. The citie alſo called Seleucia was 
not farre diſtaunt from it, a countrey 
replenpſhed with good townes, Gar- 
dens, bzoskes, and all kynde of fruit- 
full trees. Agrippa beſought Uaſpaſi- 
an, that he woulde not deſtrop this ct- 
tic: let me go fir (ſaith he) and offer 
them peace, peraduenture they wpll 
take it, that they may ſane theyꝛ liues 
from deſtruction. Uaſpaſian was in- 
treated, ſaying vnto hym: go and doe 
as thou wylit, fo2 thy honours ſake J 
Wyll do ſo much fa2 thee. Do Agrippa 
went to them, and ſpake-frendely and 
peateablpe vato them, and they recep- 
ued hym in lyke maner, but they ment 
deceite, ſaying, Thou arte our Lo2de 
and kyng: to whom therefo2e doth all 
that is oł aup pꝛice, oꝛ to be deſired in 
all Iſraell belong, but vato thee⸗ther⸗ 
foꝛe come nere vnto vs, and debate the 


matter with thy ſeruauntes, Agrippa 
credytyng

tredptyng thepꝛ woꝛdes, came hard to 
the citie, a as he lyſtened to them that 
talked with hym, one caft a great ſtone 
fro the wall, which lyght tuff betwene 
his ſhoulders, with ſuch violence, that 
it ſtroke hym pꝛoſtrate to the grounde, 
and b2ake his backe with one of his 
armes alſo, But his ſeruauntes ſtepte 
to hym, toke hym vp, and carped hym 
to Uaſpaſian: M ho ſepng hym ſo ſoꝛe 
hurt, ſware he woulde neuer go from 
thence tyll he hadde taken the Citie, 
and oꝛdered them in lpke maner as he 
dydde Tiarua, to yu neuer a manne 
aliue therin. The Romapne Phyſiti- 
ans dpd beſtobe ſuche diligence about 
Agrippas, that they cured hym. Uaſ- 
paſian in this rage agayalſt the Seleu⸗ 
ctans, becauſe they had wounded the 
kynge, beſieged and aſſaulted them. 
The Jewes within the towne encou- 
raged one another, ſaying : lette vs 
ſtycke to it nowe and plape the menne, 
ko we haue none other hope to ſaue 
our lines, ſepng we haue thus o2dered 
the kyng. Certayne ſtout men ol them 
therkoꝛe iffued, and encoüntryng with 
the Romaines, made a great laughter 

| P. iii. amongſt 
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amongſt them. After that the Komays 
nes addzeſſed they? engines, planted 
thep2 iron Kammes that they bzought 
with them agapnſt the walles, and by 
that tyme.nyght came, battred a great 
parte thereof downe to the earth, that 
Uaſpaſian and much people with hym 
myght enter at thepz pleaſure. But 
Uaſpaſian gaue commaundemente to 
his armye, that thep ſhoulde not enter 
that nyght into the towne, but ſtande 
and compaſſe the walles vntyl mo2ow 
that they myght ſee how to winne it. 

Kot withſtandyng they woulde not be 
ruled by hym, but antred: then the 
Je wes came vpo them, dꝛue the ftretes 
with chapnes, and cloſed the wayes of 
the Citie, entrapppng them in ſuche a 
ſozte, that they coulde go nother one 
way noꝛ other. After that ſet vpo them 
and bette them downe euen there, ſo 
that they were al layne ſaue a ten men 
that fiedde with Uaſpaſian,and a cap- 
taine named Butius, one of the beſt men 
of warre in all the Komaines-armye, 
hym the Jewes purſued and llue. But 
Uaſpaſian and his ftedde ts the moun⸗ 


taynes,that he might be there in ſaue⸗ 
garde. 
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ga rde. And from thence he ſent to Ti⸗ 
tus his ſonne that was in Siria fo2 the 
Romapne army that he had ſent with 
hym into Perſia, which Titus led into 
Jewzp. 5 
9 Hoꝛtlip after, Uaſpaſian gathered 
ſouldiours and repap2ed his army, 
iopned with-Agrippas company, and 
returned to Seleucia, wan it, and llewe 
them euerp man, leaupng none aliue, 
And afterwarde went to other critics 
of Galile, and toke them. ſeruing them 
in lyke ſoꝛt. After that, he came to the 
citie talled Naſcela, whiche was a wal⸗ 
led towne, and of all the townes of 
defence thzoughout all Galile, none 
left but it. This he beſieged, becauſe 
thyther were reſo2zted many cutthꝛotes 
and wicked perſons without all feare 
of God, ſuche as were robbers and ro- 
uers of the lande of ludea. Emongſte 
whom was a tertapne man named le⸗ 
hochanan, learned, wyſe and pꝛudent, 
ſpeciallp to do miſchicfe, a wyttp toun⸗ 
cellour, and oft ſuche eloquence that he 
could perſwade cunnyngly., diſlwade 
men from that they had purpoſed. Be⸗ 
lydes this, he was a murtherer, ready 
D. v. to 
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to ſhedde bloud and to do any miſchief, 
agreatrobber, and one that euer ga⸗ 
ped after other mens goodes: by which 
meanes he was become very rypche. 
UW herfo:e there reſozted vnto hym all 
vayne perſons, mandlears, rebels, and 
riffians, lpke hym ſelfe, geupng hym 
large rewardes, that they myght be of 
his fraternity, his bꝛethzen t adheren⸗ 
tes, t he to be they2 bead. Titus was 
ſent to this Citie by his father, to offer 
them condicions of peace. Mopther 
when he was come, he ſcent his embal⸗ 
ſadours to the Citizens to intreate the 
peace with them. Mherunto the C1- 
tizens acco2ded, and were ready to en⸗ 
ter in league with Titus. 
hen as this wicked lehochauan per⸗ 
ceived the auncient men of the towne 
and the heades woulde receaue peace, 
hecomaunded his companions to kepe 
the walles, to let them from ſpeakpng 
with the -Romaynes, and that they 
would geue the Romatnes they2 aun 
were. So therfo:e ſedicious Jehocha⸗ 
nan made aunſwere to the embaſſa- 
daur of Titus, ſaping: to mozowe 
haue we aſolempne feaſte to the _ 
od, 
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Sod, tell thy maiſter Titus therekoꝛe, 
that he graunt vs truce fo? two dapes, 
and the thyꝛde dape we wyll geue him 
aunſwere. Wherewith Titus was 


contente, and deferred the aſſaulte fo2 


two dapes. Theſe thinges were done 
bpon A ptſun euen, whiche was cal⸗ 
led the feaſte of wiekes and harueſte. 


The nyght afoze the thpzde daye ap⸗ 


popnted was come, Jehochanan and 
his complices, gatte them out of the 
towne and fledde towarde Jeruſalem, 
cre Titus knewe therok, On themo- 
rowche ſente his emballadour to de- 
maunde thepz aunſwere, bohat they 
would do. Thep aunſwered: we deſire 
to enter in a league with you, foꝛ we 
are pours to ds poutwhatplcaſure pour 
hart deſireth, vpomthis condicton that 
none of the Komapnes hurte epther 
our bodpes 92: goodes. Titus vppon 
this made peace with them, confir- 
ming it by wꝛptyng ſcaicd,fo2 the bet- 
ter aTuraunce therof, So thep opened 
the gates, and Titus came into the 
to wne with his whole armye, and the 
Je wes recepued hym with great iope, 
bonouryng hym very much. 


Then 
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Then Titus inquired fo2 Iehochanan 
bis confederates, the citizens declared 
vnto hym, howe he fied by nyght with 
all his towarde Jeruſalem. Titus hea- 
rpnge that, ſent after to purſue hym, 
pet they founde hym not, he hab made 
ſuche ſpede. Notwithſtandpng, many 
of the people that went ont of the town 
with hym that they mpght eſcape the 
daunger, both men, women and chyl- 
d2en, olde and impotent perſons, they 
onertoke,flue them euerp one, and re⸗ 
turned with a great ſpoyle, After this 
Titus wan all the cities tn Galile, and 
ſet rulers in them. Then Uaſpaſian 
diſlodged from thence and came to the 
mount Tabor, whiche hath ſnow vpon 
it continually, the heyght therof is.rrr 
furlonges, and vpoa the top is a plaine 
rriti. furlonges b2eade. Thyther ſent 
Uaſpaſian one of his captaynes called 
Palgorus, whiche tooke the mountayne 
and the towne that ffode theron, But 
here J wyll leaue of the hyſtoꝛpe of the 
reſt ofthe battaples that were fought 
in other places in the lande of Jſraell 
and Galile, and ſpeake no moꝛe of thr 
in t11s booke, fo; they be almoſt innu⸗ 

merable, 
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merable, and we haue made menct- 
on of them in the hyſtozp of 
the Romapnes.

It tame to paſſe therfoze as lehochanan 
the Galilean was fledde to Jeruſalem 
he founde there menne meete foz his 
purpoſe, iminrious perſonnes, wicked 
men, murtherers, deceyuers, bloud⸗ 
headers an infinite number, Fo: 
gut ok all countreys within the 2 
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Fol Ce. 


howe the Citie was 
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of luda; there repared thyther all men 
of warre, todefende the lanctuarpe of 
our God: and Anani the hye Pꝛieſt re- 
ce iued all that came, Theſe leyng Je- 
hochanan and his valiauntneſle, reuol⸗ 
ted from Anant the bye Pieſte, and 
claue vnto hym, deuyſpng with hym 
of all they2 affapzes. Bo Jehochanan 
conſpired with thoſe cutthꝛzotes to lape 
handes vpon the ryche men of the Ci⸗ 
tie, and to ſpople them of their goodes, 
and this was they2 maner. M hen 
they eſpped anye natable ryche man ol 
the Citie, they woulde after this ſozte 
quarreil with hym2 Arte not thou he 
that bait ſont letters to the Romaynes 
and to Valpaſian, to betrape the Citie 
vnto Nom. Thus woulde they era- 
mine hym bcfo2e the people: and when 
he woulde aunſwere, God fozbydde 3 
ſhoulde ſo do: then would they bzyng 
in godlefſe perſons, limbes of the de⸗ 

upll, oł they2 owne companye, to beare 
kalle witnelle agapnſte hym, that he 
myght be condemned to death by-the 
law foꝛ a rr bell. Thus dealt they with 
Antipas and Lohia, both noble men, and 
of the chicie of the citie: 4 their good's 

it 
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with al they2 Jewels the ſedicious cea⸗ 
ſed fo2 them ſelues. They pickt quar⸗ 
rels alſo to the hie pʒieſtes, thꝛuſt them 
from they? charges that thepcculd not 
execute they2 ſeruice, Pozeduer, thep 
caſt lottes who ſhuld haue the pꝛieſtes 
office,and who ſhuld be no pꝛieſt. Foz 
they helde the pꝛieſthood and ſeruice of 


God,fo2 topes, gaudes, and trifics. S0 
the lotte fell vpon one that was called 
Puani, the ſonne of Pentel, à carterly huſ- 
bandman, ignoꝛaunt what belongedto 
the pꝛieſtes office, ſo that he was vtter 
by vnwozthy of the pꝛieſthood: pet they 
made hem hye pꝛieſt foꝛ al that, ſo light 
à matter made they of the pꝛieſthood. 
The good ⁊ godipe men ot Jeruſalẽ ſe⸗ 


png the power of theſe ruſtfians 4 wic- 
ked perſons bcare ſuch ſwindge': they 
ſtacke together, 4 determined to with⸗ 
ſtand the by foꝛce. The people therfoze 
earneſtly moued with anger, ſet vpon 
them, 4 encountred with them in ſuche 
ſo2t, that the fight was 25 on tothe 
ſydes, inthe ſtreates, in the markete 
place, in the temple, s in the entraunce 
of the temple, tyll all the citie was fyl⸗ 
led full of dead bodies and ſlatne men. 
Foz there was not ſo muche as one 


a 
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ſtreate, but there was ſome ſkyꝛzmiſ⸗ 
ſhes in it. The people at length gatte 
the vpper band of the rafftans,fo2 thei 
were eagerly ſet and earneſtelp bente 
agapnfte them. The ſedicious therfoze 
ſeeyng them ſelues not able to make 
thep2 partie good with the people, fted 
euerp man into the temple of the 02d, 
thutteitafter them, and there remap⸗ 
ned. But Anani thebye Pꝛieſt, ſepng 
the wicked to be fledde to the Temple, 
wplled the people to ceaſe their fyght- 
tyng with them in the holy Temple of 
the Loꝛde, leaſt they ſhoulde pollute it 
with the bloudde and dead carkaſes of 
theſe wicked perſonnes. The people 
therſo:elcft ot the fight. Then Anani 
beſet the temple rounde about with a 
vi. thonſande of the beſt and pickedſte 
menne ofthe people, well armed all of 
them with1ackes and ſallectes, and 
aſwell weaponed, with euerp mana 
ſwo2de, a Target, and a Speare 0! 
pke, to keepe the Temple that 
they ſhoulde not come fooꝛth. 

Mozeouer, Anani caſte in his mynde 
that beſpdes the inuadpnge them 


in the Temple, whiche were in no 
wyſe 
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wyſe ſemelp:it ſhoulde alſo be as great 
à damage, pf the people of the Lozde 
ſhoulde one rpue and ſticke another in 
the very Temple. Foz theſe cauſes he 
ſente Embaſſadours to Ichochanan the 
Galilean chtefe capitaine of the Sedi⸗ 
cious and thicues,offeryng him peace; 
but Iehochanan refuſed it. Foz the @e- 
dicious hadde ſent foz the Edomites to 
come and apde them, Theſe Edomttes 
had bene euer from theyꝛ fy2ſte begyn⸗ 
nynge verye hardpe and vallaunt men, 
and warlike: pet were they ſubiece to 
the Jewes. Foz Hircanus kinge of Juda 
had conquered them, and cauſed them 
to be circumciſed: binding ſuch of theim 
as were the beſt warriours to thys ſer⸗ 
upce: to ſtande in armes, and kepe 
watche and warde vpon the walles of 
Jeruſalem day and nyghte,and the reit 
of them to pape tribute to the Jewes. 
Upon a certapne night came.rrit.thou-s 
ſande ok theſe Edomites, all good men 
of warre agapnſt Jeruſalem. When 
Anani the hie Paieſt and the people that 
were with him, harde the noyſe of the 
Edomites armpe: he went vppon the 
walles and demaunded of them what 
Q. i. they 
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they were, krom whence they came, and 
whither they would. Thei aunſwered. 
Me are Edomites, and came oute of 
E domea to viſite the loꝛd God and hys 
temple, and to ſee in what caſe his peo⸗ 
ple ſtadeth:fo2 thys we come accozding 
to our accuſtomed maner as euer here- 
tofo2e . Anani aunſwered:Pou are dyſ⸗ 
ſemblers and not as pour wooꝛdes doe 
ſhewe, neither come pe to ſeke God and 
his ſanctuarye, noꝛ pet to apde hys peo- 
ple, but rather to the ſuppoztyng of le⸗ 
-hochanan, graunde captaine of thieues. 
Mere it not better fo2 you to aſſiſt the | 
ſanctuarp ot God, then theſe ſinfull ſe- 
dicious perſons, that couet nothing els 
then to laye waſt the houſe of God,and 
to deſtroy his people: Thep in the moſt 
holy Citie of God, do ſhed the bloud of 
iuſt, godly, and innocent men: through 
whoſe wickedneſſe the Komaines hane 
the vpper hande vppon vs, becauſe we 
haue ctuill warres at home with the | 
ſedicious, and erternall with the Ko- 
maines, Pea, the wickedneſſe of the ſe⸗ 
dicious is growen ſo far, that the moſte 
part of vs hadde rather be ſlapne of the 
Romaynes, then ofoure bꝛethzen the 

Jewes. 
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Je wes. It᷑ ſo be it, ye be come to mapn⸗ 
taine them, ye ſhal vnderſtande that ye 
offende oure Lo2de God greuouſly, to 
helpe ſinners and murtherers , that 
tread the people of & O D vnder thepz 
feete, lykeas men treade Grapes in a 
wine pꝛeſſe, and make the Temple of 
the Loꝛd a dwelling plate of manquel⸗ 
lers and wicked perſonnes, Pe ſape pe 
come to ſeke the Loꝛde: ho we is it then 
that pe are thus in armes after the ma⸗ 
ner of warre 2 Pe ſhall vnderſtande, 
we ſhut not the gates of the towne bes 
cauſe of pou, leaſt you ſhoulde come in, 
after youre accuſtomed nanner: but be⸗ 
cauſe of poure armoure and weapons 
that pou haue with pou, whiche are in⸗ 
ſtrumentes of deſtruction, a verpe vn- 
meete faſhion to come and viſite the 
Lo2de with. You ſhoulde rather haue 
tome with offeringes, ſacrifices, con⸗ 
keſſion, and pꝛaiſe. Notwithſtandinge, 
ik pe wil enter into the towne fo2 deno- 
tion ſake, pe are welcome: but pe muſte 
lape awape pour weapons, and ſo en⸗ 
ter in peaceablye, The Edomptes 
aunſwered . Me maruaple not a lit- 
tle at thee whiche arte the hie Pziefte; 

Q. ii. dur 
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dur Lo2de and mediatoure, and af the 
reſt of the Pꝛieſtes of the Loꝛd, with 
the Elders and Judges of the people 
that bee peſente with thee, and poure 
wooꝛdes ſeeme ſtraunge in our eares, 
Foz we vnderſtande, pou take vs fo: 
pour enempes, and therevpon you ſtop 
vs of oure entraunce into the Citie to 
viſite the Loꝛde God after our accuſtos 
med maner. In that we be armed as ye 
obiece vnto vs: do pe not knowe that 
Uaſpaſian dꝛaweth nye to come to this 
boly Citie? Thys we hearinge of, was 
the cauſe that we tooke oure weapons 
with vs, to come to apde pon, and kepe 
the towne, as we haue beene wonte 
theſe manye peares. But howe ſhoulde 
pe gather thys that we come to ſup- 
po2t the wycked and ſedicious that bee 
with you: when as from the kpꝛſt dape 
that euer we and our fathers were cir⸗ 
cumciſed, we neuer (warned from the 
Lawe and commaundementes ok the 
Loꝛde: Tell vs pk there bee anpe com⸗ 
maundement in the lawe that byddeth 
a manne to ſtrengthen and mapntapne 
the power of the wycked, to the whiche 
we are bounde to harken, and _ 
thele? 
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choſe? God fo2bid we ſhoulde doe thys: 


oʒ we all, both that be here, and the 
other Edomites aiſo be ſeruauntes, of 
the Lo2d and his people, to mapntapns 
and defende the lawe, the people, and 
the houſe of the Lozde. TWhyles they 
were thus talkyng together, there roſe 
vpa greatcloude, and lyghtenynges 
were ſene with kyꝛe, and darknes with 
mightie thunder clappes, and ſhowers 
of hayle,that all that ſaw it were won- 
derfully afrayde. Wherfoze the people 


fied wholye, left not onely the walles, 


but Anani alſo, foꝛ they could not abyde 
to tary ani longer. But Anani toke hart 
vnto him and abid it, to marke thoſe 
hoꝛrible ſignes of heauen, whiche dpd 
appeare, that he might iudge what thei 
betokened, And he gaue his indgement 
in dede(but not accozding to the truth) 
that the thunder and hayle with the 
darkneſſe, ſignified Gods helpe, by the 
hope whereof, they ſhoulde defende the 
ſanctuary ef the Lozde. And lykewyſe 
ludged all the Elders that were with 
him, without percepuing that all theſe 
ſignes betokened the enyls that ſhould 
come vppon Jeruſalem and all Jſraell. 


Q. ili. When 
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When they that were ſhut in the tem⸗ 
——— that they that kepte the 
atche bekoze the gate of the temple, 
were fted alſo fo2 feare of the tempeſt, 
they wente and opened the do2es of the 
temple,and in that darknes, which al- 
though it was ſo great Þ one could not 
ſee another foꝛ the thicknes therof,net- 
ther durſte any of the towne once looke 
put of his dozes, they were ſo fearde of 
thoſe terrible ſignes of the Elemente: 
pet came thoſe deſperate felowes , the 
ſcdicious oute of the temple , d2ue to- 
ward the walles without al feare with 
ſawes and other inſtrumentes to cut a 
ſunder the barres of the gates. And 
when the craſhinge of the thunder and 
haple was greateſt, then laboured they 
hardeſt, in wꝛaſting a ſunder the lockes 
and boltes of the gates, leaſt they ſhuld 
be perceyued, And euer whan the thun- 
der clap was paſt, then ſtayed they and 
left of tyll it came againe. Thus plated 
thei til they had bꝛoken and opened the 
gates, & lette in the Edomites into the 
citie, who being once come in, wand2ed 
here + ther fo2 that night, deuiſing how 
they might let the vpon citizens of the 
towne, 
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tone, and vtterly deſtroy them. They 
called out fy2ſf thepꝛ confederates, that 
remayned in the temple, bꝛought them 
thence and iopned altogether with the 
Edomites, ſwearpnge one to another 
that they ſhoulde be one people and one 
armie. And fozthwith, beinge ſo confe- 
derated together, they lewe the ſame 
night. 8500 of the people of god, al good 
men of God, all good men of warre, be- 
ſpdes innumerable other that they kil- 
led of the common people. Jn the mo2s 
ning they laide hands on the rich men, 
haled them befoze iudges and the. rr. 
elders, which otherwiſe be called San- 
hedrin, whom they called together, and 
there wicked Iehochanan the Galelian 
ſpake vnto them in this wiſe, WThy c0- 
demne ye not theſe rich cobbes, v haue 

made a coſpiracie with the Komaines, 
and determine to betray thys holy citie 
into their handes?: Namely one Secha⸗ 
riahu a iuſt man, perfit, godly, and ver- 
tuous, one that feared the [02d, © loued 
both god t man: but fo2 his riches only, 


which were very great, this lchochanan - 


captaine of the ſedicious app2ehended 
| bym, willinge thelders to condemne 


Q. iti. bym 
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him to death, foz that he hadde iopned 
with they2 enemies (as he ſapd) to be⸗ 
tray the Citie to them. The Pꝛieſtes, 
Elder, e iudges, hearing his wozdes, 
and percetuing that both he and the reſt 
of hys bloudp bande deſpzed nothynge 
elles then to make this man awape, al⸗ 
though they knewe him to be moſte in- 
nocent: they wepte and ſyghed greatly. 
Iehochanan ſeyng them wepe fo2 Secha⸗ 
riahu, and that they woulde not con⸗ 
demne him, reſpectinge hys tuſtyce and 
integritie: What, quoth he, do pe be- 
gin to mourne befozs there be any coꝛſe 
pꝛeſent: FJ would J ſhoulde neuer come 
where god hath to do, but pf ye oꝛder vs 
thus in pour iudgmentes, ye ſhalbe the 
fy2if that we wyll laye holde of, and we 
will ſit in iudgement our ſelues, to dil⸗ 
cerne the matters of the people of god, 
acco2dinge as we thynke good. Then 
laiynge a part al ſhame, with an obſtt- 
nate minde the wicked ſoꝛte hopſed vp 
Sechariahu, caryed him oute of the place 
ot iudgement, and bzought him vppe to 
the top of a very hie tow2e at the Caſte 
endeofthe towne , from whence they 
thꝛuſt him downe headlong,and he = 

there 
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there at the walles ſpde in the vale of 
Ichoſchaphat , The Pꝛieſtes therefoze 
were ſoꝛe afraide of they2 own partes, 
and the Judges alſo with the Elders, 
ſeyng the wickednes of Ichochanan and 
the reſt of the ſeditious. 

Fo2 Ichochanan had geuen them war- 
ninge and ſaid: except ye geue ſentence 
bppon euerp man that we ſhall b2zynge 
bnto you, accoꝛdinge to our myndes, be 
pe aſſured, ye ſhall al of vou go the ſame 
way that Sechariahu is gone befoze pou, 
After that, thei appꝛehended a tuft man 
and a ryche, that was beloned of all the 
towne, whole name was Gorinion, ſur - 
named valeaunt: and hewas a valtaunt 
man in dede, moſte crpert in the wars, 
thereto wyſe and wittie, and a man ok a 
pure and perfite lpfe . One that was 
euer the fozmoſte in battayle whenſo⸗ 
euer they had anye conflict agapnſt the 
gentils that beſieged Jeruſalem : and 
this was his accultomedmaner. Whan 
the enemies marched to iopne battaple 
with the Jewes, he would runne vpon 
them with ſuch fo2ce, and make laughs 
ter of them, that ſpite of they2 hartes, 
he would dꝛyue them to retire, and by 
| Q. v. that 
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that meanes his body was ful of ſkars, 
his face and head wonderkulli mangled 
with the woundes that he had recepued 
in battayles that he had bene in fo2 the 
people of the Loꝛd. Pet now becauſe he 
would not folowe that moſt cruetl vyl- 
laines minde Jehochanan, and take his 
part, Jehochanan commaunded hym to 
bee appzehended and brought befoze 
him, and when he was come, ſapd thus 
vato him. Bake thy wyll, ſet thy houſe 
in a ſtap, and confefCe thy ſelfe vnto the 
Lo2dc, fo2 there is no waye with, thee 
but death. And ſo they led hym out of 
the towne to kill hym there, leaſt there 
ſhould be any buſines about his death, 
if thep had put him to death within the 
towne ; Foz all the citizens of Jeruſa- 
lem loued hym , and he lykewiſe loued 
them. Then they were come to the 
place ot execution, Goꝛinion fell downe 
afozethem , and beſought them with 
teares,in thys wypſe. Seyng pe haue (0 
determined that pe wyll nedes flea me, 
when as notwithſtandpng J haue com⸗ 
mitted no crime, no2 any thynge offen- 
bed, and that ye wyll in no wyſe ſpare 
me, although JF bee innocente as you 

knowe 
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knowe well inough pour ſelues : pet A 
beſeche pou, lette me obtapne thys one 
thinge at pour handes, that pou woulde 
do ſo muche at the leaſt wyſe at my re- 
queſt as to buri my body,other.-fauour 4 
deſy2e not. Thep made him aunſwere: 
If thou hadft not ſpoken vnto vs ther- 
of, we had thought to haue done tt, foz 
ſo we were determined with oure ſel- 
nes. But no we ſeynge thou art ſo bold 
as to demaunde this of vs, we will lea 
thee, but burpall getteſt thou none, thy 
bodp ſhalbe caſt foo2th vnto the beaſtes 
of thearth and fouls of thaire, Gorinion 
pet beſought them to the contrary, vn⸗ 
tyll the moſte cruell Jehochanan ftroke 
him and flue hym, and after thꝛewe ont 
his bodi to the beaſtes of the fielde:this 
done they retourned into the citie. 
7 Aſpaſian in the meane ſeaſon dꝛue 
— Jeruſalem, koz he had pitched 
his tents at Ceſaria, where he relieued 
his armp, and paide his ſouldiers great 
wages: wherefo2e thep tarped in that 
titie many dapes. Fo2 when Uaſpaſian 
vnderſtode of the ctuill warres in Je⸗ 
ruſalem, he ſayd vnto his people: let — 
mayie 
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make no haſt to beſiege Jeruſalem:tyll 
ſache time as they haue flayne one ano⸗ 
ther amongeſt themſelues, and (ſs at 
length they; pzide wilbe pulled downe 
when as they ſee themſelucs waſte a- 
waye with ciuill warres , hunger and 
thurſt. Fo2 Valpal:an was a wonderful 
politike man in all feates of warres, 
and hys wyledome neuer tourned hym 
to mo2ccommonditie then in this denyſe 
onelp. So he ſoiourned at Ceſaria with 
his men mani daies. In the meane ſea⸗ 
ſon, the people of Jeruſale made warrs 
bppon Ichochanan and hys complices, 
bntpll innumerable of them were de- 
ſtroped, ſome of them were flapne with 
ſwozdes:ſome the ſeditious ſtickt with 
ſhozt daggers. Foꝛ certaine of the ſedi⸗ 
tious carped ſhozt daggers ſecretly vn- 
der thep2 garmentes, wherewith they 
would come ſodapnelp vppon an honeſt 
and iuſt ma, and thꝛuſt him to the hart, 
that he ſhoulde fall downe dead in the 
place without knowledge who ſtroke 
him. So by thys meancs, what with 
ſwoꝛdes in open frayes,and what with 
daggers ſecretly, very many of the peo- 
ple were ſlapne: and far moe that = 

tyen 
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then by the Komaines: in ſo much that 
now very fewe citizens were left aliue. 


Thus whan Ichochanan had gotten the 
vpper hand of the Citie, he made an ar⸗ 


mie oute of Jeruſalem, to goe and take 


the Cities that hadde made peace with 


V aſpahan, which they ſacked and raced 


to the ground, c whoſocuer thep founde 
in them, Romaines oz Jewes they flue 
the. Pea Jehochanan went with them 
himſelfe, to apde them, ſpopling and cas 
rpinge awape all the rycheſſe that they 
founde in them. They toke alſo the Ci⸗ 
tic Gerara, that ſtode beponde Jozdane, 
where as they remapned. Then the in⸗ 
habitauntes of Jeruſale both pꝛieſtes, 
Elders and the reſt ok the people, ſente 
Embaſſadours to Uaſpaſian to deſire 
peace with him, and ſuccoures agaynſt 
Ichochanan, and hys wycked rabble, 
whiche daplpe in the towne due verye 
many of the people of god. The citizens 
alſo of Gerara ſent Embaſſadours vnto 
Uaſpaſian, ſaping: Jf thou wilt be lozd 
ouer the lande of Iudea, and the citie of 
Jeruſalem, and veſpꝛeſt to aſſure the 
rule therof, and eſtabliſhe it vnto thee: 
then harken vnto oure counſaple, and 

come 
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come bnto vs without delap, to deliner 
bs from the hands of Jehochanan, and 
the wicked Sedicious perſonnes , that 
with all they2 might endeuour to ſpoile 
all our goodes, and to get the dominion 
ouer vs,oure wpues, and chyldzen, to 
none other purpoſe, then by that mea- 
nes to deſtrop vs vtterlp, that no rem - 
naunt of vs ſhoulde be lefte. Jfſo bee it 
thou wilte come and valtauntlye with⸗ 
ſtande them with thy power, we wpll 
alſo fpghte againſte theym within the 
towne, tyll thep bee all ſlapne, and then 
thou ſhalt be our Lo2d, And that done, 
thou mapeſt goe to Jeruſalem without 
any impediment oꝛ hinderaunce sf any 
man, foz they alſo of that Citie deſp2e 
the ſame , and woulde gladlye become 
Subieges to the Komapnes. When 
as therefoze Uaſpaſian heard the pett- 
cions of the citizens of Gerata,he tooke 
hys tourney thpther to ſuccoure them, 
and deferred to goto Jeruſalem. But 
Ichochanan harde of hys repapze, wher- 
 fo2eheſlue the chiefe gouernour of Ge- 
rara,and gat him out of the towne with 
his companions and toke them to their 
feete, determininge to flee into a cer- 

tayne 
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tapne woode. Uaſpaſian haning knows 
ledge thereof, made out after them, ſen- 
ding one poligorus, who eucrtoke them 
and made a greate laughter of them. 
And in hps retourne towarde Gerara, 
vpon Iordane ſyde, he lyght vpon muche 
people gopnge to Jeruſalem, that they 
myght eſcape together with the Hedi⸗ 
cious, Them poligorus dꝛoue backe vns 
to the riuer, wher he ſlue. xiii.thouſand 
of them, the reſt leaped into Iordane and 
were dꝛowned, to the number of. lxxxxii 
thouſande men, women and chyldzen. 
with muche cattell that were all dzow- 
ned together in the rpuer , in ſo muche 
that the chanell of Jozdane was ſo ſtuk⸗ 
fed and ſtopte with dead bodyes , that 
the waters ryſc and ran ouer the ban- 
kes here and there into the fieldes and 
plapnes. Pet at the length the waters 
encreaſed and bare the carkaſes downe 
the ryuer as farre as the ſea ot Sedom, 
whiche is the ſea of pitch, otherwyſe 
called the ſalt ſea: and al the bankes of 
Jo2dane lay full of dead bodpes. After 
thys Uaſpaſtan toke his tourney from 
thence and went into the lande of Ede m 


where he wan two ſtronge Cities, the 


one 


Fl 
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one called Lagarith, the other Cephar 
Toch, and flue a.r. thouſand of the peo- 
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ple thereof, leadinge the reſt away into 
bondage, From thence he diflodged and 
came to a towne called Chamath Gedi, 
whiche he ſubdued. In this Citie were 
well ſpꝛinges of hoat waters, from 
whence the hoate bathes of Tiberiah 
haue thep2 oziginall. The natural Phi⸗ 
loſophers and Aſtronomers of that 
countrey, holde an opinion that theſe 
are the heades of all the hoate well 
ſpꝛin ges in that hole countrep. Depar- 
tyng from thence, he came to Samaria 
and wan it. Then repap2ed he agayne 
all the townes that he hadde ſubdued, 
and made vp they: walles, placyng ga- 
riſons therein to apde hym what tyme 
he ſhuld beſiege Jeruſalem. That done, 
he retourned to Ceſaria to take muſter 
of his hole armie, and pꝛepare to go to 
beſiege Jeruſalem. But in the meane 
ſeaſon came purſeuauntes from Rome 


and bꝛought hym woꝛde that Nero the 


Emperoure was dead, and howe that 
as he was a huntinge in the countrey, 
the fyꝛe of the Loꝛde came downe from 
heauen, and fell vpon hym that he * 
0 
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of if. After whom reigned Galba, not 
one whole pere: fo2 afoꝛe it was fullye 
ended, he was llayne by the noble men 
of Rome, and Vitellius created in his 
ſteede, a foole, pet a ſoze cruell man, 
much geuen to dꝛonkennelle, ſo that he 
was in all poyntes vnwozthye of the 
Romaine Empire, The noble men of 
Rome that were with Valpaſian, hea- 
ryng this, greately diſdayned at that 
matter and ſapde: Was there neuer a 
noble man of Nome left to be placed in 
the Empire, but ye muſt choſe a dꝛon⸗ 
ken wine ſouffer 2 Why dpd pe not ras 
ther elect that myghtye pzince Uaſpa- 
ſian that is here with vs, a lage and 
wyſe man, therto alſo moſt valeaunt, 
one that conquered manye cities, and 
banquiſhed many nations, and thoſe 
mofte fierce - What putſſaunt kynges 
hath he ſubdued under the Komayne 
empire: hob karre t wyde hath he en- 
larged the dominids of the Romains 2 
And now when as the empire ought to 
haue ben beſtowed vpon Uaſpaſian oz 
ſome one lyke vnto him, and none ſuch 
coulde be founde amongſte pou : ye be- 
ſtowed it vpon a foole, and a blowbols 
Rl. dzunkarde, 
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dzunkarde, wherin pe haue done very 
vndiſcretelp. Mell, thempire of Nome 
ſhall haue a better emperour one dape, 
and God ſay Amen, Uhberevpon the 
P2inces that were there lapdethep3 
heades together, and decreed to p20- 
clapme Uaſpaſian Emperour. Ther- 
koze with one conſent, they went vnto 
Uaſpaſian and ſapde vnto hym. Thou 
ſhalt be our head, foz the Empire be- 
longeth to ſuch a one: and thou ſhalte 
haue the dominion oner vs. But Uaſ- 
paſian refuſed to take it vpon hym, and 
woulde in no wyſe conſent vnto them. 
Notwithſtandyng they compelled him 
and placed hym vpon a th2one of maie⸗ 
ſtie, ſettpng an imperiall crowne vpon 
his head: which he woulde haue put a⸗ 
wap, and pulled of with his bande, be- 
cauſehe woulde not be Emperour. 
Uherefoze the Romayne captapnes 
d2ewe out they: ſwoo2des, and ſapde: 
Thou ſhalte be Emperour and raigne 
ouer vs, therfo2e refule it not: if thou 
do, thou ſhalt dye vppon our ſwoꝛdes. 
Uaſpaſtian therefo2e ſepng hym ſelfe 
conftrapned, beyng afrapde of his life, 
be was contente to ſuffer hym ſelfe 5 
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be pꝛoclapmed Emperour. Then all 
the army was l wozne onto hym, and 
he ſate vpon the royall ſeate, as Empe⸗ 
rour, and kyng okkpnges. 


7 He Ciutll warres at Jeruſalem 
encreaſed moze and moze, and 
muche bloud was ſhedde tho2owe the 
wickedneſſe of Ichochanan Captapne of 
the thieues, a lymbe of the Deupll : 
and through the cutthzote murtherers 
that were with hym, who had all even 
ſwoꝛne the vtter deſtruction of the Ci⸗ 
tie of the Koꝛde, and the deathes of his 
people. There was alſo an other cut- 
thꝛote ruffian, of a noble houſe in Ju- 
dea at Jeruſalem about the ſame tyme 
called Schimeon, who began alſo tg 
folowe Jehochanans maners in lleing 
Innocentes, and robbyng and reauing 
in Jeruſalem. Foz Anani the bye 
pꝛieſt had once appopnted hym P2ince 
and chiefe captapne of Jeruſalem : and 
afferwardes fpndpng hym an enemies 
banyſhed hym the Citie. | 
Mherfoze Schimeon went and gate 
hym a rout of vathzpftes,murtherers, 
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and thienes,caftyng in his mynde and 
ſaping 2: Excepte Jioyne my ſelfe with 
ſuch good felowes, J ſhall neuer be a- 
ble to bee reuenged of Anani and his 
aſliſtauntes that haue thus banyſhed 
me out of Jeruſalem into exple w2ong- 
fully, vnto my great diſhonour. Shall 
A that haue ben in ſuch eſtate, nowe be 
caſt out of my dignitie, and be conſtrai⸗ 
ned to wander here and there as a ba- 
nyſhed man? ⸗ 
He went therfozc th2oughe all the Ci⸗ 
ties of Judea and Galile, cauſynge to 
be pꝛoclapmed in the ſtretes and mar⸗ 
ket places, and ſent his letters where 
he coulde not come hym ſelfe, in this 
maner and fourme: Mhoſoeuer lp⸗ 
ſteth to be rydde from the bondage of 
his maiſter, oz hath had anp iniurp in 
his countrye, oz what ſernaunt ſoeuer 
deſireth to be ſet at liber tie, oꝛ who ſo 
can not abyde the rule of his father oz 
bis maiſter, all that be in debte and 
ſtande in feare of they2 creditours, 03 
feare the iudges fo2 ſheadyng any in- 
nocent bloud, and therto2e lurketh ſo⸗ 
litarply in woodes 92 mountapnes, pk 
there be any man that is accuſed of any 

notozious 
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notoꝛious cryme, and in anpe daunger 
therkoꝛe: to bee ſhoꝛte, whoſoeverts 
diſpoſed to robbe and reaue, to do in⸗ 
iurp and wꝛonge, to haunte hooꝛes, to 
ſteale, to murther, to eate and dzynke 
at other mens coſte, without labour of 
his handes: let hym reſozte to me, J 
wyll delpuer hym from the poake and 
daunger of the lawes, and wyll fynde 
hym his fyll of boties and ſpoples. 
There allembled onto hym aboute 
twenty thouſand men, all murtherers 
thieues, rebelles, lawleſle perſonnes, 
wicked and ſedicious men. 
Then beganne Schimeon alſo to vere 
the Iſraelites, to tourne all vpſpde 
downe whereſocuer he came, UWhen 
the citizens of Jeruſalem, the pꝛieſtes, 
elders,and Ananithehye p2ieſt, harde 
tydynges of Schimeons deſpitefull wic- 
kedneſſe, how he helde on ſtyll opp2el[- 
ſyng the people of God, they were ve- 
ry penſine,ſaying : noe wpll this fe- 
lowe moꝛe trouble vs then Iehochanan, 
be he neuer ſo cruell. They cenſulten 
therkoꝛe and agreed, ſecretely to ſende 
a power agaynſte hym, that myght ſo⸗ 
deyniy fall vppon hym and ouer runne 
N. ili. hom. 
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bhym. Perauenture (ſay they)thep may 
flea hym oꝛ take hym aliue, befo2e his 
wickeoneſſe growe to further incon⸗ 
uenience, and ioypne hym ſelfe with 
our foes: then thall they aſſaple vs 
both within the towne and without. 
Zhep made cut therfoze agapnſte hym 
a great aempof Ilraclites and Jewes, 
with Charettes, and hozſemen, and 
footemen in greate nomber, whiche 
came where his campe lap, and found 
hym in the cone fieldes deſtroping of 
the grapne, pullyng downe of barnes, 
and burnyng all both cozne and Oliue 
trees. Then the leroſolymites deupded 
they2 army, and (et vpyon Schimeons 
tentes ſodapniye , ſmote downe his 
tentes and made a great laughter vp- 
pon the ſedicious. But ſhoꝛtlpe after 
Schimeon gate the vpper hande of the 
people of God, foz he came vpon them 
in the nyght ſeaſon, and made a ſoze 
flaughter amongeſt them. Then thep 
that remapned tooke them ſelues to 
fipght towardes Jeruſalem, and Schi⸗ 
meon purſued them, kyllpng them vn- 
to the harde gates of Jeruſalem, ſo 
that manye of them were llapne " the 
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wape, and verpe fewe eſcaped. After 
this Schimeon went and moned warr 
vppon the Edomites, eve we them 


vnto hym ſelke, which befo2e were vn⸗ 
der the dominion of the Jeroſolimites. 
And ſpꝛſt he came to the citie Ala, other 
wyſe called Gaza, fo2 it was the fp:ſfe 
Citie within the bozders of Edome, as 
men come from Jeruſalem. But the 
Edomites mette hym in the fielde in 
great nomber, and iopned with hym, 
but nother parte hadde the victozpe: 
wherkoꝛe at length they retired bothe, 
Then was Schimeon in ſo greate a 
rage when as he coulde not ouercome 
theſe Edomites, that he wyſhte hym 
ſelke out of his lyfe. So heceaſſed figh⸗ 
tynge a whyle, and encamped hym- 
ſelke in the bozders of the lande of E⸗ 
dome ryght agapnſt it, and there above 
thynkyng to ſette vppon them at an c# 
ther tyme. 

And as he was deuyſynge howe to 
oder all thynges, there came vnto 
hym an Edomite called Jacob, one of 
the chiefeſte menamangite them, and 
a warriqur, He hearing of Schimeons 

N. ii pꝛo⸗ 
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p2oclamation, was moued to come and 
enter in league with hym, and therup⸗ 

pon ſapde onto bym. Neuer lette it 

diſcomfozt thee that thou couldeft not 

ouercome the Sdomites at the fp2ſte 

battaple. If thou wylte be ruled by my 

councell, thou ſhalt winne all the Ci⸗ 

ties in the whole lande, and J wyll de- 

liuer them into thy handes. Schimeon 

deſired to knowe howe : therfoze ſapde 

he let vs here thy councell, and ſhewe 

vs howe it may be brought about, and 

Ihen it is come to paſſe, then wpll we 

honour thee and rewarde thee acco2- 

dyngly. Jacob ſapde, geue me the one 

halte of thyne army, which J wpll lead 

with me into an ambuſhe: then ſhalt 

thou in the moznyng betymes ſet thy 

men in arap agapnft the Edomites ko: 

a ſtale, and when thou ſhalte perceaue 

them come againſt thee : then make as 

thoughe thou fledſte, vntyll thou haſte 

ſtaled them ont of the towne into the 

fieldes to purſue thee. Then wyll I 

with my men come out of our ambuſhe 

and make ſpede to the gates, where we 
ſhall ky!l the warders, and ſodapnelpe 
enter the towne, ipkewyle kyll al _ 
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we kynde there, and ſet bp a flagge vp- 
pon the tow2e of the towne. Then 
when the Edomites ſhal ſe that, their 
hartes wyll be dead fo2 ſozowe : then 
mapeſt thou turne agapne vpon them, 
and beate them down at thy pleaſure, 
Oz yk thou ipke not this deupce, heare 
pet another wap. J haue ben a captain 
amongſt them a long whyle, therekoze 
J wpll returne in the nyght ſeaſon in- 
to the towne: pf the watche examine 
me from whence J come, J wyll tell 
th? J come fro Schimeons campe, why- 
ther J went as a ſpye. Then wpll J go 
to the elders of the towne, wyll them 
to let me haue a companye of the beſte 
ſsuldiours: and J wyl bꝛzyng Schime⸗ 
on into thepz handes, yfhe ſet vppon 
vs agapne. Foz J haue vewed his 
tampe, and his power, and underſtand 
that he entendes to moꝛobe to cnter- 
meddle with vs, which thou ſhalt do in 
dede. And when thou ſeeſt me to ſſſue 
out agaynſt thee: thou ſhaite ſette thy 
ſtaſte in the reſte, and come towardes 
me, then wyl 2 take me to flpght, and 
caſte a feare in the Edomites hartes 
that they ſhall flie alſo, whiche _ 
| thou 
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thou mapeſt purſue to flea them at thy 
pleaſure, ouercome them, and enter 
the tovine, Then that towne great Ala 
once taken, thou ſhalt quickly win all 
the reſt. &Uhen Schimeon had harde 
this, he went and deliberated with his 
owne counſell, and they lykte the laſte 
deupſe beſt: wycrfo2e, that they conclu⸗ 
ded vpon. 0 Jacob the Edomite re- 
turned bynyght to Aſa, and declared 
to the auncientes ofthe towne, how he 
had ben in Schimeons campe, and had 
bewed his army, whereby he had con- 
ceiued good hope that he ſhoulde delp⸗ 
uer Schimeon into their handes ſhozt- 
ly. The Elders therefoze made tym 
graunde captapn and chiete of all their 
men ot warre, chargyng enery man in 
this wyſe. Foz ſomuch as none of you 
are ſoerpert in the knowledge of war⸗ 
fare as is Jacob, therefo2e behouzth it 
vou to folowe hym in all thynges: if he 
ſet foꝛ ward, ſet pe foꝛwarde: where as 
he pitcheth his tent, pitche pe alſo:if he 
ſtap, ſtay pe: when as he klieth, flie pe: 
to be ſhoꝛte, when he returneth, then 
returne ye,tgonot one heere bzeadth 
from that that he ſhal commaund you, 

neither 
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nepther one way noz other. Upon the 
next moꝛowe, Schimeon iſſued out of 
his campe with all his army, + vpo that 
aſſembled Jacob his men, + went out 
to meete him. But when they came at 

the popnt ready to iopne, x Schimeon 
with his companye had charged they2 
ſtaues agapnſt them, by x by Jacob left 
the kielde, turned his backe and fled,t 
the chiefe louldiours that were aboute 
hym fledde with hym. The reſte of the 
people (ce theyꝛ captapn flie, they toke 
them (clues lykewvyſe to fipght euerpe 
man: then Schimeon purſupng, made 
à great laughter of them and wan the 
townc, bzyngpng them vnder his ſub- 
= And when he had ſacked the 
houſes of them that were llapne of the 
Edomites, and ſpopled they2 goodes, 
which was very much: the reſt that he 
toke pꝛiſoners and kept aliue, he made 
peace withall, and iopned them vnto 
his owne campe, After thathe depar- 
ted from thence, accompanyed with. xl 
thouſande good fpghtyng men, parte 
Edomites, and part Tewes, and came 
to Chebron, whlch he wan, and deſtrop⸗ 
ed al they; grapne and cozne fieldes. 
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Pet afterwardes he repapzed they; 
walles, and ſuch of them as were left 
aline, made peace with Schimeo, who 
reteiued them into league with hym, + 
they betame his men, and folowed him 
in his warres. So he diſlodged from 
thence with his whole army, which by 
the acceſſion of the Chebronites, was 
nowe wonderfully encreaſed, and de- 
termined to inuade Jeruſalem . Ind 
when he came nype the Citie, he raun- 
ged here and there, deſtropinge the 
fruites that were pon the grounde, 
and alſo theyp2 cozne, Captapne Icho⸗ 
chanan hauyng intelligence of Schime⸗ 
ons commynge to beſiege the towne, 
and howe he had deſtxoped the fieldes: 
thought to haue gone out of Jeruſalem 
and to fyght with hym, but he durſte 
not, fo2 his ſpyes had told hym that he 
ſhoulde not be able to*ouercome hym, 
he had ſo puiſſaunt an army, and ſo wel 
appopnted. Pet neuertheleſſe he iſſued 
out, and lape in an am buſhe fo2 Schi⸗ 
meon. In the meane ſpace by chaunce 
Schimeons wyfe (that was fied out of 
Jeruſalem with her men and women 
ſeruauntes towarde her huſ _— fo2 

care 
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feare leaſt ſhe ſhoulde be llapne foz her 
huſbandes ſake, if ſhe ſhoulde haue ta⸗ 
ryed at Jeruſalem:)paſed by where he 
lap in his ambuſhe. Her he tooke and 
bzonght agapne to Jeruſalem, not a 
lyttle pꝛoude of ſuch a pꝛap, thynkyng 
nowe ſhail we haue Schimcon at cur 
pleaſure, ſcyng we haue his wyfe our 
pꝛiſoner: he loueth her ſo intierly that 
he wyll ds foz her ſake whatſocucr we 
wyll haue hym. This came to Schi⸗ 
meons eare, who had taken at that 
tyme manye of lchochanans men, and 
tutte of they2 ryght handes, ſcndpng 
them ſo with ſhame to Jeruſalem to 
they2 maiſter. He ſent mozcouer Em⸗ 
baſſadours to Ichochanan, wylling him 
to ſende hym his wyfe in ſuch ſozt that 
ſhe myght come to hym with all that 
was hers: oz pf he refuſed to do it, he 
ſhoulde be the extremelyer handeled: 
fo: he would take the towne oꝛ it were 
long, and to Ichochanans ſhame, cut of 
the handes and legges of ail them that 
dyd inhabite it. Jebochanan hearyng 
this, was ſoze afrayde and al they that 
were with hym, and therfoze they ſent 
dym his wyfe, Wherevpon a 
ep 
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kept hym without the towne. And ag 
Schimeon played the Tiraunt with 
out, ſo lykewyſe dpd Ichochanan with⸗ 
in, Fo2 Ichochanans ſouldtours raup⸗ 
ſhed the Jſraelites wines, and ſhedde 
innocent bloud. Sho2tely after Schi- 
meon icft the towne f22 a ſpace, and re- 
turned into Edomea: koꝛ he had wo2d 
that the men of moſte power, and the 
richeſt ſoꝛt of that countrey rebelled, 
Wherevpon he ſacked and ſpopled all 
the townes of Edomea and lefte them 
nothyng: in ſo muche that he was be- 
come very ryche, and then returned to 
Jeruſalem, bzyngyng the Tdomites 
whollp with hym that were meete fo? 
the warre: and many of the zewes re- 
ſozted vnto him alſo, and with his po- 
wer he beſieged Jeruſalem euen at the 
hard gates. Pet the fy2zanny of Jeho- 
chanan and his complices ceaſſed not, 
but increaſed moꝛe and moꝛe dapylye in 
Ferufalem,inſomuch that thep taught 
the Citizens of Jeruſalem to murther 
they2 neyghbours, and to commit ad- 
ultrye with theyz wpues : by whiche 
meanes fo:nication was ryfc and com- 
mon in the citie. Bea, manye of the 
people 
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people and youth ſhaned thepz beardes 
lettynge thepz heere of thepz heades 
growe, and accompanyed them ſelues 
with women, that thereby they might 
erercyſe thepz adultrye the ſafer and 
not be eſpyed. Whiche ſinne did won⸗ 
derfullp defple the town of Jeruſalem, 
and without doubte furthered the de⸗ 
ſolation therof, The gates alſo of the 
towne were cloſed bp that no manne 
myght goo in no2 out, And, who ſo 
went out, fell into the handes of Schi⸗ 
meon, and was ſlayne : they that tarp⸗ 
ed within, were conffrapned to ſee be⸗ 
foe they2 faces they2 ſhame in everye 
ſtrete and cozner. And pf anye manne 
found any fault, he was llapne ſtreight 
by Ichochanan the moſt cruell captaine 
of the ſedictous rebciles, The Cite- 
zens therfo2e ſepng the tiranny of Je⸗ 
hochanan to be without meaſure, they 
aſſembled altogether, and encountred 
with Jehochanan, and were flapne a 
wonderfull ſozte of them in that con- 
flicte. Andercepte the Edomites that 
were fled to Jeruſalem fo2 the tiranny 
of Schimed had ſuccoured the citizens, 
the hole people of Jeruſalem had bene 
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btterly deſtroped and flapne euerp mo⸗ 
thers ſonne by Jehochanan, his power 
was ſo great. Then Anani the hpe 
pꝛieſte and the other pꝛieſtes with the 
auncient, fapthfull, and ſages, and the 
reſt of the people of Jeruſalem, ſeyng 
the wickedneſſe of Jehochanan, and 
that they coulde not ſuffer it any lon- 
ger: conſulted together to delpuer vp 
the towne to Schimeon, to bzyng hym 
in, and make hym thepꝛ king, to helpe 
them agapnſt Jehochanan, whom they 
toke to be far moꝛe wicked then Schi⸗ 
meon, hoppng that it myght come to 
paſſe, that Schimeon ſhould tea Jcho⸗ 
chanan at length. They ſent therfo2e 
Amittai the pꝛieſt to Schimeo to bꝛyng 
hym into the towne. But Schimeon 
traktelp retuſed it, ſaping: what ſhuld 
tome into the towne to pou that hate 
me, i of late banpſhed me pour towne. 
Pet they ceaſſed not ſo, but ſente the 
ſame Amittai to hym agapn, to entreat 
hym in the name ok all the people to 
tome into the Citie. And by this mea⸗ 
nes, vpon a tertapne nyght appopnted 
he entred into Jeruſalem with his 
whole armye,

Notwithſtandinge, he was no ſooner 
within the towne, but he bꝛake his p20- 
miſe and league that he had made with 
the Citizens, and whereas he had pꝛo⸗ 
myſed to ſuccour them and apde them: 
nowe he was altered and became theyp3 
enemy, topning himſelfe with Iehocha- 
nan. And they two rebelles raygned in 
the Citie of Jeruſalem by courſe , one 
one moneth, and an other another. Wo 
where befoze Schimeons comming, they 
thonght much to beare the poke and op- 
pꝛellion of one ſedicious perſon ; nowe 
were they conſtrapned to holde downe 
thep2 ſhoulders and bcare the poke of 
two. Pet within a fewe dapes after, 
there fell a variaunce and dyſco2de be- 
twene Iehochanan and ſchimeon, about 
Eleaſar Pꝛieſt, the ſonneof Anani the 
bye P2ieft, This Eleaſar was the be⸗ 
ginner and fy: ſower of ſedicion a⸗ 
mongſt the Jſraelites, whom @chime- 
on would nowe haue put to death, to be 
wꝛoken of his father that baniſhed him 
out of Jeruſalem; but Ichochanan tooke 
Eleaſars part and defended hym. Foz 
Eleaſar was alwapes Jehochanans 
frende, and apded him. Mis father _ 
©. i. Pe 
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bye Pꝛieſt, and bare a great rule in Je- 
ruſalem, wherfoꝛe Eleaſar was of great 
eſtimation and auctho2itie with the el- 
ders, ſo that they durſt not repzehende 
hym, and hys father alſo looked negli⸗ 
gently vnto him, and let him doe what 
be liſt, becauſe he had no mo ſonnes but 
him. So he was the firſt that aſſembled 
naughtie perſons together, and helde 
euer on lehochanans ſyde from his kpꝛſt 
commpnge to Jeruſalem. And fo2 hys 
ſake fell deuiſion 4 diſſention betwene 
Jehochanan and Schimeon , ſo that 
they became enemies, and warred the 
one vpon thother euer after,as we ſhal 
declare hereafter. 

1 * this while Vaſpaſian had ſent An 

tonie and Mankiminus ( two noble 
men « of his counſell) to Kome againſt 
Vitellius, that thet might make him out 
of the wap, and then woulde he come to 

Rome to recepue the imperiall crowne 
there. Thoſe.2.captains went therfo2e 
and rayſed an army, by whoſe apde thei 
ſet vpon V itellius x flew him, not with- 
out much ado,foz there were flaine that 
dap at Rome. 80. M. good men of war. 
TWhen Vaſpaſian had wozd that he was 

diſpat- 
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diſpatched, he made ſpede to Rome to 
his coꝛonatisn, deuiding fyꝛſt his armp 
in. z. parts, wherof he toke thone with 
him to Rome as a ſauegard fo2 himſelf 
whatſoeuer ſhonlde happen: and the o⸗ 
ther he left with Titus his ſonne to be⸗ 
ſiege Jeruſalem withal. So departing, 
he left his ſonne Titus at Alcrand2ia, 
com maunding him to remaine there til 
ſuch time as he ſhuld ſigniſie vnto hym 
otherwiſe by his letters, and chew him 
what he ſhould do, and that in no wyſe 
he ſhoulde attempt the ſiege of Jeruſa⸗ 
lem in the meane ſpace, Titus aunlwe⸗ 
red, I ſhal do deare father accozding vn 
to your commaundement, foz to pou it 
belongeth to commaunde, and to me to 
obey. Uaſpaſian tsoke with hym kinge 
Agrippas, and Munabas his ſonne:fo2 he 
feared leſt they woulde rebell, and me 
loſeph p2ieſt alſo as pꝛyſoner faſt bound 
in chapnes,foz ſo had hys counſell mo⸗ 
ned him, ſaping. Ae cannot ſat the con 
frary, but that we haue found no ſigne 
of rebellion in Joſeph hitherto, nepther 
thinke we that he hath gon about any: 
but who canne tell when weare gon 
bece,whether he wil fiee to Jeruſalem, 
D. ii. and 
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and helpe to ſet them at vnitie and con- 
coꝛde, then they make him their kinge, 
and after be bee the ſozer enempe vnto 
vs. Beſides this you ſhall haue nede of 
him in this tourney, he beyng a man of 
ſuch great p2udence,and wiſdome, that 
whoſocuer foloweth his counſell, ſhall 
binge hys matters to good and fo2tu- 
nate ſuccceſſe. Vaſpaſian thought they; 
aduiſe good, and foke me p2iſoner with 
hym, together with king Agrippas and 
hys ſonne, albeit they had no Jron vp⸗ 
on them, nepther of hande noz fote, but 
only had theyz kepers appointed them, 
that thep ſhould not ſtep aſpde. And as 
Vaſpaſian dꝛue nye Rome, all the Citi- 
zens came koꝛth to mete him, and recep⸗ 
ned hym with great iope and myghtie 
ſhoutes. Then commaunded he me to 
be put in p2yſon, but Agrippas and his 
ſonne be let go at libertie. Thenerte 
day,aſſembled all the Senate of Rome 
tocreate Aaſpaſian Emperoure, after 
the manner of the Romapnes, with 
whom was Agrippas and hys ſonne. J 
alſoentreated the Jayloꝛ to let me haue 
kepers with me, and ſo to bzynge me to 
the place where he ſhoulde be crowned 

and 
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and created Teſar: whiche the Japlour 
gaunted me, and went with me hym⸗ 
ſelf to the place, and bzought me where 
Jmight ſee al that was done. Within 
fewe dapes after, Waſpaſian tooke dyſ- 
pleaſure with Agrippas vpon the infozs 
mation of certapne eupll dpſpoſed per- 
ſons that had ſlaundered him, and per⸗ 
ſwaded Uaſpaſian that he went about 
torebell, and howe he had ſent letters 
to Jeruſalem concerning the ſame mat 
ters, Wherfoze V aſpaſian put both him 
and his ſonne Munabas to death. Thys 
befell. iii. peres and a halle befoze the 
deſtruction of Jeruſalem. Pozeouer, be⸗ 
koze this dede, the continuall ſacrifice 
ceaſed, foꝛ a . CC. and ninetie dapes, 
as it is wzitten in Dantell , Capit. 12. 
And from the time that the continuall ſa- 
crifice ſhalbe taken avvay, and abominati- 
on ſhalbe put into deſolation, a thouſande 
290. dayes. The ſame peare and moneth 
that Agrippas was put to death, God 
moued the mynde of Uaſpaſian to re- 
member me with his mercy, whercſoze - 
he commaunded that I ſhuld be fetched 
oute of pꝛyſon and bzonght to hys p2e- 
lence. And as J ſtode in Jrons befoze 

S. iii. him, 
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bim, Crſar bad me welcome, and ſpake 
comfo2tablpye onto me, ſapinge: Thou 
knoweſt well that J baue euer loued 
thee from the day J ficſt ſawe thee, and 
although Jhaue kept thee continually 
in duraunce, do not thinke 3 dpd it of 
anp euil wil oꝛ malice toward thee, but 
rather maylt thou perſwade thy ſelke, 
did it leaſt the Romain P2ynces ſhould 
diſdaine oz enup thee and ſape. Se here 
this felow, that in our warres hath en- 
domaged vs ſo greatly, nowe goeth he 
checkinate with vs, in as great fanoure 
as we: Let vs kill hym and put hym out 
of the way, But my krende Joſeph, bee 
thouof good cheare, J wil deliner thee 
from theſe Jron bondes, and thou ſhalt 
bee with me in no wozſe caſe then as 
one of my chiefe P2ynces. And J wyll 
ſende thee into Jew2y to my ſonne Ti- 
tus, to whom thou ſhalt bee as a father 
and a counſellour. Thou knoweſt, Ti⸗ 
tus was he that toke pitie on thee, and 
would not ſuffer thee to be put to death. 
Pea he hath ſundzy times moued me to 
releaſe thee of thy bondes , and to ho- 
nour thee, which J haue differred to do, 
onely fo; this canſe that J ſhewed thee, 

J made 
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J made hym aunſwere. 
But bhowe can 3 be quiet oz in ſure⸗ 
tie ot my lyfe, as longe as Jam in thy 
company and thy ſonnes, ſepnge Aprip- 
and hys ſonne were innocentlpe put 
to death by youzCeſar anſwered, Hold 
thy peace Joſeph, J neuer loked foꝛ any 
goodneſſe of Agrippas and hys ſonne. 
Thou knoweſt not what they hadde 
w2ought againſt my maieſtie, and how 
they went about torebell. Zhon haſte 
bent thepz bones with thy handes. 
Doeſt thou not knowe howe J honon- 
red hym and his ſonne in Jew2y, howe 
J would not ſuffer myne armpe to an⸗ 
nop anpe of hys Cities: Jaunſwered. 
Yes, J knowe it was ſo, as peure ma⸗ 
ieſtie ſaieth. Then ſapde he, but fo2 all 
this hath Agrippas requited me again 
with eupll. Foz what time as the no- 
bles of Rome in Jewzp went about to 
make me Emperour, thinking me ſom⸗ 
what moe mete to rule thempire then 
Vitellius: Agrippas perſwaded with the 
that they ſhoulde not make me Cmpe- 
roure, affirmynge that there was no- 
thinge in me wozthye , whereſoze ther 
ſhuld pꝛomote me to that dignitie. And 
S. iii. | akter 
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after when he came to Nome, he went 
from one biſhop to another, and cauſed 
them to go to the hye biſhop to accuſe 
me of ſuche crimes as in mp conſcience 
Jknewenothinge at al. By this J per- 
cepued that Agrippas harte was full of 
rancour and rebellion, and therefoze I 
tudged him to death, For yyhere as yvic- 
kednes is, there it is mete that condigne pu- 
niſhment ſhould not be lackinge. 

And put his ſonne to death like wiſe. 
For the ſonne of a traytoure ought not to 
liue vpon the earth, becauſe that in his hart 
remayneth the vvorke of his father, beinge 
conceyued and borne of a rebellious ſeede. 
But J haue founde thee alwapes kaith⸗ 
ful and true, and therfoze Jcommende 
my ſonne to thy wyſdome. With thys, 
he commaunded my Jrons ta bee taken 
away from me, and beyng releaſed and 
at libertie, he ſet me honozabli amongſt 
the P2zpnces and Senatours. Then 
ſaide J vnto hym. Js not thys a greate 
dyChonour vnto me, that 1 ſhoulde bee 
delpuered from mp bondes, and neuer- 
theles my countremen that be with me 
to be kept in pꝛiſon ſtpll-? Nowe there- 
foze pf J haue founde fauours x” ” 
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ſyght, and pf thou wilt do any thinge at 
my ſute, looſe the bondes like wiſe of al 
the reſt of the Jſraelites that bee with 
me: ſet them at libertie alſo, and thou 
ſhalt be aſſured that J wil be thy faith- 
full counſellour whyle my lyfe lafteth, 
and an ennempe to thy foes, to make 
warre vppon them that aſſaple thee. 
Vaſpaſian graunted Joſeph his requeſt, 
and willed them to be let at libertie, as 
many as were pꝛyſoners with Joleph. 
Sho2tli after ſent he loſeph to his ſonne 
Titus that abode at that pꝛeſent at A- 
lexandzia in E gipte, to whom he wilt 
concerning Joleph, in this wiſe. 
J ſende vnto thee here (my beloued 
ſonne) Joſeph a Pzince of the Jewes, a 
man of erperience, trained in warre,in 
whom is great wiſdome : he ſhalbe thy 
father and fapthfull counſe{lour , thou 
ſhalt not do againft his counſel, neither 
one wat no2 other, fo2 he is a wiſe man. 
M herfo2e thou ſhalt reverence and ho- 
noure him accoꝛdinge as he ts wozthp, 
fo: the Lo2de his God is with him, and 
beleue not raſhly any man that ſhal de- 
fame Joſeph vnto thee. Bea rather put 
pym to death ſtrayght waye, that wyll 
| D. v. accuſe 
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accuſe hym : fo2 Joſeph is a faythfull 
man and a good counſelloure, and who 
ſo is ruled by hys counſell , ſhall haue 
pꝛoſperous ſucceſfe in that he goeth a⸗ 
bout, Therkoze when Joſeph ſhal come 
bnto thee, after he hath refreſhed hym⸗ 
ſelfe a fewe dayes of hys laboures and 
travuatilesof the ſca:then (halt thou pꝛe⸗ 
pare thyne expedition agaynſt Jeruſa⸗ 
lem to beſiege it. And pk the Jewes re⸗ 
cepue thee peaceably, and wpll ſubmit 
themſelues under the Romapne Em- 
525 : then beware thou endamage 
them in nothinge, but rather repapze 
their Cities, and let them be free from 
all tribute fo2 the ſpace of. 2. yeares: pet 
of this condittan that thziſe eneri peare 
they ſet a flagge with the armes of the 
Romaynes vpon they: walles, that is 
to ſay, at they: thꝛee ſolempne feaſtes, 
mhen as all the Iſraelites are wont to 
reſozt to Jeruſalem, to appeare befo2c if 
the Lozde theyz God. Mo2eouer, they le 
ſhall offer foꝛ vs euerp keaſte a ſacrifice t 
vpon the moſte holy alter that is in Je- f 
ruſalem. And pk they refuſe to make fi 

peate with thee, theu ſhalt vtterly race b 
they: townes , and whoſoever is _ fl 
aliue, 
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alpue, and eſcape the ſwozd: thoſe ſhalt 
thou leade away captine.Jfſo be it thet 
deſpꝛe to haue Joſeph to be they? bing, 
we are content therwith. In any wyſe 
remember to be ruled by Joſephs coun- 
ſaple:he ſhalbe thy father, and thou his 
ſonne, After this Ioſeph departed from 
Rome, and came to Alexandzia to Ti⸗ 
tus, who hearyng of Joſephes arrinall, 
was wonderous glad, and all the aun⸗ 
cient and wyſe men with him. Foz Jo- 
ſeph was ful of the ſpirite of wiſedome, 
vnderftanding,counſaile,valiauntnes, 
knowledge,and feare of God. Where- 
koze he went fozth to mete hym accom- 
panped with the captaynes of the Ros 
mapnes armpe, and retepued him with 
great honour, Then Joſeph delpuered 


fo Titus his fathers letters: Mhiche 


Titus hauinge read, ſayde vnto Joſeph, 
Whatſoeucr my father bath weptten 
in theſe letters, J woulde haue done no 
leſle by mpne owne acco2de : but nowe 
that my father admonyſheth me of the 
ſame, 3 ought todo it the moꝛe. Wher- 
fozeremayne here with me, aud J will 
bee thy ſonne, and thou ſhalt be my fa- 
ther, to rule and gouerne me with thy 
| counſell. 
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counſell. So Joſeph abode with Titus 
at Alexandzia a hole moneth after he 
came from Nome. Then conſulted thet 
together to goe to Jeruſalem and be- 


. ſiegeit, fo2 Joſeph vnderſtode well p⸗ 


nough,that this came ot the Lom, and that 
his vvorde coulde not be letted nor hinde- 
red, Inus therfoze and Joſeph with him 
departed from Alexandria withall their 
armp, and pitched thepz tentes at Nico- 


polis : from thence thep came by water 


to Thaniſa, ſo foo2th to Iraclea, and lea- 
ning that, came to peliſis. From thence 
they trauapled th2ough the deſerte to 
Baale Iouim, after that to Dicron, ſo to 
Gaza, nerte to Aſkalon, then to labuam, 
after to Iapho, and ſs to Ceſaria, Jn theſe 
iourneys he wan Aſam, Aſkalon and la- 
pos with all thep2 townes and caftels 
yinge about them, ws 


7- Ve fy2ſt yeare of the rapnge of Val- 
paſian, the tenth moneth and ſeueth 
daye of the ſame, came Titus with Jo- 
ſeph and his armi to Ceſaria, a famous 
Citie, built by kynge Yerode, Jn thys 
Citie he ſolourned vntyll his hole hoſte 
were come together, as well of Ko- 
maines 
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maynes as of other nations that were 
bnder the dominion of the Komapnes, 
and came to apde them in the ſiege of 
Jeruſalem. T herfoze Titus armi was 
wonderfull huge and puiſſaunt, wher- 
with he abode at Ceſaria, tyl the colde 
of winter was paſte,and the moneth of 
Af dꝛewe nye. The ſame pere the ciuill July, 
warres grewe and encreaſed in Jeru⸗ 
ſalem, foꝛ the Citizens flue one another 
without any truce, reſt o2 quietnes, no 
not in winter, when as warres were 
wont to ceaſe, but ſommer and winter 
both, the wars nener ſtinted betwene 
Schimeon,lehochananand Eleaſar. oz 
the Loꝛde the ſame peare hadde ſent a⸗ 
mongeſt them of Jeruſalem a tourne⸗ 
ſicke ſpirite of giddineſſe, that the peo- 
pls were deupded into. 3. partes: wher⸗ 
of the fpꝛſt and beſt, folowed Anani the 
Pꝛieſt, who at that tyme had ſtapned, 
bnhalowed and ſuſpended hys offyce of 
pzieſthod. Another part folowed ſedici⸗ 
dus Jehochanan,the thirde, moft cruell 
Schimeon. So that in the midft of Je- 
ruſalem was ciuill warres, and with- 
out, the Romapnes armp made roades 
from Teſariaeuen to Jeruſalem , by 


the 
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fo2th foꝛ feare leaſt he ſhoulde fall into 
the enemies handes:no2 enter into the 
to wne to bzing ani neceſſaries thither, 
Anant beinge a perfite godly man, and 
ſeinge the common weale of Jeruſalem 
to bee gouerned by the pleaſure of the 
ſedicious, gaue oner his third part that 
ſtake to him, to Eleaſar his ſonne, which 
was the fyꝛſt aua hour of ſedicion, + he 
that gaue the firſt occaſion,y was cauſe 
alſo of al the miſchiefe that befel in Je- 
ruſalem, and in the hole lande of ludea, 
Foz he began a conſpiracie agapnſt the 
Romaine gariſons; 4 p2ouoked Jſraetl 
to rebell againſt the Romatnes, and to 
lay hands vpon them. Wherfo2e there 
aſſembled vnto Sedicious Eleafar,lehu- 
dah, Chezron, Schimeon, and Chiſkiahn, 
R- men of the nobles ot Jerulalem 

Uealar with his company toke the tem- 
ple, and the courtes aboute it, appoyn- 
ting ot his men, ſome to be ſpies, ſome 
to kepe watch and ward about the tem⸗ 
ple of the loꝛd. But Ichochanan, who be- 
cauſe ofthe great reſoꝛt of people vnto 
him, was ſtronger then Eleaſar: be toke 
the market place and fſtreates * 

c 


the meanes whereof, no man durſte go 
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wer part of the citie. Thẽ $chimeon the 
leroſolomite toke the higheſt part of the 
towne, whereby his men anope Jeho⸗ 
chanans parte ſoze with flinges and 
troſſe bowes, Betwene theſe. iii. ther⸗ 
foze was moſt cruel battaile in Jeruſa⸗ 
lem, foꝛ the ſpace of, titi, daies, without 
ceaſing 02 ani bzeathing,and euerp day 

very many were ſlain, ſo that the bloud 

of the Jewes that were lapne,ran eue⸗ 

ry where aboũdantli thzough the mar- 

ket place and ſtreates: pea, euen to the 

temple of the lozd, like vntoa floud that 

had come of great ſhoures . And vnto 
the thꝛeſholdes of the gates of the tem- 
ple, the dead bodpes onerwhelmed one 
another by heapes, fo2 no man buryed 
them. Iehochanan hauynge the myddle 
part of the towne, had Scfumeon on the 
one ſide him, 4 Eleaſar on thother . But 
Schimeon had ß beſt place, from whece 
he might anoi both Ichochanan & Eleaſar. 
Cleaſar did alſo what he could to endo⸗ 
mage Schimeon, And Ichochanan that 
was in the middeſt, encombzed them 
both, notwithſtanding ts litle purpoſe, 
Fo: Schimeom company flange ſtones, 
and ſhotte at them ſoze: but when as 


Jehocha⸗ 


Jehochanans parte flange lpketvyſe at 
them, the tones redounded agapne vp- 
on themſelues. Thus amongſt theſe. 4 

the battaple was ſoze, and encreaſed 
euerp dape, that all men were in great 
terrour and feare therof. Then aſem- 
bled to the temple muche people of the 
Pateſtes and Elders, beſechynge theſe 
inteſtiue and demeſticall enempes, not 
to pollute and defyle the temple with 
they: ſlaughters, and were almoſte all 
flapne fo2 thepꝛ laboure. The ſame dap 
was flayne the Pꝛieſt Agani and Joſua 
a Piieſte, both of the chiefeſt Pieſtes, 
and Sechariahu the moſt faithful Þ20- 
phet of the Loꝛde. Then had the conti- 
nuall ſacrifice ceaſed ſpre and thirtie 
dayes-: fo2 ener vntpll that tyme was 
there ſome good men 02 other at Jeru- 
ſalem that offred alway ſacrifice to the 
Lo2de. But nowe when they woulde 
haue continued it, and the Pꝛieſtes laid 
the ſacrifices vpon the altare, the ſedi⸗ 


cious would runne vpon them and kyl!l 
them, that the Pꝛieſtes bodpes & they; 
cattell that they would haue ſacrificed, 
ſhould all fall dead tothe ground toges 


ther. They that reſozted alſo out of the 
| coun” 
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countrye to Jeruſalem fo2 denoctons 
ſake, the ſedicious flue and btterly de⸗ 
ſtroped them, that almoſte no one of 
them was lefte aliue. Bo2eouer, the 
dead bodyes of men lay caſt in the tem- 
ple, and that without number trod vn⸗ 
der the keete: Pea, the dead body of the 
pꝛieſt that was offerpng ſacrifice, lape 
vpon the earth together with his cffe- 
rpng. And whan any man would offer 
any ſacrifice, freight way one o2 other 
ofthe ſedicisus woulde ſtep to him and 
kyll hym, that the bloud of the ſacrifice 
and ſacrificer ſhould be myngled toge- 
ther. In ſomuch that the pauement of Cf 
the Temple, beyng all of marble, was _*: "8 4 
made ſo flippery with the bloudde and = i 
katte of them that were ſlapne, that no *._ 6 
man could go vpon it without failing, fore tu $04 

And the Pꝛieſte ſhonlde no ſooner laye II. 
hand on the ſacrifice, but he was flain, 
and ſtreyght an other dead body ſhulde 
fall vppon hym, ſtraunger and other, 
they ſpared none. So thus the dead bo⸗ 
dyes of the good and bad, cleane and 
bncleane, wicked and vertuous, thiefe 
and true man, lay one vpon an other, 
and they; bloud myxte together in the 
T. i. midſt 
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midſt of the Temple, without reſpect 
ot any man, what degree 02 condicion 
ſocucr he were of. Wherfoze the fight 
and laughter warte great both in the 
towne and in the temple. Foz whom 
ſocuer the ſedicious oucrcame, they ſet 
fyꝛe on thepꝛ houſes alſo, MU her bp the 
kyꝛe tooke into the greate mens houſes 
that were nye the temple, and into the 
Koe houſes, whereas agapnſte tymes 
of neceſſitie and beilegynges of the 
towne : were layed vp in ſtoꝛe, co2ne, 
wpne, and ople, to the number of a 
thouſande and foure hundzeth ftoze 
houſes, all fylde full of vpttales. Foz 
the Elders and other godly men what 
time as Uaſpaſian was in Galile, they 
made vp the doꝛes of thoſe garner hou- 
ſes, and laped in victualles into them 
ſufficient foꝛ twoo hundzed thouſande 
men koꝛ. rr. peare, and nowe in this 
one battayl of the ſedicious, they were 
b2zcent every one ſticke and fone, which 
was a ſpeedy cauſe of famine and hun- 
ger in Jeruſalem. At the ſame tyme 
alſo the ſedicious pulled downe and ra 
ſed althe fapꝛe houſes and good[y buil- 
dinges, that there ſhoulde be no — 
men 


ment of any noble houſe left to anpe of 
the Citizens of Jeruſalem. So this you 
ſec at that tyme the ELo2de viſited the 
Citizens of Jeruſalem with foure kind 
of plagues, ſwoꝛde, peſtilence, hunger 
and kyꝛe: beſpdes this, a fyft alſo was 
added, the rupne and decay of all beau⸗ 
tifull and go2gcous bupldpnges. And 
where ſotuer a man turned hpm, there 
was nothyng but deſolation, polluſion 
(namely of the temple and all holpe 
thynges) vproares, without all reſte 
and refuge, no helpe, no ſuccour, but 
euery cozner of Jeruſalem was full of 
howlyng and pellpng, waylyng and 
weepyng, ſobbyng and ſighting of wo- 
men and childzen. Here ſhould pe heare 
the roaryng and gronyng of wounded 
men, not pet thoꝛowe deade : there the 
mourning and lamentacion fo2 the El⸗ 


ders that then were ſlapne by the ſedi⸗ 


tlous: ponder chyldzen crying ont foz 
hunger. To be ſho2t, moſte ſozowfull 
opp2eſſion of them that lpued, done 
by the ſedicious. Suche voyces were 
made enerye where, that happye 
and foztunate was he that beefoze 
this dape dyed ; and vnhappye and in a 
T. ii. wokull 
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wofull caſe were al ſuch as remapned 
aline to ſee this day, All theſe thynges 
when 4 Joſeph harde tydynges of: J 
tare mp bearde with my handes, and 
caſt aſſhes vpon my head, ſyttynge in 
great ſoꝛowe vppon the grounde, bes 
waplyng the miſerie and calamitie of 
Jeruſalem. 
4 Nd this lamentacion made Joſeph 
vpon Fteruſalem : Bowe ts the ho- 
ly citie(quoth he) lapde waſt, that was 
wont to be moze happpe and mo2e re- 
nowned then all the p2ouinces vppon 
the earth? Howe is the Citie that was 
heretofo2c in ſuche hyghneſſe and dig⸗ 
nitie now bꝛought vnder the foote tho⸗ 
row the linnes of the citizens thercof? 
wheras ſometpme was the dwellynge 
place of the fapthfull : now beare rule 
there ſuche men as pꝛouoke and ſty2re 
gods w2ath agapnſt it, and turne it a- 
waye from theyz God, waſtpnge it as 
thicues. In the whiche ſometpme re- 
mapned the bꝛyghtnes of the godhead, 
it is now become a by woꝛd and a moc⸗ 
kyng ſtocke to the enemies, replenp⸗ 
ſhed with bloud of wounded and flaine 
men. Jn ſtede of mirth, gladneſſe, re⸗ 
lopſpng

lopſpng, harpes, and pfalteries: is ſo⸗ 
rowe, ſpghyng, harte bꝛeakes, mour- 
nyng, and penſiueneſſe commen in 
place, Cuen as heretokoze the pꝛieſtes 
erecuted the ſeruice of the Lo2d in offe 
ring facrifices } ſ\olitewpſe nowe ſedi⸗ 
cious perſons murther Godly x faith- 
full men, Where was wont to be the 
dwellpng place of moſt wpſe and pzu⸗ 
dent men: nowe is it made a common 
hoſtrpof wicked murtherers z thienes, 
O Kode God of Iſraell,haue not aun⸗ 
gelles in tyme paſte come downe from 
heauen to earth to fight thy battaples⸗ 
haue not the flouddes of the ſeas perſe- 
cute2 them that perſecuted thee: hath 
not the earth ſmalowed vp them that 
deſppſed theezand the wyndes (cattred 
them a ſunder that madetnſurrections 
agapnlt thee 7 and thunder from hea⸗ 
1211 deſtroped thine enemies: 1 ſtarres 
haue kought agapatt thy fooes- What 
meanes this therekoꝛe, and howe com⸗ 
meth it ta paſſe that thou hyddeſte thy 
face from vs: to whom haſt thou beta- 
ken the ſheepe of thy paſture: Loke vp- 
pon vs our God, and beholde thy peo- 
ple 4 enheritaunce, that thou bzough- 

T. lii. teſt 
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teſt out of E gipt with a myghtye pow⸗ 
er, and a ſtrong hande : with wonders 
and ſignes, leadyng them vntyll this 
dap in thy kapth: take pitie vpon them 
in thy mercye, and ertende not thy 
w:ath agaynſte thy ſeruauntes. 

TWherearte thou Mopſes the ſonne of 
Amram 2 ſtande vp and ſee thy people 
and flocke of ſheepe which thou ſeddeſt 
all thy lpke with thy wyſedome:ſe how 
Wolues and Lions teare them: ſce 
howe the Jſraclites are become fooes 
of thepꝛ owne lyues and ſoules : Pea 
waſters and deſtroyers are ſpꝛonge bp 
of thepꝛ owe ſelues. Beholde the peo⸗ 
ple of God, fo whoſe ſake thou lyftedſf 
vp thy ſtaffe ouer the ſea, wherewith 
thou ſtruckeſt and deupdedſt it, that it 
was made dzye grounde, ſo that the 
Iſraelites paſſed thzough and eſcaped 
they2 enemies. Remember thy p2ayer 
when as in tyme of famine and lacke 
pf koode, thou obtepnedſte fo2 them 
meate from heauen, and at the ſame 
tyme when they were wearye of they; 
lpues fo2 thirſt, thou bꝛoughteſt water 
out of the moſt hard racke, Come foꝛth 


Aaron moſte holye pꝛieſte of Cn 
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dydſt put thy ſelfe betwene the lyuyng 
and the dead, to turne awai the plague 
from Iſraell, and ſtrokeſt the deſtrop⸗ 
er, that he ſhoulde not tome nye the [ys 
uyng. Aryſe out of thy graue thou Phi. 
nees, that moued with ſuche feruencie, 
dydſt reuenge the gloꝛp and maieſtie of 
the Loꝛde God of Iſraeil. Come and 
run th2ough theſe ſedicious in thy fu- 
rye, which murther the people of God 
and his pꝛieſtes. Awake thou loſua, 
that dydſt thzowe downe the walles of 
Jericho with the ſounde and ſhoute of 
thy trampettes, that the holy pꝛieſtes 
helde in theyꝛ handes. Come now and 
lee thy people that thou madeſte to en- 
herite manpe nacions, and to conquer 
moſt puiſſaunt kynges, howe they ky!l 
one another, howe thep furder + helpe 
fozward the Jdolater to rule t haue the 
dominion of thp holpe lande that thou 

gaueſt thy people Iſraell to enherite. 
M hy lleapeſt thou king Dauid, awake 
and come with the ſounde of thy Pfal⸗ 
trye and harpe, to ſynge the holy pſal- 
mes. Aſke account of thy ſweete woꝛ⸗ 
des that are ceaſed from the mouthes 
of this people, and ont of all mennes 
T. iii. mouthes, 
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mouthes, becauſe of the maliciouſnes 
therof. Dee howe thepz painces bee 
tranſfourmed into enemies & deftroy- 
ers : and do not as thou dydſte (good 
kynge Dauid) that dyddeft geue thyne 
o lune lyfc fo2 they2s, ſapinge : let thy 
hande, O Lorde, be tourned agaynſte me, 
and unn the houſe ot my father, and do 
not fall ypon thy people to deltroye them, 
TU here art thou Eliſcus 2 come and ſee 
what thou canſt do, if thou canſt reſcue 
the remaaunt of Iſrael, and fynd them 
any gappe to ſcape at. Dydſt not thou 
by thy pꝛaper bꝛynge the power of the 
Sirians to a towne of defence, and pꝛe 
uapledſt agapnſt them without dynt of 
ſwooꝛde o2 battaple, and bzoughteſte 
them down, ſmiting them with blind⸗ 
neſſe, that they turned thep2 enmitie 
towarde Iſracll into loue? In deede, 
thou waſt he that vanquiſhedſt the Si⸗ 
rians by thy pꝛaper, that they fledde 
fo: feare of the ſame, Nowe therefoꝛe 
pe herdemen of Aſracll, aſſemble to⸗ 
gether and lpſten with pour eares, and 
heare my wozdes that 3 wpll ſpeake 
in pour earcs this dap. Tell me, what 
is become of your pzaper that pe haue 

made 
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made fo2 the people of Iſraell, to de⸗ 
fende and tourne awaye from them ail 
w2:ath, indignation, tribulation, fu- 
rye, and immilſions of eupll ſptrites 2 
Howe is it that nowe pe ſec not the 
ſanctuary turned into a vple ſyncke of 
bloud: Foꝛ the dead bodpes of pꝛieſtes 
Ive in the mydft of it. The holpe Citie 
Jeruſalem is become a ſtraunge Citie, 
as though the name of the Lo2d badde 
neuer ben init: and the ſanctuary of 
the Loꝛd is in that caſe at this pꝛeſent, 
as though the deuine Godhead hadde 
neuer dwelt therin : fo: the Temple is 
turned into a den of thienes, a lodging 
of ſedictous perſonnes, a tabernacle of 
cructl murtherers. And whoſo flieth 
thither fo2 refuge, there they be flaine: 
as the ſedicious haue murthered tn the 
mpddeſt therof Anant the bye p2teſte, 
and Joſna a piieſte allo, that were 
P2inces and chieke p2icſtes, the moſte 
reuerent emongeſt the people of God, 
whom ere this, kynges and nacions 
hadde beſought and deſired thep2 ka⸗ 


dyes in the mpddeſt of the Temple. 
The nobtlitie alſo of Jcruſalem, the 
T. 1 elders 
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elders of Juda, and ſages of Jſraell, 
lv;;oſe frendcſhyp kynges and nacions 
haue (ought, and deſired to make peace 
with:they lienowſlaine here and there 
in the myddeſt of Jeruſalem,are meate 
bnto the foules of the apꝛe, and beaſtes 
of the kielde, to dogges and Kauen, 
becauſe there is no man to burp them. 
Theſe dyed not fo2 thepꝛ offences, but 
becauſe they founde fault with the J- 
raelites when they ſynned. Powe are 
they llayne in thee (O Jeruſalem thou 
bolp Citie, renowned thozow ont the 
whole carth; all inſt men, al holy men, 
whom the ſedicious haue gote the vp- 
per hande of, thoſe hellhoundes and 
blouddeſuckers that haue bzought all 
theſe miſchiefes vpon thee 2 Howe are 
the pꝛieſtes of the Lo2zde and his Pꝛo⸗ 
phetes flapne amongſt thoſe holy men: 
Fo2 befo2e the holy Temple, was the 
pꝛophete Sechartahu that inſt and ho- 
ly man buchered and murthered : pea, 
without all buryall, nether was his 
bloud couered with earth, but pet ſtyll 
wandꝛeth about and muttreth in thee. 
The bloud of Anant alſo and Joſua the 
chicke pꝛieſtes was yet neuer * 
ic 
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which were both ſlapne in thy temple, 
as men be wont to kyl thicnucs: yea the 
bloud of the godly pong men, and valp⸗ 
aunt men that woulde haue reuenged 
them, was ſhedde alſo by the ſedictous 
Ipke flouddes of water. Howe are the 
hartes of þ people turned ſo auckward⸗ 
ly, that they wypil heare no admoncion 
of iuſt men: But are lyke vnto block iſh 
images. that neyther ſce noz heare, noꝛ 
yet vnderſtande any thing. All beaſtes 
be they neuer ſo bꝛutpſhe, all plantes, 
and thynges that grow vpon the earth, 
withſtande them that inuade them to 
do them inturp, 4 endeuour to auopde 
the fo2cc of their enempe: but thy chyl- 
dꝛen that thou kepeſt within thee, are 
thaunged into enemies, and one bꝛo⸗ 
ther marthereth an other with the 
ſwo2de. Whereis nowe thy valcants 
nes, thou that neuer wouldeſt bowe to 
beare the poke of the gentiles vpon thy 
ſhoulders, but haſt caſt awaye the bon⸗ 
dage of the Egiptians, Philiſtines, A- 
ramites, Aſirians, Chaldeis,Perſias 
t Pedes - Whereis the ſtrength that 
GOD gaue to the Chaſmonanites, that 
with a verpe ſmall companye won 
thee, 
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thee, and pꝛeuapled agaynſte the huge 
and puiſſaunte armpe of the Greekes: 
deſtroyed the ſtoute ſouldiours of Ba⸗ 
bilon, vanqupſhed the mpghtye army 
of the Perſians, flue Kamitiarus and 
Antiochus, and purſued thepꝛ armpes, 
makyng great flaughters of them, and 
kyllyng all places full of dead carkaſes 
of the Gentples. They woulde not be 
ruled by [ynners, but ventred them 
ſelues to dyc, offryng thep2 lpues, not 
fo: thepꝛ lonnes and doughters: but 
fo2 the ſanctuarye of the Loꝛde and his 
temple, leſt it ſhould be polluted with 
the Idols of the Geutples: Where re- 
maineth nowe the rod of God, that ho⸗ 
ly rodde that budded and bloſſomed in 
the daycs of gladnes - Noe is bothe 
the ſpzynges Wwythered and the rod it 
ſelfe alſo. The rod offapth is wythe- 
red, the rod of the kyngdome,the rovds 
alſo of thy people, from whence the i;o- 
ly law? is taken away, nepther ts ther 
any man that can tell where to bzawe 
any waters of the heauenly mercpe. 

Alas the mercpfull men that haue ben 
in tymes paſte to they2 bzethzen bothe 
alpue and dead: howeare they nowe 
turned 
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turned into moſt cruell tirauntes, and 
haue mercy of no man: M here is the 
multitude of they2 mercies, wherwith 
they were wont honourablye to burpe 
theyꝛ dead: No we the coꝛſes of theyz 
dead bodyss couer the face of the hole 
tarth, and there is no bedy wyll vouch⸗ 
ſafe to burp them: yea, they that wold 
tan not be ſuffred, but trepght wapes 
tommeth other to them, and kpls them 
befoze they can do it, fo that thep alſo 
dye and [pe bnburyed,and are ſtrowed 
about here t there in the fieldes. Such 
is the gupſe in thee nowe adapes, nep⸗ 
ther the father to bury the ſonne, no2 
the ſonne the father, the ſedſcious 
watch ſo diligently thoſe that be dead, 
leaſt anp man ſhoulde bury them: whi- 
che pf they do, thep are alſo llapne by 
them, and [ye bnburyed them ſelues. 
The temple of the Lo2d that is in thee 
and was wont te ſmeil ſwetelp of (py- 
ces, anopntmentes, +perfumes : how 
is it now choked with cartan dunge, £ 
moſte peſtilente ſtenche of dead bodyes 
and bloud of the wounded-2@Thy ſtretes 
are ſtrowed full of dead menne, ſome 
runne thzough with glaues and 8 

ns, 
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lins, and other dead foz hunger: pea, 
they that remayne pet aliue in the Ci⸗ 
tie, are as good as dead alſo, and may 
be taken foꝛ no leſſe. Foz they are wea⸗ 
ry of thepꝛ lyues, becauſe of the peſti- 
lent dampe of the dcade bodyes, the 
contagiouſnes wherof hath caſt many 
into moſte daungerous diſeaſes, and 
hath ben the death of numbers atrea- 
dye. This may wozthely ſceme to be 
it that Damd the annoynted of the 
God of Jacob, the pleaſaunt and (wete 
muſicall Poet of Fſraell, ſpeaketh ok: 
Lorde the Gentyles are comen into thyne 
enheritaunce, they haue polluted the tem- 
ple of thy holyneſſe. And would to God 
it had ben Gentples that thou haddeſt 
bꝛought vp, nouryſhed and cralted to 
do this dede, to rebel and ſinne age inſt 
thee, and to pollute thus the holy tem⸗ 
ple that is in thee. For in the maliciouſ- 
nes of an enemye, a man fyndetii the halſe 
of his comfort: but in the malice of a frend 
there is no comfort at all. Mea the very 
chyldꝛen that thou haſt bꝛead, bzonght 
bp, and pꝛomoted, the ſelfe ſame haue 
ſtuffed the Temple of the Loꝛde that 
is in thee with vnburped carkaſes, 

euere 
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enery man kylling bis neygbbour, and 
the ſedicious ſuffryng no man to burys 
them: but ſleyng all that attempte to 


beſtowe any (ſuch wozke of mercpe vp⸗ 


pon the dead, in ſuche ſoꝛte, that they 
fall dead vppon the cozles whiche they 


woulde haue burped : and by that 


meanes bothe the coꝛſes Ipe taſt out in 


the klelde, no better then the carkaſes 


of bzute beaſtes that be founde in des 
ſerte places, Pea, the iniquitie and 


trueltie of thy Citizens (O Jerulalem) 
is growen ſo farre, that they were not 
content only to kyll they? neighboms: 
but thep muſle alſo he we they2 miſeras 


ble lymmes in peeces, koz elles they 
thought they were not ſufficiently res 


uenged: altboughe that in ſo doynge, 
manpe tymes the ſtenche ef the dead 


tooke wo2thpe vengeaunce agapne of 
the lyupnge, by caſtyng hym into vn- 
curable diſeaſes, All theſe euplles are 


tome vppon thy chyldzen becanſe they 


haue fozſaken the lawe of the Lo2ve, 


and haue tranſgrefſed his couenaunte 
that he made with thepz bꝛethzen, 


becauſe alſo they haue ſynned a- 
gaynſt 
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aͤgaynſt the Loꝛd God of they? fathers, 
in ſheadyng the bloud ofiuſte men and 
innocentes that were in thee, enen in 

the temple of the Loꝛde. And therfo2e 
are our ſozowfull ſyghynges multipli⸗ 
ed, and our weeppng daplp encreaſed, 
fo2 that we haue ben the cauſe of all 
theſe eupls that are befallen vs, and 
are not pet ended. O Lo2de our God, 
our ſpnnes are gone ouer our heades, 
and the wicked actes that we haue com 
mitted in thy ſyght, are innumerable, 
The Lo2de our God is ryghteous, it 
is we that haue rebelled agapnſte his 
wyll, we haue pꝛophaned and vnhalo- 
wed his lawe, we haue bꝛoken his co- 
uenaunt. And euer the moe that his 
wꝛath enkpndled agaynſt vs: the moze 
haue we tranſgreſſed agapnſte hym. 
M herkoꝛe to him belongeth iuſtice and 
iudgement, he hath wozthelpe poured 
the fury of his diſpleaſure vpon vs: to 
vs onely belongeth ſhame, as we haue 
aboundantly at this dape. But he wyll 
once turneagapne, and haue mercye 
vpon vs, banquyſhe al our ſynnes., and 
caſt them al into the deope bottomes of 
the ſea. So be it. 


Akter 
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Fter theſe thinges, the thirde daye 

ok the fyz\t moneth in the fp2ſt pere 
of the rapgne of Vaſpaſian, Titus hys 
ſonne toke mnſter of his menne in the 
playne of Ceſaria, to knowe the certaine 
number oftheym, whiche he had not 
done afoze ſince his fathers departure: 
and he founde them very manpe, inſo 
muche that thep almoſt ſemed to couer 
the earth. This done, he toke hys tour- 
ney from Cæſaria with his power, and 
came to Samaria, where the Citizens re⸗ 
ceyued him with great iop, and did hym 
muche honoure. Mherekoze he ſpared 
them, and dyd them no harme. 

From thence he came to Aielona, xxx. 
furlonges from Jeruſalem, there he 
pitched hys tentes: and leauynge them 
there, toke ſpre hundzeth hozſmen with 
hym, and came to Jeruſalem to viewe 


the towne, to knowe what height the 


walles were, what ſtrength there was 
in the towne, ſpecially of the ſedicious, 
of wham euerpe where great rumoure 
was: finallye, to recepue peaceably all 
ſuche as were deſpꝛous of peace. So as 
became to the wall, heſawe no man 
neyther go oute noz in: foz the gates 

U. i. were 
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were ſhut vp, and the ſedicious had laid 
an am buſhe without the towne to trap 
Titus who went ſomewhat befoze ac- 
companied with a fewe , the reſt folo- 
winge a pꝛetie wape behinde. Whyles 
therfo2c he was in vewing the walles, 
the ſedicious iſſued out of their ambuſh 
that they had lapde nye onto Aielona, 
and ſct vpon the backe of Titus men be⸗ 
hinde. Then tfued an other ſoꝛt out of 
the towne, ſo that they hadde I itus be- 
twene them,and runninge vpon him, 
ſeperated him from hys men, and enui⸗ 
roned him on enery ſyde, wher they llue 
lr. of his men, and myght haue flapne 
him alſo, ſane that they coueted to take 
himaltue, Titus ſeinge himſelfe beſet, 
and fozſaken of hys owne menne that 
thought it was impoſſible fo2 him to eſ⸗ 
cape, percepuing alſo that they wet not 
about to kill him, but to take him aliue: 
mo2couer, that he coulde in no wyſe eſ⸗ 
cape except he woulde make an irrupti⸗ 
on and runne through thepz bandes: be 
_ toke a good hart vnto him, 4 valtauntly 
bꝛake though, lleapnge whomſoener 
tame in his wape to laye holde of him, 
and ſo eſcaped. Ik they had entended to 

haue 
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haue ſlaine him, they myght haue done 
it: but beynge deſpꝛous to take hym a- 
lyue (as is ſapde) they abſtapned from 
ſtriking him, and ſo they loſte hym. 
And GO D Woulde not delpuer hym 
into thep2 hands, that by him he myght 
ſcourge Iſraell. But the Jewes lepnge 
him to bee thus eſcaped, repented (02g 
that ther had not killed him, ſaping one 
to another: What ment we that we 
killed him not while we mighte it is pll 
handled of vs. Therefo2e they purſued 
hym , huripnge and ſhootynge aftcr 
hym with engpnes of warre , but they 
coulde not ouertake hym: foꝛ G DD 
pꝛeſerued hym, that he mpghte after- 
warde delpuer Jeruſalem into his han- 
des. Do he retourned to Aielona, and 
percepued the hartes of kyngcs to bee 
in the handesof G O D. The nerte 
mozowe bꝛought Titus all hys armpe 
to Jeruſalem, determinpnge to en⸗ 
campe himſelfe vpon the mount Oliuet: 
wherefo2e he fp2fte ſpake vnto Hys 
ſouldiours in thys wpſe. Thys day pe 
go to fyght agaynſt a moſte mightie na⸗ 
tion, whoſe warriers be ſtronge as Lt- 
ons, valiant as Liberds,andnimbleas. 
N. ii. kawnes 
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fawnes that run in the mountaines, to 
ouerturne chariotes and ſuch as ſit vp- 
on them. Now therfo28 take good harts 
vnto you, and be couragtous : foz ſo it 
ſtandes pou in hande. Do not thynke 
theim to be ipke the nations that here⸗ 
tofoze ye haue had to do withall: F mp 
ſelfe haue experience otherwiſe of their 
valiauntnes and fleightes of warre. 
This ſapde, he marched in arap moſte 
ftrongly,that they ſhould not be ſcatred 
a ſunder, and gave them charge, ſpect- 
allpe to the vawarde to take heede of 
ſtumbling vppon Nl elles oz Cefterns, 
whereby they might be hyndꝛed, fo2 as 
pet the day was ſcarce bꝛoken: and be- 
ſydes that, Titus had knowledge howe 
the Jewes fearing of his comming, had 
digd ſecrete trenches t pitfals. Mher⸗ 
toe to àuopde them, he led hys hoſte by 
the mount Olmert, in whiche place it ne⸗ 
ner came in they2 myndes to digge. 
Therkoꝛe when he came to the mounte 
Olmet, be encamped there againſte Je- 
ruſalem, ryght ouer agaynſt the b2ooke 
Cedron, that ran betwene the citie and 
the hil, and many times ran very ſha- 
lowe. Titus campe was about ſpre fur- 
longcs 
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longes from the towne. The nert mo⸗ 


rowe thep of the towne ſepnge Titus to 
be encamped vpo the mount Oliuet, the 
capitapnes of the ſedicious with thepz 
companyes aſſembled together, and fel 
at agrement euery man with an other, 
entendinge to turne theyz crueltie vp- 
pon the Komapnes, confy2mynge and 
ratifipng the ſame attonemet and pur- 
poſe, by ſwearing one to an other , and 
ſo became peace amongit them. UAher- 
fozetopning together that bekoze were 
thꝛee ſeuerall partes, they ſet open the 
gates, and all the beſte of them iſſued 
out with an ho2rible noyſe and ſhoute, 
that they made the Romaines afr apde 
withall, in ſuch wpſe, that they fled be- 
foꝛe the ſeditigus, whiche ſodapnly dyd 
ſet vpon them at vnwares. But Titus 
ſeynge his men ftee, rebuked them ſai⸗ 
png : Are ye not aſhamed of thys time- 
rous cowardnes, when pe are fo many 
and a hundzeth fo2 one of them? 7 hat 
ignominie is it, ſo many to be repulſed 
of ſo fewe?: Wherwithall Titus ſtaped 
them, and bꝛought theym mankullpe to 
withſtand the Jews, ſo that very many 
mn llapne on both ſpdes. But the

The vvarres of 


Romaynes were not able long to abide 
the foꝛce of the Tewes, albeit that Ti⸗ 
tus with his picked and moſte valiaunt 
Souldiours dpd mankullpe keepe they? 
ground and neuer reculed. Litus alſo 
laboured to encourage the reſt to fight, 
but they were ſo dpſmaped that they 
wyſte not what to do. Foz to fo2ſake 
L itus they were aſhamed, and to reſiſt 
the vyolence of the Jewes they were 
not able. Notwithtandinge Titus and 
hys companye made thep2 partie good 
agaynſt the Jewes, who at length left 
the fielde, and withdꝛewe themſelues 
foward the towne. Then Titus beyng 
w:oth with bps ſouldiours that they 
had fled from the Jewes, ſapd vnto the: 
Shal J not be auenged of theſe Jewes? 
ſhall ſo fewe of them put vs to flyght, 
not able to ſtande in they2 handes: and 
wyll pe flee oz recule, ſepnge me abide 
by it:? The nert dap Titus toke al his ar⸗ 
my lane a few that he left in his campe 
to kepe the baggage, and went downe 
the mount Oltuet, ſettinge hys men in 
battaple ray euen agapnſt the gates of 
the Citie. Then erhoꝛted he them to 
play the men, and although they were 

come 
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tome downe the hyll, yet they ſhoulde 
not feare the Jewes fo2 their campe 
that thet had left behinde them : fo2 the 
bꝛoke Cedron(ſapth he) is betwene our 
campe and the Flraelites. With theſe 
wo2des they were encouraged, and de- 
termined to encounter with the Jewes 
vnder the walles harde at the gates of 
the Citie, truſting to the ſauegard and 
defence of the bꝛoke Cedron. The capi⸗ 
taines of the ſedicious lykewyſe vſcd 
politcie: Fo2 thep deuidinge their men, 
ſent one companp to paſſe ſodapnly the 
bꝛoke Cedron, to inuade and ſpople the 
Komayne campe that were lefte in the 
mount Oliuet. Theſe tweet went and 
fought withthe Nomapnes vppon the 
mounte, and dꝛoue them oute of theyz 
tampe. Titus lookpnge behynde hym, 
and perceyuinge that the Jewes hadde 
gotten ouer the b2oke, and were in 
hande with hys menne, he was won- 
derfully afrapde , ſeepnge hymſelfe ſo 
enutronned with battaples on enerye 
ſpde. Thep within the towne when 
they ſawe thepz kelowes once at the 
mount Oliuet, they opened the gates, 
iſued withall they2 power that was 
N. iii. lekt 
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left in the towne and encountred with 
Titus where he had ſet his men in ar- 
ray oucr agaynlt the gate: where they 
made a great laughter of ß Romayns, 
whiche deſpꝛous to auenge the ſhame 
goten the dap beko ze, kled not, but ſtaut⸗ 
ly withſtode their fo2ce, Alſo the Jewes 
tooke hart vnto them, fought manfully 
and bet downe the Komaines, that at 
length they toke them to flight toward 
the mount Qluet, ſo that in their flight 
many of the were llapne by the Jewes 
that pur ſued the chaſe. Wpon thys, dp- 
uers of Titus ſouldiours (ſeynge them⸗ 
ſelues beſet both befoze and behpnde) 
counſelled Titus to flee with them vnto 
the mountaines to ſaue his life, leaſt he 
ſhould be ſlaine by thy Jewes,and they 
all together with hym. Fo2 thou(ſaye 
they) arta great Lo2de of manye king- 
domes, and god ſhal one day bzing thee 
to the impertall crowne of our Lo2d thy 
father. Nowe therfo2e if thou ſhouldeſt 
bee llapne of the Jewes, we are all but 
dead, and what good ſhoulde thy death 
do other to thp ſelfe oz to other to bee 
flayne lyke one of vs: Pet Titus woulde 
not be ruled by them, noz recepue they: 

counſell, 
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counſell, but kepts hys ground boldlye 
without once turning his face, ſaying: 
I vvill choſe rather to dye vvith honoure, 
then to liue vv ith ſhame. And with that 
he ruſhed vppon the Jewes that were 
nye him, and compelled them to recule, 
Mhen the Jewes that had enutronned 
the Komapne campe, ſawe that: they 
leftc the Komapnes and came flockpng 
about Titus by routes, aſſaplinge him 
on euerp ſpde, endeudurpnge alſo with 
all they2 mpghte to onercharge hym ; 
wher th2ough, in that place was a ſo28 
and vehement fight, and muche people 
llapne on both parties: yea, Titus ſcapt 
narowlpe from beynge layne in that 
fight, and had died in dede, if certaine ok 
his valeaunt ſouldiours had not retur⸗ 
ned vnto him, and reſcued hym oute of 
the Jewes handes. That dap were the 
chicfe of Titus ſouldiours flapne. Then 
the Jewes retyzed to theyꝛ place at the 
walles ſide. They alſo that went to the 
mount Oliuet, returned homewarde by 
the bꝛoke Cedron. The Romapnes ſe⸗ 
png that, purſued them, wherupon the 
Jewes tourned agapne vppon the Ro- 
maines, who fled by and by, Thus the 
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thziſe vpon one dap. 
7 T came to palle then, that the erter- 
nal warres pauled, and inteſtiue ci- 
uill warres reuiued moſte terriblpe as 
mongſt the ſedicious atJeruſalem. Foz 
vppon the fyꝛſt daye of the hye ſolemne 
feaſt of BaTeoucr, captapne Iehochanan 
and his men came into the Temple of 
the Lozde, where he was honourablye 
recepued of the Pieſtes and Elders, 
with the reſt of the comminaltie. And 
when thep were within, they caſte of 
they: vpper garmentes, vnder whiche 
they were armed with coates of fence, 
and ſwoꝛdes tied to they: thighs, After 
that they beſet the doꝛes and laide hold 
of the Pꝛieſtes: flue them and the peo⸗ 
ple allo, thepz hartes was ſocruellye 
bent againſt their bꝛethꝛen, neither re⸗ 
gardpnge the reuerent countenaunces 
of olde menne, no2 enclynpnge to the 
pꝛaiers of them that beſought them: 
without ſparing eyther women 02 chil- 
dꝛen, no not the ſuckinge babes. Thys 
done, lehochanan ſtode vp # openly pꝛo⸗ 
teſted that neither Schimeon noz Elcalar, 
noz 
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noꝛ anye of the reſt of the captapnes of 
the ſedicidas, no2 anpe man cls ſhoulde 
haue the ſoueraintie in that Citie but 
he. The other hearing that Iehochanan 
had wꝛought luch diſpleaſure to the peo 
ple of God in the temple, riſſe together 
and fine very many of lehochanans part, 


but in the meane ſeaſon, what of thone 


part, and what of the other, the Jſrae- 
lites went to w2acke, and were flapne 
in great number, Tidinges came to 
Titus how the Jewes conſpiredagainft 
themſelues, and llue one ancther dap⸗ 
lp: whereat he reiopſed greatly, ⁊ came 
with his hole hoſt to the towne: where 
he found certaine Jewes without that 
had fled becauſe of the rage of the cinill 
warres. When they ſawe Titus, they 
came and beſought hym to enter the 
towne and deliver them from thecruei- 
tie of the fedictous, and they woulde be 
his ſeruauntes: fo2 theſe warres hadde 
made them almoſt weart of their lines. 
Pet Tirus gaue litle credit to their tale, 
although they made many woozdes to 
perſwade him that it was true. Foꝛ he 
remembzed howe within thzee dayes 
afoze., he ſawe the Jewes fyghte 

againſt 
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againſt him egarly al with one acco2de, 
ſo earneſtly one reſcuing and oefending 
an other, that no dyſco2de appeared tg 
be amongſt them. TW herts2z he would 
not beleue they; wozdes , in that they 
required ſuccour and offred to peide. 
And as thep were thus debatpnge the 
matter, ſodapnely they harde an vproze 
in the towne, and wonderful hurlibur⸗ 
ly,ſome crpinge: Open the gates, and 
let Titus come in: other cryed ſhut the 
gates, and let not the Romaynes come 
in. Then certapne vpon the walles cal⸗ 
led vnto the Romatnes ſpedelp to come 
vnto the towne, and they woulde open 
them the gates that they myght enter 
in,requeſting the Romaines to deliuer 
theym from the tyꝛannpe of the ſedici⸗ 
ous, leaſt (ſay thet) we ſhuld be al ſlaine 
by the handes of theſe raupnous and 
cruel ſedicious perſons. The Romains 
therfo2e ranne tothe gates, and when 
thep app2oched nie the Malles, and 
were come within daunger: the Jewes 
harled ſtones from the walles, and ſhot 
arrowes at them, llepnge very many 
of the Romaines. The other Jewes al- 
ſo that were without the towne, and 

had 
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had beſought Titus to delyver them 
from the handes of the ſedicious, began 
to aſſaile the Romaines that were gon 
to the walles, with ſuch fozce, that mas 


ny of them they ſlewe, the reſidue they 


put to flight, and the Jewes folowed 
the chaſe almoſte to Aiclona, T hen the 
Jewes mockt and flouted the Komains 
calling them freſh water ſouldiers, me 
or no experience, and innocent fooles 
that neuer ſawe the trapnes of warre 
befo2e:clappyng alſo their targets and 
ſhakyng they2 ſwoꝛdes againſt them in 
mockage. The Komayne captaines ſes 
yng theſe thinges, they toke great dyſ- 
dapne at the matter, and in a great pꝛe 
woulde haue turned backe vppon the 
Je wes again had not Titus cauſed the 
retreate to be blowen. Upon this Titus 
allembled al his counſellours, captains 
and ſouldiours together, and ſapd vnto 
them in this wyſe . 3 have a ſufficient 
triall, and vnderſtand wel inongh pour 
valtauntnes and courage(moft wozthy 
men and deare ſouldiers) whiche farre 
paſeth the ſtrength and manhod of all 
other nations, and not onelp in thys 
moſt zent vertue do pe excell: = 

Allo 
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alſo in knowledge and fleights of war, 
in wiſdom x foꝛecaſt ye haue ben chiefe 
ok al other. Now therfo2c bzeth2en and 
krends, J marucile not ſo greatly at the 
Je wes ſubtiltie 4 crafte in their (wea- 
ring to pou fo; p perſwading ofa thing, 
and after kepe not their othe : but thys 
ſemeth wonderful to me, that pe ſuffcr 
ponr ſelues ſtill to be diſceiued of them, 
and to be lapne by their wyles, Foz all 
the wit pe haue, coulde not delpuer you 
out of their ſnares, but now pet againe 
the.3.time ye haue appꝛoched the wals, 
and this is the. 3. time pe haue bene put 
to the foile fo2 pour labours. Andal this 
commeth becauſe pe wil not be ruled bi 
me, but tranſgreſſe pour generall and 
lozdes commaundement. But now mp 
bꝛethꝛen take hede what pe do herafter 
it becommeth pou not to dyſobey my 
woꝛds, which pe haue done oftentimes. 
Do pe not remember a certapne noble 
man ot our couutrey in the wars of Au- 
guſtus Cæſar againft the perſians, howe 
he put his owne ſonne to death, becauſe 
that contrary to his fathers commaun- 
dement (who was grand captain of the 
armye vnder Augultus) he bad * 
Wit 
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with his enemies: pea, although he kil- 


led. 3. perſians. But what ſpeake J of 


onte:pe haue oftentimes ſet litle by mp 
commanndementes.,ſkirmiſhingdaply 
with the Jewes , and that without all 
diſcretion,raſhly & out of oder: wherby 
you may gather pour enterp2iſes haue 
no good ſucceſſe. It you continue theſe 
maners, it ſhal redound vnto pour own 
| diſhonours, Mherekoze it were better 
| fo: you to leaue of theſe partes, and lap 
- away your pꝛide, contumacie, and ſtub⸗ 
ö burnnes: which ik pe do, thinges ſhalbe 
tin better ſauegarde. uche moze ſpake 
$ Titus to his men, rebuking them ſharps 
i lp, not mencioned here, but declared at 
large in the volume that we w2it vnto 
p the Romains, When he had ſaide, hys 
r Pꝛinces i captaines fell euery one p20- 
y | ftrateto the earth, and beſought him of 
; 

e 
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pards fo2 their raſhnes in that they had 


ſo bnadutiſedlp t without o2der againſt 
hisminde encountred with the Jewes. 
The Titus taking pitic of the, pardoned 
them, requeſting them to beware here- 
after y they committed nothing againſt 
je | bys commaundement nother in wo2de 
jt F noz dede,4 ſo doing, thei ſhuld haue his 
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fauour, and auopde his diſpleaſure and 
daunger of death fo2 the contrary. But 
F the refuſedtodoe it, he woulde not 
ſpare ani ma, whatſoeuer he were that 
ſhould tranſgreſſe his comaundement, 
but put him to death,and geue his body 
to he eaten of the foules of thaire. Thei 
aunſwered al with one voyce : We are 
content with theſe condicions, and will 
do whatſoeuer thou ſhalte commaunde 
vs. After thys Titus conſpdering howe 
earneſtly the Leroſolimies were ſet one 
agapnſt another , howe they were be⸗ 
come ſuch cruell and moztall enempes, 
that eche of them conſpired others 
deaththe cauſed the pits, ceſterns, and 
tenches that were about Jeruſalem to 
be damde vp and ſtopt with earth, that 
the wayes might be leuilled fo2 his ar- 
mpe. That done he encampt hymſelfe 
nearer the walles . Againſt whiche at- 
tempt the Jewes iſſued not oute of the 
towne after they2 accuſtomed maner; 
toputtethem backe from the walles. 
Foz Schimeon was other wiſe occupied, 
he had entertapned ten thauſande men 
of the beſt of the ſeditious Jewes, and 
iopned himſelfe. to lacob the Edonute, 

captaine | 
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captapne of. ix. thouſande Edomites: 
with whom he had made a conſpiracie 
vtterly to deſtroy taptapne Ichochanan, 
And ſettyng vpon hym they compelled . 
hym to flye into the court ofthe Tem⸗ 
ple: where he remapned in the gate of 
thentraunte of the temple with epght 
thouſand and foure hund2eth good men 
of warre, all well appopnted in iackes. 
Eleaſar alſo was agapnſt hym, and iop⸗ 
ned with Schimeon, becommpng an e- 
nemie to hym that befoze had ſaued his 
lyfe: and ſo they both together aſfayled 
Ichochanan, neglectyng the defence of 
the towne.:. Bp this meanes the RKo- 
mapnes entamped them ſelues aboute 
the walles at thep2 pleaſure, rayſpng 
toures, and caſtyng trenches to plant 
theyꝛ iron rammes vpon, to batter the 
walles. The common people of the 
Jewes that were vnder the rule and 
gouernemente of the thzee ſedicious 
captaynes, namely Schimeon, Elea- 
ſar, and Jehochanan(Wwhich althoughe 
they were yll inoughe all: pet thety- 
rannp of Jehochanan farr paſſed Scht- 
meon,and Schimeon was farre wozſe 

then Eleaſar;though I — 
1. edd 


The vyarres of 
head aucthoꝛ and firſte begynner of ſe- 
diction in alt Jfracft) were amongfte 
them as ſhepe ready to be kylled. Foz 
the foꝛe ſapde ſedicious captapnes, flue 
the people at their pleaſures, and deut- 
ded them into bandes, caſtynge lottes 
bpon them who ſhoulde haue which, ſo 
that one had anothers men, # another 
man his. And this dpd they not onlye 
with thepꝛowne men, but alſo with al 
the rell of the people, in ſuch wiſe, that 
when the Romatng made anp aſſault, 
then iopned thep together as one man 
to reſiſt the Romaines, and when they 
had geuen them a repulſe, then woulde 

thep returne to their ciuil warres, and 

fall together by the eares among them 
ſelues. Extreme and d2eadful was the 
ciuill conklicte at that ſeaſon betwene 
the thꝛee foꝛeſapde captayncs: t ſo ſoze 
that the tloud ſtreamed down the cha- 
nell out ot the gates of Jeruſalem, like 
as a bꝛooke that runncth out of a foun⸗ 
tapne and well ſpzing. The Komaines 
ſeyng it, were meucd with much pitie, 
ſo that they wepte byttoriys But Jo⸗ 
ſeph that was among ſt them was ſtri⸗ 
ken I ls nu beautnelte; * — 
ur 
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burſt out into a ſozowfull lamentacion 
lifting vp his woful vopte in this wiſe. 
{Las alas Jeruſalem, the Citie of 
the great kyng, bowe ſhall J nowe 
tal thee at this dap, 02 what name ſhal 
1 geue thee⸗Sometpme thou waſt cal⸗ 
ſed Iebus of lebuſæus that buylded thee 
lyꝛſt in all this lande. After that, thy 
name was Zedck, that is iuſtice: wher 
bppon thy kynge Jehozam was called 
Malkizedek, to2 he was a ryghteous 
kyng : and becauſe he raigned in thee 
with iuſtice, therekoze was thy name 
Zedek. Then righteouſnes had his abt- 
ding in thee, and thy bꝛight ſtarre that 
ſhined in thee was Zedek. 
Moꝛeouer, in his time waſt thou called 
Schalem, as the Scripture witnelleth, 
and Malkizedck kyng of schalem; and 
that becauſe the iniquitie of the people 
that dwelt in thee was then fulfplled. 
Fo2 at that tyme choſe Abraham oure 
father (of wozthye memozye) to woz⸗ 
ſhip god in thee, and to take thee to his 
enheritaunce, to plant in thee the rote 
of good woozkes. TWherevpon the ta⸗ 
bernacle of God remapneth in thee to 
this dape: as it was reuealed vato the 
X. li. ſame 
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ſame our father Ab2aham. Jn thee(ſap 
J) is the ſanctuary of the Lozd. Fo2 in 
that place did Abꝛaham bynde his only 
fonne vpon the top of one of thy hylles 
that is called mount Moriah, holy and 
halowed: and therfoze art thou called 
Jeruſalem, becauſe our father Abza⸗ 
bam (of famous memoꝛpe) called the 
place of thy ſanctuary Adonai ĩireeh, the 
Loꝛde ſhall ſee. Then thy late name 
beyng Schalem, this iopned to it, made 
it Iireſhalem. Fo2 the Lo2de God ſhall 
beholde the place of thy ſanctuary, at 
what tyme as it ſhalbe Schalem, that 
is pure, vncozrupte, without lacke oz 
ſpotte : but whenſocuer it is polluted 
and defyledas it is at this daye, then 
wyll he turne away his face from it. 
urthermoꝛe thou art alſo called Teru- 
alaim therfoze: becauſe that who ſo 
vnderſtande the dignitie and wozthy- 
neſſe of the place wherin thy ſanctuary 
is, ſhall byd the Angelles of heauen to 
teache in it the doctrine of the holye 
ghoſt, and the ſpirite of wyſedome and 
bnderſtandyng, wherwith lyttle chyl- 
d2en + the vnlearned in thy lande may 
be made wyle. He alſo that — 
| | n 
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in thy temple, had on a garment of, tit 
colours, Skarlet, Uiolet, Biſſe, and 
Purple, Skarlet in the reſpecte of the 
beauens that be aboue the firmament: 
Uiolet and Biſſe coloures (whiche be 
made of flare) becanſe of the earthe of 
which they come : finallye, Purple in 
reſpect of the ſea where purple is got- 
ten. Zherfoze when as the pꝛieſt came 
into the temple to miniſter, apparap⸗ 
led in theſe. iin. coloures, he ſapde be- 
foe the Almpghtye God: Jam come 


to pꝛeſent my ſelfe here in thy ſygt O 


Loꝛde of the world) in foure kyndes of 
colours, that do repꝛeſent the partes of 
thy woꝛlde, and in ſuche wyſe do J ap- 
peare befoꝛe thee, as though J ſhoulde 
bzynge all the whole wo2lde into thy 
ſyght. Mozeouer, the fo:cſayde appa- 
raple was garnyſhed with pure gutde 
and pꝛecious ſtanes, after the lykeneſſe 
of the tribes of the anne of lacob, 
who was called Jſracll : that in that 
garment he myght haue the ſouerain⸗ 
tic befoze the angels that be aboue, and 
by them pꝛeuaple to b2yng the vertue 
of the holy ghoſte: by the whiche they 
chould obteine wyſdome that dwell in 

X. iii. thee, 
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thee, and pꝛoſper in they2 ſtudpe and 
fayth, that they myght baue wiſdome 
and vnderſtandynge together. Hig 
lopnes alſo were gyzded with lynnen 
lloppes, wherewith he couered his ſe⸗ 
crete partes: foz it becometh pꝛieſtes 
moſt of all other perſons to be ſhamfaſt 
and baſhfull, ſpecially when he ſhould 
miniſter in the two ſanctuaries, Foz 
there are two ſanctuaries, the vtter 
and thinner, whiche is the ſanctum 
ſanctorum, oꝛ the holpeſt of all. In the 
vtter, the pꝛieſtes miniſter as the bye 
pꝛieſte commaundeth them: but in the 
inner, that is the ſanctum ſanctorum 
entreth no man ſaue the hype pꝛieſt on⸗ 
ly, and that but once a peare. Fo2 in it 
was the arcke of the conenauntof the 
Loꝛde, in the which were lapde bp the 
two tables of the couenaunt that God 
made with the people of Iſraell in the 
mount Sinai. There is alſo the rod of 
Aardn that flo2iſhed and b2ought fo2th 
leaues. All theſe were in the kpzſte 
temple whples it was pet ſtandynge. 
Ouer agapnſte that Sanctuarye were 
xiiii. ſtapers o2 ſteppes, vpon the whi⸗ 
che appeared the miracle to kyng Chel 

lau. 
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kiahu. And thou Jeruſalem at that 
tyme was ſtronger then other Cities, 
Lady of al pzouinces : fo2 great kinges 
and pzinces buylded thee, Kyng Yes 
rode muche exalted thee, rapſpnge typ 
walles on heyght, and beſpdes that al- 
ſo, defenced thee with another wall, 
that he named Antochia, of Antiochas, 
a Romayie, who liberally gaue much 
money towarde the repay2ynge of the 
rupnes and decapes that were in thee, 
Howe commeth it to pale therekoze 
that thou art bꝛought thus lowe: the 
Gentples haue the rule ouer thee now 
and beſiege thee, raſpng thee and ca- 
ſtyng thee down: pea, they are nowe 
in the mpdſtc of thee. Wo be to vs fo2 
our ſinnes, foz the hautpncſſe of thy 
ſtrength-is daſhed, thy ſanctuarpe is 
troden under the foote, and made a 
ſynke of the bloud of flayne perſones. 
Dꝛynke now of thycup( O Jeruſalem) 
with thy doughter Sion, dzynke I ſay 
the cup of veration and griefe together 
with her: fo2 pet the tyme (hall come 
that viſions chall bee ceuepled, and 
redemptioa alſo it ſelfe, that thy chvl- 
* chall retourne to they; 8

with the health — ; — 
Then ſhalbe the tym ndſhip n 
then ſnalt thou — — — cuppe ol heal 
and conlolation. 

After this, Tirus went to vewe what 
way he might beſt aſſault the citie, and 
as he deupſed with hym ſelfe, be eſpp⸗ 
ed a plapne on that [yde where the ſe⸗ 
pulchze of Jochana the hye pꝛieſt was, 
whereas he ſtayed a whyle, and ſente 
one ofhis captaynes that were there 
with hym called Nicanor, to common 
with the Jewes that were vppon the 
walles, to moue them to peace, wyl- 
ling bym ts ſay thus vnto them. 
Frendes, my Lo2de Titus is deſirous 
to ſpare pou, ⁊ to make a league with 
vou, that ye myght be at quiet and out 
of this daunger of deſtruction. And yf 
pou be ſo diſpoſed to conſent thereunto 
Titus ſhall make a league with you 
pet befoꝛe nyght. Nicano2 wente and 
ſpake with the people in ſuche wyſe as 
Titus had wylled hym. The Jewes 
gaue hym no wo2de to aunſwere, but 
helde they2 peace : wherefoze Nicano2 
ſpake vnto them agapne, and as he 
was talkyng vnto them, one ar 

alles 
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walles ſtroke hym with an arrow a1 
kylled hym. UWherat Titus was ex 
dyng wꝛothe that they ſhould ooteat 
his captayne offerpng them peare, and 
his death greued hym maruelouſipe, 
Wherefo:e he commaunded ladders, 
b:akes, ſiynges,tiron rammes, and o⸗ 
ther engines of warre to be bꝛought to 
aſſaulte the towne. So the ſouldiours 
bꝛought an iron Ramme to batter the 
walle, and planted it vpon a mounte 
accozdpngly. The Jewes ſeyng that, 
were ſoꝛe afrapde, wherefo2c the three 
ſedicious captaines iopned themſelues 
in krendſhippe, and koozthwith opened 
the gates, iſſued out, and bet the Ro- 
mapnes from thepꝛ peeces and engins 
that were now ready addꝛeſled, ſetting 
fy2e on the ramme, flpnges,and all the 
other engins, a fewe excepted, whiche 
Titus and his menne ſaued from the 
fire. In this conflicte the men of Aler- 
andzia that ſerued Titus, behaued 
them ſelues lpke tall fellowes in the 
reſcupng of the llynges fr5 the Jewes: 
yet the Jewes p2enapled, and gate the 
bpper hande of them, tyll Titus came 
with a ſtronge power of picked men to 
X. b. ſuctour 
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ſuceour the Alexandrians,where as. rit. 
ok the ſtouteſt Jewes wece llapne. In 
the ſame ſky2mythe Ichochanan a tap- 
tapne of the E domites, that came to 
ayde the Jewes, was ſayne by an A- 
rabian, that came behynde hym, and 
ſtroke hym with an arrowe, whyles he 
was talkyng with the Komaynes t at 
had entreated hym to come vnto them. 
Foz whom the Edomites mourned 
and lamented ſo2e, oz he was a good 
man of warre. The next npaht certain 
of the ſedicious, cbicfely of Jehochanan 
and Schimcons companye, iſſued out 
and came to the three wodden towers 
that Titus had erected befoze the wal- 
les, to viewe out of them the towne, t 
to ſee what the Jewes dpd, where he 
had alſo ſette both within and without 
them fo2 thep2 defence, a great garrp⸗ 
ſon of valiaunt ſouldiours. Uhho fo 
euer were nye the towzes, thoſe the 
Jewes fluc, the other fledde to Titus 
campe. The Romapnes that were 
within the towꝛes knowpng nothyng 
of the matter, and trutpnge to them 
that were ſettcaboute the taw2es fo; 
they: ſauegarde, llepte all the 22 - 
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After the Jewes had thus flapne the 
Komapne watche, and putte them to 
fiygbt, they came to the towzes with 
ſawes, and cutte the feete a ſunder, ſo 
that they fell ſodapnelp together with 
them that were within, whiche were 
bery many, and ſinc them euerp one. 
Titus hearynge the alarme and the 
craſhyng of the fallyng of the towzes, 
was ſoze afrapde, and all his whole 


armpe, and not knowpng what the 


matter was, they durſt not ſturre to- 
warde it: ſa the Jewes returned clere 
into the towne. On the moꝛowe Titus 
bzoughte his whole power to the wal- 


les, and whyles the Jewes were at 


they2 contencions in the towne, he ad- 
d2cſſed an other ron Ramme, wher- 
with he ſodapnly ſtrake the vtter wall, 
and battred it thrꝛoughe. UWherevps 
pon, the people that warded that wall 
were fapne to withdzawe them ſclues 
8 the lauegarde of the ſcconde 
all. | 
Then Titus commaunded his ſouldy- 
ers to raſe to the ground that wall that 
he had pearſed, and to cary awaye the 
ſtones thereof, that they ſhoulde be — 
| ct 
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let noz hynderaunce to his men. This 
was the moſt ſubſtancial and ſtrongeſt 
wall of al,thicker then both the other, 
and was buylded by Herode. The Ko- 
mapnes labourpng earneſtip in the de⸗ 
facyng of the vtter wall, were ſtapne 
in greate nomber by the Jewes from 
the mpddell wall, befo2e they could fi⸗ 
nyſhe thep2 purpoſe. The chiefe of the 
Jewes pertepupng that Titus hadde 
not onelp taken, but alſo quite pulled 
downe the vtter wall; and howe there 


the towne, it wente to they: hartes, 
t made them loke about them. There⸗ 
foe began the ſeditious now earneſtly 
to thpnke of vnitie and conco2de a⸗ 
mongit them ſelues: ſo that they deni- 
ded the towne amongſt them ints the 
wardes. Jehachanan was appopnted 
vnto that warde that is on the Nozth 
parte of the temple , beſyde the Anti⸗ 
ochia. That parte of the towne that 
was towarde the tombe of Jochanan 
the hyghe Pꝛieſte, was attributed to 
Schimeon. To Hcaſar was committed 
the kepyng of the wall. Theſe erho2- 
tyng one another toplay the moe = 

ale- 


was nowe but two walles lefte about 
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baleantly reſiſt the Romapnes: ſo that 
the tonflictes then began to bee ſoze E 
harde. The Nomaines fo2 thepz re- 
no wne and fame, lapde on loade ; and 
the Jewes agapne ſtucke ftyflp to their 
defence, ſeeyng they? ende at hande pf 
they were llacke. Titus now and then 
erhozted His Souldiours to plape the 
men, pꝛompſpng them that would va- 
leantly make any enterpzpſe vpon the 
Jewes, aboundaunce of golde, ſpluer, 
and much honour withall. Then ſtept 
foozth one of his ſouldſours, named 
Longinus, and put hym ſelfe amongſte 
the routes of theJewes that were iſſu⸗ 
ed out of the towne, where he flue a 
couple of the chiefe of them, + ſtreyght 
recouered him ſelfe agapne within the 
aray of the Romaines., But the Jewes 
ſh2ynkt not from the Komaynes : foz 
thet were in a keruent rage and a won- 
derfull diſdapne: and to further thepz 
conrage, Schimeon came bnto his 
men and cryed vpon them with a loude 
dopte, ſaying. Foz the reuerence of 
God krendes, flie not this day: who ſo 
, ener doth flie, let bym be ſure he ſhall 
dye fo2 it, and his houſe deſtroyed. 
Titus 
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Titus alſo admonpched his to kepe 
they} arape, and not to geue backe to 
Schimeon. Then went he hym ſelfe to 
that part of the towne where lehocha- 
nans warde was, there he cauſed an J⸗ 
ron ramme to be planted and bente a- 
gaynſt the wall, (fo2 there was a large 
plapne) There was at that tyme in 
Jeruſalem one called Kantor, who gat 
lo hym a company of the ſedicious, and 
ſhotte from the walles into the Ko⸗ 
maynes armye, where he ſlue very ma- 
npe, compelipng the reſt to retpꝛe. 
This Rantoz with nine other tall fe- 
iswes whercof he was the Decurian, 
;defended-one part of the towne. Rowe 
as the Romapnes bended the Ramme 
to batter the wall, Kantor crped vnto 
Titus. - F beſeche thee my Lo2de Titus 
-be mertytull to this moſte famous Ci⸗ 
tie that is almoſte bet downe alreadyr, 
do not dekate it vtterly : but take pitie 
of the ſanctuaxpe that is init, and de⸗ 
ſtrope not the habitacion of the Lo2de 
God. Titus at his requeſt commaunded 
his men to ſtaye and to leaue of batte⸗ 
| rng the wall; wie th * he to _w 
02 
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toz2 Come foozth hyther to me, and 
thou ſhalt ſaue thy lpfe, J wyil pardon 
thee, thon ſhalt not be deſtroyed, 
Bantoz aunſwered, J wyll ſee pf J can 
perſwade theſe my felowes to come 
with me. But he dpd it vpon colour, 
foꝛ none other cauſe then crafteip to 
tryfle out tyme, whereby he myghte 
cauſe Titus to leaue of the aſſaulte to a 
whyle. So he ſpake vnto his felowes 
whiche kne we his mynd, that the Ro- 
maynes myght heare: Lette vs goo 
downe and flee to the Romapne army, 
Then they dꝛewe out they? ſwoozdes, 
as though they woulde kyll hpm, and 
ſtrpkyng vppon his harnepes, he fell 
downe to the grounde in the ſpghte of 
the Romapnes, Whiche were igno⸗ 
raunt ot his diſcepte, Then one ot the 
Romapnes lette flic an arrowe, that 
wounded Kanto? vppon the face, and 
glauncpng from hym, ſlcwe an other 
that ſtode by hym. Then Kanto? crp- 
ed out. What do pe: wyll ye ſhoote 
at vs that deſpze to bee at peace 
with pou,  whiche ye graunted pour 
| felues, and nowe wyll bzeake your 
| pꝛompſe 
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pꝛomiſe that pe made vnto vs: Js this 
the rewarde my Lo2d Titus that thou 
rendꝛeſt me foꝛ goyng about to flie vn- 
to thee; that thy ſouldiours ſhall hoote 
at me, hearpng me to require condici⸗ 
ons of peace? Nowe therfoze my Lo 
map it pleaſe thee to ſende hyther ſome 
man of honour, to whom J mape come 
downe and receiue aſſuraunce of thy 
p2omyle, to be as one of thyns owne 
men. Titus thynkyng he ment good 
fayth, tpake vnto Joſeph, wyllpnge 
hym to gooe and make peace with the 
Jewe in his name: then to bzyng hym 
vnto hym that he mpght fpnde ſaue- 
garde of his lyfe, from the common de- 
ſtruction. Joſeph aunſwered : Why 
wylt thou ſende me: what baue J of- 
fended thee: haue J not euer done thee 
true and fapthfull ſerutce- « Therekoze 
pyk thou beate me anpe good wpll 02 fa- 
uour, ſende me not vnto hym whom 
tan not truſte: Foz Joſeph miſtruſted 
ſome ſubteltie knowing Kantoz afo2e. 
So Titus ſente one Captapne Tiarus, 

who f2yde vntoKantoz 2 come downe 

and let vs go together to 8 = 
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cloke lappe, that he myghte hurle hym 
downe his money that he hadde there, 
(leaſf the Jewes percepuinge it, would 
take it from hym) and then he woulde 
tome downe, And as liarus helde vp hys 
lappe to recepue the money that Kantor 
ſpake of, Kantor with all his mpght caſt 
downe a great ſtone, whiche liarus eſpi⸗ 
yng, lept aſide and auopded: but it light 
vpon one of his kellowes and ſlue him. 
Titus was wonderfull wioth at thys, 
and fozth with planted pet an other J- 
ron Ramme againſt the walle , and at 
length layde it flatte vpon the ground, 
Then tommaunded Titus to make fires 
about the walle, whereas the Je wes 
choulde eſcape by. Kantor ſepnge that 
woulde haue fled, and as he made haite 
to ſcape the fyzes,the weyght ok his ar⸗ 
mour bare him downe into the fre, and 
there he dyed, moe deſy2ons of death 
then lyke. Then entred the Komapnes 
within the ſecond walle, againſt whom 
the @edicious iſſued and fought with 
ſuch vehement fo2ce, that they pꝛeuap⸗ 


led againſt thepz enemyes, flewe many 


of the Romapnes, and fozced the reſt ta 
Y. i. retpze 


Kantor deſpzed hym to holde abzode his 
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retpꝛe bnto the fy: walle that thet had 
beaten downe afoze. In this ſky2zmiſhe 
Titus hymſelke tooke a bowe and ſhot 
at the Jewes in ſuche wyſe, that not 
one of bys arrowes were ſpente in 
vaine, but that it dpd ſome anopaunce 
vnto the Jewes. The Jewes notwith⸗ 
ſtandinge gaue thepm the repulſe krom 
the Towne, and they were not able to 
make thepz partie good with thepm. 
Within fourc dapes after came onto 
Titus a newe ſupplpe of Souldiours 
oute of all quarters fo2 to apde the Ro- 
mapnes, by whoſe helpe they pꝛeuapled 
agapnſt the Jewes at ſuche tymes as 
they iſſued ont of the Towne, and con- 
ſtrapned them to withdzawne them- 
ſelues within the walles. 
Pet Titus pitipng the miſerable ſtate 
of theCitie , Temple, and people of 
the Loꝛde, at that tyme commaunded 
hys people to withdzawe themſelues 
from the walles, and to leaue of the 
aſſaulte fo a whyle : that he mpght of- 
fer peace vnto the Jewes, to ſee pf they 
woulde nowe bee content to ſubmitte 
theimſelues vnto the Komapnes , to 
bane quiet and reſt without daunger of 
deſtruc⸗ 
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deſtruction , M herekoꝛe he gaue them 
truce foꝛ fyue dapes. And vppon the fift 
daye he tame to the gate cf the Citie, 
wheras he ſtrapght way eſpied Schime⸗ 
on and lehochanan together, pꝛeparpng 
fpꝛe to deſtrope the Romapnes engyns 
of warre: ſo2 all the Jewes had agreed 
together with one acco2d and one mind 
ſtyl to withſtande to Komains, A her⸗ 
foꝛe Titus percepuyng the Jewes to bee 
ſo deſperatly ſet, that they had euen vo⸗ 
wed they? lyues to death: he began to 
offer and pꝛopoſe vnto them conditions 
of peace, and ſharpely to repꝛoue and 
blame thep2 obſtinate ſtubburnes, ſap⸗ 
inge. J haue nowe wonne two of poure 
walles, and pe haue but one left. Ther⸗ 
koꝛe ik pou wyll continue ſtpll in thys 
ſelke wplled frowardnes: what wpll pe 
doe ( moſte myſcrable creatures) when 
as J ſhal atchiue alſo the thy2de walle, 
and quite deſtroy pour Citie, pullinge 
downe your Temple and all. 

Whycdoe pe not rather fauoure and 
ſpare pour owne lyues, pour wines and 
chyldzen { But the Jewes (ct vppon a 
ſolemne obſtinacie, woulde in no wyſe 
heare Titus ſpeaks. Therekoze Titus 
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ſent Toſeph to declare hys mynde bnto 
them in Hebꝛue, that they myght ſafe- 


ly credite hys pꝛompſes, and the peace 
that was offred, Ioſeph therefoze went 


and ſtode ouer againſt the gate, keping þ. 


himſelfe a loofe of, fo2 he was afrapde 
to come nye the walle, knowynge that 
the people hated hym, becauſe he hadde 
pelded himſelfe to the Romatnes. He 
called therfoꝛe vnto theym aloude:har⸗ 
ken al pe Hebꝛues and Jewes, J wpl 
declare vnto pou that, that ſhall 
be to your commoditie. Zhen 
the people gaue eare vnto 
foleph, who ſpake vnto 
them in thys 
wpſe. 
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Citiſins of Jeru- 
ſalem. 


Ou ſhould ere this (good 
people of Jeruſalem) haue 

7 fought ſo earneftly, whi⸗ 
les pour Cities were pet 
Atandinge, and pour lande 
, \Nrepleniſhed with people, 
ere euer thys miſchiefe had lighted vp- 
pon you. Ao we that with murders and 
flaughters amongeſt poure ſelues, you 
deſtroyed one another, and polluted 
the Temple of the ſanctuarye with the 
bloud of the murthered , haue not ſpa⸗ 
red poure owne lpnes, pou are become 
few in number, a ſmall ſoꝛt of you left: 
what hope haue you to pꝛeuaple? A⸗ 


gaine, vou haue ſtirred here and pꝛouo⸗ 


ked a baltaunt Nacion, whiche is ruler 
otter all people, and hath ſubdued all o- 
ther landes, whiche alſo hath thoſe na- 
clons in ſubiegion vader them, whiche 
ſometime rapgned ouer you, Beſpdes 
this you wage battaple with the Ko- 
maynes without all diſcretion oꝛ wyſe- 

Y. iii. dome, 
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dome, without any remo2s of this moſt 
famous Citie, without any reuth of the 
ſanctuarye of the Lozde, without anpe 
compaſion of your owne lpues. Nep- 
ther pet do you fozſake pour purpoſe: fo2 
JF percepue you to continue in this ſame 
elke wyl to withſtande the Komaines 
ſtill, whiche is nothynge elles then to 
ſpꝛede abode thys calamitie further, 
both vpon the people of God, and vpon 
hys holy temple . Albeit J am not a- 
frapve onely fo2 this holp Temple, and 
molt renoumed Citie, lcaſt it ſhould be 
raced and deſtroyed : but fo2 the ſacrift- 
ces and burnt offringes leaſt they ſhuld 
ceaſe, as the daylpe ſacrifice is ceaſſed, 
And why? Fo2 we haue ſpnned agapnſt 
our Lo2de God. TW herefo2e is his ſha⸗ 
do we departed from vs; becauſe that in 
this ſame temple we haue kept warres 
making it an habitacion of the wicked, 
a tabernacle of ſedicious perſons: yea, 
euen the miniſters and holy men of god 
haue pe murthered 4 within the walles 


of the Temple haue pe ſhedde innocent 
bloud without meaſure . See nowe 
(deare bzethzen) marke what o2dy- 
naunce, what engins, what inſtrumen⸗ 

tcs 


tes of deſfruction are addꝛeſſed to beate 
downe the Temple, the fp:c is already 
kindled to ſet a fy2e the ſanctuarp: And 
log euen pour very enempes are ſo piti⸗ 
fall of pour Temple, that they woulde 
not haue it defaced, But pou(deare b2e- 
thꝛen and frendes,) why are pou ledde 
with ns remoꝛſe of poure ſelues, that 
youre enempes mape once remoue from 
you theſe engines of warres 2 hat 
baueyounowe left to truſt vnto, when 
as two of pour walles are alrcadp bat- 
tered downe, aud one onelp remaineth?2 
Pou will ſay peraduenture, we put not 
our truſte in oure walles, but in oure 
G OD. Are pe not aware that poure 
God hath longe agone geuen pou ouer, 
and hath turned him to your enempes, 
becauſe they haue with greater honour 
and reuerence w92ſhypped hys name, 
then we whiche rebelliouſip are fallen 
awaye from him: WMherefoze GOD 
alliſteth not vs, but our enempes, in ſg 
muche, that except it be in ſuche coun⸗ 
treys, whereas either fo2 extreme colde 
of the one ſpde, oz erteadynge heate on 
the other, no man is able to abyde : all 
Landes, all Nacions are vnder theyz 

Y. illi. dominion. 
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dominion. Tell me, J p2ay pou, what 
erpectation haue you, ſeynge God hath 
made them a terrour vnto all nacions 
vppon the earth, who ſerueth theym, 
TU hy wyl not pou obey them, that you 
mape lpue and not perpſhe: Do you not 
conſider it is come to thepz turne to 
rule ouer al, that God hath committed 
dominion vnto theim, aud apded theim 
with his aſſiſtannce » Remember you 
not howe God in tymes paſt apded the 
Egiptians, in ſo much that they obtey- 
ned the dominion ouer all the whole 
wo2lde? but after warde departed from 
theym, and aſſiſted you to get the ſoue- 
raintie ouer other nations: After that 
fozſoke you agayne, and gaue the Em⸗ 
pire vnto the Chaldeis, Aſlſirians, and per- 
ſians, whiche rapgned karre and wyde 
oner many countreps: Nowe alſo hath 
he geuen theym ouer, and helpeth the 
Ramapnes theſe many yeares, ſo that 
they beare rule ouer all: if you wyl ob- 
iecte and ſaye, To what entent ſhoulde 
God geue the dominion vnto the Ko⸗ 
mapnes oz other Racions ouer the 
woꝛlde, and ouer his enheritaunce and 
people alſo, which is an holy people, a 

| peculiar 
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peculiar and ſpeciall Nation of all the 
earth: Shoulde you not be aſhamed to 
'ſay thys with what diſcretion can you 
wonder at this, knowing that all man 
kpnd one and other,are the handiwozke 
of God, whoeralteth whom he lyſte , 
and whom he liſte he thzuſteth downe⸗ 


Pe ſap pe bee the childꝛen of God, and 


his pꝛoper poſſeſſion, and pe aſpire to 
the ſoueraintie: therefoze it cannot bee 
that God ſhould determine any thynge 
bppon you by chaunce, foztune, oz ſo⸗ 
daine anger and diſpleaſure,J graunt, 
but wot ye what: The ſhadowe o2 p20- 
tection of the Lo2de hath fo2ſaken you 
becauſe of pour ſinnes and tranſgreſſt- 
ons againſt the temple and his holy mi⸗ 
niſters. Howe then can you ſtape vpon 
hys helpe, when as he hath withdza⸗ 
wen hys loupnge countenaunce from 
pou, and pour ſpnnes haue made a de⸗ 
uo2ce betwene pou and hym 2 Oh my 
deare chyldzen and bꝛethꝛen, let neuer 
thys imagination enter into pour har⸗ 
tes, foz it ſhall nothpnge auayle pou: 
Why wpll you mp deare bzethꝛen and 
frends make war vpon the Romains⸗ 
when as they are lozdes oner nations, 
Y. b. and 
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and haue pearced the ſtreates of India, 
and ot all alles of the ſea, euen to the 
great Ocean ſea, and from thence to al 
the partes of the Eaſt: whoſe dominion 
ertendeth to the ertreame partes cf the 
Britaine, tur th. V ta euen to Bꝛytaine, and ouer 
all Scotlande, which is enup2onned on 
cuery ſpde with Seas, whoſe people is 
huge like Gpauntes, ot a bigge ſtature, 
and of a mightie courage, moſte expert 
arches,and valiaunt ſouldiours in bat- 
taple. To whom when the capitaine of 
the Romapns came, they gaue him the 
repulſe, and would not be ſubdued: but 
when the P2ynces of the Komaynes 
came, they bꝛought them into ſubiecti⸗ 
on and ſeruitude vnder the Romaines. 
But pou ſap my bzethꝛen and frendes) 
pou wpll rather all dye then ſerue the 
P3ynces of the Gentyles : and that 
death is better fo2 pou then lyfe, to bee 
d2ypuen to ſce with youre epes the cala⸗ 
mities of the ſanqduarpe and people of 
GOD. Search the hiſtozies and Chꝛo⸗ 
nicles from the tyme ok poure aunce⸗ 
tours. Then was there euer anpe 


tyme wherein pou were free from the 
poke ofthe Gentils: Do you not _ 
that 
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that Jacob our father of wozthy memo- 
ry, who was alwaies with G DD, and 
God with hym, tooke hps tourney into 


Egypt, to be a ſtraunger in a ſtraunge 


land amongſt a pꝛoude kynde of people: 
le aſt he, his childꝛen, honſhold, and cat⸗ 
tell ſhould periſhe with honger⸗ There 
he had with him his. rii. ſonnes whiche 
he had begotten, and dwelt there alſo 
with his ſmall familie, fo2 feare of the 
greuous famine that was at that time. 
Remember pou not when p ludas with 
his bꝛethꝛen went downe into Egypt, 
ho we loſeph was moued as a ſtraunger 
to picke a quarcil agapnſt hys bꝛethzen 
to bꝛynge theim into bondage, bearing 
pet in hys mpnde what iniurie they had 
done hym: M herekoꝛe ſome of thepm 
he caſte in pꝛpſon, and handeled theym 
at hys pleaſure with craktpe accuſatt- 
ons, eſpeciailys Juda who was the 
chiefe amongeſt them, of whom all the 
Jewes tooke theyz name, who pk ehe 
hadde bene ſo dyſpoſed , hadde bene a- 
bletolaye Joleph. at hys foote a thou- 


Joſeph. 
TWherefoz:e when he was ſo 8 
an 
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and ſo ſharply taunted of him, he migh 
haue kylled hym in hys rage. Foz he 
was a very bolde man and a hardp,and 
of , noble courage, ' whiche ſurely had 
notfozcedaryſhe to haue flayne that 
Egiptian and moe to ot his feliowes, 
Not withſtandinge he dyd not ſo, but 
contrarp, ſubmitted himſelfe vnder the 
poke of Joſeph. called him his Loꝛd and 
good maſter, ſuppoſing him to be ſome 
Egiptian, humbled himſelf befoze him 
to obtayne his peticion, + to get co2ne, 
leaſt his father, his bzeth2en, and their 
familic ſhoulde dye fo2 hunger. What 
ſhould J ſay of Joſeph, ſo beautifull, ſo 
wile and wittieamanne, was not he 
kaine to ſerue in Pharaos houſe, where- 
in although his wyldom was wel kno- 
ken, inſomuche that Pharao ſet moꝛe by 
bim then by al the noble men that were 
then aliue, was alſo called lozde great 
maſter, and Pharaos father:nenerthe- 
les he humbly beſought Pharao that he 
might ſuſtapne his father and bꝛethꝛen 
with bꝛead, knowing that at that tyme 
the dominion belonged to pharao and 
his people, being geuen theim of God. 
And although it Ioſeph hadde liſte to re- 
turne 
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turns into the lande of Canaan with all 
his fathers whole houſholde withoute 


haraos leaue: no man could haue letted 
pm to doe it, fo2 he bare the greateſt 
rule at that tyme in Egipte, pet did he 
not ſo. Beniamin alſo was lpke ned to 
a rauenpnge woulfe foꝛ hys fearcenes, 
when he was fetched againe by fozce of 
Ioſephes Stewarde, kapnyng a lye vpon 
bym, howe chaunced he dpd not kpll 
hym: Onꝛ elles when he alone purſued 
Beniamin and bis other bzethzen: could 
not he pf he hadde lift haue ſlaine the fe- 
low, and buried him, ſo that the matter 
ſhoulde neuer haue come to light. Not- 
withſtandinge they dpd nothing lo no2 
ſo: but Iudas wiſely wapinge the exalta⸗ 
tions and deiedions , the pzomoctons 
and diſgracinges, with the common 
courſes of the wozld:retourned againe 
with his b2zeth2zen into the Citte, went 
to Joſeph and beſought him, vntpll his 
bowels were moned to pitie, and he 
was knowen of his bzethzen. All theſe 
thinges doth the moſte holy lawe of the 
Loꝛde rehearſe vnto vs, aud putteth vs 
in mind ok, fo2 this intent, that we may 
learne to beare foz necefſitics ſake — 
| YOoRE 
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poke ot hym that hath the pzeeminence 
and rule fo2 hys tyme. ept her let any 
iudge oz thynke that Joſeph offended- 
god in that he ſubmitted hymſelf vnder 
the poke of Pharao , fo2 it is no ſhame 
fo: a wiſe ma to crouch vnto him whoſe 
helpe he ſtandeth in nede of, whatſoe⸗ 
ner he be: much moꝛe pf he be a king oz 
a Loꝛde. 

Do pe not knolne that our fathers 
were in bondage to kinge pharao in E⸗ 
gipt - But after the Lozde remembꝛed 
the couenaunt that he made with oure 
fathers, and had determpned to lead 
them out of Egypt: be ſent Poyſes our 
maſter of famous memo2y his Aungel, 
hys choſen, who knewe the Lo2de to be 
with him, whereby he was able to de⸗ 
ſtroy whoſoeuer dyd ryſe agapnſt hym. 
Neuertheleſfe when he came to Pha⸗ 
raos pꝛeſente, who then bare rule in E⸗ 
gipt, he ſhowed not himſelfe in armes, 
but rather with thunder and haple, 
that Pharao myght well perceyne and 
knowe, G O D was the Lo2de. But at 
what tpme as Pharao opp2eſſed the 
Iſraelites to ſoꝛe, oure maſter Moyſes 
by Gods helpe bꝛought them out of E- 


gipt, 
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gipt, with a ſtronge hande and a ſtret⸗ 
ched foozth arme, agapnſt the E gypti⸗ 
ans, whom he puniſhed with continual 
plagues , by that meanes deliuerpnge 
the Iſraelites out of the hands of their 
Lo2des and maſters , and bzyngynge 
them to the mount of God, made them 
hepꝛes of all goodnes, that is to ſay, of 
the moſte holpe lawe of GOD. And 
after Ioſua had ſubdued the holpe lande 
to the Iſraelites, and that they inhabi⸗ 
ted it, there chaunſed vnto our fathers, 
tymes of aduerſities, as it is mencio⸗ 
ned in the bookes of the P2ophetes , ſo 
that they were tonſtrapned to ſerne the 
kinge of Aſchur a longe ſeaſon, and the 
kynges of perſia, to the Thaldees alſo 
were we in bondage, although not ve- 
rp greudus but tollerable. Pozeouer 
with other kinges of the Gentples we 
hadde warres,and ſometimes we were 
put to foples, ſometpmes we hadde the 
bpperhande. Nowe therfoze my bꝛe⸗ 
thzen, tell me, what ſhame were it to 
you pf pou were ſubiece to the Romay- 
nes:02 what are yon to be compared to 
other Rations that bee under thepz 
dominion : Doe you not ſee that the 
Romatines 
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Romapnes rapgne ouer pour enemies, 
and beare rule ouer them that ſome- 
tymes were pour maiſters and hatcrs- 
were it not reaſon rather that you ſhuld 
tone them, which haue bzought do wne 
pour ennempes, and reuenged you cf 
them: Whiche notwithtandinge pou 
haue nothinge at all done, but rather 
haue hated them, as men vopde of all 
percepuing, without wapinge and con- 
liderynge, that ſence the tpme pe were 
vnder them, pe haue alwapes lpued in 
moſte quietnefſe and peace. Imp ſelke 
when J withſtode the Romains in Ga⸗ 
lite, knewe verp well, that J ſhould be 
ouercommed at length, but J coulde do 
nothinge fo2 the ſedicious perſons that 
were with me, which would in no wiſe 
folowe my counſaile: pea it ſtode me in 
hand to take hede of mine owne perſon 
that J were not kplled of them after J 
had once counſelled and moued them to 
gene vp the towne. TWWherefo2e ſepnge 
the matter ſtode ſo, and God knewe my 
harte: thought beſte to fyght ag aynſt 
the Romaines as J monght,and when 
occaſion ſerued to eſcape to the KNo⸗ 
Nr it. Further „ I 
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was in the cane with my foꝛtye tom⸗ 
panions, J had ben loſt and vndone, 
had not God geuen me counſell, ma- 
kyng me a wape to eſcape and ſaue mp 
pre. Foz they had almoſt ayne me be- 
cauſe J gane them counſell to pelde the 
ſelues to the Romaynes, and to obepe 
them. Foz I ſawe this was the tyme 
foꝛ the Romaynes to beare rule, + that 
God had abe ynted them to be Lo2des 
ouer al nacids. Foz this is his maner, 
lyke as aboue he hath made ſome to be 
rulers otter other ſome: euen ſo be⸗ 
neath alſo he hath ſet rulers duer the 
kynges of the earth. TMho can con⸗ 
troll him that is ſtronger then he- The 
Komapnes at this pꝛeſente haue the 
dominton ouer all landes and people,

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TWherefo:e marke this alſo mp b2ey 
thzen: the kynges of Macedonia once 
had the rule of the whole wozld, ſpeci- 
ally in the tyme of Alexander of Pace 
donta, but at this dap they? empire is 
taken from them, and they are become 
ſubicctes to the Romaines. Z hey whe 
the Komapaes firſt ſette vppon them, 
were bery hautp and cope, determined 
to reſiſt the KRomaypnes, Notwithtan- 
dynge they were ouercome of the Ko- 
maines, tare vnder they2 ſubtecion at 
this day. What ſhould J ſpeake of the 
people of Philiſtines, which herctofoze 
_ alwayes haue vered and anoped pou: 
doth not the meaneſt amongſte all the 
Painces of the Romapnes beare rule 
ouer them? Mhat hope then haue you 
to eſcape, when pe knowe the Phili⸗ 
ſtines were euer ſtronger then pou, & 
pou were oftentpmes duercome of the: 
as fozerample, Saule pour kyng was 
laine by them, But pou wpl ſay Dauid 


the anointed of the Lo2d of Jſrael,pul- 
led thevowne t bꝛought them into ſub- 
{etfon. Mote pe what⸗then God loked 
vppon you with a fauourable counte- 
nauncs,and fought pour unn, — 

elke: 
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ſelfe : but at this dape he is in no wyſe 
p:eſent with you, fo2 he hath turned a- 
way his conntenaunce of ſaluation fro 
you, becauſe you haue ſinned agapnſte 
hym. And which of you can ſay he hath 
intelligence ofthe ſecrete of the Lozde, 
02 hath receiued any ſuch watch wozd, 


as God gaue at that tyme vnto Dauide 52s, 5. 


V Vhea thou ſhalte heare a ſounde of mo- 


uyng in the toppes of the Mulbery trees, 
then {halt thou ſet forvvarde, for then ſhal 


the Lord go forth before thy face to {mite - 


the tentesand camipes of the Philiſtines. 
 Whoſoeuer(J ſay) hath knowledge of 
any ſuch token, let him reuele it to his 
nepghboitr, and J could wel conſent to 
folowe it. But ſeyng there is no ſuche 
thing, harken vnto me mp deare bꝛe⸗ 
thzen, come t ſerue the Komaines in 
peace + tranquilitie. Jt chalbe no dicho⸗ 
neſtie fo2 you, with the kinges of Per- 
ſia to be ſubiect to the Komaines: the 
that ſomtime were your maiſters,ſha 
be now pour felowes and companions. 
But if you wpll perſeuer and ſtande in 
3 opinion fiyl,J wyl enter into this 
iſcourſe with vou. Tel me J pꝛap pou 
when were euer your auncetours frees 
Aa.ii. and 
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and when were they not entangled 
with the warres of the Gentiles, and 
the dominion of their nacions: had pou 
not euer the victoꝛp from the tyme pou 
came out of Egipt vntyll the reigne of 
Saule the ſcnne of Cis. Do long as the 
Lo2d was pour kyng, you were in bon⸗ 
dage to no man, you ſerued god as pour 
onelp kyng. But after that your euyll 
and coꝛrupt deſp2e ſtirred pou to be p2k 
ofthe Lo2de, tleft he ſhould reigne a- 
lone, to choſea man to haue the domi- 
nion ouer you, acco2dpng as the cuſtom 
was in other nacions (J meanc Saule 
the ſonne of Cis, and the other kynges 
encry one) then ſerued pou hym, pou : 
pour ſonnes, and the chiefcſt of you be⸗ 
came his miniſters, your goodlpeſte 
doughters were made his confectiona- 
ries, his cookes,and his bakers. After 
Saule, reigned Dauid, of wo2zthy me- 
mo2y, who ruled ouer many nacions. 
But even he alſo bꝛought pou into bon 
dage. and put diuers of you to death, to 
ſatiſfie his pteafure withall. Be beyng 
dead, pou ſerued Salomon his ſonne, 
who neuer a whyt leſſe then the other 
even as he lyſted, exerciſed dominion 

ouer 
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oner you: he alſo toke bp pour ſonnes 
and dougters and made the his ſlaues. 


After this came other moſte wicked 
kynges: ſo that from that tyme your 
conntry began to go to w2ecke, and he 
that was the beft amongſte them was 
Rehoboam, which ſaid vnto you: my fas 
ther co2rected you with whippes, but 
J wyll ſcourge pou with @co2pions. 
And ſo dyd the reſtof the kynges, whi⸗ 
che reigned after him: very few of them 
pleaſed God, All thother w2ought ab- 
hominacion, not one of them dyd anpe 
good, oꝛ raigned in the feare of the loꝛd 
And in this maner remapned the Em⸗ 
pyꝛe longe tyme with pou, vntyll the 
kynges of Chaldea came and led yon 
captive into Babilon, where as you 
were kept vntyll Choreſches time kyng 
of Perſia, who ſent pou agapne into 
pour country with a wonderfull deale 
of golde and ſpluer, with great honour 
which was counted vnto hym fo2 righ⸗ 
teouſnes. After Choreſches death, roſe 
agaynſt you the moſt wicked kynges of 
Grece, who warryng vppon you, gaue 
pou great ouerthꝛowes, vatyll GOD 
tired bp the ſpirites of certayne ſage

Cyrus. 
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pꝛlieſtes of the ſtocke of Chaſmonani, 
that reuenged pour iniuries. At that 
tyme pou were bꝛethzen and frendes 
with the Romaines, t frendſhyp grew 
betwirte you manye peres. After that 
pou fell from the ſtocke of Chaſmonani, 
which had deliuered you: and chole one 
whole name was Herode, who oppzeſ⸗ 
ſed you greuouſly, After him (ucceaded 
Archelaus his ſonne, he pet layed a ſo⸗ 
rer poke vpon pou : wherefoze fallpng 
from hym, pe pꝛoteſted neuer aſter to 
ſerue the kinges of Juda. Do goyng to 
the Komaynes, willingly you ſubmit⸗ 
ted pour ſelues vader thepz ſubtecion, 
to ſerue Auguſtus themperour, who 
oꝛdꝛed you gentylly, Pym pou ſerued 
as other nations dyd, & it was to your 
 p2ayſe, becauſe pe were vnder a good 
gouernour. Therfoze now my bzethze 
and chyldꝛen of mp people, what mean 
porrat this pzeſente, that pou haue de- 
termined todye, & do not rather ſpare 
pour lelues and pour chyldzen:? Tonſp- 
der J beſech pou the thyngs that grow 
vpon the earth, r all lyupng creatures, 
beaſtes, woꝛmes that creepe vpon the 
grounde, fowles of the apze, 4 leite 
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of the ſea: Doe you not ſee howe euer 
the ſtronger hath the dominion oucr 
the weaker zneyther is it any rebuke 
oz ſhame foz the weaker to gene place 
and obey that whiche is ſtronger, Foz 
the Ore and Goate are in awe of the 
Lion, the Kamme and the E we of the 
Woolfe, the Cowe and the Lambe 
feare the Beare, the Goate ti Libard 
the Hauke is afrapde of the Egle, the 
Doue of the Hauke. Mep the maner 
of beaſtes and byꝛdes amongſte they2 
owne kynde, you ſhall ſee euer the big- 
ger and ſtronger to be maiſter auer the 
leffe weaker, And ſo in all other thyn- 
ges, the ſtronger ſet them ſelues befo2e 
the weaker alwapes. WMherekoze pe 
moꝛtall menne learne ychercat : dyd 
not one God make all thynges, and he 
him ſelke hath dominton ouer them all: 
notwithtandynge all thynges are ſo 
knit together amonglt the ſelues, that 
no one thing ca ſtand. without another, 
But he that holdes bp all things is the 
bleſſed god, who pf he liſt can bꝛing the 
al into duſt agapne, his name beertold 
fo: euer. Take erample J p2ap you of 
the partes ofthe hole wozld, you ſhal ſe 

Aa. itii. one 
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one part to be in ſubtectio, an other to 
beare rule. Be not then ſo ſtiffe necked 
to pcruert the naturall courſes of the 
wozide, but rather let your clection fo- 
lowe the canſes & euentes of the ſame, 
which pk you do, you ſhalbe eſtemed ko: 
wiſe men. Now then my deare country 
men, neuer thynke it ſhame fo2 pon to 
ſerue the Romapnes:it is tyine fo2 you 
nowetoretnrne to the Lozd with pour 
whole hearte, and then euen pou alſo 
ſhall haue the dominion ouer other na- 
cions accozdyng to pour deſyze, This 
ſha'l then tome to paſſe, when you fo- 
lowe pour Loꝛde Godde with all your 
ſtrength. Therfo:s neuer thynke that 
the Romaynes, whiche haue rule oucr 
pou at this dap, are dt leſle power then 
other people that heretofoze haue had 
the dominion oucr you. Foz they are a 
mightie nacion, their Empire t rule o⸗ 
uer other people they haue from abone 
as J haue pꝛoued to you by the ſimili⸗ 
tudes of bꝛute beaſtes, which accozding 
to nature beare rule one over an other, 
Notwithſtanding in mankynd it ſhuld 
neuer haue come to paſſe, that the big⸗ 
ger ſhoulde ſo haue the dominion _ 

the 
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the leſſe, vnlcſle fo2 thep2 ſynnes, foz 
the whiche thep are ſo punpſhed, that 
one is compelled to bowe his neck vn- 
der anathers poke. Nowe therfoze my 
deare people, take humilitie 4 mekenes 
onto pou, neuer couet to alter the la we 
ok nature, but rather receine my woz⸗ 
des t folow my counſell, obey the Ros 
maynes, pꝛeſt x ready to make a leage 
with pou, acco2ding to their bountiful⸗ 
neſſe, that you map liue 4 do full well. 

UW hen Zoſeph the pzicftc had ſpoken 
theſe thynges in the hearing of the Ci⸗ 


tizins of Jeruſalem, they burſt out and 


wept, gnaſhed with they2 teeth, 4 rays 
led at Joleph ouer the walles, hurling 
ſtones and dartes at hym to haue kyl- 


led hym. Therfoze when Joſeph ſawe 


that they woulde not folowe His coun- 
ſaple, but were ſo ſtyffe necked, he he⸗ 
gan to rebuke them moſte ſhareply, 
(rping vnto them in this wyſe. 

Moc to all frowarde people. and 
ſuch as rebell agapnſt the Loꝛde God: 
what meane pe pou wzetches, what 
haue pe toleane bnto that pe are ſo 
ſtubburne, when as neuerthelefſe the 
Lo2de is gone from you; Fo2 you are 
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wicked people, t haue ſinned agapnſte 
him. Howe can pour ſinnes be purged 
which pe haue committed in the Tem⸗ 
ple of the Loꝛde by ſheadynge of inno⸗ 
cent blond without all mercy 2 Pe are 
moſt gyltpe, foz ye haue fought in the 
Temple and ſancaaryof the Lozd, ye 
haue defyled it with the dead bodpes of 
them whom pe haue ſlayne in the midſt 
therof, Beſides that, ye haue ſuſpen⸗ 
ded 4 vnhalowed the name of the Lozd 
with pour fightinges, making warres 
vpon pour Sabboth dap, vpon your ſo⸗ 
lemne and feſtiuall dapes. Tell me 
nowe pe frowarde rebelles: whether 
dyd ener pour fozefathers pꝛeuaple a⸗ 
gapnſt they2 enemies with ſpeare and 
chield, oz rather with pzayer,penaunce 
and pureneſſe of hart, wherwith they 
ſerued GOD, and he againe deliuercd 
them: But pou, what haue pe to truſte 
bnto, when as pe are vnkapthkul⸗Wour 
ſhado be and pꝛotection is departed fro 
pon, and pour Lo2de God apdeth pour 
enemies, whoſe polver he maintcineth 
to deſtrope you. Jfyou imagine to be 
deliuered with pour ſwo2ds x ſpeares, 
vou are foully deteaued, — — 
ou 
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woulde not that pe ſhoulde eſcape the 
handes of your enemies. Open your 
eyes & (ee what Dauid the anopnted of 
the Lo2dſayd: For the Lorde vyyll ſaue 
neither by ſvvord nor ſpeare. Cal to your 
rememb2aunce (ye verp fooles) Abza- 
bam pour father which begat pon, by 
what meanes he ouercame Pharao the 
kyng of Egipte, who violently had tas 
ken awaye Sara his wpte from hym: 
ſurelp none other wape dpd he obtepne 
the victozye, then by pꝛaper vnto the 
Lo2de, who ſtirred the ſpirite of Pha⸗ 
rao, put him in mynd to reſtoze hym 
his wpfe Sara cleane and vndefpled. 
Abꝛaham was quict in his bed, t at reit 
fro al troubles, but Pharao that great 
loꝛd and ruler, he was punythed in the 
meane ſeaſon with great plagues, be⸗ 
cauſe of Sara whom he hadde taken to 
him by violence to dekloure her, whiche 
God wold not luffer, but rather vnco⸗ 
uered Pharaos fleſh, Þ he was faine to 
ſhewe the ſecrete partes of his body to 
phyſitians to ſe if they could heale the. 
But who can cure thinfirmities which 
god ſendes, oꝛ who knowes his entetes 
Fo2 who knew that leſchaciahus byles 
coulde be healed with a plaſter of figs, 
| 92 
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o Raman Sirus lepzi, with the wa- 
ters of Jozdane: o the bytter waters 
with wozmwood: Mherfoze when as 
no man could cure Pharao, he was glad 
and fayne toſpeake Ab2aham fay2e, 4 
to intreate hym to pꝛape vnto God to 
takeaway from him this plague, and 
ſo by his pꝛaper Pharao recouered. 
Then Pharao apparaled Sara in pꝛe⸗ 
cious garmentes, gaue her gyftes both 
golde and ſpluer and pꝛecious ſtones, 
ſent her home honeſt, pure and holp to 
Ab2aha, lying then in his owne houſe, 
'Fſaac aiſo when he was dzpuen out by 
Abimelech kyng of the Philiſtines, and 
had with hym the bonde ſeruauntes of 
his fathers houſeholde, to the number 
of. viii. hundzeth x. ron. with whom 
Ab2aham had diſcomfited fine kinges, 
beſpde many other mo of his famply, ſo 
that he had ben ſtrong inough to haue 
inuaded the Philiſtines: pet he would 
not do it, bat with all mekenefſe 4 hu- 
militie he vſed hym ſcife to warde the 
kyng of that countrep. Notwithſtan- 
dyng, after he was d2puen'out of that 
lande, the Philiſtines came vnto hym, 
and entreated hym, ſaping: we per⸗ 
ceiue 
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ceſne the loꝛde God is with thee. ec. as 
it is wzytten in the Scripture, What 
ſhal we ſap of Jacob when he fled from 
the pꝛeſente of his bzother Eſau, he cas 
ryed noth nge with hym but a bare 
ſtaffe, wherwith he paſſed ouer the ry- 
uer Jo2dane, as it is w2pttin: With 
my ſtaffe paſſed J this Jozdan, His ne⸗ 
teſſaries that he toke with hym fo? his 
lourney, was paper, wherewith he 
made all his warres. That was it foz 
the whiche God aſſiſted hym when he 
went awaye to Laban, and when he re- 
turned from hym, when alſo he was de 
linered out of the handes of his bzother 
Eſau that ſought to kyll hym. Mozeo- 
uer by the way as he returned, when 
be wꝛaſtled with a certapne man and 
ouercame hym. Oh lozde, who is able 
to num ber the mercics of the loꝛd, and 
the maruaples which he wꝛought with 
our fathers of wozthy memozy, Ab2a- 
bam, Jſaac, and Jacob: Mhat ſhoulde 
Iſpeake of Mopſes our ſhepeheard the 
man of God, that feared the crnel tie of 
Pharao, vntpll he weptte in the lawe, 
that he had called the name of his ſon 
Tliaſar:fo2 he ſapde the God 2 
ther 
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ther helped hym, e delpuered hym ont 
of the handes of Pharao, And when he 
came befoze Pharao to delyuer Iſraell 
out ofhis handes, and to leade them 
out of Egipt: what thing els ouercame 
he the tiraunt withall, then with pꝛap⸗ 
er? Did he not duerthꝛowe the pꝛyde of 
; Pharao and his charmers onely with 
the rod ofthe Lo2d, which he had with | 
hym:UWherwtth alſo he ſmote Egipte | 
with ten plagues, 4 deuided the ſea in- 
to.xii.pathes: And at the red ſea Moy- 
ſes reſiſted not Pharao and his hoſte 
with fozce of armes, but with pꝛaper: 
wherfo2e Pharao & all his were dꝛow⸗ 
ned in the botome of the ſea. But Pop⸗ 
ſes ſang a ſong of pꝛapſe vnto our God 
whyle the ſouldiours of the Egiptians 
peryſhed, that came agapnſt Popſes . 
the people of Jſraell with weapons, 
hozſes © chariots, Notwithſtanding by 
the meanes of Popſes pꝛaper they wer 
onerwhelmedal in the ſea, ſo that not 
one of them eſcaped. Who is ignozant 
of this, that pꝛaper is of mo2e fo2ce the 
all inſtrumentes of warre : that it ſpe⸗ 


deth and haſteneth the helpe of the [02d

with pꝛaper, and with the ſhoutes and 
noyſe of the pꝛieſtes of the lozde, our 
kszefathers: Knowe pe not howe that 
payer auapled Gedeon, when as be 
with. 300, men vanqupſhed the whole 
| boſte of Median Amelek and the people 
ofthe Caſt. Jf pꝛaper had not helped 
bym, J pꝛape pou what had, zoo, men 
ben able to do agaynſt ſo great a mul- 
| titude? Parke (ye fonde people) what 
chaunced in the arke of the couenaunt 
ok the loꝛd, that the Philiſtines toke a⸗ 
wap. Dur fathers trulp were not able 
to retouer it by their ſwozdes x fozce of 
urmes: but with that payer that the 
inſt men of that age made, the ark was 
bought agapne vnto his place, Conſi⸗ 
der the times of Hezekia kyng of Juda, 
when as sinnacherib king ef Aſſur came 
bp blaſphempng and rapling vpon the 
ſanctuarpe of the lozde God of hoſtes, 
bzeathyng out the pzyde and malyce 
ofhis harte. By what meanes _ 
e 
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he onerth2owne : dydour fathers o⸗ 
uercome hym by foꝛte of armes: Pape 
without doubte: but with p2ayer and 
ſupplication. Fo2 Hezekia the kynge 
went and put on apporayple meete foz 
pꝛaper: in ſtede of a ſhielde he toke ſack 
cloth, koꝛ a helmet, he caſt duſt vpon his 
head, and in ſteede of arrowes and a 
ſwoꝛde, he ſet hande vpon pꝛaper and 
ſupplication. And the pꝛaper that He 
zekia Made, mounted vp ſo farre as no 
arrow had ben euer able to flee: ſo that 
his one peticlon and pꝛaper 8nerthzcw 
135, thonſand moſt valtaunt men of the 
hoſte of Sennacherib, Furthermoze the 
kyng of Juda,+tkyng of Jſraell,+ king 
of E dom toynyng they? powers toge- 
ther, inuaded the Moabites, and ina 
wyldernelle, an bnoccupyed and baren 
dy land, they were in great perpll fo: 
thirſt: what p2ofited them thepꝛ artyl- 
lery and furniture of warre⸗Did there 
not iſſue ont fo2 them at the inſtaunte 
pꝛaper of Eliſeus a pꝛophete and man of 
God, plentie of waters in the deſert, : 
a bꝛoke in the wyldernes: Came it not 
to paſſe alſo by the pꝛaper of the ſame 
Eliſeus,that a wonderfull hurly burlye, - 
| a rumbling; 
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a rumbling, and ratling of chariotes of 
war g ofho2ſes was hard in the camps 
of the ſirians beſieging þ citie of ſamaria, 
with the which noyſe the Sirians being 
afrapde, fled, no man purſuing noz ko⸗ 
lowing them⸗ e know alſo that by the 
pꝛaier of the fozeſayd Pzophete, the fa- 
min and lacke of vicuales that was in 
the towne of Samaria, was turned in- 
to great aboundaunce and plentie, in ſo 
9 thyztie Ephas o2 meſures of 
fync 
ſiliker, Do you not ſee (moſt folyſh men) 
howe oure fozefathers had the victozy 
euer by pꝛaper: But let vs come to the 
beginninge againe, and ſpeake of Pop⸗ 
ſes, what time as he held vp his handes 
to warde heauen: had not Jſrael the vp⸗ 
per hande of the Amalekites by his pzat- 
er: Joſua alſo by hys pꝛaper ſtayed the 
Sunne and Poone in the ſight of the 
people of Iſraell, and the Sunne ove 
ſtyll in Gibeon, and the Poone in the 
valep of Ailon, that the euenpnge was 
chaunged into noone dap, and ſo Jſra- 
ell vanquiſhed their enemies, Sampſon 
alſo that moſte valiaunt Giaunt, vntill 
ſuche time as he had ſinned: did not god 
B b.t. © euvermozs 
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euermoꝛe heare hys pꝛaper, and euer he 
gat the vico2yp thereby? After he hadde 
once ſynned, he decaped as anye other 
meane perſon. Like wiſe alſo king ſaule, 
all the whyle he walked perfealpe and 
purely, his pꝛaper encreaſed hys vale- 
auntnes and ſtrenght: but after he had 
once ſinned „ G O Dlefte hym and 
gaue hym ouer . Dauid alſo kynge of 

Iſraell, of famous memozpe, from the 
time ofhis pouth tyll his laſt ende, hys 
valiantnes neuer fapled him: and whp⸗ 
becauſe he alwapes was helped by hys 
pꝛaper, nepther would he euer kyght a- 
gainſt his countreimen and natiue peo⸗ 
ple, whan as Saule perſecuted hym. 
WMherekoze he pꝛeuapled againſt his e- 
nemies, and becauſe he abſtained to lay 
his handes dpon his bꝛethzen:therkoze 
akter warde al nations feared him. Dyd 
not Aſſa king ot Iuda accompanied with 
a ſmaie num ber of men, make an crpe- 
dition againſt the Aethiopians, and pꝛa- 
png to the Lo2d God, ſaid on this wiſe: 
V Ve in dede knovve not vvhat to doe, but 
oure eyes are bente vppon thee. &c. 
7A hich pꝛaper the almightie did heare, 
and the victozye folowed, ſo * — 
ewe 
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lie we in the tampes or the Acthiopians 
ten hundzeth thouſande men. Dehoras 
ap2opbetiſe, by her pꝛayer bꝛougbt to 
paſſe great health in Jſraell . What 
hal J tell ot᷑ diuers other iuſt and godly 
women, which by thep2 pꝛapers obtay- 
ned many thinges. Tell me (pe madde 
men) know ve not what Amaziahu king 
of Juda dyd: He hauynge warres with 1 
the Edomites, vanquiſhed them, and led 
them pꝛpſoners with their wpues and 
childꝛen and Jdoles alſo to Jeruſalem: 
then fell to wozſhipping of the ſame J- 
doles that he had taken from the Edo⸗ 
mites, ſayinge vnto them: you are thep 
which haue ſaued me,therfoze do J woz 
ſhip pou, and by vou haue J ouercom- 
med the Edomites. To whom when a 
Pꝛophet of the Lozd came t aſked him, 
why ſekeſt thou and ſerueſt the Gods 
ok that people that were not able to de⸗ 
luer them out of thy hande? By 4 by he 
taunted the pꝛophet again, ſaping: who 
made thee of p kings cofiſelz VWherfoze 
after that he was no moꝛe repꝛehended 
of the Prophet, fo the Lo2de had deter⸗ 
mined to deſtrope hym, as it is wzyt⸗ 
ten in the bookes ot the Chzonicies 
| B b.it, Se 
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ok the kynges of Juda. Therekoze he 
was taken payſoner afterwarde tpke a 
Fore, when as he fought agapnſt Joas 
kynge of Jſraell in Bechſchemeſch. 
and ſo was he compared to a lowe and 
vile tho2ne oꝛ ſh2ub: And Joas vnto the 
noble and hie Ceder tree. Pea all the 
euplles that euer happened vnto vs in 
any age, it came of oure ſelues: fo2 oure 
102d God is righteous in al his wozkes 
that euer he w2ought vpon vs. Dur e- 
nemies did vs neuer ſo much harme as 
we did to dur ſelues, and to oure owne 
lines, Pe wote, the gentiles tooke the 
pꝛecious veſſels of our ſanduary away 
to Babel, and bꝛought vs them againe 
vndefypled! but we polluted and defyled 
them our ſelues , and the Temple alſo 
with innocent bloud, which we ſhedde 
aboundantly within it, addinge ſinnes 
to ſinnes euer mo and ms,bzeaking the 
lawe with dur eupll actes. Foz who 
bꝛougbt the Romayns fpꝛſt againft the 
Citie of Jeruſalem , but Hircanus and 
Ariſtobulus. Id they beyng at diſſenti⸗ 
on betwirt themlelues, and one hatyng 
the other. called the Romaines againſt 
thys Citie. Who bzought Antoni and 
Soſius 
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Softus Pꝛintes of the Komains againſt 
Jeruſalem, but Perod beynge at vari- 
ancefoz the kingdom with the houſe of 
Chaſmonanites , Mho alſo called Nero 
Cxſar to raygne ouer vs, dpd pou it not 
pour ſelues? Robe therfoze whp rebell 
ye againſt the Empire and dominion of 
the Romapnes: It you wil ſay, becauſe 
the Romarne pꝛeſident Cdomeus oꝛde⸗ 


red you to bad: had it not bene mete ra⸗ 


ther to complaine of him to the Empe⸗ 
rour, then to rebel againſt the Komay- 
nes, and to make warre agapnſt them: 
But pou wpll ſay, we rebelled agapnft 
Nero Cæſar becauſe he dyd vs to muche 


wꝛonge. Mherkoꝛe then rebell ve now 


againſt Vaſpaſian Ceſar, a moſte merci⸗ 
full man, and one whiche neuer hurte 
you 2 Oz why make pe not peace with 
his ſonne, to bee vnder him accoꝛdynge 
as other nations be, that ye might liue, 
and not periſhe? Maue pe not a ſuffict- 
ent pꝛote ot his tlemencie and mercy- 
fulnes, when as be hath cauſe to be cru⸗ 
ell vpon no man ſo much as vppon me, 
whiche dꝛewe out my ſwoꝛd againſt the 
Romaines, and kylled manpe of them? 
notwith ſtandynge neyther he no2 the 

B b. iii. reſt 
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reſt of the Romaines haue done me any 
harme. Vea, rather they haue beſtowed 
many benefites vpon me, and although 
I was in thepꝛz handes, pet they haue 
ſaued my lpke. Jconkeſſe, that bekoze 
they bad me pꝛyſoner, J would gladly 
many times haue fledde to them, but 3 
could neuer do it, fo2J was euer afraid 
of my wycked companions, leaſt they 
Gould haue kylled me, and ſo my death 
had bene to nopurpoſe . But nowe 3 
pꝛapſe the Loꝛd God without ceaſyng, 
ecauſe that fo2 his vnmeaſurable mer- 
ties ſake, he woulde not ſuffer me to be 
entangled in the ſame miſchieues that 
vou be in, Nepther woulde J with to be 
companton of ſuch loſte vnth2iftes and 
caſtawayes as you be, which haue ſhed 
the bloud of innocentes in the Temple 
of the loꝛd. Indedeyf J had bens with 
vou, I ſhuldhane bene vopde of al hope 
as pe be,ſeynge ve ſpare not pour owne 
lpues, and paur owne contumacie and 
ſtubbernes is made a ſnare fo2 you. Se 
I p2ay you, with how great myſchiefes 
pou are laden. Fy:& the Loꝛde is not e⸗ 
mongſt yon, inſomuch that thzough the 


warres which you haue made emongſt 
| your 
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youre ſelues, almoſte the waters of 
Schiloach are dꝛped vppe, which heres 
tofoze when the nations made warre 
agapnſt you , flowed in great aboun- 
daunce and ranne ouer the bankes on 
both ſides, But pou are ouerthWwart re- 
belles that haue euer pꝛouoked ths lozd 
god vnto wꝛath, you haue made ſlaugh⸗ 
ters one vppon another inthe middeſt 
ol the temple of the loꝛd: ho we can then 
the gloꝛp of the Loꝛde dwell emongeſt 
you ? no we pe not becauſe of Korach 
and hys congregation, the Loꝛde ſapde 
vnto Moyſes and to hys people: Seperate 
your [clues from emonge thys congregati- 
on, and I hall conſume them in a tyv1nk- 
linge of an eye? But pou are far wozle 
then thcy . Foz without all remo2s 02 
pitie,ye pull dolone the Temple of the 
lozde with pour owne handes, and pau 
pour ſelues ſet fy2e on the ſanctuarye, 
which moſt noble kinges and moſt holy 
Piophetes builded, and beſides al this, 
pe nepther ſpare pour ſons noz dough- 
ters... And although J bee in the Ro- 
matns campe, pet Jam not abſent from 
you, fo my moſt dearly beloued wife is 
with yon, the wife of my pouth, whom 
B b. iti, 7 can - 
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J cannot ſet lyghtly by at thys pꝛeſent, 
although J neuer had chyldzen by her: 
but rather loue her moſte entierly , be- 
cauſe ſhe came of a moſt honeft and god- 
Iye houſe . My deare father and mother 
are alſs with you, verye aged perſons, 
koꝛ my father is at thys day a hundzeth 
and thꝛee peares olde, and my mother 
koure ſcoꝛe and fine,but the peres of my 
life are very kewe, euil and kul of tribu⸗ 
lation and ſoꝛowe, about thzeſcoze and 
ſeuen, nepther haue J lined pet ſo long, 
that accoꝛding to nature J ſhould deſire 
to die. Now therfoꝛe, it᷑ ſo be it you truſt 
not me, but ſuppole J haue pꝛopoſed 
theſe thinges to you deceptkullpe, and 
that there is no truſt of Titus couenant 
and bonde, oz that his league ſhould be 
to pour htnderaunce and diſcommodi⸗ 
tie:go to, it it come ſo to palle, it ſhal be 
leefull fo2 vou to kill my father and mo⸗ 
ther, i my wyke. Pea Jlwere vnto you 
by the loꝛd our God, that J ſhall deliner 
my lite alſs into pour handes, that pou 
maye do with me what ye liſte : and by 
that meanes ſhall the bloud of my pa- 
rentes, my wiues + mine, be in pledge. 
Therekoꝛe let the auncient of the Citie 

come 
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come fooꝛth, and J wyll make a league 
bet wirt them and our loꝛde Titus. And 
doubt pe not but as hitherto the Lozde 
God would pon ſhoulde be afflicted and 
punpched by the gonernemente of the 
Romaines:ſo hereafter, he ſhall bene- 
fite pou ther by and do pe good, ik ſo be it 


you wil once acknowledge and confeſſe x 
that all dominion is chaunged and al- 9 
tered at his commaundement, and that Tay 
god humbleth whom he lt, and againe "46-494 
whom he lift he ſetteth a loft. But per⸗ =_ 
ſwade pour ſelues of this, that as longe = 
as perefuſe to be ſubiecte vnts the Ro- 4 7 
mapnes, ſo longe pe ſtyze agapnſt pour Ve? 
ſelues gods w2ath and hye diſpleaſure: tals!” 
and beſpdes that, differ the lenger and 15 
pꝛolonge pour redemption and delpue⸗ Ht 
raunce, not only to your ſelues, but al⸗ | 1 
ſo to your poſteritie. Now therfoze my i» 
biethzen, I thought it mp parte to de- 111 
clare all theſe thynges vnto you, and it 14 
is in poure power to chuſe whether pe 1 
liſt, foꝛ who ſo will, let hym gene eare . 
onto me, and who not, let him abſtaine 14 
from my counſell. 1 
T He people hearing theſe wo2ds and 1 
ſayinges of Jeſepb the Pzieſt, wept 1 
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wonderfully, fo2 they coulde hane bene 
content to haue folowed hys counſell. 
At thys tyme Titus gaue commaunde⸗ 
ment to al the Komains,to ſend againe 
the Jewes that were puſoners, and the 
llaues into Citie. By what meanes he 
ſhifted from hymlſelfe the bloud of the 
ſeruaunts, and laide it vpon the neckes 
of thepꝛ maſters : fo2 Titus toke pitie of 
them thzough Joſephs ozation, and his 
good counſell , The common people of 
the Jenes deſpzed nothinge moze then 
tohauecommed fo2th, and to fall at a⸗ 
grement to make peace with Titus, but 
Sclumeon, Eleaſar, and Ichochanan capi⸗ 
taines of the ſedicious, ſet ſtrong watch 
and ward at euerp gate, charging them 
to kil al that would go fozth. Thus ma- 
ny were kylled whiche would haue fled 
fozth to Titus: and the Citie ofJeruſa- 
lem was cloſed vp that no man coulde 
get out no2 in. In the meane ſeaſon fell 
a great dearth and-famine in Jeruſa- 
lem, inſomuche that the ſeditious ſear- 
ched euery mannes houſe and ſeller fo; 
foode: And becauſe a certapne houſhol- 
der withſtode them, they kylled hym. 

Thus thei dealt with al men that 25 
| | cd 
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ted at Jeruſalem, tyll the victuales in 
the towne was alt ſpent, that men be⸗ 
gan to ſeke donge and deri mans ercre- 
mentes to eate, by which meanes much 
of the people died foꝛ honger. M hoſoe⸗ 
uer at that time conld get any herbes, 
02 rotes, miſe, Serpentes oz other cre- 
ping woꝛmes whatſoener thep were to 
eate:he was tounted happy, becauſe he 
had found meat to ſuſtaine and ſaue his 
life withal, in that hard famine t terri⸗ 
ble honger. Mozeouer who ſo had any 
cozne in ſtoꝛe Þ no man knew ot, he was 
afraid to ſende it to the myll oꝛ bake it, 
becauſe ot the wickednes of y ſeditious, 
leſt thei ſhuld take away fro them their 
ſuſtenance, Wrhherfo:e many did cat the 
d2y cozne vnground in their ſellers pꝛi⸗ 
nily, At that time alſo were erceadinge 
rich men in Jernſale which ſtale meate 
one from another, ſo ̊ the father catcht 
meat from his ſon, the ſon from bis fa- 
ther, the mother ſnatch from ber chyl⸗ 
dꝛen, thechildꝛen likewiſe fro their mos 
ther, g ſuch as fled out at the gates o 0- 
ther wiſe let theimſelues down ouer ths 
wals in the night time vnwares to the 


ee perſons, the Komaines killed 
5 them 
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them without. Thys euill therfoze and 
diſtres encreaſed ſo long, till the people 
had deuoured all that euer crept on the 
earth from the mouſe to the ſpider, from 
the neuet to the weſel. M herby a moe 
greuous peſtiience folowed, ſo that in- 
numerable people of the loꝛde died, and 
there was no man to bury the . Mhan 
they chaunſed to kinde anpe dead hozſe 
oz other beaſt in the towne,a man ſhuld 
ſee many Aſraelites ſtriue and fight fo 
it, in al pointes like to famiſhed rauens 
iightinge vpon a dead cartas, ſo that in 
ſuch cotenctons very many were llaine. 
Therfoze when diuers men with their 
wines and childzen gat out ot the Citie 
to gather herbes to eate, and channſed 
emonge the Romalines, the Komapnes 
laide holde of the litle childzen,and kil- 
led them, ſaping: we wil diſpatch theſe, 
leaſt whan thep growe once to mannes 
fate,they make war vpon vs as they? 
fathers do at this daye . So manpe as 
came out of the gates of the Citie nowe 
and then, the Romapnes kylled and 
hanged them vppon galowes ouer as 
gainſte the gates of Jeruſalem to the 


— ok. v. hund eth. After the ſame 
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maner Schumecon,lehochanan and Elraſar 
delt with thoſe Romapnes whom they 
could by any trapne catch, euen hanged 
them vp vpon the walles. Whoſoener 
alſo they could perceine would fice bnto 
the Nomapnes, thep hanged them like⸗ 
wyſe ouer the walles to the number of 
v. hundzeth. But Titus gaue commaun⸗ 
dement to all hys ſouldiours, that no 
man vpon paine of death ſhould kil any 
of them that fied ont of Jeruſalem. Foz 
he toke pitie of the Jſraelites, and cea- 
ſed not to ſpeake frendlpe and loupngly 
to the Jeroſolimites: ſo that he went 
yet once againe to the walles,and ſpaks 
vnto the Jewes on this ſozte. Heare 3 
beſeche you the counſel of Joſeph, and 
come to me,that you map lyne and not 
periſh vtterly. Spare pour people, whp 
wyl pou oppꝛeſſe them vered with hon- 
ger, thirſt, peftilence, and beſieginge- 
But the ſedicious hearing Titus ſpeake 
were wonderfullp incenſed, and inten⸗ 
ded to adde miſchieke vppon mtſchiefe, 
handelinge pet moe truelly the people 
of God. Pozeouer, they rapled at Titus 
to pꝛouoke him to anger, t hat he might 
leaue of ſpeaking to the people, 9 
| 5 
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had nowe almoſte left they: obedyence 
and feare of the ſedicious:wherko ze the 
ſedicious ſpake thus vnto the Romay- 


and to bee kylled in this affliction, ſo to 
come to the blyſſe and lyghte we hope 
fo2: then to lyne and ſee the moſte holy 
Temple of God defpled and deſtroyed, 
When Titus ſawe thys , he commaun- 
ded an Jron ramme to be ſet to the wal 
to bat ter it, that he might deliuer thoſe 
2 wꝛetches out of Schimeons, Elea⸗ 

ar, and Ichochanans handes, who helde 
them in as captiues, At the ſame time 


as thei erected ihat engine to the wall, 


it koꝛtuned there was in the campe a 
certapne ponge man whoſe name was 
Memagamn, ſonne of Antiochus of Ma- 
cedonia, one of thekinges of the Greci- 
ans who came at Vaſpaſians tommaun⸗ 
dement to apde Titus, The ſame ponge 
man was vert\ſwitt,a good runner and 
a hardy ſouldiour, but he tacked diſcre⸗ 
tion. Me tame to Titus and ſayde: 3 can 
not but maruaile at thy ſouldiours that 
vanqulſche all nations, and dare not ſet 

vpon theſe ge wes and kill them; Titus 
bearing the yonge kinge ſap ſo, ſmyled 

and 


nes. It is better fo2 vs to die fo2 honger. 
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and ſupd, howe chaunces it that bepng 
of thys iudgment thou buckleſt not pe 


ſelfe and makeſt thee redp to do lpke as 


thou ſapeſt? why dꝛaweſt thou not out 
thy ſwozd, to declare thy manhod vpon 
them: Wherefoze the ponge kinge en⸗ 
couraged himſelfe, and called together 
all his Pacedonians ſouldiours: then 
app2oched to the Jewes, and began ts 
ſkirmiſh with them, ſhoting with their 
bopes and arrowes a pace. But at 
length, the Jewes handeled them ſo, 
that not one of the Macedonians eſca⸗ 
ped, ſane onelp the ponge kinge whiche 
by his good footemanſhippeand ſwyft 
runninge gat awaye, and retourned to 
Titus, That Pemaganin was of ths 
kynred of Alerander the great, kynge 
of Pacedonia, whiche had the domint- 
on of the whole wozlde, and whom all 
nations and people ſtode in awe of, Jo⸗ 
ſephus the P2tiefſt demaunded of hym 
whoſe ſonne he was. He aunſwered, 3 
came of the ſede of Alerander,J am the 
tenth from hym. Joſeph ſatde,it maye 
wel be as thou ſaid, that thou art of the 
ſucceſſion of Alexander, foꝛ the valeant⸗ 
nes of thy hart that thou hafte ſhewed, 

declareth 
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I Thevyarresof 
declarethno lee. Bo webeit thou ſhalt 
vnderſtande that vnto a bolde courage 
of the minde, there is requiſit alſo to be 
iopned ſtrength of the body, ik thou wilt 
compare with Alerander , and make 
war vpon the Jſraelites. Foz we haue 
hard of Alexander, that heentred a cer 
taine Citie alone vpon a night and kil⸗ 
led dyuers of the inhabitauntes of the 
towne. Then in the mo2ning when his 
company harde the buſpnes and hurly 
burly, they bꝛake vp the gates, entked 
the towne, and reſcued him from the ci⸗ 
9 tizens. Likewiſe of Dauid our king we 

© reads, howe heentred alone into the 
campes of Giantes, which when Abiſaz 
bzot her of Ioab ſonne of Seruia harde: he 
went after him, and receyued vpon his 
target a ſtroke that a Gtaunt let flee at 
Dauid, and kylled the Gpaunt. But as 
concerning Alerander, we knowe that 
be wan the Citie by none other meanes 
then thoꝛo we the ſinnes of the inhabi- 
tauntes and them that dwelt therein. 
Likwiſe alſo at this pꝛeſent, the ſinnes 
of the Jeroſoltmies haue deliuered and 
ſaued thee from death, that thou migh- 
teſt be a ſnare of deſtruction. to them 
hereafter. 
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hereafter, Wherfoze thou thalt vnder⸗ 
ſtande that the Komaynes haue done 
wyſelp to abſtapne from the aſſault af 
this tyme, becauſe they knewe they 
ſhould haue to do with a moſt vateaunt 
nacion, which thou haupng ſo well tri- 
ed, mayeſt repoꝛte and teſtpfpe when 
thou art aſked the queſtion, | 
A Fter this, I itus deuided His whole 
. armye, and layed them pꝛiuilpe in 
ambuſhes round about the walles. He 
pꝛepared mozeouer foure Nammes of 
Iron to batter the walles: of theſe, one 
he planted vppon the ſpde of the place 
called Antochia, the engin was thfrtie 
cubites long. The ſame nyght captain 
lehochanan with his companye iſſued 
foo2th, and vndermined the grounde 
vnder the wheeles of the wagons that 
bare the Ramme, puttynge pitched 
boo2des, opled, and done ouer with 
bzymftone in the trenches under the 
wheeles, and vnder the boozdes they 
ſpꝛead leather, whiche lykewpſe was 
ſmeared and done ouer with pytche, 
ople,and bzymſfone. Then they ſette 
fy2e vpon the booꝛdes, whiche burned 
tyll they came to the feete of the Kam, 
| Ct. i. and 
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and they once ſet a fyze and burnt, the 
engine kell vpon the watche that was 
appopnted to kepe it, being a ſlepe: and 
kylled them. Whereat the Komapnes 
were much dilmaped, and ſapde. It is 
not poſſible we ſhoulde aſſauit this ci⸗ 
tie hcreafter, fo2 they haue burnte all 
dur engines of warre wherewith we 
haue ſubdued all other kyngdomes, ſo 
that nowe of fyftye pꝛon rammes whi- 
che we bzought with vs, we had but. v 
lefte, and the ſedicious Jewes haue 
burnt thzee of them, what ſhal we now 
do; howe ſhall we batter the walles 
hereafterz@Lbe Jewes vpon the wales 
hearyng thepz wo2des, flouted them 
and laught them to ſcoꝛne. Wherfoze 
Titus incenſed with anger, commaun-s 
ded thother thꝛe Rammes to be addze(- 
ſed in the place of that which was bꝛẽt. 
In the meane ſeaſon whyles the Ko- 
mapnes were at wozke, fonre pounge 
men moned with a great zeale, whoſe 
names were: firſte Thopatius Galilæus, 
then Megarus Chebronita, the thirde, 
Iorminus ſcliomronita, the fourth, A- 
rius Ieroſolymita, theſe al armed, iſſued 


out into the campe of the th 
t ha 
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that then ſtoode about they2 thꝛee ens 
gins pꝛon rammes, deupſpag bow to 
batter the wales of the citie, of whom, 
ſome thoſe ponge men kylled, the other 
fied, The t wo of them ſtode at defence 
to kepe of all them that appzoched nye 
the engines, whyſe the other two, lero⸗ 
ſolymitanus Schomronita daubed the 
timber with a certaine matter whiche 
they had p2epared to make it take fire, 
t ſtrepght wap ſet fpꝛe vpon them, ſo 
that ſodenly the rams were on alyghte 
fy2e. Then thep all foure iopned toge⸗ 
ther withſtode the Romaines that thef 
ſhuld not come at the engins to quench 
the kpꝛe. Shoꝛtly the rams fell downe, 
ethe Nomaines ſkode alonfe hurlpnge 
ſtones t ſhotyng thick at them, fo2 theft 
were afraid to come npe them, becauſe 
of their great fearcenes,although they 
were. iii. M. men that kept the rams, 
pet theſe foure ſet nothyng by the, no2 
neuer went of the ground tyl the rams 
were clene bzent vp, ſhot the Komapys 
nes neuer ſo thicke at them. Titus hea⸗ 
ring ok the valiantneſſe of theſe ponge 
men, t the harmes that they had done 
bnto the Romaines: made (pede with 
Cc. ii. bis 
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his whole hoſte to ſaue the Rams from 
tbe fpꝛe, and to appꝛehende thoſe pong 
men. Then foozthwith iſſued out Schi⸗ 
meon, Iehochanan, and Elcaſar captaines 
pf the ſedicions with they2 ſouldiours, 


—— -ſonndyng they: trompettes, and made 


the Romapnes rety2e,that they coulde 


not come nie the fire, and ſo reſcued the 
dure pong men fro the Nomaines that 


ad enutroned them rounde about. In 
At ſzirmiſh were killed ten thouſand 
nen and fine hundzeth. Zhen gathe- 
red together all the whole army of the 
Romaynes to aſſaulte the Jewes at 
once, appꝛochpng harde to the walles 
of Jeruſalem, there they cried vnto the 
Jewes, ſaping: What, are ye Dren 
o Goates, that you fyght vppon this 
faſhion vpon the walles ? Myll pe be 
taken in the mydft of the Citie, lpke as 
Oren and Goates are taken in they; 
folves:Jfpe be men come foo2th, t let 
vs trye our manhod here in this plain. 
But pou by ſtealth and at vnwares ſet 
vpon them that kepe our engins, ſnat⸗ 
chyng them vp, lyke as it were wslues 
ſhould ſnatch ſhepe, then run away in- 
tothe towne, as the wolues run "= ths 
00d, 
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wood. Jf there be any manhod fn pou, 
beholde we are ready here, come fo2th 
to vs, ſo many foꝛ ſo many, and then 
we ſhall ſee what ende wyll come ther⸗ 
of. When the captapnes of the ſedict⸗ 
ous hard that, thei ſpake vnto the wars 
riours that were in Jeruſalem : which 
of pou wyl go out with vs to theſe dog- 
ges, to ſhe we our fozce and ſtomackes 
fo; the ſanduarp and Citie of the loꝛd⸗ 
Then fine hundzeth tall fellowes of 
they2 owne accoꝛde iſſued out vpon the 
Romapnes ſodepnelp, flewe. viii, ꝙ. 
men, and compelled the reſte to recule 
from the walles. The Komaines then 
wiſt what valitantneſſe the Jewes had, 
foz the Romaines were in number. xl. 
thounſande fyghtpng menne, and the 
Jewes were only fiue hundzed, wher⸗ 
ok not one of them was kylled in that 
ſkirmiſhe. The Romaines a karre of 
ſhot at the Jewes and hurled ſtones, to 
whom the Jewes ſayd: come hyther to 
vs, are not pou thei that called vs fozth 
and pꝛouoked bs to come to pou: Why 
tome ve not nowe neare: Mou go about 
to dzpne bs awaye with arrowes any 
ſtones. What, do pe thynke vs to be 
Ct. tit. dogges⸗ 
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dogges:«and that we are afraid of pour 
ones: Are we not men: pea, we are 
pour maſters and betters,fo2 pe runne 
away from vs, as ſeruauntes flee from 
they2 maiſters, when they folow them 
to beate them. 


IItus ſeing his army part to be fled, 

and part to be llapne, he trped to his 
people, ſaying: Js it not a ſhame fo: 
pou pe Romapnes, and a wonderfull 
great diſh2no2, to flee from the Jewes 
\s hunger beaten, famyſhed, almoſt 
dead fo2 thirſt, and beſieged: Alas. ho 
ſhall ye put a wap this pour rebuke and 
ignominie, when as all nacions which 
heretofoze pe haue moſt valeantlp ſub⸗ 
dued, ſhall heare that pe flee from theſe 
dead Jewes, Whoſe hole land we haue 
in poſſeſſion, ſo that they haue nothing 
left but this onelpe towne, whiche we 
haue alſo ſo batterd, that thei haue but 
one only wall to defend them: Beſides 
this, they are verp fewe, we are innu⸗ 
merable, thep haue no nacion to apde 
them, we haue helpe of all landes: wh 
then do pe klee from thep2 ſpght, lpke 


as the (mal impotent byzdes flee 1 5 
8 e 
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the Egle: What though the Jewes 
vowe and haſarde them ſelues deſpe⸗ 
ratly fo2 they2 temple and land: whp 

do not you the ſame alſo in theſe Pats 
to get you a renowne of valeantnes- 
Thus the Jewes pzeuapled that dape, 
and hadde the vpper hande, wheretoze 
they retourned into the towne with 
great gloꝛp, hauing put the Komaines 
to ſo great a fople. Titus commaunded 
his to addꝛeſſe and pꝛepare the twoo o⸗ 
ther rammes that were lefte, to batter 
the wales of Jeruſalem withal. Mher 
foze the Komapne Carpenters caſte a 
trenche to pꝛepare and ſet vp the rams 
within it, in ſuche place as Titus hadde 
aſſiqned them. The Jewes were ware 
of it well inough, but wpncked at the 
matter as pet, vntpll they had planted 
the maſter beames betwene the ſtan⸗ 
dyng poſtes, Sa when the woozke 
was kynyched, euen to the hangyng vp 
of the engines betwyrte the ſtandpnge 
poſtes, to ſhake the walle withall, the 
Romapnes beyng ſecure and voyde of 
care; nothynge miftruſtpnge that the 
Jewes woulde ſturre, becauſe they had 
Ct.liii. ben 
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hen quiet a fe we nyghtes, and neuer 
iſſued laoꝛth oł the Citie. Upon a cer⸗ 
tepne nyght a pꝛetp whyle befoze dap, 
the thee p2incipall capptapnes of the 
ſedictous came and caſte thepz beades 
together to deupſe what they ſhuld do. 
Elcafar gaue this counſell, and ſapde: 
Hau two the laſt time iſſued out, burnt 
thzee Rammes, and gate you renoune, 
and J kept the gates the whple: nowe 
kepe pe the gates, and J wyll iſſue out 
with mp men agapnſte the Komapnes 
to get me a name alſo. The other aun⸗ 
ſwered: go then a Goddes name unto 
them, the Loꝛde God of the landuarpe 
which is in Jeruſalem ſhalbe pzeſente 
with the, but beware thou be not lain, 
and in anye wyſe thou be not taken a⸗ 
line. To whom he aunſwered: the 102d 
God ſhaltkepe me, foꝛ vpon the truſte 
of the ryghteouſnes of my father Anas 
ni the bye pꝛieſt and his ſincere ſeruite 
vnto God, wyll A ſet vpon them. 
leaſar therfoꝛe choſe an hundzed vale⸗ 
aunt ſouldiours, and with them he iſ⸗ 
ſued out ot the towne befoze dap. The 
ſame nyght the Nomapnes had made 
fy:es about thepʒ engines where they 
watched, 
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watched, becauſe of the colde. The ar⸗ 
tificers and ſouldiours thattept watch 
and warde about the RKammes, were 

in number a hundzeth and kyftte. The 
day was the. 27. ot the moneth of Kiſlef Nonem- 
whiche was the ninth moneth that 1'1- ber. 
tus had beſieged Jeruſalem, Eleaſar and 
his companye thus beyng iſſued out, 
tame and founde ſome of the Komay- 

nes ſnoꝛtynge aboute the fires, other 
watchyng in they? wardes, kylled the 
all, that not one remapned. Then ſome 
of Eleaſars company ſette fpꝛe vpon the 
Ramines, burnt the ſtandyng poſtes, 
ropes, chepnes, and other inſtrumen⸗ 
tes of warre. The artificers that were 
there they appꝛehended altue # burnte 
them, ſo that no man eſcaped. When 
it was dape, Titus was aware of the 
ſmoke of the fpze mountyng vp verys 
foule, and ftynkyng of the wood and 
men together, he dzewe towardes the 
place therfoze with his hoſt, to ſe what 
the matter was. Eleaſar in the meane 
ſealon and his companye, toke as thep 
myght gette, euerp man a piece ofthe 
engines out of the fire, oʒ ſome of their 
beades that they hadde kylled, and re⸗ 
: Ct. v. tourned 
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turned with great iope, floutpnge the 
Romaynes t laughyng them to ſcozne 
by the wap, tyll they came to the gates 
of Jeruſalem, where they were recei⸗ 
ned of Schimeon and Ichochanan with 
great honour. 
One akter this, came many ſouldt- 
gurs and greate bandes of men out 
of all nacions that were ſubiecte to the 
emppꝛe of the Romapnes, to apde Ti⸗ 
tus, to whom Titus declared what had 
bappened hym in that ſtege, the ſtout⸗ 
neſle of the Je wes, and howe they had | 
anoped many wayes the Komapyne ar- 
mye, addpnge moe ouer and aſkyng 
them: dpd ye euer (ee foure men with⸗ 
ſtand ten thouſand and fine hund2eth, 
ſo that they altogether coulde nepther 
ouerthꝛowe them no2 take them pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners: but the four llewe the other, like 
as it had ben toppes of Cowcummers 
ſmytten et with moſt ſharpe ſwo2des? 
When they harde this they wondzed 
all very much. Then Titus ſpake vn- 
to his hoſte and to them whiche were 
newely repapꝛed vnto hym, to ſhewe 
their aguyſe and beft coũſell what was 


to be done, leaſt we ſhould be ſhamed 
{ſaith 
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(ſaith he)befo2e al them that ſhal heres 
after heare of our warres. The gras 


ueſt t moſt auncient of the nacions that 


were newly come to his apde, aunſwe⸗ 
red. If it pleaſe pour maieſtie, let the 
Romapnes b2:eath awhple «4 take their 
reſt, whiche are nowe werped with the 
ſund2p battaples of the Jewes, and we 
who are not ſo bzoken with labour but 
freſh x luſty, ſhall trie what the Jewes 
can do, we cannot thinke that they are 
able to withſtand ſo great a multitude. 


But the pꝛinces of the Romaines deſt- 


red Litus that he would not permitte 
them this, leſt he ſhould encreaſe thep2 
owne ſozowes, yf perauenture thep 
ſhoulde be diſcomfitev(ſape they) ot the 
Jewecs, the matter redound vnto our 
ſhame. Foz ił we which are acquainted 
with them, and knowe thepz maner of 
lyght, can not ſuſtepne thepꝛ violence: 
bo we ſhall they do it that neuer hadde 
pꝛofe of p ſtrength & foꝛce of the Jewes 
They ſhalbe tothem lpke Iſope which 
groweth vpen the walles, in comparts 
ſon of the Ceder trees of Libanus, The 
other ſatd, nay, they ſhould do well e- 
nough with them, & they vrged —

ſo inftantly that they conſtrapned hym 
to graunt the theyz deſpꝛe. Then Titus 
gaue them leaue to ſet vpõ the Jewes, 
thinkpng with hym ſelf, peraduenture 
the Jewes mape be put to the wozſe of 
theſe that wyll fyght without anye 
feare, notknowpnge the fozce of the 
Jewes : foz the Komapnes that haue 
bad triall of their ſtrength, fight feare- 
fully and warely. So the Lo2des of the 
ſtraunge nacions choſe ont of they ar- 
mies.lxxx.ꝙ. men, ten thouſande Pa⸗ 
cedonians.rr. thouſand Englyſh Bzit⸗ 
tons. v. P. Aramites .r. H. Africans, 
x. P. valeaunt Burgundians, and. v. 
M. Kedarans : laſt ot all. 1. P. Perſi⸗ 
ans and Chaldeans, Theſe therekoꝛe 
went into the plapne whiche is by the 
ſepulch2e of Iochanan the hie pꝛieſt, and 
from thence made an aſſaulte vpon the 
Jewes that were vppon the walles, 
ſettyng bp thepꝛ ſcalyng ladders. leho- 
chanan ſapde vnto Schimeon and Eleaſar 
his companions : yt you thynke good J 
wyll ine foo2th, and ſairmyſhe with 
theſe vncircũciſed, to let them ſe what 
Jcan do. Schimeon aunſwered. Let. 
two of vs do it, and the thirde kepe — 
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| able to do nothyng agaynſt them, they 


uyſe, offeryng hym ſelfe to beare Icho⸗ 
chanan tompanpe. Schimeon bad them 
go, ſaping: the Lozde of the ſanctuary 
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gates and walles, foz thou alone arte 


are ſo manp. Eleaſar allowed this ad⸗ 


giue them into pour handes, and deale 
not with you at this tyme actoꝛdynge 
to pour woꝛkes. Then Ichochanan and 
Heaſar iſſued with. xv. hundzed good 
men of warre, the ninth day of the mo- 
neth Tefeth, (which was the tenth mo- 


neth that Titus hadde beſieged Jeruſa- Decem- 


lem) and ouerth2ewe of ths Gentyles ber. 


pk that hoſte , Ivii. thouſande and fpue 


hund2eth men, beſpdes thꝛee thouſand 
whom they tooke pꝛiſoners: but of the 
Jewes were no mo llayne in that fight 
then onelpe ſeuen, whoſe bodpes with 
much retopſpng and greate triumphe 
they caried with them into the towne, 
and burped them there, leaſte perad⸗ 
uenture the vncircumciſed ſhould haue 
miſozdzed them. The Gentples that 
were left, with greate ſhame and dil- 
honour returned vnto Titus, who re- 
pꝛehended them becauſe they woulde 
not beleue the Romapnes. The 9 

ap 
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day folowing,theJewes bzonght fozth 
the thꝛee thouſand nobles and gentle- 
men that thei had taken pꝛiſoners, and 
plucked ont of euerye one of them an 
eye, andcutte of euerp man the toone 
hand,after ſent them back with ſhame 
and repzoche to Titus campe. Then 
Titus conſulted with all his Pzinces, 
what were beſte todo with the Iſrae⸗ 
lites ; and when euerp man had ſayde 
his mpnde,he lyked neuer a mans coũ⸗ 
ſell, but ſapde vnto them. Well Jhaue 
deuyſed this with mp ſelfe, whiche J 
wpll folowe, and no man ſhall bzynge 
me from my purpoſe { we wpll kcepe 
the ſtege without anpe aſſanlt 02 ſky2- 
mythe,fo2 thepꝛ victualles fapled them 
long agoo, and ſo thei ſhalbe famiſhed. 
Beſydes this, when they ſhall ſee vs 
ccaſe to fight with them, they wyll fall 
at variaunte amongſt them ſelues, and 
kyll one another. This counſell was 
thought good of all Titus Painces, 
wherfo:ze they beſieged the towne as 
Titus commaunded, and cloſed bp all 
the wapes ofthe Citte rounde aboute, 
leaſte the Jewes ſhonlde as they hadde 
done befoze, come vppon _ at vn- 

ares. 
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warts. They appoynted moꝛeouer, 
watche dape and nyght, to take heede 
that no manne ſhoulde come out of the 


towne to gather hear bes foz thepꝛ ſus 
ſtenauntce. Then encreaſed the hunger 
in Jcruſalem, which pf it had not ben 
ſo greuous, the Citit hadde neuer ben 
wonne: fo2 the ſouldiours.of the towne 
were lyghter then Egles, and fearcer 
then Lions. There dyed therefoze of 
the famine wonderfull many of the le⸗ 
roſolymites,ſo that the Jewes'could not 
fynde place to bury them in, thep were 
ſo many in euerp place of the towne. 

Pany caſt thepꝛ dead folkes into they2 
welles, and tumbled in them ſelues 
after and dped, many alſo made them 
ſelues graues, and went into them a- 
lyue, where they tarped dap # npght, 
and dped vimourned foz, Foz all 
mournpng and accuſtomed lamentaci⸗ 
on fo2 the dead, was left of, becauſe of 
the vnmeaſurable famine, which was 
ſo great, that it cannot be tolde, and J 
cannot rehearſe the thouſande parte 
of the miſchicfe that folowed of the 
bunger, Titus ſeing the innumera⸗ 
ble carkaſes of the deadde that _—_ 

| ca 


taſt into the bꝛoke Kidron lyke doung, 
was wonderfullye amaſed with feare, 
and ſtretched out his bandes towarde 
heauen, ſaping. Lozde Goo ofheauen 
and earth, whom the Iſraelites beleue 
in, clenſe me from this ſinne whiche 
ſurely J am not the cauſe of, foz J re- 
quired peace of them, but thep refuſed 
it, and thei them ſelues are long of this 
miichiefe, they haue ſynned agapnſte 
they2 owne ſoules and liues. J beſeche 
the recken it not to me fo2 a ſinne, that 
the Ze wes dye on this faſhion, 
A T that tyme certeyne wicked per- 
ſcns of Jeruſalem flaundered A- 
mittai the pꝛieſt falſly, ſaying to cap⸗ 
tapne Schimeon : beholde Amittai. the 
bye p2teft which dyd lette thee into the 
Citie, goeth about to flee to the tentes 
of the Romaynes. Thou haſte erperi- 
ence of his great witte and wyldome, 
howe healſo knoweth all the ſecrete 
wapes vnto the towne, temple, 4 ſanc- 
tuary, +4 who can tell whether he wpll 
b2ynge the Romaynes ſome nyght at 
midnight into the citie⸗CTherkoꝛe @chi 
meon ſente certayne to fetche Annttai 
and his foure ſonnes bnto hym. 


They 
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They that were ſent, bꝛought Amitcai 
and but thze of his ſonnes, foz one was 
fledto the Romaypnes and came to Jo- 
ſeph, When Amittai with the other, 
were come to Schimeons pꝛeſence, he be⸗ 
ſought him he might not liue, but to be 
put to death by and by(leaft ſateth be) 
ſhoulde line to (ee the death of my chyl⸗ 
dꝛen. But ſchimeon was hard harted 
and would not be intreated, foz it was 
Gods will that Amittai ſhoulde be pu⸗ 
nyſhed, becauſe he was the bꝛinger of 
Schimeon into Jeruſalem:and therfo:e 
fell he into his handes, which fo2 good, 
rewarde him with euil. Schimeon tom⸗ 
maunded a ſozt of murtherers to place 
Amittai vpon the walles, in the ſyght 
ok the Romapnes,and ſapde vnto hym: 
ſeeſt thou Amittai: whp do not the Ko⸗ 
mapnes delpuer and reſcue thee out of 
my handes, thee J ſay, which wouldeſt 
haue fled away vnto them: Amittai an- 
ſwered nothynge to this, but ſtyll be- 
ſought hym that befo:e hys death he 
myght kiſſe hys ſonnes and bidde them 
farewell, but Schimeon vtterly denied 
him. Wherefo:e Amittai wept aloude, 
ſapinge to his ſonnes: J bꝛought deare 
D d. i. child zen, 
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chyldzen, J bzought thys thicfe into 
thys towne, Wwherefoze J am counted 
nowe foꝛ a thiefe my ſelfe, Al thys miſ- 
chiefc whiche is commed vppon me and 
vou, it is mpne owne doynge, becauſe 3 
bzonght thys ſedicious villapne into 
thys holy Citie. J thought then, perad⸗ 
uenture he wilbe a helpe to the towne, 
but it is nowe p2oued contrary, fo2 he 
hath bene a moſte cruell ennemp of the 
ſame. It was not pnough fo2 vs to kepe 
one ſeditions perſonne, Ichochanan J 
meane, whiche tooke vnto hym Elcaſar 
the fy2ſte begynner of Sedicion : but 3 
muſte bꝛinge in alſo this wycked Schi⸗ 
meon, whiche is iopned to sure fooes to 
deſtroy vs. In deede J neuer bzought 
hym in fo2 anpe lone that J bare vnto 
bym, but al the Pꝛieſtes and the whole 
multitude of the people ſent me to fetch 
hym,notwithſfanding Jam Wwozthp of 
thys iuſte iugdment of God, becauſe 3 
tooke vppon me ſuche an ambaſage. 
ECW hat ſhoulde J ſpcake of thee thou 
moſte wpcked Schimeon? fo2 whyther 
ſo euer thou turneſt thee,thou bꝛyngeſt 
all thinges out of frame. In dede thou 
dealeſt iuſtly with me, becauſe 1 haue 

inned 
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ſinned vnto God, to his people and his 
Citie, in that q haue bzought thee in to 
be à plague to it, wherefoze Jam woꝛ⸗ 
thy to be ſtoned. Not withſtandynge it 
hadde bene thy part thou wycked mur⸗ 
therer, to delyuer me and my ſonnes 
from the handes of the other ſeditious, 
foꝛ J haue wꝛought them dyſpleaſure, 
but to. thee haue J done good. Yowbes 
it our GOD wil not alter noz chaunge 
bys ſndgementes , whiche is, that A 
ſhould fall into the ſwo2d of thy hande, 
fo2 that J made thee to enter into thys 
Citie, wherein Joffended GOD gre- 
uouſlp. It euer Jhadde purpoſed to flee 
bnto the Romaynes,coulde J not haue 
done it befoꝛe J bꝛought in thee :? foꝛ at 
that tyme bareſt thou no rule oner vs, 
And bekoze we called in thee, Jehocha⸗ 
nan with hys ſedicion was an offences 
onto thys Citie. Mherekoze we per - 
ſwaded all the auncient of the towne, 
that thou ſhouldeſt bee an apde vnto 
bs, to dꝛpue out dure foes : but thou in 
whom we put dure truſt, arte become 
dure ennempe: yea, tho1 haſte beene 
woꝛſe then thep, foz the other put men 
to death pztuilye, thou doeſt it openly. 
Dd. ii. Who 
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who is he that hath ſtrengthened the 
power ofthe Komayns-zart not thou he 
whiche baft kylled the ſouldiers of God 
in the middeſt of this CitieJeruſalem? 
foz few haue bene ſlaine without. Titus 
woulde haue made peace with vs, ta⸗ 
kinge pitie vpon vs, but that ſame did⸗ 
deſt thou let and hynder, euerp dap mo⸗ 
uynge newe warres and ſtirring newe 
battaples. Titus gaue charge to hys 
ſouldiours to lape no handes vppon the 
Temple: but thou haſt polluted and de⸗ 
fyied the Temple ol the K oꝛd, ſhedyng 
bloud without meaſure in the mpddes 
thereof, Titus went backe from vs vpon 
the holy daye of the Loꝛde, and ceaſed 
from fyghting, ſaping, go and obſerue 
pour holp feaſtes in peace: but thou vn⸗ 
balowedſt thefcaſte of the Lo2de and 
leſhedft out the continuall fyꝛe with in- 
nocent bloud. All theſe euplles whiche 
thou haſt committed, thon murtherer, 
are imputed vnto me,becauſe Jbzought 
thee into the towne. Now therfoze this 
vengeaunte is appointed to myne age 
of the [02d God, and by thy handes hal 
J go to mp graue with ſoꝛowe, becauſe 
I by my foolyſhnes, was a doar in thys 

miſchiefe 
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miſchiefthat is wzonght by thee, Albe⸗ 
it now thou wicked Schimeon, in this 

that thou killeſt me, ere that mine eyes 
map ſee the burninge of the Temple, it 
pleaſeth me very wel: but what nedeth 
thee thou murtherer to put my ſonnes 
to death befoze my face? lohy doeſt thou 
not ſpare mine age: Moulde God that 
pke as J ſhall not ſee the burnynge of 
thy Temple, ſo alſo might not lee the 


lud of my thy pld wir igedde befoze my 
f e. But w*%«1yal F do when GOD 


hath dely*£red me into the handes ofa 
m#ae wypckedman? Me that were the 
zunctentes of Jeruſalem abhs2red le⸗ 
hdchanan betauſe he murthered olde 
nen without all reuerence, but @flew 
onge man: thou deſtropeſt olde and 
enge, great ans ſmall, without anpe 
ie 02 mercy, lehochanan mourned fot 
e dead, and huried them alſo thou 
weſt vpon ingrumentes at thepꝛ bu⸗ 
fals, ſingeſt tothe, Lute and ſoundeſt 
e Trumpet. Then ſpake he to Schi⸗ 
* pus ſernaunt, who was readp with 
Ho 20 in hit hande, and an axe to kyll 
mm and to cute ot hys head, ſayinge: 
to untoe⸗ and execute Schimeons 
T Dd.tit, thy 
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thy maſters commaundement : behead 
ſonnes in ſyght of they? father, and let 
me heare the voyce of crueltie in my 
ſonnes, whiche notwithſtandpnge AJ 
fo:geue there. Fo; as J ſhall ſee and 
heare that againſt my wyll: ſo J dare 
ſape thou kylleſt them not wyliyngly. 
TU oulde GO DD that Schimeon woulde 
ſuffer me to kyſſe my ſonnes, and wby- 
les I am aliue, to em bꝛaſe theim oz thet 
dye. But thou gentle miniſter, in ane 
thynge ſhewe thy pitie toHarves ne, 
that when thou haſt put my lonnes and 
me ts execution, ſeperate not dure Jos 
dyes,neyther lap in ſunder thepꝛ cozſes 
from mypne: but ſo, that mp body mape 
Ive vppermoſt and couer they2s, to ge⸗ 
fende them from the foules of the ap. 
leaſt they deuour my ſonnes bodies, tþ; 
it mape foꝛtune they maye bee burycÞ. 
I beſeche thee alſo that my mouth aid 
tongue when Jam dead mape touch 
my ſonnes faces, that ſo J mape bot 
embꝛace and kyſſe thepm. But wha 
do Jdelaye 92 linger am lenger, ſey q 
the enemi denies me tdis, to kiffe 
whyies we are pet alypne „ Her ol 
theretoꝛe that our bodyes be nat ſe - 
rev; 
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red, and pf Schimeon wyll not permit 
thys, that our bodpes map be topned in 
thys world, yet can he not let our ſouls 
Ito ber ioyned. Foz after Jſhalbe once 
| 


dead, J doubt not but J ſhall ſee the 
lyght of the Lo2d, Nys ſonnes hearing 
they2 fathers wozdes began to wepe 

very ſoze with thepz father, who (ayde 
vnto them. Alas my ſonnes whp wepe 

pe: what auayleth teares: why doe pe 

not rather go befo2e me, and 3 wyll ko⸗ 
lowe as { may, fo2 what thoulde J doe 
nowe, ſepnge God hath geuen me into 
the handes of a moſt cruel tiraunt. who 
ſparcth nexther mpne age no2 poure 
youth 2 Bat J truft we ſhall lyus toge- 
ther in the lyght of the Lozde, and al- 
I though J cannot bee ſuffred now to ſee 
vou pnougb, pet when we ſhall come 
thyther, we albe ſatiſſied with behol⸗ 
dynge one another. Go pe therefo2e my 
deare ſonnes and pꝛepare vs a plate. O 
that Impght go befoze ou, the Loꝛde 
knoweth, J woulde de it gladly. But 
pe my (ons, maruell neuer at thys that 
is chaunced vnto vs, to2iti1s no newe 
thing. The like happened bekozethis in 
D d. itt, the 
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the tyme of the Chaſmonanites, when as 
Antiochus by hys wpckednes putte to 
death the ſenen bzeth2en ponge men, in 
the ſyght of theyz mother whiche was 
a ryghteous and a godly woman, who 
chaunced to fynde thys mercye at the 
Loꝛdes handes, that ſhe might kiſſe her 
ſonnes and embꝛaſe them, as they alſo 
kiſt one another befoze they dyed, All 
they were put to death by the crueltie 
of the bncircumctſed kinge of the Mace⸗ 
domans, pet obtapned thep that whiche 
is denied at thys dap to vs that are put 
to death by Schimeon, who hath the 
name ot an Iſraelite, who bzareth alſo 
the couenaunt of oure father S bzaham 
in bys kleſhe. And woalde Goꝛ it might 
fo:tune vs to liue in rey: inv e ok place 
of reſt, whiche albeit u well not bee 
graunted, pet we ſhalbetheyz nepgh⸗ 
boures, ſeynge that we alſo dye fo: the 
la we of the lozde. Therfoze bee of good 
comfo2t my ſonnes and lament not foz 
my lake. Foz Jindge thys my miſerye 
eaſier, and not ſo great as the calamitie 
of Zidkiahu, whoſe ſonnes were fp2ſfe 
killed, then his eies put out by the king 
of Chaldea, and he lyued many _ 
after;

to ſee the Temple of the Lo2de tourned 


into a butchery o2 ſlaughterhouſe to flea 
men in. After cryed he vnto God, ſap⸗ 
ing: J beſeche thee, O Lo2d God moſte 
hygh, whiche dwelleſt in the hygheſt, 
ludge thys Schimedn accoꝛdinge to his 
woꝛkes, re warde him acce2ding to bys 
deſeruinges. Fo2 thou art the God al- 
mighty,and dꝛeadkul, let not this thiefe 
dye therekoꝛe amondgft the people of thy 
paſture: but that his death map be ſeue⸗ 
red from the death of other men, lette 
hym die a hoꝛrible and a ſodaine death, 
lette hym haue no tyme to confeTe hys 
ſinnes, and to retourne himſelf to thee, 
that thou mapeſt receyue hym (foꝛ thou 
art wont to receyue theim which turne 

to thee by repentaunce) foz he is not 
wo2thp of repentaunce , whiche hath 
ſpoyled t waſted many goodly thynges 
Dd. v. in 
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in thy temple, beſpdes that, hath mur⸗ 
dered moſte holy men in the ſame. To 
thintent therfoze that thy tudgmentes 
may be declared in him, J beſeche thee 
make him to bee taken captiue of his e- 
nemies together with hys wpfe, chyl- 
dꝛen, and familie, and al that euer loue 
hym. Neyther gene vnto his ſoule anye 
part with the people of god, no2 let hys 
pozcion be with the tuſt me in thy ſant⸗ 
tuary,fo2z he is vnwoꝛthp of them, be- 
cauſe he hath not onelp ſinned Himſelf, 
but hath cauſed Iſrael to ſinne. TM her 
foe let his iudgement and ſentence go 
koꝛth from thy ſight, that he map ſe his 
wyte,chpld2en , and hys hole houſe led 
into capttuitie t bondage befo2e his face 
Afterward let him die a ſtraung death, 
ſuch as neuer man harde of, let hym be 
kild of moſt cruel men, which when thei 
haue ſmitten hym, mape akter quarter 
bim alſo whiles he is pet aliue, and that 
he map ſe his go into bondage. Let bim 
alſo bee acurſe befoze all that hall ſee 
him. oꝛedouer let him perceiue that mp 
woꝛdes and deſtenp is better then his, 
when as J goe vnto thee, in that great 
light, which he ſhalbe depztued of, —_ 
thele 
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theſe woꝛdes, Amittai ſayde to the ſer⸗ 
uaunt who was appointed to kill hym: 
8 beſeche thee, let me fynde ſo much fa- 
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nour at thy hands, that when thou haſt 
llatne my ſonnes, thou wouldeſt kyl me 
with the ſame (wo2de, whyle it is pet 
wet with the bloud of mp ſannes; that 
our bloud maye bee mingled, and thys 
may be a recreation to my ſoule. Bil me 
alſo in the ſight of the Komaines, that 
they maye auenge me and my ſonnes 
bpon-thys moſte cruell Schimeon, thep 
ſhalbe witneſſes agapnſt hym, that J 
was not thep2 frende, But would God 
my matters were all in that ſtate as: 
they were befo2e,fo2 then ſhoulde they 
percetue me to be an ennempe of Schi⸗ 
meous, and a frend of they2s, Moulde 
God J bad wilthſtanded Schimeon at 
the kpꝛſt ſo earneſtly, as J made warre 
bpon the Nomaines, that J might haue 
auopded hys crueltie from the people of 
God. When he had ſaid al theſe thyngs 

he Maped befo2e god almightie, ſaping. 

OSod whiche dwelleſt in the hygheft, 

only art moſt mightie and fearful, 

nowthe epes of thy tudgmentes, 


1 and iudge betwirt me, and 
l ſedicious 
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ſediclous Schimeon, whoſe mallice is 
becommen vameaſurable vpon the peo- 
ple of God, that he whiche ſheadeth the 
bloudde of them that feare thee in the 
midlt ofthe temple, map bee rebuked of 
thee with thy rebukinges accoꝛding to 
bys wozkes : make ſpedpe vengaunce, 
and pꝛolonge not, and that foz the dea⸗ 
thes ſake of thy ſainctes, fo2 thy tudge- 
mentes are the tudgementes of truth. 
Then ſchimeon gaue commatndement 
to foure cutth2otes of his, that thzee of 
them ſhoulde kill Amittais thee ſonnes 
befo2c their fathers face, and the fourth 
ſhoulde kill Amittai himſelfe:and ſo the 
bloud of the ſonnes was mirt with the 
bloud of they2 father. After ward Schi⸗ 
meons ſeruaunt toke the body of Amit- 
tai:and layde it vpon the bodyes of hys 
ſonnes as his deſpꝛe was; tht tumbled 
them ouer the walles. Alter that com⸗ 
maunded &chimeon that Chananchu 
the hie Pꝛieſt ſhoulde bee put to death, 
Whoſe bodpe was caſte vnto the bodyes 
of Amittat and hys ſonnes. Ariſtius allo 
the ſtribe, one of the noble men dt Jorus 
ſalem was killed at the ſame timo: and 


Bann iuſt men of hys kinred and houſe; 
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becauſe they mourned fo2 the death sf 
Ariſtius. Jt foztuned while @chimeon 
was a killing of thoſe ten,certaine ſub⸗ 
ſtanciall ryche men paſſed by, and were 
wonderfully amaſed when thep ſawe 
the thinge,ſaying one fo another, How 
longe wyll G O D ſuffer the malyce of 
Schimeon,and wyl not ſearche out the 
bloud of iuſte men, no2 reuenge them⸗ 
Certayne ſeditions perſonnes hearing 
this, tolde it vnto Schimeon, who com- 
maunded them to bee appzehended and 
murthered the ſame dape. After thys, 
there paſſed by aleuen of the noble men 
of Jeruſalem , whiche ſeynge two and 
fo:tie innocentes to be put to death by 
Schimeon, thet lift vp they2 eyes to the 
heauens;and ſapd: O Loꝛde God of Iſ⸗ 
raell, howe longe wylte thou holde thy 
hande, and kepe in thyne anger againſf 
theſe tranſgreſſours of thy wyll: which 
whan ſchimeon harde of: he commaun- 
ded them to be appꝛehended, and kyplled 
them with his owne handes. Eleaſar the 
ſonne of Anant the Pꝛieſt ſeynge the 
malyce and wickednes of Schimeon to 
be great, that he made awaye the iuſte 
and godlp menofthe Cite , _

therewas no hope lefte: he tooke the 
tow2e of Jeruſalem , remapned in it, 
and kept it with his. lehudas alſo a cap- 
tapne duer a thouſande menne, whiche 
kepte a turret that Schimeon had made 
to put iuſte and godly men in, gathym 
bp vpon the top of the walles, and crp- 
ed tothe Romapnes, pf peraduenture 
thei would deliner him and the reſt that 
were at Jeruſalem. Wherfoze he went 
about ts eſcape with his M. men that he 
had with hym , and came towarde the 
Romapnes. But the Komapns truſted 
them not,thynkpnge he hadde ſpoken 
thys fo; deceite : wherefoze they came 
not to helpe hym. Schimeon vpon thys 
killed Jehudas,and the thouſande men 
Whiche he hadde withhym ; and com- 
maunded thepꝛ bodyes to bee tumbled 
oner the walles in the ſpght of the Ro- 
mapnes. Then Schimeon cryed to the 
P2ypnces and capitaynes of the No- 
mapnes, ſaping: Lo, theſe are Jehndas 
company,theſe would haue come fo2th 
vnto pon, take their carcaſes to you and 
reuiue them agayne pf you can, oz elles 
delyner the reſt whiche pet line oute of 
our handes. 
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G Orian the Pꝛieſt, father of Joſeph 

the P2teſf, which wꝛote this booke 
to the Aſraelites, was at that tyme in 
* bondes and pꝛyſon in a certaine turret, 
a man of great age, vppon a hundzeth 
and thirtie, and no man coulde come to 
him, noꝛ fro him. Joſeph therfoze went 
to the turret where hys father was 
kept, to vnderſtand howe he did. He be- 
helde alſo the turret a far of, if he might 
eſpye hys father and comfozt hym. And 
as he paſſed by, lokynge vp to the tur⸗ 
ret, the ſedicious hurled a ſtone at hym, 
which hit him on the head, that it ouer⸗ 
thꝛewe hym. The ſedicious ſeynge Jo- 
ſeph caſt out of his charret, determined 
to go downe vnto him: but when Titus 
had knowledge thereof, he ſent a great 
ſtrength to helpe hym vp agapne, and 
to defende hym that his ennempes dpd 
hym ns w2onge. The ſedicious goyngs 
about to take Joſeph, ſounded a trom⸗ 
pet very loude, whiche when Joſephes 
mother that was kepte in Schimeons 
houſe hard, beinge now very old. irrrv, 
peares, aſked what was the cauſe of 
that hurlp burlye. They tolde her that 
the ſedicious iſſued oute at that ſhoute 
againtt 
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agaynſt Joſeph to take him. When the 
harde that, by and by ſhe ran out of the 
houſe that ſhe was kept in, and clymed 
vp the walles, as luftely as though ſhe 
had bene a ponge girle of,14-, pere olde, 
tare her heere, and cryed out wepinge, 
and ſapinge befo2e all them that were 
pꝛeſent. Is mp hope then come to thys, 
coulde J euer haue loked that J ſhoulde 
haue duer lyued my ſonue, and that J 
ſhould not be ſuffred to ſee him, and to 
bury hym: had truſted he ſhould haue 
burped me, and that he ſhuld haue bene 
a helpe to me in myne age, and when 
my whole familie by the ſedicious was 
almoſt made awape and extinguiſhed: 
pet J ſapd, this ſhal comfozt me. Rowe 
therefoze what ſhall J do, when J haue 
none left to comfot me of all my chyl- 
dꝛen that bare, fo2 bet wene the ledi⸗ 
cious and the gentples oure ennemies, 
they haue lapne. xviti. ſonnes that 3 
had , and what ſhall J do nowe from 
benſfo2th, but couet death: ſoz 3 deſpze 
not to liue nowe any longer. And hows 
ſhould Jrecepne any conſolation whan 
I ſee mp ſonne dead, and J cannot bury 


bim Loꝛd that à myght dye by and = 
0 


f02 J tan not lyue any longer ſence my 
ſonne Ioſeph is dead. She went vp pet 
farther vpon the walles, tyll ſhe came 
to the turret where her huſbande was 
in pꝛiſon, and ſtretcht out her handes 
to warde heauen, crying with a loude 
vopce: O m ſonne Joſeph, my ſonne 
where art thou: come and ſpcake vnto 
me and comfozte me. The ſedicious 
hearpng her, laught her to ſcozne: but 
the Romapnes when they harde her, 
and knew of Ioſeph that it was his mo⸗ 
ther, thep wept and lamented her caſe; 
and many of the Jewes alſo that were 
in Jeruſalem: but they were kapne to 
refrapne it, leaſt thep ſhould be percey 
ned of @chimeons cruell cutth;otes. 

Then Joſephes mother ſafde to the ſe- 
dicions that were by her vpon thewal⸗ 
les: why do pe not kyll me alſo whiche 
bare Joſeph my ſonne, and nurſt hym 
with theſe bzeftes 2 Pe enemies of the 
Lo2de haue murthered him with other 
inffe and ryghteous men, why kyll ye 
not me alſo 2 God be ſudge bet wirt me 
and pou that haue killed my ſonne gilt- 
leſſe. The ſedicious aunſwered her: 


canft thou not pf thou lift tumble down 
Ee.i. ouer 
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oucr the waile and dye? we wyll gene 
thee good leaue. When thou haſt done 
ſo, the Romapnes ſhall take thee vp, 
and bury thee honoꝛablpe, becauſe that 
thou art lolephes mother, who is their 
krende. She aunſwered: Howe ſhould 
J doo this eupll vnto mp (cife, to kpll 
my lelfe, and conſtrapne my ſoule to go 
foo2th of mp bodpe befoze that God doo 
call it: pf J ſhoulde do ſo, F ſhould haue 

no hope let᷑t ii the wo2lde to come, foz 

no bodye wyll burpe them, whom they 
perteiue to haue kylled them ſelues. 

Theſe and ſuch lpke, whyle che reaſs- 

ned wylcly, the ſedicious harde, and 

mocked her. Wherefozc ſhe wepte the 
moꝛe aboundauntlpe, ſo that the Ro- 
maynes and other godip men hearyng 

her wiſedome, could not abſtepne from 
weppng. Joſcph when be hearde his 
mother ſpeake, be gate on armour, 
and appꝛoched to the walle, accompa⸗ 
nped with moſte valeaunt Romaines, 
to dekende hym from the arrowes of 
the Jewes, and ſpake to his mother. 
Fears not my deare mother, no: take 
no thought fo me, fo2 J haue eſcaped 
the handes ol the ſedicious, God hath 
not 
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not ſuffred me to come into theyꝛ han- 
des, WMherekoze A haue hearde the 
woo2des of thoſe wicked councelloures 
that aduyſed thee to kyll thy ſelfe, and 
thyne aunſwere agapne to them, whi⸗ 
che befo2e thou gaueſte them Iknewe 
thou wouldeſt aunſwere, God fo2bid 
J ſaye, God fozbydde that Ioſephes mo⸗ 
ther and the wife of Gorion ſhould cons 
ſent to the councell of the wicked. 
Wherefo:e {mp deare mother) be con- 
tent, and beare the poke of the ſedici⸗ 
dus pactentiy, and humble thy ſelfe be⸗ 
foꝛe them, Nuuer ſtriue agaynſt the miſe- 
ries and calamities of this tyme, vvhiche 
thou canit not alter nor remedy; Foꝛ they 
ſhall peryſhe, but we ſhall ſtande and 
continue, 10 * 
T Vere were certayne men of Jern- 

- ſalemat that tyme that came tothe 
gates, ouercame the warde, and gate 
out with their wines and childzen, and 
ſo eſcaped to the Nomaines, becauſe 
they coulde no lenger abide the famine 
and the iniquitie of the ſedicious. Thet 
were faithful citizens and of great aut⸗ 
tozitie, whom when Joſeph harde of, 
be bzought to paſſe that Titus fpared 
E. ii. them 
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them and receiued them to mercy, Fo; 
Joſeph bare witneſſe and repozted fo: 
them that they were noble men of Je⸗ 
ruſalem. Wherfoze the Romapnes re- 
teiued them, and gaue them foode and 
ſuſtenaunce, but certepn ot them could 
not bzooke noz take it becauſe of they? 
great hunger wherewith they had ben 
long pyned, and when the meate deſ- 
cended do bone into thep; bellpes, they 
dyed ſtrapght. They? lyttle chyld2zen 
alſo when they ſawe bꝛeade, they fell 
bppon it, and receiued it in decde with 
they: teeth, but they were not able to 
cheweit, and dped holdyng the bzeade 
betwyrt theyꝛ teeth, Titus ſeing them 
dye when they taſted of meate, hadde 
ruth and compaſſion vpon them, + was 
verp ſozp,laptng bnto Joſeph. What 
ſhall J dofoz thy people, which afſone 
as thep beginne to cate, dye ſtrapght⸗ 
wap: Joſeph aunſwered: Py Lo2de,J 
remember à baue ſene this experience, 
that they whiche faſte long, and after 
woulde take meate : firſte they dzpnke 
a lyttle ſodden mylke, oz cls cate of a 
certayne cone called Simell, ſodden 
in mplke, wherewith they * 
thepz 
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theyp2 bowelles befo:c thep take meat: 
ſpecially ſach as walked thꝛough wyl⸗ 
derneſſes, whoſe boweliles were long 
empty, when they came to places in- 
habited and founde meate, they were 
wont to vſe this meanes. Therefoꝛe 
Titus commaunded his men to do as 
Joſeph bad them, wherby many of the 
Jewes recouered, and manye dyed of 
the fiire. Theſe Jewes whiche were 
eſcaped thus out of Jeruſalent to the 
tampes ofthe Romapnes, had ſwalo⸗ 
wed vp fyꝛſt they? golde, ſplner, and 
pꝛetious ſtones to hyde them, left they 
ſhoulde be founde of the ſedicious. 

They therefoze whiche recouered and 
bꝛooked meate, when they woulde ſa⸗ 
tiſfie nature, they wente alone out of 
the campe, and after ſought thcy2 gold 
and ſyluer and pꝛecious ſtones, whiche 
were diſgeſted in they2 excrementes, 
and ſo dyd they euery day, At length 
_ certaine Aramites and Arabians eſpy- 
ing the Jewes to vſe this faſhion, told 
it amongſte thepꝛ fellowes one to ans - 
ther, and made a conſpiracie to laye 
wayte fo2 the Jelves, 4 whom {0 cuer 
that they gate, they rypt they; beilycs 
' Eel, to 
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to fynde the golde and other Jewelles 
whiche the Jewes had hyd there. And 
by this meanes the Aramites and A- 
rabians hadde murd2ed two thouſand 
Jewes. But when I1tus hard of this, 
he was wonderfull w2othe,and com⸗ 
maunded them to be appzchended that 
had done this wicked deede, and to bee 
put to death, whoſe goodes were geut 
to the Jewes that remapned aliue. 
They that were put to death foz this 
facte were twoo thouſande Aramites x 
Arabians together, After this Titus 
eſpping his pzinces and captapnes to 
haue decked they2 armour with golde 
and ſplner, ſome of them alſo to weare 
golden ſcepters, + ſome of ſplner, with 
other oꝛnamentes vpon thepz heades, 
he called them together, and ſapd bnto 
them. Lape awape this geare, theſe 
thynges are they that pzonoked the A- 
ramites and Arabians to woozke this 
wickednefſe agaynſte theſe pooze and 
miſerable Tewes whiche kledde foo2th 
vnto vs, that they mpyght line under 
our pꝛotectton. The Capitaynes ther⸗ 
koꝛe and Painces of the Komaypnes 
hearpng the comaundement of 22 
| pere 
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were obedient, and ſtrapght layde a- 
wape from them thoſe o2namentes of 
golde and ſplner, Titus alſo gaue com- 
maundement that the reſte of the Ara- 
bians and the Aramites ſhoulde be ba- 
nyſhed the campe, and that no manne 
hereafter ſhould commit any ſuch hey- 
nous deede agaynſt the Jewes. Not- 
withſtandpng when as anpe Aramite 
02 Arabian coulde get any Jewe farre 
out of the campe that no man ſce it, he 
kylled hym. Ok the Nomapnes in the 
campe, no man epther dyd oz fapde any 
euylt to the Jewes, ſane certapne vn⸗ 
godly Kuffians whiche had learned af 
the Aramites and Arabians thoſe euyl 
and wicked -p2anckes : foz they alſo 
when thep chaunced to mete with any 
Je we out ofthe campe, pfthere were 
na manne bye, they kylled hym, and 
toke away his gold and ſyluer that lay 
hydde in his bowelles. When this 
came to Titus eare, he commaunded to 

make Pꝛoclamacion in this wyſe. 
Whoſoeuer he be that hath ſeene, 
harde, oz knowen any thynge of this 
hozrpble deede, whiche is committed 
of certayn Nomaines bpon the Jewes, 
Ce. iii. 9 
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oꝛ whoſoener hath done any ſuch thing 
hym ſelfe, let hym come and make re⸗ 
lation to Titus, which ik he do, the mat- 
ter ſhalbe fozgeuen hym,ypf not, he ſhal 
beare the burden of his owne wicked⸗ 
neſſe, and ſtande at his perpll yfanye 
thyng be pzoued by hym hereafter. 

Thertoze certayne Romapnes whiche 
knewe with them {clues that they had 
committed the deede, and being afrayd 
of 1itus, reaſoned with thepm ſelnes 
thus: It we do not confeſſe vnto hym 
the trueth, he wpll by his wyſedome 
ſearche ont theſe offendours, and pu⸗ 
nyſhe them by death. TW herefoze tru- 
 ſipng vnto Titus wozdes of the Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, thep came all, whoſocuer 
had eyther done it hym ſelfe, oz know- 
en other to do it, and declared it vnto 
Titus, ſaping: This haue J done, this 
haue J knowen, this was J acceſſarpe 
vnto, and haue not hytherto made thee 
pꝛiuie therunto. There were ol them 
in nomber thꝛee bundzeth and twenty 
men that made this confeſſion, al thoſe 
Titus comaundcd ta be cafe into hoate 
Ouens, and to be burned. This done, 


the Jewes were moze ſafe euer 5 
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in the Komatnes campe without all 
leopardy, no man hurtpng them either 


| 
in woꝛd 02 deede. Pea, if any Romaine | 
founde a Jewe abꝛode wanderyng, he 
conducted hym gcntplly and poaceably | 
into the campe. There was a certepne | 
Scrpbe of Jeruſalem at that tyme, a | 


fapthfull man, whoſe name was Mena- 
chen, ſonne of Seruk the Scribe, whoſe 
auncetours hadde ſerued Eſdꝛas the 
Scribe, of wozthp memoz2p, in Babp⸗ 
lon: he bepnga keper of the leaſt gate 
which was in Jeruſalem vp6 that ſyde 
towarde tbe bzooke Kidron, noted the 44 
number of the dead that were carped 1 
kooꝛth to burping by that gate, 4 found 
they came to. 11 5. . 8. C. and. 8. per⸗ 
ſons, which were all of the nobles and | 
gentlemen, 02 at the leaſte of the ſubs Ve 
ſtancialleſt ok the Jewes. Tuus on a * 
tyme (Joſeph being p2eſent) aſked the & 
queſtion of thoſe p2inces of the Jewes 1 
whiche were fled vnto hym, ſaping: 2 [> 
charge pou vpon pour kidelitie to ſhe KH 
me howe manye Jewes be deade in the | 
towne ſence the tyme I beſieged it to 2 
this daye. They gaue hym the nomber 1 
therefoze, every man as karre as they 

Ee. v. knews 
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une we, ol the dead which were carped 
kooꝛth at al the gates to be burped:and 
the ſumme came to. vil. hundzeth thou⸗ 
ſande,fine hundzeth, ſeuentie and kiue, 
beſpdes them that euerp where lape 
dead in the houſes and ſtreates, beſides 
them alſo that were flayne in the Tem 
ple, and they that lape here and there 
vbnvuryed, MU hiche when Titus harde, 
be marnepled greatlp, and ſapde: Xt is 
well knowen to the Loꝛde God of hea⸗ 
uen that Jam not the cauſe of theſe e⸗ 
uplles. Fo2 J deſp2ed to be at peate 
with them okter then once, but the ſe⸗ 
ditious euermoze woulde nothyng but 

warre warre. 
AL that tyme the hunger began to 
ware verye greate in the towne a- 
mongſte the ſedicious , whiche neuer 
lackte befoze this, fo2 tbey tooke it al- 
wayes from other men by fozce, tyll 
now at the length they were diftrefſed 
with hunger them ſelucs: ſo that after 
they had eaten vp all theyꝛ hozſes,they 
eat alſo thepꝛ doung, and the leather of 
the charettes. Neither was there lefte 
any grene bowes of the trees, no2 any 
hearbes that the ſedicious myght ou 
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to eate. Fo2 the Komaines had hewed 
downe all the trees, and cut domne all 
the buſhes rounde about Jeruſalem by 
the ſpace ot᷑.xiii.myles, ſo that the hole 
fielde and territo2y of Jeruſalent was 
ſpopled, whiche herctofo2c was reple⸗ 
nyſhed with marueplous goodly gar- 
dens and moſte picaſaunt paradples. 
After that the Komaines made vp an 
other pꝛon ramme, very terrible: this 
they bended againſt the wallcs to ſez ik 
there were anpe ſouldtours lefte in the 
towne ſo ſtoute as they were in tymes 
paſt. Zhen the captaynes of the ſedi⸗ 
tious ſa we that, they iſſued out with 
they2 companions agapnſte the Ko» 
matnes,and flue very many of them in 
that ſky2mytſhe. TW berfo2c Titus ſapd: 
it is not wpſe5ome to fpaht with them 
any nio2e, but rather with the ram to 
ſhake x batter the wal. foꝛ thei hauc no 
mo but this wal left, 2 ſo we map bzing 
in our hole hoſt at onte vpon them and 
ſubdue the ſedicious. This councell of 
Titus was lyked of all the Pꝛinces and 
people, The captaines of the (edicious 
miſtruſting no leſſe then the Komains 
intended,that they woulde be occupied 

hereakter 
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hereafter in batteryng thep2 wall, be⸗ 
gan to build a cofitermure within ouer 
agapnſt the place where the Nomapns 
w20ught with their ram, which was in 
the plaine by the tombe of lochanan the 
bye pateſte, foz there was none other 
place beſpdes that they myght appꝛoch 
bnto with theyz Ram. And there the 
Romaines had made two b2eaches in 
the two other walles befoze. The ſe⸗ 
dicious made this cofitermare becauſe 
they were not able to burne the pꝛon 
ramme, as thep had done befo2c, being 
nowe almoſte famyſhed and ſo pyned 
away that they coulde ſcarſe ſtand vp- 
pon they: legges. Fo2 yf they had ben 
ſo luſty as thei were befo2e,and able to 
ſet a fy2ze thengines, the Komapnes 
had neuer ben able to wpn the towne, 
but ſhould haue ben compelled to leane 
the aſſaulte, as they were conſtrapned 
to geue ouer ſkyzmyſhyng + fyghtyng. 
On a certapne tyme when the Ko⸗ 
maines fledve, the ſedicious purſupng 
and kyllyng many of them, ſapd: the 
Romapnes wpll once be wearpe, leaue 
of their ſiege, and go thepz wapes, that 


we map dwell at libertie, and turne — 
the 
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the Loꝛde our God. And when they re⸗ 
tourned at this tyme oz at anpe tyme 
p;zoſperouſly into the towne, they op- 
pꝛelled the people the moze cruelly, er- 
actpng focdc of them and ſaping: gene 
vs meate, it pe wyll not, we wpll cate 
pour fleſte and pour ſonnes. But the 
Romains toke courage to them ſelves, 
determined to fyght Koutlp, and ſayde 
one to another * ct vs ſticke to it harde 
and be valeaunt in our fyghtes, it ſhal⸗ 
be ſhame fo vs to flee from theſe feble 
and hunger ſtarued Jewes, which are 
mo ze lpke deade (mages then lyupng 
perſones. 

Therefoze thep began moze earnefflpe 
to ſette bpon the walles, and to make a 
batterp ſodenlp, they bet down a great 
parte of that inner walle whiche the 
Jewes had newly erccted, and gaue a 
great ſhout, ſaping: Jeruſalem is won 
we haue gotten the tolvne. But when 
they loked a lyttle further, thep eſpyed 
an other countexmure rayſed ouer a- 
gaynſt the bꝛeche. Wherfoze the Jew- 
es th:ongh the towne gaue alſo a great 
choute, and ſounded thep2 trompettes, 


reiopſynge that they had buylded — 
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ther newe countermure fo2 that which 
was battred downe. The ſame was in 
captayns Ichochanans warde. The Ro- 
maynes ſcing the countermure, & hea- 
ryng the Jewes make ſuch triumphes 
in the towne, were much aſtonped, all 
they2 iope was daſhed and turned into 
dumpes, ſo that thei could not tel what 
they ſhould do with that ſtubburne peo 
ple of Jeruſalem which had dane them 
ſuch damages. The Romaines {et vp- 
pon the towne agapne an other waye, 
whom Titus wplled rather to reinonc 
thengin, + bende it to the newe walle, 
whiles it was yet grene and vnſctled, 
ſaping: let vs batter it and we ſhal ſee 
it fal by and by, and then ſhal we enter 
the towne. The Komaine captapnes 
folowed not Titus councell, but ſcaled 
the wales which thep had battred. The 
Jewes defendpng thepz countermure, 
fought with the Komaines within the 
bꝛeche, repulſed them from the walle . 
the town, ſo hauyng abated much the 
ſtrength of the Komaines, returned to 
they: lodginges. Then ſaid ſome of the 
Romaines: we wyl neuer beſiege this 
towne anye longer, fo; we ſhall _ 
| a 


able to get it wht 
fo:c let vs bzeake vp anne} 
we be all deſtroped wi is liege, foʒ 
ercept we do ſo, we all be conſu⸗ 
med therin. Titus ſeing bis ſouldiours 
to make ſo hard a matter of p winning 
ofthe towne, called them altogether 
and ſapde unte them. Tell me nowe pe 
Komaine pꝛinces, do pe not know that 
all vvarres and other buſyneſſes vvhat ſoc- 
uer they be, are more hard and require grea 
ter diligence inthe end thien in the begyn- 
nyng: in which who ſo trauaple, it they 
fapnt in thende: do they not labour in 
vayne : cuen as pour labour ſhalbe in 
bapne, yt pe geue oucr the ſiege nowe. 
Conſider a ſhip, when it bath compal⸗ 
ſed the whole ſea, and is now ready to 
artue at the ſhoze, being troubled with 
a tempeſt, if the maryners ſhould then 
be negligent,the hyp mape eaſelpe be 
loſt, and all they which are in it peryſh, 
the mariners diſapointed of thetr pur- 
poſe ,in that thep ſhall not attain vnto 
the place whiche they coueted to come 
bnto. Likewiſe builders if they finiſhe 
not their wozke, but leane of afoze they 
make an end:is not al their labour loft 
and ſpent in vapne⸗Huſband men allo 
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2 
ſowe it with ſcede : ſhall they not looſe 
tbey2 papnes, vnleſſe they wpll alſo 


ef they tyll grounde, and then 


mow it: In lyke maner pou haue fough 
ten very long agaynſt this Citie, many 
Pꝛinces of poa and wozthpe men haue 
ben llapne, and note pon may lee the 
ſtrongeſte walles of the towne are bꝛo⸗ 
ken and made equall with the earth, 
the people pour aduerſaries is conſu⸗ 
med with hunger, peſtilence, 4 ſwo2d, 
TW hat ſhall it then auaple pou all that 
euer pou haue done, pf pou flake pour 
diligence, and wyll not fpnyſſhe the 
wosꝛke of the ſiege - haue pou not then 
enploped your labour in vapne. 2 And 
whye ſhoulde this newe walle ſo dif- 
mape vou: pea bob do pe not p2epare 
pour (clues to beate downe this newe 
walte, whiche is much ſclenderer then 
thother thzee that pe haue caſt downe? 
Il ſo be it ye would determine to [caue 
of the ſiege, hadde it not ben better fo; 
pou to haue done it at the begynnynge, 
whyles your armye was pet whole? 
Newe, when as pou are felve, and 
pour moſt valeaunt ſouldiours flapne: 
why do you uot rather choſe to dye _ 
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folyue 2 Dyd not von once enter thys 
towne, in the time of Nero Cæſar, to des 
fende hys name! Nowe therfo:e when 
Vaſpaſian my father rapgneth, who is 
not onelꝑ of greater power then Nero, 
but allo moe gentle towarde you then 
euer was Nero, yf pou ſhould abate and 
flake pour endeuoare and diligence: it 
ſhoulde bee to pour great ſhame and re⸗ 
pꝛoche. Why take pe not enſample of 
theſe Jewes valeantneſſe, whom now 
alreadpy,ſwo2d, peſtilence, and fampne 
bath waſted , ſo that they haue no hope 
lefte : neuerthclefſe they fight ſtyll and 
neuer gene it ouer. Do pou not ſee eue⸗ 
ry day, howe ſome of them iſſne oute of 
the towne, and boldly aſſaple pou, not 
withont ieopardy ot they ipues , in ſo 
muche that ſometimes thep dpe fo2 it⸗ 
TWhiche thinges thep do foꝛ none other 
cauſe then to gette them p2apſe and re⸗ 
nowne fo2 their great pzoweſſe. When 
as Titus had well debated theſe thinges 
and ſuch lyke in the eares of hisſouldi- 
onres: acertaine valeaunt man named 
Sablanus ſaid vnto his felowes. TWho 
ſo dare go with-me- to-affaulte theſe 
Jewes, let him come bither to me, that 
Ff.l, ws 
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we may fulfill the commanndement of 
Ceſars ſonne our Lo2de and captapne. 
And fo2thwith he tooke hys target and 
his d2a wne ([Wwo2de in hys hande, made 
towarde the towne with a. ri. tall fe- 
lowes following him, whoſe valiaunt- 
nes and courage Titus wondered at 
greatly, The Jewes kept their warde 
vppon that part ot the wall, where the 
Romaines had had a repulſe ok late: ſo 
when thet ſaw Sabianus and his com- 
moors za we fate towarde thepm, they 

egan to aſſayle hym with ſtones and 
arro wes, but Sabianus ſettyng light 
at them, v2ged the Fewes. Shoztlp one 
of the Jewes met with hym , and gaue 
hym ſuche a blowe that he felled hym to 
the ground: pet gat he bp agapne and 
fought foꝛ all that wounde mankullpe, 
as one that hadde rather leaue hys lyfe 
then the fpght , tyll another Iſraelite 
came and flue hym out right. Thee al- 
ſo of his fetlowes were killed fpahting 
valeauntly in the place, thother. vill. 
returned to the campe ſo ſoze wounded, 
that they dyed the nert dap every one. 
Further, other Nomapns ſeyng Sab1a- 
nus act, and ſtudiyng to do the — 
| ner 
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next nyght they tooke a counſaple vpon 
à twentpe ofthepm , and greed to aſ- 
ſault the towne, This theyz enterpꝛyſe 
when they vttered to the ſtandard beas 
rer of Titus, he and manye other of the 
Komaynes went with them, They all 
ſcalinge together and clammeringe vp 
by the bzeches, gat vp vppon the wall, 
ſounded a trompet, and gaue a greate 
ſhoute. The Jewes being at their reſte 
as men oppzeſt with hunger aud wea⸗ 
rines, and hearing this larum # ſhoute 


ofthe Romaines: were wonderfully a- 


maſed, not knowinge what the matter 
mente, o2 howe they ſhoulde defende 
themſelues. Titus alſo hard the ſhout, 
and whan he had inquired the matter: 
be choſe out certaine valeaunt men, and 
dꝛue to warde the bzeches with them. 
n the meane ſeaſon the dape was bzo⸗ 
en, and the Jewes ryſpnge from their 
ſlepe,eſpyed Titus vppon the walles, 
and marueyled thereat greatly . The 
Romaines therkoze gatheryng toward 
Litus, came berye thycke into the 
towne, ſome by the bꝛeches of the wall 
and otherſome thzough the vault, wher 
by the Jewes were wont now and then 
Ff. ii. to 
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to make irruptions,and to recouer them 
ſelues within the towne againe: The 
Je wes let themſelues in arap agaynſt 
the Komaynes in the very entry of the 
temple: vpon whom the Romatnes ran 
with they2 dzawen woꝛdes, ko; they 
had none other armonure,no2 the Jewes 
neither, being ſo haſtely taken at ſuch a 
ſoden. The battaple wared very harde 
and wonderfull vehement on both par- 
ties, the lpke was neuer ſcene in Jern- 
ſalem, noz bard of in any tyme, foz eue- 
ry man claue harde to hys nert felowe, 
and no man could fle on noſide. Wher- 
foꝛe the battails wart ſtronge with cla- 
moures and fhoutes on both partyes : 
now the ioyfuli ſhoutes of the vanqui- 
ſhers,nowe the wailinges on the other 
ſide of them that were put to the wozfſe 
The Romaines encouraged and erho2- 
ted one another to fight, ſaying: this is 
the day which we haue longe loked foz. 
The Jewes again toke hart vnto them 
ſaping:it botes not to flee hence, but fo: 
the gloꝛp of the loꝛde and of bys temple 
let vs dye mankullpe as neceſlitie con- 
fravneth vs, and ſo dopnge we ſhalbe 
counted koz ſacrifices and offrynges- 
Which 
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Mhich earneſtnes on both ſides, filled 
the entry ofthe court of the lozde with 
bloud, that it ſtode like vnto a poole oz a 
ponde. And that fyght continued from 
that mozninge vntyll that dape foure 
dates. Then a certaine ſouldier of 1 itus 
whoſe name was Golinus, a valeaunt 
man as was anp amongſt all the com- 
pany of Kuttizm,he ſepng the Jewes to 
pꝛeuayle and to haue the vpperhand of 
the Romapnes, which nowe had left of 
fighting and fled, the Jewes purſupng 
them: in a rage he ranne agapnſt them, 
and met them at the new wall that Hes 
rod builded, called Antochia,d2one them 
backe,and made them mn thentry of 
thetemple againe, wheras pzeſſing ins 
tothe routes of the Jewes, he was ſoꝛe 
wounded of a certapne Jew. And when 
he pertepued hymſelke wounded, he 
would haue lept backe, but ſtombled at 
a ſtone in the pauement of the court of 
the Temple and fell downe, where he 
fought pet ſtil, till a certaine Jewe kil- 
led him outright. He fought in dede ve- 
ry boldly and valeauntly,but uvnwarip: 
fo: he conſidered not his ground wher- 
in he had to do with the Jewes. Titus 
Fk. iii. waiting 
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waitinge koz Golinus returne, and hea- 
ringe him to be llapne, would haue gon 
himſelfe to reſcue the reſt of his whiche 
were with him. But hys men woulde 
not ſuffer him, fearing leaſt he himſelfe 
ſhoulde be ſlaine. The Jewes therefo2e 
gat the vpper bande that day, and flue 
wonderfull manye Romaynes in that 
battaple, ſpoylynge them alſo whiche 
were kylled, of their armoure . Theſe 
were the names of the Jewes that 
made that ſkirmiſhe . Df the company 
of captaine Ichochanan, Elaſa, and Iphtack 
of Schimeons companye, Malchiah, and 
Iaikob a Pꝛince of the Edomites. And 
Arſimon, and Iehudah, of the company of 
Eleaſar the ſonne of Anani. Theſe with 
they2 companpons made thys ſlaugh- 
ter of the Komaynes in the entraunce 
of the temple, and dꝛoue them backe to 
the Antochia, where they kept them vp 
that they coulde not get ont, Mherkoze 
when Litus percepued that the Anto- 
chia was in the Komapnes wape, and 
hindꝛed them: he cauſed it to bee raced 
and pulled downe to the ground, Zheſe 
thinges were done vppon the. v. dap ot 
Siuan, the thyzd moneth, vpon the —

of the ſolempne feſtiual day of weekes , 
whiche otherwiſe is called Pentecoſt, 
and that was the. riiii. moneth from 
the beginninge of Titus ſiege agapnſt 
thys Citie. 


8 Ho:tly after, vpon the thy2d day of 
the feaſte of weekes, the Jewes as 
many as were at Jeruſalem, kept holp⸗ 
dap and celebzated the feaſt. Titus tas 
king with him Joſeph the ſonne of Go⸗ 
rion, went vnto the houſe of the ſanctu- 
ari where the ſedicious and ſouldiers of 
the Jewes were gathered together, and 
called vnto Ichochanan and the reſte of 
the captaines of the ſedicious, to whom 
he ſpake by the meanes of Joſeph being 
hys interpꝛeter in thyg wpſe. Mhat 
hath this Temple offcnded thee, (thou 
ſeditious lehochanan) whye haſte thou 
bought vppon it thys great eupll and 
miſchiete: Ifſo be it thou truſt ſo much 
to thy ſtrength; come foozth to vs with 
thy men into the fieldes , and we ſhall 
fight with thee thy fil. Js not this your 
ſolempne feſtiuall day, Why then will 
pe kyght in that place where pe ſhoulde 
offer youre ſacrifices: Pe pollute and 
f. uiii. dekple 
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defile the ſanctuary of your God and his 
name, and we ſpare it, knowinge it is 
the houſe of God, And thonly cauſewhy 
we make warre vpon you, is pour ſtub⸗ 
burne ſtifneckednes, that you wpll not 
ſubmit your ſelues to vs, whom GOD 
hath geuen the domin!on vnto , whoſe 
will ye laboure tn vapne to diſappoint. 
Either therfo2e,'f pe wil fight no moꝛez 
humble pour ſelues vnder our ſubiecti⸗ 
on, that pe may ſane pour lpues: oz cls 
pk pe be determined ſtyll deſperately to 
fight with vs, then gette pe foo2th from 
hence, and lette vs go into the fleldes, 
there to ſet our battailes in aray. Why 
wil ye defile pour ſanctuary and hynder 
the wo2ſhipninge of pour God:? Muche 
moꝛe beſides this ſpake Titus, partlpe 
blaming their ſtubburnnes in that thet 
had defiled their temple,and pet ceaſed 
not to pollute it moꝛe and mo2e : partly 
with fapꝛe wozdes and gentlenes, er- 
hoꝛtinge them to pelde, admontſhinge 
them not to reſifte ſo mightie an army, 
when as they conlde not do it without 
daungerofvtter deſtruction , Theſe 
and many other thinges Joſeph erp2eſ- 
ſed in Hebzue to the people, * 
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willed hym, but the Jewes aunlwered 
neuer a wo2d: foz Jehochanan had geuen 
a charge that no man ſhoulde ſpeake. 
Then captapne Ichochanan aunſwered 
Titus himſelfe, ſaying: We can offer no 
kinde of ſacrifices moze acceptable to 
God, then to vowe, ieoparde, and ha- 
bandon our 9wne bodyes and bloud fo? 
his names ſake, Mherfoꝛe we wpl dye 
free in this oure towne, and will neuer 
come in bondage to ſerue pou. Titus 


| madehimaunſwere by Joſeph, ſaping: 


This your Citie, J graunt is a holy Ci⸗ 
tie, and pour temple is moſt holy, which 
no man doth denye. But pe haue gre⸗ 
uouſlpe ſinned, in that ps haue polluted 
the Temple of the Loꝛde pour God, by 
ſheadpnge in it the innocente bloud of 
ſaintes and p2teſtes of God, with other 
moſt godlp and holi men. By what rea- 
ſon can pe then ſap that pou ſhal be ac- 
cepted fo2 ſacrifices and offeringes bes 
fozeGod- Pea, rather God abhozretb 
and Zeteſteth you vtterly, when as he 
requireth in hys ſacrifices that they 
ſhoulde haue no defaut noꝛ ſpot, but ye 
are all to bee ſpotted, ſo that no ſounde 
place is in you.

Foz wple menne 
woulde wyſely beare with the calami- 
ties of times, and knowe the courſes of 
thinges. Bowe then are ye ſo folpſhe to 
ſape thatyeare an acceptable and well 
pleaſinge ſacrifice vnto God, when as 
pe reſiſte the wyll of GOD ſo pꝛoudlp⸗ 
But thou Ichochanan and the reſt of the 
ſedicious capitayns that are with thee, 
tell me, arte not thou a mo2tall man, 
ſubiece vnto the griefes and veracions 
of thys lpfe, and woꝛmes meate as we 
bee-Shoulde he not dyſpicaſe thee that 
Gould take awape a table o2 ſuche lpke 
thynce pꝛepared to the honour of thee, 
and wouldeſt thou take it in good part, 
and holde him crcuſsd that ſhould do ſo 
bnto thee? Why then haſte thou taken 
away the ſacrifices of thy GOD out of 
his Temple, and haft ſtuſted it with in- 
numerable dead bodies: Who can ſec 
92 heare this, and abſtapne from we⸗ 
pinge, when he ſhall kno we ſo manye 
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and Schimeon , and Eleaſar thy felowes. 
Neither canſt thou pet apply thy minde 
to ceaſe and leaue of thy malpte, and 
yet neuertheleſſe perſwadeft thy ſelfe 
the whyle that God1s with thee, and 
that thou with thy kelowes arte an ac- 
ceptable and well pleaſynge Sacrifice 
vnts GOD: nothpng percepupng that 
pour ſinnes ſeperateth pou, and kepeth 
you a ſunder moꝛe ſtrongely then anye 


Bzaſen walle . Jt is true J confeſſe 


that it becommeth euerp valeaunt man 
to ſtande ſtoutelp in the defence of hys 
r and countrey. 

or it is better to dye valiauntlye, then to 
come into the ſubiection cf his enemy that 
goeth about to plucke h ou from hys religis 
on, and driue him out of his countrey. 
But J came not hyther fo2 that tents 
to dzawe pou from pour lawe, oz to ba- 
niſhe pou out of pour lande, oꝛ els to de⸗ 
trove it and pour Cities: but this is the 
cauſe of mp commpnge hyther, to ok⸗ 
ker pou peace, and to make a league 
with pou, that pou ſhoulde take vppon 
pou our poke, aud bee our ſubtectes as 
pe were afoꝛe. Mhere dyd pou euer 
beare of a people in all the wozlde, 467 
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bath ſhewed them ſelues ſo mercyfull 
and gentle, both towardes other, and 
towardes pou, as we haue done: Hans 
niball the captayne of the Carthagini⸗ 
ans, after he had waſted our countrep, 
and at length was taken by vs: was he 
not had in great honour and reputation 
of os, and with ſuche humanitie hand⸗ 
led, that we made him kinge cf his peo- 
le: Ind ſo dealt we with Antiochus the 
acedonian, and other kinges that we 
toke pꝛiſoners. Be bzagge that ye kepe 
the watch of poure god. TWhye then fo- 
lowe pe not the example of lechaniah 
pour kinge, who to ſaue the Temple of 
pour god from deſtruction, and left your 
people alſo ſhould be led a wal into bon⸗ 
dage, 92 be deſtroped with the ſwo2de ; 
pelded himſelke and hys houſe into the 
handes of the kynge of the Chaldeis. 
Mhy ſpare pou not poure owne lpues, 
pour Citie,and ſanctuary? Nowe ther- 
foze Harken vnto me, and J wil make a 
league with you befoze the God of this 
houſe, who ſhalbe a witnes betwirt me

Wherfoze credite me to make a league

Come fo2th therfoze and intreat a peace 
with vs, bow pour ſhoulders and hum- 

ble pour neckes to ſerue vs, lpke as all 
other nations do, and as pou haue done 
pour ſelues in the tyme of Nero Ceſar, 
that pe map liue and not bee deſtroped, 
kepinge pour religion ſafe and ſounde. 

Joſeph the pꝛieſt hearing the wo2des of 

Titus and his clemencie, in that be was 

minded to ſpare the Jewes, burſt out a⸗ 

loude and wepte in the pꝛeſence of the 

captatnes of the ſedictous very 2 
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but they nothinge regarded it. Toſeph 
therfoze ſeinge that Titus could do no⸗ 
thing with the ſedicious, ſaid vnto their 
Paynces. J maruaple nothinge though 
thys Citie tende to deſolation and de- 
en, foꝛ J knowe the ende of it is 


at hande . But thys is it that J mar- 
uaple moſte, that pe haue red the booke 
of Daniell and vnderſtande it not, whi- 
che is nowe fulfylled in all popntes, and 
pet neuer a one of pon doth marke tt. 
The continuall ſacriftce is already cea- 
led a good whyle ago, the annopnted 
Pꝛieſte is cutte awape and put downe, 
Theſe thynges although they bee moſt 
manyfeſt,yet your harts cannot beleue 
them. And many other wooꝛdes ſpake 
Joſeph full of admonition and conſola- 
tion, but the Jewes refuſed to heare 
bym. Whenas he had made an ende 
therfoꝛe, and the ſedicious had ſo harde- 
ned their neckes, Titus turned hym and 
departed out of Jeruſalem, ſaying: Let 
vs gette vs hence leaſt thepꝛ ſinnes de- 
ſtrope vs. Wherefo2e be pytched hys 
tentes without the Citte, in the fame 
place where he encamped at the fy2fte. 
Foz he was afrayed both fo: bymlelfe 
| an 
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and his armpe, leaſt they ſhoulde be cir⸗ 
tumuented and cloſed in, and ſlaine cru⸗ 
ellye in ſo great a Citie as that was. 
Certayne of the W2ieſtes at that tyme 
and of the nobles of the towne, with o⸗ 
ther godly men'did wyſely ſee to them- 
ſelues, and came fo2th to Titus,ſubmit- 
ting themſelues to his mercp, and were 
recepued of him peaccably with great 
honour, Who Titus commaunded to be 
conducted into þ land of Goſchen, where 
in times paſt the Iſraelits dwelt in the 
dapes of Jacob their father, and Joſeph 
Lode of Egipt. Thither lent he them, 
and gaue it them in poſſeſſion to theym 
and to their hep2es fo2 ener, commaun⸗ 
ding a company of the Chaldeis to ſafe 
conduct theim, till thei came to the land 
of Goſchen. T itus directed his letters al- 
ſo to the Romapne Pꝛeſident whiche 
was ſet ouer Egipt, to take pitie of the 
Jewes that he had placed in the land of 
Goſchen, to ſuffaine and ſuccoure them, 
and to ſee that ne Romayne oz other 
ſhoulde.do them harme, oz anope them 
by anye meanes . Many other alſo of 
the Jewes coueted to go fooꝛth of Jeru⸗ 
ſalem, but they were dyſapoynted — 
the 
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the ſedſcions, that they coulde not do as 
they intended. And who can tell whe- 
ther they wore entangled with they; 
owne ſinnes, and deſtenied to defiruci- 
on with thepz ſedicious bꝛethzen: when 
as their hands alſo were polluted wich 
the trueltie and iniquitie of the ſedici- 
dus: MAheretoꝛe the ſedicious cloſed vp 
all the wapes about the Temple, that 
none ofthe Jewes which were in Jeru- 
ſalem might gette out to Titus. When 
Tirus knewe that manye of the Jewes 
were deſp2ons to flee onto hym and 
coulde not becauſe of the ſedicious 2 he 
went agatne to the place where he was 
afo2e,and Joſcph with hym . Whom 
when the people ſawe to be there with 
Titus, they fell a weping, and ſaid vnto 
him. We acknowledge our ſinnes,and 
the tranſgreſſion of oure fathers , we 
haue al ſwarned out of the way agaynſ 
theLo2de oure God,(fo2 we knowe the 
mercy and gentlenes of Titus the ſonne 
of Ceſar, and thathe taketh pitie vpon 
vs: but what can we do, when it is nat 
in our power toftee vato him, becauſe 
of the crueltie of the ſedicious. The le⸗ 
dicious hearpnge theym W — 
oſep 
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Toſeph in the pꝛeſente of Titus, and that 
they ſpake reuerently of hym, and hos 
noꝛyng his father callpng hym Lo2de ? 
they ran vpon them with they? dzaws 
en ſwoꝛdes to kyll them. Then cryed 
thep vnto Titus, deare Loꝛzd and ma⸗ 
ſter reſcue vs. The Komaynes there⸗ 
foꝛe made ſpede to delpuer them out of 
the handes of the ſedicious. So ryſle 
there a fray in the middeſt of the Tem⸗ 
ple betwene the Komaines and the 
Jewes. The Komaines fted into the 
place called Sanctum ſanc torum, whiche 
was the holpeſt of all, and the zewes 
folowed after and flue them euen ther. 
Titus ſtandpng without, cryed bnto 
Iehochanan, and ſayde vnto hym. Hea- 
reſt thou, thou lehochanan, is not thy 
wickedneſſe pet great inough: WU pite 
thou never make an ende of thy miſ⸗ 
chiefe - There is the hononr of thy 
God: Js it not wꝛytten in the lawe of 
pour Godde of the Sanctum ſanctorum, 
that no ſtraunger ought to come at it, 
but onelp the hye pꝛieſte, and that but 
once a peare, becauſcit is the holyeſt of 
al: And now how dareſt thou be ſo bold 
to kyll thoſe that are eſcaped vnto its 
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and hoe bare pou ſhede the bloud of 
the vncircumciſed therin whom pe ab⸗ 
hoꝛre, and pet mirte thep2 bloud with 
pours. The Lo2d your God is mp Wits 
nelle, that J would not haue this houſe 
deſtroyed, but pour owne wicked woz⸗ 
kes and pour owne handes pull it 
downe. And would God pou would re- 
ceine our peace, whiche ik it were once 
done, we woulde honour this houſe of 
the ſanctuary and temple of the Lozde: 
pea, we wolde depart away from you, 
But your hartes are hardened lpke J- 
ren, and pour neckes and fozcheades 
are become obſtinate as bzaſſe to pour 
plyne vndoing., Foz pe ſhall carp pour 
owne ſinnes, and dye in the land of the 
Romaines, J and my fathers houſe 
are mnocent and gilttefſe of your death 
as the Loꝛd an? his Tempie in whoſe 
2eſence we ſtande, ſhall beare vs wit⸗ 
neſſe this dave. But when he ſaw that 
nane of the ledicious gaue anp regard 
to his woꝛdes, he choſe ont of his Kos 
mapnes. xxx. thonſand valeaunt fygh- 
ting men, and gaue them commaunde- 
ment to take and occuppe thentrye of 
the W tos * is à bolpe co 1 — 
detet⸗ 
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determined to go with them hym ſelfe, 
but his nobles woulde not (uffer hym, 
but wylled hym to remaine bpon a hype 
place where he might vcholde his ſouls 
diours fpght. And when they ſee thee 
a farre of, their hartes ſhalbe comfo2s 


ted, t they ſhal fight accoꝛdyng as thou 


wplt wyſhe them, but come not at the 
entcy of the temple thy ſelfe, leaſt thou 
be deſtroyed amongſt other. Titus folo⸗ 
wed the couce! ofhis captains, 4 went 
not at thattyme with his men to the 
battel. He made chief captaines of that 
hoſt ot. xxr. 9, one Karilius 4 Roſtius, ii. 
noble men, who be commaunded to ſet 
bpon the Jewes that nyght when they 
ſhoulde be a0-pe with werines. The 
Romaynes therefoze dopng after his 
comaſidement ſet vpd the Jewes. But 
the Jewes hauyng intelligence of the 
matter, kepte diligent watch, 1 with- 
ſtode the Romatnes valeantly all that 
nyght. But the Romaynes were not 
baſtye to fyght in the darke, fearynge 
leaſt it myght tourne to thepz owne 
harme. Aſſone thcrfo2e as it was day, 
the Jewes denided the ſelues, t beſtow 


ed their copanies at the gates of then 
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traunte. and fought lyke men. Karilius 
and Roſtius beſet the Temple rounde 
abonte, that not one of the Jewes 
mycht eſcape cut, and ſo the battayle 
tncreaſed betwene them fo2 the ſpace 
of, vii. dapes, ſomtpme the Romaines 
gettyng the bpper hand of the Jewes, 
b:zpapng them within the entraunce: 
ſomtime the Tewes encouraging them 
ſelues made the Romaines retire, and 
purſued them to the walles of the An- 
tochia, in this mancr fought they theſe 
vii.dayes., Afterward, the Romaines 
retourned backe from the Jewes, and 
woulde not kyght bande to hande with 
them any moꝛe. Then Titus tommaun 
ded the walles of the Antochia to bee 
pulled down further, that there myght 
be place fo2 his whole hoaſte to enter. 
The ſamine in the meane ſcaſon grew 
moe greuous, fo that no foove was 
nowe icft. Fo: the Jewes began now 
foiſue out and ſtealc hoꝛſes, aſſes, and 
other beaſtes whatſoencr they coulde 
catch, ue out of the Remaines campe 
that thei might dꝛeũe them ſome meat 
and ſuTeyne thepꝛ lpues. Whiche they 
vo.ng oitentimes, at length the Ko- 
mapnes 
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mapnes pertetued it, and were won⸗ 
derkullp diſpleaſed with the matter. 

W herfoze they ſet watche and warde 
round about the campe, leaſt by the diſ⸗ 
teit of the Jewes thei chould be ſpopled 
of theyꝛ cat tell, ſo after that the Jewes 
could ſteale no moe from thence, Af- 
terwarde notwithſtanding they armed 
them ſelues and iſſued out at the Caſte 
gate, and bꝛake the wall that Titus had 
rapſed fo2 his owne ſafetie, leaſte the 
Je wes ſhould iſlue out vpon a ſodaine, 
and come vpon him at unwares. A ſoꝛt 
of tall fellowes therfoze of the pouth of 
the Jewes iTued out by the bzeches of 
the wall, + gat vp quickly to the mount 
Oliuet, whereas they founde ho2ſes, 
mules, aſſes, and much other cattel!, 
t flepng they? kepers, thep dꝛoue them 
befoze them with greate thontes into 
the towne. The Romaines perceupng 
that, purſued the. Wiherfo2e the pong 
menne denided them ſelnes into two? 
bandes : the one to dꝛiue the bootye, t 
the other to reſiſt the Komaines, So 
there was a ſoze fyght betwirte them, 
but the Jewes gate the vpper hande, t 
went their wapes cleare with the pꝛay 
Gg. iii. towarde 
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fowarde Jeruſalem. Foz the Fewes 
came foozth conſtrapned by the necefſi- 
tie ot hunger, and fought fo2 they? lp⸗ 
uyng: the Komaynes had no cauſe tg 
fyght,ſauc onely foꝛ ſhame to ſee they 
cattell dꝛpuen away befo2e their epes, 
fo: other wyſe they put not they? lyues 
in ieopardpe to fyght vnto death as the 
Je wes dpd, yet was there many of the 
Romaines flapne in that fpght. The 
Jewes whpie the Romaynes purſued 
them in vapne, they gat into tbe town 
with theyz ſpople and pꝛape, 1 ſtraight 
way tourned vpon the Romatines and 
ue them backe, parſupng them a- 
gayne tyll they came almoſte to I itus 
campe, whiche when the other Ro- 
maines ſalve, thep came to the reſcue 
of they feilowes, and purſued agapne 
thoſe pong men to kyll them o2 to take * 
them, albeit they ſcaped to the fowne 
without anpe harme, ſarie that they 
toke a bop and bꝛought him vnto Titus, 
Ye that toke this lad was called Po2- 
nas. Do the Nome ves peuapled a⸗ 
gapnft the zewes at that tyme, and fo; 
a certapne token of vico2y, they hadde 
this pong Jewe pziſoner . 8 
tha 
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that toke hym was hadde in great eſti⸗ 
mation f22 that ace of Titus and a the 
Eomaines, Titus apparclled the boye__ 
and cdintfted hym to lolephus to kepe. 
This boy had a bꝛother amongſt them 
that eſcaped into the towne,a vyle per⸗ 
ſonage, eupll fauoured, and of alowe 
ſtature, his name was Ionathan. He 
ſeing his bꝛother taken pa1ſoner, coms 
meth foꝛth to the tombe of lochaaan the 
bye p2ieff ouer agapnſt the Komaines, 
and cryed bnto Titus, and to all the ar- 
mpe, ſaping: If there be euer a manne 
amongtte pou, let him come foo2th vn⸗ 
to me, here wpll J abpde hymn, and 
koͤght with hym vppon this grounde: 
and ye ſhall knowe this dape whether 
the Romayns oꝛ the Jewes be the bets 
ter menne, The Romaynes deſpiſed 
hym, pet durſte they not meddle with 
hym, but ſapde: pi we en we 


ſhall neuer be counted the better men 
fo: ſuche an ate, and pf he ſhould kpll 
anyeofvs, it ſhoulde be a greate diſ⸗ 
bonour to beflayne of a w2etched cap⸗ 
tyffe. Ionathan ſayde to the Ros 
mapnes: Yowe mache is the man⸗ 
_ hoode of the Komaynes to bee re- 
Gg. iiii. garded 
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garded in our eyes { Haue not pon ben 
llapne and put to ftyght by vs: That 
were pon then if that bandes and com⸗ 
panics of the Gentyles tame not euery 
day to ayde pou # pf they had not refre- 
ſhed pou, we had long agoo eaten you 
vp. Ae haue deſtroped our ſelues one 
another with ciuill warres, ſo that we 
are but frwe lekte, but what are pou? 
N ho is ſo hardy of the beſt of pou al to 
tome and declare his ſtrength, and to 
fight with me: Jam one of the meaneſt 
and outcaſtes of the Jewes: picke pou 
out the chieteſt and valeaunteſt man a⸗ 
; mongſt you all, and pou ſhal knowe by 
and by whether part is moe valeaunt, 
Whei Jonathan hadde ſpoken thus 
p20udly, there came foo2th one of the 
moſte valiauntefi ſouldiours of the Ko 
maines, whole name was Poꝛnas, the 

lame that had taken tbe bꝛother of this 
Jonathan,and bzought him to Titus, 

be came no ſoner at Jonathan, but he 

was kylled of hym ſtrapght wape, lea⸗ 
uyng behynd hym a diuers inheritance 

to Jonathan and the Nomaines. To 
Jonathan a fame of fo2titude and bas 
leauntnele: to the Komaines hou 

an 
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and repꝛoche. Mhan Jonathan had ſo 
llapne the Komayne, the Jewes chan- 
ged his name + called hym Ichonathan, 
by an honoꝛable name, and gaue hym a 
ſcepter of dominion in his hande. But 
Ichonathan when he hadde gotten this 
victo2y,gane not the glezy to God, but 
aſcribed it to his owne pꝛowelle, and 
became very pꝛoude withall, he was 
not content with one vias:p, but wold 
pet pꝛouoke the Romaines,rapiyng at 
them, and callyng faz an other valeant 
thampion to be ſent to hym, that 
might kpll hym (ſaith he) and declare 
my koꝛce vppon hym. And euen as he 
ſapde ſo, one of the Romaines whoſe 
name was Poriian ſtroke hym th2ongh 
with an arrow at vnwares and kplicd 
hym. By whole example we may pers 
ceiue. It is euery mans part chief ly to take 
heede, that vvhen they ou rcome theyr ene 
mies, they reioyce not ouer muche, nor 
vvaxe proude for the matter, for vvho 
knoyveth vvhat ende they ſ hall haue them 
ſclues? Theſe thinges done, the Jewes 
ſeyng the walles of the Temple and 
the thzce walles that compaſſed the 


towne to bee raſed and pulde downe, 


Gg. b. knowing 
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knowyng alſo that they hadde no hope 
left,noz any thyng to truſte unto: they 
conſulted what were beſte to be done, 
Ther was a great huge houſe topnpng 
bpon the ſpde of the Temple that king 
Salomon haddc buyided, ofa greate 
beyght, whoſe walles alſo the kynges 
of thoſecond Temple hadde rapſed on 
hepght, and had decked it with timber 
of firre and Cedcc trees. The Jewes 
went and annopnted euerp where the 
Ceder timber ofthe houſe with beim⸗ 
ſtone and pitch aboundantly. So whan 
the Romaines came again (ov the tem- 
ple to aſſault the Tewes, and purſued 
them vato that palatce:thep centred the 
palaiceafter the Tewes{who went out 
agayne another way) and ſome clime 
vp to the batilementes of the houſe; o⸗ 
ther ſette vp ladders to ſcale it. Then 
reiopſed they wonderfully, ſaping: the 
palaite is taken: now haue the Jewes 
no place lefte toflee vnto for refuge. 
Thus whan the Nomapnes had got- 
ten the palaſce, and the houſe was 
thꝛunge fall cf them, a tertepne Jewe 
a pong man, vowpng hym ſelte deſpe- 
rately to dye, wente and chutte vp the 
palaice, 
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> palaice, and ſet fire of the gates befoze 
annoynted with b2imſtone and pitche. 
And ſtraightway the ſide walles of the 
houſe, and the whole bupldyng began 
to be on a lyght fpꝛe, ſo that the Uo⸗ 
maines had no wape ta eſcape betauſe 
the fypꝛe compaſſed the houſe on euerp 
ſpde. The Jewes allo ſtode in harneſſe 
rounde about the honſe lcaft any cf the 
Romaines ſhoulde eſcape. Wihcrefo:e 
ſo manpe of the Romapnes as entred 
he houſe, were deſtroted with the fire, 
which was. rrii. thouſand men of war. 
Titus bearpng the crpe of the Komap⸗ 
nes that perpſched in the fp2ze, made 
ſpeede with his men to tome and reſcue 
the m, but thep coulde not deliver them 
out of the fp2e it bzent ſo vehementlpe, 
whertoze Titus and his wept very bit- 
terilpe. The Komapynes that were a⸗ 
bone vppon the houſe when they ſawe 
thep2 maiſter Jitus wepe, and the kyꝛe 

to be betwene them that nether could 
tome at other, thep caſte them ſelues 
downe headlonge from the battlemen⸗ 
tes ofthe houſe whiche was very hye, 
and dped, ſaping: we wyl dye in Titus 

_ pzolence, to gette vs a name * 
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The Jewes kepte the gates of the pas 
laice, and pf they perceiued any manne 
go about to eſcape out of the fpze, o2 to 
come dobone of the battlementes:them 
they kplled with thepz ſwoo2des, In 
that fy2e was a certaine noble man of 
the ſtocke of kynges, whoſe name was 
Longinus, to whom the Jewes cryed, . 
. flouted hym, ſaying : come hpther to 
vs, that thou mayeſt ſane thy lpfe and 
not be deſtroped, but he durſte not goo 
out at the gate, fearpng left the Jewes 
would kpll hym., WMherefoze he dzue 
out his ſmozdc and thꝛuſte hym ſelfe 
thiough befo2e they? faces. Another 
noble man alſo was in that fire, whoſe 
name was Artorius, who lokyng foo2th 
from the top of the houſe, ſawe one of 
bis deare frendes bp Titus which was 
talled Lucius, to whom Artorius called, 
ſaying : My deare fcende Lucius get on 
thine armour and come hyther, that J 
may leape downe vpon thee, and thou 
mapſt receiue me. It F dpe, J make the 
mine hepꝛe, pf thou dpe, thy chpld2en 
ſhall inherite my goodes. TU herefoze 
Lucius ran and helde his lap open at the 
hoile ſpde,and Artorius lepts downe, f 


lyght 
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lyght vpon hym with ſuch wepght that 
they both dyed therewith. Titus com- 
maunded the couenaunt that they two 
made befo2e they: death to be witten 
bpon a ſwoꝛd with bloud, e their frend 
ſhippe to be noted in the Chꝛenicles of 
the Komaines, that it myght be an ex⸗ 
ampie to all men to learne true frend⸗ 
ſhippe bye. At that tyme therfoze the 
Jewes reuenged them ſelues meetely 
wel vpö the Romaines. Lhe fire bꝛent 
tyll it came to the honſe of Chiſkiiahu 
kyng of Ichudab, and had almoſt taken 
the Temple of the Lozde, whiche the 
Romaines ſeing, flcd ont of the towne 
and gate them to they2 tentes, agreat 
parte of them beyng deſtroped by the 
crueltie of the ewes, ſo that fe we of 
them remapned. The reſt therfo2e lap 
ſtyll in their ſiege rounde aboute the 
towne, ſaping: we ſhall not be able to 
win the towne by the ſwo2de, but ra- 
ther we muſte be fayne to dziue them 
to peld by famine, wherfoze they com- 
palled it on euerp ſpde. In the towne 
nowe had they no viauals left. 
Here was a terteyne notable riche 
woman at Jeruſalem, ofa noble 
houſ e 


houſe alſo, whoſe name was Miriam, 
her dwelipng was bepond Jozdan, but 
whe ſhe perceiued the warres to grow 
moze + mo2e in the tyme of Vaſpaſian, 
the came vp with her neyghbours to 
Jeruſalem, bzynging with her not on- 
ly her men ſeruauntes and women ſer⸗ 
uauntes, and all her whole famelpe: 
but alſo her goodes and riches whiche 
were very great. When the hunger 
was greuous at Jeruſalem,and the ſe⸗ 
dicious went fro houſe to houſe to ſeke 
meate,theycame alſo to this womans 
bouſe and toke away from her by fozce 
all that euer ſhe had, and lefte her no⸗ 
thyngremaynyng, Pp this meanes 
ſhe was opp:zeſſed With verye greate 
bunger, ſo that ſhe wyſht ber lelfe out 
of the wozide, but her tyme was not 
pet come to dye. TUherefo2e that ſhe 
myght flake her hunger and ſuſteyne 
ber lyfe, ſhe beganne to ſcrape in the 
thaffe and duſte fo2 beaſtes doung but 
coulde fyndce none. Shs had one ſonne, 
and when ſhe ſawe the famine ware 
greater and greater vpon her, ſhe lapd 
aſpde all womanhood and mercye, and 
toke vpon her an hozrible — 
en 
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then ſhe harde hcr bop wepe and aſke 


foz meate, which ſhe hadde not to gene 
bym, ſhe ſapd vnto bpm. W hat ſhall A 


do mp ſonne: oz thew2ath of God hath 


enutroned the whole Citie, in euerpe 
cozncr thereof famine raigneth, with⸗ 
out the titie the [wozde kplleth vp all, 


within we ſtande in keare of rhe ſedict- 


ons, our enemies pꝛeuapie without, in 
the towwne are fircs, burnpnges, and 


kulnes of houſcs, famine, peſtilence, 


ſpoplyng, and deſtroping, ſo that 3 can 
not feede thee my ſonne. Nowe theres 
foze my ſonne, if J ſhotld dye koz huns 


ger, to whom ſhoulde J leave thee be⸗ 


png pet a chylde 2 J hoped once that 
when thou ſhou deſt come to mannes 
ſtate, thou ſhouldeſte haue ſuſtepned 
mine age with meate, dzinke, 4 cloth, 
and after when J ſhoulde dpe, to burye 
me honozablp, lyke as J was mpnded 
to bury thee pf thou ſhouldeſt haue dp⸗ 
ed befo2e me. But now mp ſonne thou 
art as good as dead alreadp, foꝛ Jhaue 
no meate to bꝛyng thee vp withall, bes 
cauſe of this great famine and crueltie 
of the enemies both within and with- 
out; if thou ſhouldeſt dye now 2 

| other, 
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other, thou ſhouldeſt haue no good no; 
honourable tombe as J woulde wyſhe 
thee. Wherefoze J haue thought good 
to choſe thee a ſepulch2ee, euen myne 
own vodp, leaſt then ſhouldeſt dye, and 
bogges cate thee in the ſtreates. I wyl 
therefo:e be thy graue, and thou ſhalte 


he my foove. And fo2 that, that pf thou 


badft ipucd and growen to mans ſtate, 
tbou eughieſt by ryght to haue nourp⸗ 


ſhed me: nowe keede me with thy fleſh 


and with it ſuſteyne myne age, befo2e 
that famine denoure tbee, and thy body 


be conſumed. Render therfo2e vnto thi 


mother that which che gaue vnto chee, 
foꝛ thou cammeſt of ber, and thou ſhalt 
returne into her. Foz 1 wpll bzpnge 
thee into the ſelfe ſame ſhoppe, in the 
which the bzeath of lyfe was bꝛeathed 
into thy noſeth2piles, fozaſmuche as 
tho art my weibeloued ſonne, whom

ſtrength, be therekote meate fo2 thy 
mother, an ignominie and rep2oche to 
the ledicious, that by violence baue ta⸗ 
ken away our foode. TWherefoze my 
ſonne heare my vopte, and ſnſtepne my 
ſoule and my lyfe,and go to thend 8 | 
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(s determpned fo2 thee by my handes, 
thy lotte be in the garden of Eden and 
Paradiſe, be thou meate fozme, and a 
rebuke and ſhame to the @edicious, 
that they may be compelled to ſay: Lo,a 
wom un hath killed her ſonne, and hath 
eaten him. So when ſhe had thus ſpo⸗ 
ken.to her ſonne, the toke the chyld,and 
turning her face away leſt ſhe ſhould ſes 
bim die, ſhe kylled hym with aſwozd, 


tes: whereot ſome ſhe roſted, ſome ſhe 
ſod „ and when ſhe had enten of them, 
ſhe layde vp the reſt to kepe. The ſa⸗ 


uaure at the fleſhe roſted when it came 


out into the ſtreates to the people, they 
ſapd one to another: ſee, here is a ſmell 


of roſt meate. Whiche thinge came vn⸗ 


to the knowledge of the Sedicious at 
length, who went into the houſe of the 
woman, and (pake roughly vnto her: 
why ſhouldeſt thou haue meate to lyue 
with, and we die fo: honger 2 The wo- 
man made thepm aunſwere, and ſapde 
bnto theym. Be not diſpleaſed J beſech 
you with pour handemapde fo2 this, fo2 
you ſhall ſee J haue reſerued parte fo2 
you. Mit pou downe therfoze and J will 
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Cate I p2ay pou, here is achildes hand 


Thie warres ok 
bꝛinge it vou that ye may taſte thereof, 
fo2 it is very good meate. And by and bi 
ſhe lapde the Table, and ſette befoze 
theim part of the childes kleſhe, ſaping: 


ſee here his fote, and other partes, and 
neuer repoꝛte that it is anye other wo⸗ 
mans child, but mine owne onelp ſonne 
that ye knew with me, him J bare, and 
alſo haue eaten parte, and parte 3 haue 
kept foʒ you. Which when ſhe had ſpo⸗ 
ken, ſhe burſte out and wepte, ſapinge: 
Oh my lonne, mp ſonne, howe ſweete 


waſte thou to me whyles thou pet lp⸗ 


uedſt, and nowe at thy death alſo thou 
art ſweter to me then Honye, Foz thou 
haſt not onelp fed me in thys moſte gre⸗ 
nous famine, but thou haſt defended me 
from the w2ath of the ſedicious, wher- 
with thei were incenſed towardes me, 
when the ſmell of the meate b:onghte 
theim into my houſe. Nolwe therefoze 
are they become my frendes , fo2 they 
ſit at mp table, and Jhane made them 
a feaſt with thy fleche. After ſhe turned 
her to the ſedicious, and bad them kate 
and ſatiſfie themſelues,foz why (ſateth 
the)ſhonld ye abhozremy — 

J haue 
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Jhaue ſet befoze yon 2 J haueſatiſficd 
my ſelfe therwith, why therfoze do you 
not eate ofthe fleſhe of my ſonne: Taft 
and ſee how ſwete my ſonnes fleſh is, 
dare ſay pe wyll ſape it is good meate. 
What nedeth pitie:ought pe to be moze 
moued therewith then a woman? Af ye 
will in no wiſe eat of the ſacrifice of my 
ſonne , when as J haune eaten thereof 
my ſelfe: ſhall not thys bee a ſhame foz 
you, that J ſhoulde haue a better harte 
and greater courage then you? Behold 
J haue p2epared a fayze Table fo2 you 
moſt valiant men, why eate ye not: Js 
it not a good feaſt that J haue dꝛeſt fo; 
pou: and it was pour will that J ſhould 
make pou this feaſt. It hadde bene my 
parte rather to haue beene moued with 
pitie of my ſonne, then yours, and how 
chaunceth it therefo2e that ye are moze 
mereyfull then J: Are not ye they that 
ſpopled my houſe, andleft me-no kynde 
of fode foz me and my ſonne: Are not pe 
they that conſtrayned me to make you 
thys feaft, notwithſtandpnge the great 
honger that J haue: Why then eate ye 
not therof,when as pe were the audozs 
and the cauſers that 4 dyd thys dede?

The Jewes hearing this matter, were 
wonderfully ſmitten into ſadnes: yea, 
euen the gouernoures of the ſedicious 
beganne to ſtoupe when thep harde of 
thys, ſo that they all in a manner deſy- 
red death, they were ſo amaſed at thys 
hoꝛrible act. Many therfo2e of the com⸗ 
mon people ſtale out in the night, fozth 
of Jeruſalem with all theyz ſubſtaunce 
to the Romaynes campe, and ſhewed 
Titus of this, who wept thercat and 
was ſo2y fo: He matter exceadpnglpe, 
holding vp his handes to heauen, cry- 
ing. Thou lozde God of the wozld, god 
of this honſe, to whom all ſecretes are 
knowen, whiche alſo knoweſt my hart, 
that J came not againſte thys Citie as 
deſirous of warres, but rather of peace, 
whiche J euer offered them, but pet the 
citizens therot euermoꝛe refuſed it, al- 
though J oftentimes intreated theypm. 
And when thep deſtroped one another 
by they: ciuill diſſention, J would haue 
deliuered thepm, but 3 found theim al- 
waies like moſt fierce and cruel beaſts, 
nothing ſparing theimſelues. And this 
miſchiefe is come nowe ſo farre, that a 
2 hath eaten her owne fleſhe, be⸗ 
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yng dꝛiuen therunto by moſte extreame 


neceſſitie. J haue harde, and my fozefa- 


thers hane tolde me all the power that 


thou haſt exrerciſed in times paſt towar- 
des them and they: kathers, howe thy 
name dwelt amongſt them. Foz thou 


bꝛoughteſt theym out of Egipte with a 


tronge hande, and a ſtretched -foozth 
arme oute of the houſe of bondage, to 
whom alſo thou deuydedft the ſea, led⸗ 
deſt theim thꝛough it dzi, and dꝛownedit 
their enemies in the water, After con- 
ducteedſt thy people th2ough the wilder⸗ 
nes, and feddeft theim with bzead from 
heauen, thou cauſedſt quaples to flee 
vnto them, and bzoughteft out water 
| outeof the rocke fo2 theim. At length 
thou bꝛoughteſt them into thys holye 
lande by great and terrible mpzacles 


and wonders. Fo2 thou d2yevſt vp the 
waters of Jozdane, and madeſt them 
ſtande as it were on a heape tyll they 
were paſſed oner . Thou cauſedſt the 
Dunne and the Moone alſo to ſtay their 
courſe fo2 thy people ſake til thei might 
banquiſhe their enemies. Thou woul- 
deſt alſo that thy name ſhould dwell a⸗ 
monglt theim, and thou gaueſt theym 

h. iii. this 
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thys Citie by inheritaunce .” Some of 
them thou choſedft foz thy ſelf to be p20- 
phetes, which might cozrec thy people, 
teache them, and lead them in the right 
wap, to geue them warning of miſeries 
folowing, that they myght take hede of 
themſelues,and beware of them. Thou 
ſtirredſt vp wiſe men amongeſt theym, 
to the intent Iſrael! myght know what 
were to bee done. PMozeouer, thou did- 
beſt choſe of them pꝛieſtes to ſerue thee, 
and to bleſſe thy people Jſraell . Cer⸗ 
taine godly men of theim alſo thou dze- 
weft vntothee, and in a fiery Charri⸗ 
ote thou cariedſt them vp into heauen. 
Thou ſmoteſt the tentes of the kynge 
of Aſſur, and killedſt in theym . clrrrv. 
thouſand men. Theſe and diuers other 
thynges haue J learned of my fo2efa- 
thers: pea, and Ioſeph the Pꝛieſt, a very 
wyſe man hath tolbe me a great part of 
the ſame. And nowe Koꝛde GOD, this 
people whiche J haue ſtrpuen agapntt, 
J would haue ſapde they had truſted in 
thee, but thou ſeeſt thei truſt not in thy 
ſauing health, but in their owne ſwo2d. 
Thou ſeeſt alſo howe pꝛoude they bee, 
notwithſtandynge thy terrible ſygnes 
an 
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and wonders wherewith thou haſte 
fought on my ſyde agapnſt them, which 
they will not acknowledge. They ſay, 
there is no man can b2ynge vs vnder, 
becauſe the Loꝛde our God wyll helps 
vs,yea,although we be wycked : fo2 as 
muche as foz our ſakes he rapned bzead 
do wne from heauen, deupded the ſea, 
bꝛought out waters foozth of the harde 
Nocke, and ſtayed the conrſes of the 
Dunne, and all foz vs. But they conſi⸗ 
der not that thou ſhewedſt thoſe ſygnes 
to thepz fathers toz they2 ryghtcouſs 
neſſe ſake, and theſe fo2 their wycked- 
neſſe thou haſte ſtroken in our ;warres 
to make they; Lande deſolate, and to 
laye waſte they? Cities, becauſe of the 
multitude oftheir tranſgreſſions, and 
howe thou haſte conſumed theym with 
Swoꝛde, Beſtilence, and Famine, that 
they are kapne to eate the fleſhe of their 
Chyldzen, And pet fo2 all thys, they 
cannot fynde in they2 hartes to humble 
themſelues bekfoꝛe thee, noꝛ to acknow⸗ 
ledge thy hande to haue beene vppon 
them fo2 they2 wycked wooꝛkes. Jal⸗ 
ſo baue not bene verye earneſt vppon 

wh Y. iiii. them, 
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them, but haue aſſaulted them ener 
gently. If ſo be it, thou wylt not deliver 
them into mp handes: J wpll gette me 
hence from theſe moſte wypcked men, 
and ficeawaye to ſaue my lyfe, leaſt J 
alſo perythe in theyꝛ ſinnes, when thou 
ſhaltonerthzowe them as thou dydſt o⸗ 
uerth2zow Sedom and-Amora. Theres 
fo:e,loe, J will get me out of their land 
with ſpede, leaſt we bee deſtroped with 
them, fo2 oure epen do ſee Sedom that 
was ouerthzowen in thepz bo2ders. 
ea, but this hardneth their hartes al⸗ 

o like Iron, that they ſap: why ſhoulde 

we not bee lpke to our fathers in cruel⸗ 
tie: Foz our fo2efather Abraham whan 
as he had but one onely ſonne, he went 
to ſacrifice him to the Loꝛde, whom in 
dede J do not rep2chend fo2 this fact, fo 
why: I knowe not the miſterp therof,al 
be it J maruell, howe he had no pitie on 
his ſonne. J haue harde alſo of a cer- 
taine king of they2s, who the ſame day 
he ſet fozwardes to the warres, made a 
bowe to god that be would offer a ſacri- 
fice,if he huld haue good ſucceſſe in his 
warres, and when he retourned from 
the warres, be offred to God hys onely 
doughter, 
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doughter, and ſo perfourmed hys vowe 
that he had vowed bntoG OD. And 
hereby J know thep are men of a ſtub⸗ 
burne ſpirite, fo2 whatſocuer it geueth 


thinke muſt nedes be done, and thei are Ms 


anoughtie people and moſte hepnous 
ſinners, Mherkoze except thou wilt de⸗ 
lpuer them to me, J wyll geue oner the 
warres, foꝛ J will not bee ſlayne with T7 
them without al judgment. When Tis o 
ws had ſaide all theſe thinges, he tom = , br. 
maunded to bzing an Jron ramme, ande . 925 
to bend it againſt the newe wall which! J 
the ſedicious had raiſed, that thei might 
batter the wall and caſt it down. Then 
came foꝛth many of the nobles of the ſe⸗ 
dicions vnto Titus and made peace with 
him, whom he placed amongeſt bys 
chiefe men. 


8 Hoztly after the Korn ains ſet a fire 

a certaine gate of the Temple,that 
was ſhut, whoſe do2e was conered ouer 
with ſiluer, and whyle the timber of it 
burnt, the ſiluer melted and ran vppon 
the ground. Do when the gate was o- 
pen,there appeared r Which — 4 
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eth to the ſanctum ſanctorum oz holpeſt 
of all. Aſone as Titus ſawe it, he hono⸗ 
red it with great reuerence, and fozbad 
his people that no man ſhould come nie 
it, ſaying : take hede ye medle not with 
this houſe, tyll we take further delibe⸗ 
ration what is to bee done in the mat- 
ter. Wherfoze he commaunded pꝛocla⸗ 
mation to bee made th2zoughout all hys 
campe in thys wyſe. UWhoſoener com⸗ 
meth nye thys @ancuary, ſhall ſuffer 
death fo2 it. He appointed alſo a ſtrong 
bande of men to kepe the temple, that 
it were not ſuſpended and vnhalowed 
by any of his. But his pzinces and cap⸗ 
taines aunſwered him, ſaping : vnlelle 
this houſe be ſet a fyʒe, thou ſhalt neuer 
ſubdue this people, fozaſmuche as to 
ſaue it they vowe themſelues to dye, 

Notwithſtanding Titus would not har⸗ 
ken to their counſell in this matter, but 
appopnted of hys ſouldiours and ſuche 
Jewes as had made peace with hym to 
kepe ward,geuing them charge to kepe 
the temple and ſanctum ſanctorum, leaſt 
it ſhoulde be polluted, till they had con⸗ 
ſulted vpon the matter, The ſedictous 
Je ßes that remapned in Jeruſalem, 


ſeyng 
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ſeing the Romaines departed from the 
temple,and leauing the warders there 
behynde them, they ranne vppon them 
with their (wozdes dzawen and flewe 

them vp cleane, lettynge neuer a man 
ſcape. Mhiche Titus hearpnge of, he 

bꝛought his whole armi thither againſt 
the ſedicious and kylled many of them, 
the reft fledde to the mount Sion. The 
nerte dape the Komapnes ſette fp2e 

| bppon the Sanctum ſanco2um,lapinge 

woode to the dozes that were couered 

auer with golde, and then ſette fyꝛe in 

them. Soafter the golde warte hote 

and the tymberofthe gates was once 
bꝛent, the houſe of the ſanctum ſancto⸗ 

rum was open (that all men myght ſee 

| it)the ninth daye of the fift Poneth, Iuly. 
whiche was the verye ſame dape that it 
was opened alſo in the tyme of the 
Chaldeis. The Romapynes therefoze 
when they had gotten that doze of the 
ſanctum ſanctorum once open, and had 
entred into it, they made great top and 
gaue a great ſhoute, whyles the Sanc⸗ 
tum ſanctorum was a fyꝛe: which when 
Titus ſawe, he made greate ſpede to 
quench the fire, and to ſaue the Sanctum 


ſanctorum, 
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ſanctorum, but he coulde not do it, there 
did ſo many ſet it a fy2ze in ſo many pla- 
ces. Titus therfo2e cried vnto them, that 
they ſhould not do ſo. But they woulde 
not heare him, fo2lyke as a vehement 
floud of water bzeaketh al thinges, and 
d2pueth them downe befoze it: euen ſo 
with a furious vpolente the gentples 
/ Tuthed vpon the temple of the Lo2d, the 
fy:e flamyng now and then out of mea⸗ 
ſure. Thus Titus cryed vppon them in 
vaine: wherefoze when Titus ſawe he 
coulde not refrayne the people from the 
Sanctum ſanctorum with woozdes , he 
dꝛue out his ſwoꝛd, blampnge the cap1- 
taines of his own people, and thc other 
that were not Romaynes , be kylled 
them, fo2 they in time paſte were moꝛe 
wont to ſpoyle the Temple, neuerthe- 
les he could not ſtap them no2 put them 
backe. He crped ſtyll vppon them not- 
withſtanding, till he was ſo hoozſe that 
be coulde cry no longer. The Pꝛieſtes 
which were in the @anctum ſandozum 
withſtode the Komapnes ſtoutlpe, tyll 
they were no moze able to lyft vp they: 
handes againft them, Wherfoze when 
the P2icſtes ſaw there was none — 
= aue⸗ 
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ſauegarde lefte, they lept into the fyꝛe, 
and dpuers other Jewes with them, 
that had hid themſelues in thedancunr 
ſanctozum , and ſo were all bzent toge⸗ 
ther:fo2 they ſaid, what ſhould we lius 
aup longer, nowe that the Temple is 
burnt? Titus tceaſed not to ſtrpke the 


people to chaſe them from the Temple, 


that they ſhoulde not ſynne agaynſt the 
Sanctum ſanctozum but no man would 
obey him, foʒ thei were many that ſpoi⸗ 
led the Temple. Titus therfoze being ſo 
weary that al his ſtrength fapled hym: 
he fell down vpon the ground. So when 
he ſaw he pꝛeuapled nothyng with bys 
crpingthe left of fo2biddinge them. Af- 


tozum was burnt, Titus roſe and en- 
tred into it, and ſalo the glozt and mag- 
nificence thereof, and belened that it 
was the houſe ofthe lo2zd,fo2 as pet the 
fyze had not vbtterly conſumed all, ſo 
that he ſaid: nowe J well pertepue that 
this is none other then the houſe of god 
and the dwelling of the god of heauens, 
nepther was it fo2 nought that the 
Jewes ſtode ſo earneſtly in the defence 
thereof, noz the gentiles alſo "we = 

Lo 
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without a cauſe ſende golde and ſpluer 
to thys temple from the farther partes 
of the wo2lde, Fo2 great is the glozy of 
this temple, and it far paſſeth the tem- 
ple of the Romapnes and all the tem⸗ 
ples of the gentiles that euer J ſawe. 
The God ok heauen whiche is the God 
_ ofthis houſe, take vengaunce of the ſe- 
dicious, whoſe miſcheuous and heinous 
dedes haue bꝛought thys euill vpon it. 
The ſedicious that pet remained at Je- 
ruſalem, ſeynge the Sanctum ſanftorum 
to be burnt : they ſet the reſt of the tem⸗ 
ple a fy2e theymſelues, and all the hou⸗ 
ſes alſo that were filled ful of treaſure, 
and all kynde ot pꝛecious Jewels. And 
where they kne we there was pet ſome 
bictuales lefte, they ſet it a fy2e alſo, 
leaſte the Romapnes ſhoulde haue any 
commoditte by it, ſaping:nowe that the 
Sanctum ſandozum is waſted , what 
Qhoulde we lyue anye longer, and then 
what nede haue we of anye other bupl⸗ 
Dinges 02 houſes - After thys the Ko- 
maines quenched the fp2c;+ vp ſet they? 
Idols andAmages in the temple, and 
offred.burnt offringes vnto them, blaſ- 
pbeminge, raylinge, and . . 
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the Jewes and theyz lawes in the pꝛe⸗ 


ente of theyz Idols. 


A Bout that time was there a certain 
Jewe that pꝛophecied a lpe vnto ths 
ſedicions that remained pet at Jeruſa⸗ 
lem, biddyng them to play the men and 
reſiſt they2 enemies :o nowe ( ſaith he) 
ſhall the Temple be buplded by it ſelfe 
without mans hand, that God may de- 
clare hys power bnto the Romaynes, 
whiche nowe gloꝛp in them ſelues that 
they haue ouercome the Jewes. Ther⸗ 
ko ze pt᷑ pe will fight ſtoutly agaynſt the 
Romatnes, this dap ſhal the temple be 
builded by it ſelfe, Wherfoze the ſedict- 
ous ſet bppon the Romaines and flewe 
manp ot them. So the Komains enkin⸗ 
deled with pꝛe, handled the people cru⸗ 
ellp, killinge theym lyke ſhepe, where 
they had fauoured theim hptherto. All 
theſe thinges happened vnto the people 
becauſe they gaue credite to the falſe 
Pꝛophete, and marked not the ſignes 
that appeared at Jeruſalem. Foz the 
| re next befoze the comming of V 
there was ſcene a ſtarre ouer 
temple lo bzygbt, as though a man — 
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had many d2awen ſwoꝛdes in hys hand 

at once, And at the ſame tyme as the 

ffarre appeared in the tyme of the ſo⸗ 

lemne feaſt called paſſach: that whole 
night the Temple was as lygbt and as 
cleare as though it had beene mydday, 
and it continued ſo by the ſpace of. vii. 

dapes of the feaſt. The men of vnder⸗ 
ſtanding in Iſraell knewe well pnough 
that this was an euil figne, but the reſt 
af the people interpzeted it in good 
parte. The verpe ſame time alſo they 
bzought a Heiffer fo a burnt offering, 
whiche when ſhe was feld and ſtroken 
do wne that they myghtd2efle her, ſhe 
caluedaLambe. Lhys mpꝛacle (they 
ſapde) like wiſe made fo2 them, and pꝛe⸗ 
tended good. As alſo this that foloweth 
they interpacted to good. There was a 
certaine gate that was called the Caſte 
gate, agreat and wonderous heauye 
gate that was neuer opened noz ſhut, 
but twentie men had pnough to doe a- 
bout it, the creking of the gymmes and 
hokes wherof might be hard a farre of. 
Typs gate was founde open withoute 
any mannes helpe, and they toulde not 
Gut it, till a greate number en 

an 
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and ioyned they: ſtrengthes together. 
After this, there was ſeene ouer the 
Temple and the Sanctum ſanctorum, by 
the ſpace of a whole npght, a face of a 
man wonderfull terrible. There aps 
peared alſo at that tyme ficry chariors 
and ho2ſemen, and great hoſtes in the 
ſkyecommyng nye to Jeruſalem, and 
all the lande of luda. In the feaſt alſo of 
weekes, the P2ieftes hard a man wal⸗ 
kyng in the Temple, & ſaying with a 
greate and a wonderfull terrpble baſe 
voyte. Come let vs go avvay out of this 
temple, and get vs hence. But ſpecially 
there was one paſſypng all theſe. A cer⸗ 
tapue man in the Citie of a baſe and 
low degree, whoſe name was Ichoſcua 
the ſonne of Chananeiahu, began to trie 
vpon the feaſt of the Tabernacles with 
a loude voyce on this wyſe. 

A voycefrom the Eaſte, a voyce from the 


V Veſta voyce from the foure vvyndes of 


theheauens, a voyce agaynſt Ieruſalem, a 
voyce agaynſt the Temple, a voyce againſt 
the 1 voyce agaynſt the bride, 
and a voyce agaynſte the yyhole people. 

Thus he cryed verpe often, ſo that the 


Citizens of Jeruſalem hated hym, and 
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ſaid to him: What crpeſt thou allvays 
this crye? But the gouernour that the 
was in thectfie fozbad the Citizens to 
ſay any thyng to hym, ſuppoſyng hym 
to be beſpdcs hym ſelfe and mad. Ther 
koꝛe he neuer lefte crying foz the ſpace 
of foure pere, tyll the warres began, 
ſaying : Wo to Jeruſalem, and to the 
ſanctuarye therevf. When the warres 
were once begon, & the town beſieged, 
it foztuned as be wandred about vpon 
the walles cyying after his old maner, 
be addyng this, Moe vnto mp elle : 
and with that a ſtone came out of an 
engine from the campe, and ſmitte out 
his bzapnes. At that tyme alſo there 
was a w2yptynge founde, grauen in a 
ffone of olde, whiche the zewes read: 
the woꝛdes were theſe. V Vhattymethe 
buyldyng of the temple ſhalbe — 2 to 
foure ſquare, then it filalbe deſtroyed. 

Nowe when the Antochia was taken 
and raſed by the Romaypncs, and the 
walles of the Temple were alſo bzo- 
ken: the Jewes makyng ſpeede to res 
pay2e the ruincs and delapidacions, 
without anpe remembzauntce ok this 
ſcripture, they made the Temple foure 

ſquare. 
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ſanctorum on this wopſe. 


the leyves. Pol CCxli. 


ſquate. Beſides this there was a ſcrip⸗ 
ture founde in the wall of the Sanctum 
Y Vhen the 
whole buylding cf the Temple ſhalbe. 1111, 
ſquare, then ſhall a kyng raigne over Iſra- 
ell, and that kyng and ruler Thall raigne o- 
ver all the lande of Iſraell, Some tnterp2e 
ted this opon the kyng of Iſraell. But 
the Pꝛieſtes ſapde, it is the kyng oꝛ ru⸗ 
ler of the Romaines. The whole army 
of the Romaiues bepng nowe commed 
into the Temple, and the Jewes alſo 
fledd tothe mount Sion: the Romays 
nes ſet vp they2 Idols in the Temple 
of the Loꝛde, and offered ſacrifice vnto 
them, blaſphempng and raylyng at the 
Jewes and thepz God; At that tyme 
there tame dowvne tothe Romapnes a 
lpttle boy of the pꝛieſtes from the moũt 
Sion, whiche went to a captayne of 
the Komaynes that was keper of the 
Temple, and deſpꝛed hym to geue 
hym ſome water to.d2zynke. He tooke 
pitie of the bope, and bade gene hym 
water. The bope takyng the veſſell 
that the water was in, fy2ſte dꝛanke 
bym ſcife, then ranne awape with 
the reſte. The Captapne ranne af- 
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ter hym hym ſelfe, but be woulde not 
ouertake hym, of a purpoſe, becauſe he 
was delpted with the bopes dopng, 
wherfo:e he let hym go foz the nonce, 
ſo he gate vp to the Pꝛieſtes and gaue 
them d2inke. On a time whenthe Ro- 
maines were at their ſacrifice in the 
pꝛeſence of Titus their Lo2de, certaine 
of the pꝛieſtes tame and beſought Ti⸗ 
tus that he woulde not kyll them: to 
whom Titus made aunſwere, why do 
pe with to line now, tnot rather to dye 
with pour bꝛethzen that haue abpdden 
death foꝛ the Gods ſake of this houſe? 
Then Titus commaunded his men to 
kyll them, and ſo dyed they. After Schi- 
meon t Ichochanan ſent embaſſadours 
to Titus to require peace, to whom 
Titus made aunſwere in this wiſe, Ye 
aſke this thyng to late, and howe com- 
meth it to paſſe that ye nowe entreate 
Fo2 pour lines, when that of ſo great a 
number of people, pe haue lefte none 
ſaue a very few. When as alſo pe haue 
waſted al thinges moſt cruelly t deſpe- 
ratly: Now after al theſe your miſchs- 
nous aces pe require peace, whiche ye 
would neuer receiuc of me, although J 
deſired 
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deſired vou neuer ſo ofte. Foꝛ it pitted 
me to ſee your people, ſome to be vered 
with hunger, and ſome to be caſt out of 
the Citie without any burpall. But pe 
hardened pour neckes and woulde ne⸗ 
ner admit any peace tylil all the people 
were deſtroyed. @herefoze Titus re⸗ 
pꝛehended them with manp other wo2- 
des, ſaying vnto them. Tell me pon 
ſeditious, pou wicked and ſinkull per- 
ſons , haue not you ſlaine the people of 
the Lode? you ſette his houſe on fp2e, 
port bꝛought vppon this Citte all this 
miſchiefe, How can you therefoze per⸗ 
ſwade pour ſelues, oꝛ p2efume to de⸗ 
ſire the ſauegarde of your liues: r vvhy 
wylye tine alone of al the Sages;righ- 
tedus, innocent, Godly, and holy men, 
whom ye haue flaine without any mer⸗

much miſchiete: Be deſire lyfe, and pet 

perſeuer and continue in your malice 
ſtyll, holdyng your ſwooꝛdes in your 

handes and being in armes, neuerthe⸗ 

leſle pe entreate me to ſane pour lines, 

Haue we not nowe taken the Citie, x 
allo the temple, t the ſanctum ſanctorũ: 
JI. iſi. haue 
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haue we not burnt it with kpꝛe?: What 
is there left foʒ pou to put any hope in 
t what loke pe foz to remapnc? Wher- 
foze caſt away your ſwoꝛdes, and lape 
away pour armour, and then come vn⸗ 
to me andentreate mee, and then ſhall 
A knowe what à haue to do, peraduen⸗ 
ture J ſhalbe gracious vnto you, and 
pardon you pour liues. The captapnes 
of the ſedicious, Schimeon and Jeho⸗ 
chanan made aunfwere to Titus. Me 
bane ſwozne by the Lozde our GOD, 
who is God of heauen and earth, that 
we wil neuer beare thy poke, noz ſerue 
thee, no2 make anpe peace with thee, 
fo be ſubiec vnto thee. Nowe therfoze 
pf it be thy pleaſure to ſheww vs mercy, 
ſuffer vs to go out of the Citie, and we 
wyll take our journey into the wylder⸗ 
neſſe: whiche pf thou wylt graunt vs, 
we wyll repozt that we haue found fa ⸗ 
uour at thy hande: pt not, we wyll re⸗ 
maine in this plate to ſee what we ſhal 
determine, and what maner of death 
we wpil l dye, 
When Titus hard this, he was won- 
derfully wꝛoth and ſapd, remaineth the 
pꝛide ot pour hartes, and the hardneſſe 
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of your neckes pet with pon ſtyll, als 
though ye be taken? pet ye dare be ſo 
bolde to ſape, we haue ſwoꝛne that we 
wyll not beare thy yoke - Mea, pe haue 
ſwo2ne vnto death, foz pe haue deſpp⸗ 


ſed lyke, when as pour Citte is won, 


the houſe ot the ſanctum ſanctorum is 
burnte. and no refuge is lefte you, 
Wherewith then canne pe put awaye 


pour ignominie and ſhame, and what 


is your hope pf a manne mpght aſkee 
Then gaue Titus commaundemente 
to the Komapnes, that they ſhoulde 
not omitte any opoztunitic to ſette vp- 
pon the ſedicious, and by one meanes 
oꝛ other to deſtrope Schimeon and Je- 
bochanan. There was at that tyme a 
certayne man of the kynges bloudde, 
whoſe name was Serach, he accompa- 
nyed with all bis bzeth2zcn and ſonnes 
that were there with hym of the kings 
bloudde, came downe from the mount 
Dion to Titus, who recepued them 
honozablpe, and gentylly oꝛdzed them. 
Mhen Jehochanan and Schtmeon 
bnderſfode that @erach and the reſte 
were gone, and hadde pelded them to 
Litus ; they went and ſette fp2e vpon 

Ji. tit, all 


all that was in the kinges palaice, that 
the Romaines ſhoulde haue no com- 


moditie therbp. 


Fkom thence they went to the Tem⸗ 
ple, where they founde certepne no- 
ble men and Captapnes, whom Titus 
had put in auco2itte aboute the Tem⸗ 
ple, of whom thzee were chiefe: one 
captayne of phozſemen, the ſeconde ot 
thecharettes,and the third ok the fote⸗ 
men, hym they kylled, and tooke his 
companion altue. This beſought them 
that had taken hym, that he myght be 
brought to Schimeon thepz captapne, 
let hym (ſaith he) do with me as he lift; 
and in this one thyng let me fynde ka⸗ 
uour at pour handes. They agreed, : 
bꝛought hym to Schimeon, who com⸗ 
maunded his ſeruauntes aſſone as he 
was come to ſlea hym. But whyle he 
that was appoynted to this buſineſe 
made drlap, and kylled hym not by and 
by, he whypte do lone of the byll, eſca⸗ 
ped, and came to Titus, who cõmaun⸗ 
ded hym out ot his ſpght, being w2oth 
with hym that he had not fought vnto 
death, rather then to be taken _ 
u 


went vnto them, and ſlue the chlefe of 
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But with the Jewes was he wonder- 
fullye diſpleaſed, that they had ſo diſ⸗ 
ſpitefully o2dercd his men: wherfoze 
he comaunded to kyll all the Jewes as 
many as could be founde in the ſtretes 
of the Citie, whom he would haue ſpa⸗ 
red befo2e, and cauſed pꝛoclamation to 
be made th2oughout all his campe fo2 
they: ſafetie, Then dped manye of the 


Jewes, ſo that enery place was full of 


dead bodies. The men of warre of the 
Edomttes which were with Schime⸗ 
on perteiupng how the matter wente, 
thei ſent embaſſadonrs to Titus to de- 
ſire peate, t to ſaue thepꝛ llues: which 
when it tame to Schimeons eare, he 


them, and thepꝛ noble men, the reſt of 
the people of the E domites fledde onto 
Titus. From that tyme foo2th Titus 
tommaunded dis men to ble no mo2e 
trueltie vpon the Jewes. Bone after 
fledde Jehothanan and Schimeon, and 
yyd them ſelues in ter teyn taues. The 
reft of the chief men of the Jewes that 
were with them, ſeyng them nowe to 
befled : tame downe from the monnte 
bnto Titus, and fell downe vpon they? 

J . v. .- - face 
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face befoꝛt hym vpon the ground, wd 
Titus receiued gentelly, As foz the (edt- | 
cious that were with Schimeon # Je- 
bochanan, thep fought tyll they all dy- 
ed together. Then came: foozth vnts 
Titus one Joſua a pꝛieſt, ſon of Schat⸗ 
tai the bye pꝛieſt, bzyngyng with bym 
two candeiſtickes of golde which were 
in the ſanctuary, and the tables of gold 
with other veſſels of ſyluer and golde, 
And alſo the holy veſtures decked with 
golde and pꝛecious ſtones, all thoſe he 
gaue vnto 1 itus: who made him chiefe 
Þ2iefſt ouer them that remapned nexte 
vato Joſeph the pꝛieſt, fo2 Titus gaue 
Joſeph. aucthozitie aſwell ouer the 
Paieſtes 4 Leuites, as ouer the whole 
people of the Jewes. Then was Go- 
rion the father of Joſeph that w2ytte 
this hyſto2yc, bꝛought out of the pꝛiſon 
with his wyfe and chyldzen, amonge 
wh was one Bonian Joſephes-yonger 
bother, he was a very wyſe & a gedlpe 
p2ieſt, by whom God beſtowed manye 
1 bppon the Iſraelites. o 
Titus lefte bpm at Jeraſalem, and 
toke hym not with hym as he dyd Jo⸗ 
ſeph. Joſephes father liued ane, y ö 
itie 
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Citie was taken. xx. monethes, and 
byed. They tooke then alſo one Pht- 
neas a pꝛieſte, who was keper ofthe 
treaſure houſe, he bew2aped and detec⸗ 
ted to the Romaines all the treaſures 
of the pꝛieſtes and thep2 veſtementes: 
he gaue alſo vnto Titus a moſt pzectons 
ople, with ſwete odourg and perfumes 
and garmentes alſo of purple whiche 
the kynges of the ſcconde Temple had 
geuen. Mherkoze both this Phineas 
and Joſua whom we mencioned afoze, 
tranſgreſſed the couenaunt of the loꝛd, 
and offended God, in that they delpue⸗ 
red his iewelles to the enemies of his 
people, whiche thep ought not to haue 
done, but rather to haue dyed fo2 the 
glozp of the Lo2d, as the other p2icfies 
dyd, whiche caſte them ſelues into the 
fpze, Thus was the Citie of Jeruſa⸗ 
lem taken, with all the pꝛecious thyn⸗ 
ges that were therein: and Titus 
went vp to the mount Sion, tooke it, e 
raſed the walles therof, Upon a th:ee 
dapes after, Jehochanan ſoze verte 


with hunger, lefte his plate where be 


lurked, and came to Titus, fell downe 
afoze 
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atoꝛe him and kyſſ*d his feete, ſaying: 
ſaue me, O Lo2d king. Titus comann- 
ded him to be fetred with iron cheines, 
and when he had cauſed him to be cary- 
ed about the campe ſo bound, and to be 
mocked of all men by the ſpace of. vil. 
dapes: he commaunded to hang hym, 
and ſo gate hea iuſt ende and fitte re- 
wardfo2 his crueltie. Afterward came 

Schimeon alſo fozth of his den, beyng 
dziuen with famine, he hadde put on 
kyngly apparell, and ſhewed him ſelfe 

a farte of to the Romaine hoſt: who ſe- 
png him were afraideto go to him, but 
he called vnto them and aſkte fo2 ſome 
captaine. Then one came foo2th and 
ſapd bnt9 Schimeon, tel me who thou 
art, and J wyll not kyll thee. Schime- 
on aunſwered therkoze and tolde hym, 
Jam Schimeon, that ſedicious Cap- 
kapne of theJewes whiche haue made 
pou ſo muth adoo: nowe 3 beſeche thee 
ſhewe me ſo much fanouras to bꝛynge 
me to Litus thy maiſter, which he dyd. 
Titus therfoze when he ſawe Schime- 
on, he commaunded hym to be faſte 
bounde, and to be led about the whole 
holt, that he might be deluded x _— 
er⸗ 
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Afterward he was put to a ſoze death: 
firſte his bead was firpken of, then hs 
was cut in many peeces and caſte vnts 
dogges, ſo he dyed an abhominable 
death, being puniſhed foz bis iniquitie. 


T He number of the Jewes, aſwell 

citizens as other, that came vnto 
that feaſt to Jeruſalem, whiche were 
flaine partip by the Romatnes, partly 
by the ſcdicious, durpnge the whole 
tyme of theſe warres, was knowen to 
be a leuen hundzeth thouſande, beſides 
them whoſe number was not knowen: 
Onelp they were counted which were 
flaine and burped. Beſpdes them, they 
alſo were not reckened that after the 
death of Jehochanan and Schimeon , 
dyed with Cleaſar the ſonne of Anani 
the pꝛieſt. They that were led pꝛyſo⸗ 
ners by Titus to Rome, were. rvi.M. 
men. Titus therfo:e with loſeph went 
to Rome, leaupng Bonian Joſephes 
bꝛother at Jeruſale, who was appoyn- 
ted the chiefe pꝛieſt of them that abods 
there,fo2 that did Joſeph-requeſt of Tis 
tus, which he perfourmed. The ſedici⸗ 
ous were all flayne in that = 

ic 


thich thet toke in hand foz the peoples 
ſake « the temple of the Loꝛd. They al- 
ſo that Tnus tooke pꝛyſoners were put 
to vyle deathes. Foz he reſerued many 
to be mockynge ſtockes in euerp Citie 
wher he paſſed by in his wap to Rome, 
t in euerp towne he commaunded ſome 
to be bꝛought foozth and caſte vnto the 
Lions, tyll thep were all conſumed. 


T Here was a certaine people at that 
tyme dwellpng amongft the moun⸗ 
tapnes of Arat, that were called Ala⸗ 
nites, whoſe power Alexander kyng of 
Macedonia fearpng, cloſed them in on 
euerp ſpde. This peoplk although they 
had no kno wlege of the viſe of pzon no 
armour, pet this was they2 maner: 
that one of the with a great poal burnt 
a lyttle at the ende, would put to flight 
a dundꝛed good ſouldiours, were they 
neuer ſo well appopnted and armed. 
Untyl! this yeare they were alwapes 
ſhut in: but now being opp:eſſed with 
a great dearth and famine thzoughout 
all thcy2 land, thep ſent embaſſavours 
to the people of Hurkan their neygh- 
bours,requiring them that they would 
open 
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open the ſtraightes of the mountaines, 
that they myght come fozth with their 
wiues and childzen toſeke them foode, 
Lhe Purkans graunted they: reque- 
ſtes, opened them the entraunces of 
the mountaines. So thep came foozth, 
wandering here and there, and ſpop⸗ 
[png dpuers countres, tyll at lengthe 
thep toke thep2 iournepe towarde the 
moũtapnes of the land of Madai, where 
they founde hoſes, namely in the de⸗ 
ſert of Madai, amongfte the people of 
Arat. Thep gate thoſe hozſes, lept vp- 
on them, and entred the land of Madai. 
The pꝛeſident 02 ruler of the countrep 
bearpng thereof,fledde vnto the hygb- 
eft hplies, leaupng his wyke and chpl- 
dꝛen behpnde hym foz haſte, he was ſo 
afrayd of the Alanites,knowpng their 
baleauntneſſe. Straight way he ſente 
to them embaſſadonrs to make peace 
with them, and he woulde lette them 
baue byttaples, vppon this condicion, 
that they ſheulde not ſpople his coun⸗ 
trep. They made aunſwere, pf ſo be it 
be would kepe them, and let them haue 
foode foꝛ the ſpate of one montbe, tyll 
the cozne in they; owne countrey were 


rppe, 
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ripe : thep would returne home againe 
at the monethes ende. Foz we deſpze 
not (ſay they) thy golde oz ſyluer, be- 
png menne ſeparated from all enter- 
tourſe and traffique with other people, 
no any thyng els then foode we ſecke 
not. This their requeſt the ruler graũ⸗ 
ted them, and let them haue a certapne 
grapne called Pill, ſodden with one 
kynde ol kleſhe oꝛ other. The number 
of them was. vii. thouſand, a hundzeth 
kyktp, and kyue thouſande, a hundzeth x 
fo:ty perſons. When the moneth was 
ended, and the Alanites vnderſtode the 
co2ne in their owae countrey wag ripe, 
they departedout of the land of Madai, 
atcoꝛdyng as they had ſwoꝛne, and re- 
tourned towarde they2 owne country, 
And as thep were a gopng homeward, 
Mithridates king of Ararat tame againſt 
them to anop them, myndyng to dꝛiue 
them from his coaſtes, left they ſhould 
waſte his countrey. Therefoze whyle 
they paſſed th2ough his countrepe go- 
yng towarde they2 owne :. Mithridates 
made warre vpon them, but his men 
were beaten downe by: the Alanites, 


ivke as Camelles fall: vppon the 
grounds 
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letted him from ſhutting vs in, and to C= log oy 


to kepe vs within our countrey,we ſeke 
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ground when a ſtrong man tredes them 

do bone. Then one of the yonge men of 
the Alanites in diſpite put a rope about a 
Michridates necke,and dzewe hym after 22 
hym vnto his great ſhame, Mithridates 
gat out his ſwo2d , and cut a ſunder the 
rope and fled. To whom the Alanite 
loking back, ſaid: Go thy way, get thee 
home, and moue no moze warre vpport ys/ 
bs hereafter, fo2 we were not mynded 
to waſte thy lande, no2 pet to kyll thy 
people; Fo2 pf we had ener intended it, 
could we not haue done it longe agoe, 
when as nothing is bet wirt vs and yo 
but the monntaines of Ararat? But ws 
were of this mind, that we ſhuld great⸗ . 
ly offende to kil men of our owne ſhape /- 
and likenes. e nowe howe Alexander 755 ry” N "

which went about to ſubdue the whole 
earth,+ to declare his power, cloſes vs 
bp within oure lande, whyzbecauſe he 
was afrapde we ſhoulde come out vpon 
him. But we laught him to ſcozne whe $0 
he did it. It we had liſted, we could haue 4517 
make no peace with him, but we foꝛced a 4... , 
not of his doinges. Fo2 it is our cuſtom... Aer 
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none other lande, when as onire owne 
lande is better then any other. It plea⸗ 
ſed vs well that he incloſed vs, that the

Ve⸗ 
bolde the kinge of Madai, when he had

people.ccc. thouſande men, and neuer a 
one of their owne was killed. Titus hea⸗ 
ringe of rhys , was deſyꝛous to gs vnto 
thetm , tolette theim vnderſtande his 
valeauntnes, but he could not compaſſe 
it, becauſe all hys beſt men were ſpent 
in the warres at Jeruſalem. Whertfoze 
he determined to return to Rome after 
he had taken Jeruſalem, where he a⸗ 
bode as yet beſides the Antochia, Ther 
he had intelligente that dpuers of the 
Jewes were gathered together, with 
who was Eleaſar the ſonne ol Anani the 
Pꝛieſt, who during the ſiege, fled onto 
a tertaine holde called Mezira, wherup- 
on many of the Jewes reſo2ted to hym. 
Titus hearinge this, that many had ioy⸗ 
ned themſelues to Eleaſar , feared leaſte 
after his departure, Eleaſarmyght from 
thece make a rode and take Jeruſalem, 
t ſo kil vp al the Romains, wbich ſyuld 
bee no ſmale damage to the Romayne 
empire. Zherfoze he made out againſt 
him, ę ſent thyther one Silchama noble 
man of Kome, with a great hoſte to bes 
ſiege Mezira, but he coulde not gette it. 
Wherfoze he ſet vnto Titus foz an pꝛon 

N k. li. ramme 
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Ramme to batter the walles withall. 
M hich after he had recepued, he-bette 
do we the walles of Mezira therwith. 
The Jewes ſeinge that, rayſed a great 
countermure within of wood and tym- 
ber, which the Komains ſet fyꝛe in, and 
burnt , After that they aſſaulted the 
towne from mo2ning til night,at what 
time the Komaynes left of, ſuppoſinge 
they were not able to pzeuaple agapnſt 
Heaſars defence in the darke. 
E Lealar in the meane ſeaſon called an 
aſſembly of al the chiefe nen of the 
Jewes that were with him, and ſaid vn 
to theim in thys wyſe, Come hyther ye 
ſeede of Abraham and kingly pꝛieſthod, 
which haue vntil this day euer pꝛeuap⸗ 
led = the enemies of god: Let vs 


heare poure adupſe what is beſt to bee 
done againſt this multitude that is com 

med vpon vs at vnwares. Ve ſe that at 

„ fthis time chietly it becommeth vs to fo- 
lowe the courage and valeantnes of our 
fozefathers, where with they were in 
time paſt indued. Conſider mozeouer y 
eucrpthinghath his ende, x that there 

- areſomtimes in warres whenas men 


are wont to folow the purſute, ſomtime 
to fleece

ts flee krom the ſame whom thei purſu⸗ 
ed, and to humble themſelues — 
them. And it is no ſhame to be humbled 
& diſgraced, vvhen as al thinges haue their 
— — end. Albeit who ſo is of a 
haute courage, he muſt ſo eſtabliſhe hys 
hart, that he quail not with feare, then 
hal he be demed a valiaunt man: It ye 
therfo2e be of that courage that ye feare 
not death: then will J call you valiaunt 
men, and woꝛzthelp: Conſider the fo2tt- 
tude of Abzaham our father, the face 
that he did, koz haupnge but one onely 
ſonne, whom Sara bare vnto hym in 
her age, he neuer ſtaggerd 55 at 


it to offer hym vp to the Koꝛd God foꝛ a 
burnt offringe. Foꝛ he thought not that 
he ſhoulde kill him, but perſwaded him 
ſelfe moſt certatnely that he ſhould pꝛo⸗ 
mote him to the life t tght of the lozde, 
foz as much as fo2 the lone of God, and 
at hys commaundement he ſhould haue 
killed him, Wap p thing that loſchiiabu 
the tuft king did, who ſetting at nought 
this wꝛetched life, and aſpiring to ever 
laſting felicitie, woulde not auopde the 
leopardie of his life, when as he might 
haue done it. Fo2 although pharao Ne- 
u K. ili. cho 
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cho ſald he came not againſt him, but g- 
gainſt the kinge of the Chaldeis: pet 
would not Ioſchiiahu heare him, bat ra⸗ 
ther pꝛocedinge againſt Pharaos in ar- 
mes, was ſlapne in the battaple, and 
went vnto that great lyght in the gar⸗ 
den of paradiſe, which is the lot and en⸗ 
heritaunce of the iuſt. Me knowe that 
in this woꝛld no man recepueth the re- 
ward ok his righteouſnes, but it is layd 
vp fo: him in the other woꝛld where he 
ſhall reape the fruite of hys ryghteouſ⸗ 
nes, that he hath ſowne in this wo2lde, 
Neyther doth longe lyfe in this wo2lde 
p2ofite a man to thobteining of euerla⸗ 
ffing bliſſe, except he wozke righteouſ⸗ 
nes, and lead his ſoule fo2th of darknes 
into light: like as contrarpwyſe, ſhozt- 
nes of life hindꝛeth no man from euer⸗ 
laſtinge happpnelle, if ſo be it, his ſoule 
haue no defect in thoſe thinges that per- 
tapne to the woꝛlde to tome. Foz Abel 
whiche was flapne of hys brother, ly⸗ 
ned no longe lyfe : pet whan he had en 
ded it, he obtee ned euerlaſtpnge reſte. 
But Kain that lined long in this world 
was a wanderer and a runnagate in 
this earth, and alter thys [pfe, went to 

perpe⸗ 
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perpetuall miſerie . Nowe therfoze my 
bzethzen,if we alſo ſhall lyue anpe lon⸗ 
ger,our life ſhalbe a miſerable life,and 
our dates, dapes of vanitie and trauell: 
pea, our ſoule as long as it ſhal remaine 
in this body, it ſhalbe toſſed with great 
tribulation: but if it once go fozth, then 
ſhall it retoyſe and neuer be afrapde. 
And all the dayes that it is in the bodp, 
it neuer lynneth weepynge and mour- 
nynge, foz it is the ſpirite of lyfe, which 
E bedged in within the bodpe, ſyn⸗ 
newes, bones, and other members, 
none otherwiſe then yf it were bounde. 
with chaines. The ſpirite is alſo that 
whiche guickneth the fleſhe, that is ta- 
ken of the duſt of the earth, koz fleſh can 
not quicken the ſpirite. Beſides thys, 
the ſpirite is that which obſerueth and 
marketh the fleſhe, and ſearcheth the 
wozkes thereof, ſo longe as it is in the 
body. Nea, thefleſhe cannot ſec the ſpi⸗ 
rite, but the ſpirite ſecth the kleche al- 
wapes, neypther is there any member 
ol the bodye hydde from it. The eyes 
alſo of the 4 cannot percepue what 
tyme the ſpirite reſozteth ts the kleſhe 
and departeth from the ſame, foz the 
K k. iii. ſpirits 
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ſpirit of ma, which is his ſoule, is from 
beauen: but the fieſhe is taken from the 
earth. Wiherfoze the ſoule mai remaine 
without the body, but not likewyſe the 
body without the ſoule, and when the 
ſpirite comes to the flethe, it viſiteth it 
as a neyghbour is wont to goe and ſee 
his neighbour, and quickeneth'it : and 
when agapne it departeth from it, the 
kleſhe dieth, and if the ſoule wyl felowe 
the deſires ofthe fleſhe, then this is the 
death of the ſoule: but if it geue no eare 
vnto the fleſh, then ſhall the ſoule come 
to the light of life, and the fleſh ſhal die. 
Mherkoze the ſoule is glad when it de- 
parteth out of the body, like as one that 
hath bene bounde, is well apaide when 
he is dimifſed out of pꝛiſon. Foz all the 
while that the ſoule is kept cloſed in the 
kleſhe, it is as it were a laue, in moſte 
harde and greuous bondage, under a 
harde maſter, Therkoꝛe when it depar- 
teth from the body, it is glad, becauſe it 
muſt go to the garde of paradiſe. Thus 
ve ſee that in this lyfe the ſoule ts com⸗ 
pared to a bond ſeruaunt t᷑ laue. Puche 
moꝛe then this did he diſcourſe of thim-

leaunt men, whiche were toconde and 
mery in her ſtretes vpon her ſabbathes 
and feſtiual dates: where is her famous 
ſanctuary, the dwelling of the almigh- 
tie God: where is the houſe of ſanctum 
ſanctorum, the habitacion of holpneſſe, 
wherein no man might ſet his kote but 
the hie Pꝛieſt, whiche in all ages onely 
once a pere entred into it? But nowe, D 
Jeruſalem, thou waſt once repleniſhed 
with people, and renowned amongeſt

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kynges, beloued of God, in thee was 
eſtabliſhed the ſeate of the kingdome of 
tuſtice and judgement, Whoſe ſtreetes 
were paued with moſte pzecyous mar- 
ble, whoſe walles gliſtred and ſhyned 
with the ſame ſtone, whole gates enery 
one were plated with golde and ſyl- 
ner, whoſe walles were buplded with 
great ſtones moſte honozablpe, whoſe 
Pileſtes in the middes of the ſanauary 
lyke to angels of God and P2pnces of 
holineſſe, with ſacrifices and burnt of- 
fringes made the loꝛd louing to the and 
thy people, Howe art thou nowe ſtuffed 
full of llapne men and carcaſes, whiche 
haue peryſhed ſome by the ſwozd, ſome 
by kamin: and howe are thy ſonnes that 
dwelt in thee, and the ſtraungers alſo 
that reſozted onto thee, to honour thy 
feaſtes, bzought to ruin nowe in thee: 

How art thou fallen from the height of 
thy pꝛyde, t howv art thou ſet a fpze and 

bent euen bnto thy foundations, and 

are left deſolate t ſolitari: c Nhat eye is 

ſo hard that can behold thee: what hart 

ſo ſtony that can abide to ſee thee? How 

arte thon become a burpinge place of 


carkaſes. 2 and howe are thy ſtreates

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made voide and deſtitute of lining crea⸗ 

tures, and they which herctofoze were 

repleniſhed with liuing, are nowe ſtuk⸗ 

fed with dead. Howe hath the aſhes of 
lyꝛe touered thee, that the ſunne cannot 
come at thee? Hoe do the annctente 
men whiche in times paſt dpd ſit in the 
midſt of thee, in the ſcat of wiſedome, 
judgment, and tuſtice:nowe they fit by 
the carcaſes of their childꝛen, to dꝛiue a⸗ 
wap crowes and beaſtes krom them, ha⸗ 
uing their hoar heads beſp2inkled with 
duſte and aſhes, in ſtede of their glozp⸗ 
And thoſe women thy doughters that 
are left, they remapne in the houſes of 
them that made thee deſolate, not that 
they may liue, but to be vnhalowed and 
polluted: who ſhall ſec al theſe thinges 
in thee, and ſhall deſp2e to lpue, rather 


then to die- who knowinge thy magni⸗ 


ficence that thou haddeft of late, and 
nowe ſhall ſce thynce 1gnominte and 
the diſhonour of the lame, wil not chuſe 
to dye? And woulde God we had beene 
dead befo2e, that we mpghte not haue 
ſene in thes thy repꝛoch, o2 who would 
bꝛynge to palle that we myghte lacke 


eyes, that weſhuld not be compelled ” 
ce 
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ſee theſe miſtheues that are in the mids 
of thee-And beholde we liue a moſte ſo⸗ 
rowfull lyte, fo our enemies euen now 
afoze we be dead, caſte lottes vpon oure 
ſonnes and doughters to deupde them 
amongſt them to bee their ſeruauntes 
and handmaides. When Eleaſar had en- 
ded thys lamentacion, he ſpake to the 
people that was with him, thus. 
N Ow therfo:e b:ethzen and frendes 
take copaſſton of pour ſelues, your 
wines g childzen, with olde men which 
bee with pon: let them not bee led inte 
bondage without al mercy, that thei be 
not conſtrapned to meurne under the 
bandes of their enemies. Foz pf ye doe 
this, pe leeſe without al doubt, al places 
that are pꝛepared fo} pou in the wo2lde 
of rpghteouſnes, nepther ſhall pe haue 
any part in the light of life, Vea rather 
with pour owne handes kyll them: Fo: 
rt pe wpll do ſo, they ſhalbe counted as 
Sacrifices moſte acceptable vnto God, 
And that done, we wyll after iſſue oute 
bppon otire enempes, and fight againſt 
them til we die valeauntly foꝛ the glo2y 
of the 1025. Fo2 we wil neuer ſuffer the

CCliiii, 
bond flaues in the handes of the bucir- 
cumciſed. Reyther will we ſee our aun⸗ 
cient men to be haled by the berdes be- 
foze oure eyes moſte miſerably, noz pet 
our maides, wites,and doughters to be 
pꝛophaned, vnhalowed, and veftoured, 
noꝛ our ſonnes crping to vs and we can 
not helpe them. Fo2 what ſhall our life 
auaile vs, after that our lande is deſo- 
late, our ſancuary raced,the Komains 
rauiſh our wines and doughters befoze 
our eyes,and oppzeſſe our ſonnes with 
a moſt greuous and harde poke: Rowe 
therfo2e it is better foꝛ vs to kill all our 
wines and childzen, whoſe bloud God 
ſhall accept thankfullye as the bloud of 
burnt offringes, and after we will ſug 
out vpon the Romaines,fight til we be 
al deſtroped, and dye foz the glozy of the 
loꝛd our god. Theſe men therfoze went 
and gathered together they2 wines aud 
donghters , emb2aſed them and kyſſed 
them, ſaying: is it not better fo2 pon to 
die in your holy countrep honozably,the 
to be led away info bondage with great 
ignomint and ſhame into the landes of 
pour enemies, and be compelled to dye 
befoze the Idols of the gentiles: Theſe

and penſifenes, wepinge and makinge 
great lamentacion': but they all confeſt 
with one acco2de that they had rather 
chute todie then line. Therekoꝛe afſone 
as it was dap, Eleaſars companions kyl- 
led their wines and childzen,' and caſte 
their bodies into the ceſterns and wels 
that were in Mezirah, coueringe 1 ſfop- 
ping them with earth. Afterward iſſu- 
ed Eleaſar the Pꝛieſt fo2th of the towne 
with al his men, x fozccda batteli vpon 
the Romaines,of whom the Jewes kil⸗ 
led a great number, # fought ſo long til 
they al died manfully foz the lo2zd God, 
F Ut Titus left a remnaunt of Iſrael! 
in the citie Fafnah and the villages 
therabout,and in the citie Bitter, and 
Aolla and their villages, in which place 
Rabban Jochanan ſonne of Sakkai was 
appointed chief. Bonian the p2icſt,yon- 
ger b2other to Joſeph the Pꝛieſt, was 
put in aucthozitie by Titus fo: Joſcphes 
ſake, ouer all the Jewes which wereat 
Jeruſalem, At pſame time was Raſch- 
bag a p2ince of Iſrael put to death, and 
Iſchmaell, ſon of Eliſcha the hie pꝛieſt. 
Moꝛouer, Titus was minded to haue put 
Rabban Gamaliel, father of Ralcpbas 


Thelevves, 


to death, but Rabban lochanan, ſenne of 
Sakkai, made ſute foz him, e obtepnes 
par don fo2 hys lpfe. Thys Rabban Jo- 
chanan was he that came fozth of Jeru 
ſalem in the beginning when Vaſpaſtan 
father of Titus came firſt agapnſt Jeru- 
ſalem, whom Vaſpaſian honoured great 
ly,in ſo muche as when he returned to 
Rome, he commended this Rabban Jo- 
chanan to hys ſonne Titus, commann- 
ding him to hono2 him, fo; he perteiued 
he was a very wiſe man. Titus raygned 
. peares after he had taken Jeruſalenr 
and died. De was a very eloquent man, 
expert in the Latin x Greke tounge, and 
w2it diuers wozks in both the tonges. 
He loued moſt intirely iuſtice and equi- 
tie, fo: he waſted the citie of Jeruſalem 
againſt his will, and beinge compelled 
therunto. ea, al the miſchief that came 
bppon it, happened thzongh the malyce 
and naughtines of the ſedicious, as we 
haue touched befoze. And thus karre

He Iſraelites were.r. times led 
into captiuitie: foure tymes by 
the hands of Sanherib: and fourt 
times by Nabuchadnezar: once by Vaſ⸗ 
paſian, and once by ſuperſticious Adrian. 
ſennache. pat inuaded them Banherib, e tranſ- 
poſed the Kubenites, the Gadites, and 
the halfe tribe of PManaſſe. He toke a- 
wap alſo the golden Calfe which Jero- 
boam the ſonne of Nebat had made. He 
ted them into Halah, Habur,to the floud 
of Gozan, and to the cities of the Pe⸗ 
des. This captiuitie was in the time ot 
Pekah, the ſonne of RKemalia, 
u. The ſeconde Captiuitie. Þoſcha the 
ſonne of Ela remained, andflue Pekah ' 
the ſonne of Remalia. Afteward he be⸗ 
came the ſeruaunt and ſubiec of @an- 
herib ſeuen yeares. Then came Sanhe⸗ 
rib the ſetonde time, and caryed awape 
the tribes of Aſar, Jſachar, Zebulon, 
and'Naphrali:of whom he let go fre one- 
ly one of euerp epght. Me toke away al- 


ſo another Calfe that was in Bethell. 
After 


the ten captiuities of Fol, CClvi, 


the kourth pere of whoſe raigne , San⸗ 
J/ hettb came and entrenched Samaria, 
beſieginge it. iii. yeares, and at length 
todke it in the. vi. peart ot the raigne of 
Hiſkiiahu. So led he a wap the Iſraeli⸗ 
tes that were in Samaria, the tribe ot 
Ephzaim, and Panalſe.

PMozeouer, Sanherib came out of 
Ephtopia againſte Jeruſalem the fyfte 
tyme, leading with dym. Cx. thouſand: 
but the holye Lozde ouerthzewe bym 
there, as it is wzitten: And the aungell 
of the Lozde iſupnge fooꝛth, ſmote in 
the houſe ot Aur, Clirrrv. thouſande 
- men:Hps people therefoze was flaine, 

and no man lefte but Sanherib and his 

two ſonnes, and Nabuchadnezar , and 

Nebuſaradan. Tbys laughter was in 

the fourtenth peare of Hizklahu. From 

whiche oucrthzowe , vntyll the tyme 
that Nabuchadnezar inuaded the Jewes 
in the raigne of Jehotakim, were. Cvit 
peares.

Then after 
tui i.peres of the raigne ot Cyꝛus, after' 

4 L |. iii. the 
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the houſe was deſtroyed, Ezra wente 
from Babilon with fo2tie thouſande in 
bis company , and the Jſraelites were 
affiicted and vered vndor-Cyp:us,fo2 the 
ſpace of.rrriii. peres. Then came Aler- 
ander the kinge of Pacedonia and ue 
Cpꝛus, and when he bad raygned. xii. 
peres, he dped. After him came foure v- 
ſarpers whiche afflicted the Iſraelites. 
cirviit. peres. But after that the ſonnes 
of Haſmonai tame, they flue thoſe vſur⸗ 
pers, and takinge'the dominton from 
them, raigned theimſeines. Ciii. yeres. 
Toben rapgned one Yerode the ſer⸗ 
uaunt of Haſmonat, who killed his ma⸗ 
ſters, and they2 whole familie, ſaue one 
mapde whom he loued. But ſhe clp⸗ 
minge vp to the toppe of an houſe, ſayd: 
There is no body lefte alpue of my fa- 
thers houſe but Jalone : ſo ſhe caſte her 
ſelke headlonge from. the toppe of the 
houſe, and dyed. Herode dyd lap her in 
PMonpe, and pzeſerned her fo2 the ſpace 

of ſeuen peare. There were that ſayde 
he had carnal copulation with her after 
the was dead, Herove, and Agrippas 
his fonne,and Monabaz hys Rephewe 
un the kingdom a hundꝛeth and th:c 
peares 
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peres. So haſt thou. 4. hundzeth and.. 
eares ot the ſecond houſe. Then tame 
aſpaſian Cæſar and Titus hys wpues 
— and waſted the ſecond houſe, ca⸗ 
ryinge away Iſraell vnto Rome. This 
is the ninth tranſmigration , Moꝛeo⸗ 
uer,one Bitter remayned after the de- 
ſolation and waſtynge of the Temple 
fiftſe and two peares. 2 

Attcr that Adrianus who vſed ſuper 
ſticion with bones, made warre vppon 
theym , and tranſpoſed Iſraell from 
thep2 countrep when he had ſpopled it, 
conuepinge theim into Spayne. This 
is the tenth Captiuitie. 

This Adztan vanquiſhed the Jewes 
(which rebelled the ſecond time againſt 
the Komaines) with a finall and vtter 
deſtruction, fozbidding and not ſuffring 
them in any wiſe to enter into Jeruſas 
lem, whiche he hadde begon to foztifie 
with very ſtronge walles, and cauſed if 
to be called Pelia, after hys name. He Hifteria, 7. 
cauſed alſoa Sowe to bee grauen oner vtruſqus 

the chiefe gate of the Citie, and the ti. 
Jewes vnder her feete carued 1 
in ſtone, in token of 
their ſubtection,
